Title 6—Economic Stabilization 
CHAPTER I—COST OF LIVING COUNCIL 
PART 102—PUBLIC ACCESS TO RECORDS 
Public Disclosure of CLC Reports 

The purpose of this amendment to the 
Cost of Living Council's regulations gov¬ 
erning public access to Its records is to 
(1) define a business enterprise as a par¬ 
ent and the consolidated and uncon¬ 
solidated entities which It directly or in¬ 
directly controls. (2) require the filing of 
an additional copy of certain quarterly 
reports to be used by the Council in re¬ 
sponding to requests for public disclo¬ 
sure, (3) provide for the certification that 
public disclosure of certain quarterly re¬ 
ports is not required because the submit¬ 
ting finn has not increased prices suf¬ 
ficiently to require disclosure, and (4) 
specify those parts of Schedules P. R. 
and T which the Council has determined 
contain Information which is non- 
proprietaiy and therefore subject to dis¬ 
closure in accordance with Part 102 of 
Title 6. Code of Federal Regulations. 

Subpart F of Part 102, dealing with 
public disclosure of the Forms CLC-2 and 
CLC-22, applies to business enterprises 
having certain characteristics. Previ¬ 
ously, “business enterprise" had been de¬ 
fined In 8 102.53 with reference to the 


instructions to the Form CLC-2 and to 
the Form CLC-22. Section 102.53 is 
amended to define business enterprise as 
a firm is defined in Part 150 of the Eco¬ 
nomic Stabilization Regulations for pur¬ 
poses of determining tier status. 

Under 9 102.54(a) (3), a firm required 
to submit additional copies of its Form 
CLC-2 or CLC-22 quarterly report omit¬ 
ting all proprietary data must submit 
three copies. This requirement is being 
changed to four copies. The additional 
copy will allow the Council to respond to 
public disclosure requests at both CLC 
Headquarters in Washington and the 
IRS District Offices where the copies are 
filed. 

A new paragraph <d> is being added 
to 9 102.54 providing for a business en¬ 
terprise having annual sales or revenues 
of $250 million or over to certify that its 
quarterly reports are not subject to pub¬ 
lic disclosure, when the business enter¬ 
prise lias not Increased prices enough to 
require such disclosure under the terms 
of 9 205(b)(1) of the Economic Stabili¬ 
zation Act of 1970. as amended. 

The Council has previously set out in 
99 102.55 and 102.56 an item-by-item list¬ 
ing of the data on Forms CLC-2 and 
CLC-22 and their related Schedule C*8 
which the Council has determined to be 
nonproprietary. Similar listings are 
being added covering related Schedules 
F (Report or Record of Food Manufac¬ 
turing Revenues). R (Reconciliation of 
Forms 10-K. 10-Q or Other Financial 
Statements to Form CLC-22), and T 
(Report of Retailing and Wholesaling 
Markups or Gross Margins). 

Because the purpose of these amend¬ 
ments is to make technical corrections 
and to provide Immediate guidance and 
information with respect to the decisions 
of the Council, the Council finds that 
publication In accordance with normal 
rulemaking procedure is Impracticable 
and that good cause exists for making 
these amendments effective in less than 
30 days. Interested persons may submit 
written comments regarding these regu¬ 
lations. Communications should be ad¬ 
dressed to the Office of the General Coun¬ 
sel.

<d> Each business enterprise having 
annual sales or revenues of $250 million 
or more and submitting to the Cost of 
Living Council a Form CLC-2 or Form 
CLC-22 which is not subject to public 
disclosure because the business enter¬ 
prise has not charged a price for a sub¬ 
stantial product that exceeds the 1.5 per¬ 
cent limitation specified in 9 102.51(b) 
(1) (ill) shall attach a supporting certifi¬ 
cation to that effect. 

4. Section 102.66 is amended by adding 
new paragraphs (d), (e), and (f> to read 
as follows; 

§ 102.56 Form CLC-22 data.

(d> Schedule F ( Report or Record of 
Food Manufacturing Revenues >. <1) The 
information called for in items 1 and 2 
serves Jo identify or describe the firm, the 
reporting period, and the base period. AH 
of the information is nonproprietary 
data because it does not Include either 
trade data or general financial data. 

(2X1) Item 3 (Price Rule) Columns 
(a) and (b) contain i.onproprletary data 
because only the names of product lines 
and related standard industrial classifi¬ 
cation codes is required, which is neither 
trade data nor general financial data 
other than “SEC data", and is generally 
avllable to the public elsewhere.

(11) Column (c) (Base Revenues) re¬ 
ports the revenues by product line In the 
base period selected by the firm pursuant 
to Subpart Q. Generally, the base period 
is any 4 consecutive fiscal quarters, at 
the firm’s option, of the eight fiscal quar¬ 
ters which ended prior to May 11. 1973. 
With respect to slaughtering and manu¬ 
facturing of meat products, however, the 
base period is any 4 consecutive fiscal 
quarters, at the option of the firm con¬ 
cerned, which began after May 26. 1970 
and ended before May 11. 1973. These 
4-quarter periods are not required to 
correspond to the fiscal vear used on the 
SEC Form 10-KL In addition, the CLC 
definition of revenues for Column (c) 
provides for adjustments to revenues 
which are not normally reflected in “rev¬ 
enues’* for SEC reporting purposes. For 
example, the CLC definition of “reve¬ 
nues'* for Column *c) excludes revenue* 
from foreign operations and may exclude 
revenues derived from food or food raw 
materials purchased and sold without 
change in form, and from hedging activi¬ 
ties. Therefore, this Information has no 
counterpart on SEC Form 10-K prepared 
as though the firm were a single-product- 
line firm and It Is defined as proprietary 
data. 

(ill) Column (d) compares the ratio 
of the current volume to the volume In 
the base period. This information has no 
counterpart on a SEC Form 10-K pre¬ 
pared as though the firm were a singlc- 
product-line firm And thus It is defined 
as proprietary data. 

(iv) The data required in Column (e) 
Is a percentage figure representing “Cost 
Justification plus 100 percent” for each 
product line entered In Item 3. These are 
calculations unique to the Schedule F 
and find no counterpart on the 8EC 
Form 10-K. However, In order to fulfill 
the general purpose of f 205 of the Eco¬ 
nomic Stabilization Act of 1970. as 
amended, and in exercise of the author¬ 
ity granted thereunder, the Council de¬ 
fines the data required In Column <e) of 
Item 3. as nonproprietary CLC data 
<v) Column (f) (Permissible Reve¬ 
nues) is determined by multiplying to¬ 
gether the information in Columns (c), 
(d). and (e). This figure is a special CLC 
calculation which lias no counterpart in 
the SEC Form 10-K. Therefore, the in¬ 
formation required Is not SEC data, and 
is defined as proprietary data. 

(vi> Column <g> (Current Revenues) 
calls for current revenues as defined by 
the Cost of Living Council. This defini¬ 
tion is not the same as that used fpr 8EC 
purposes, because Items bought and sold 
without change to form must be ex¬ 
cluded. Since such general financial 
data, thus more narrowly prescribed. Is 
not required for SEC purposes, it is de¬ 
fined as proprietary data. 

(vii) The data called for In Column 
(h> (Current Revenues Under (Over)) 
contains the result of a special CLC cal¬ 
culation which has no counterpart in 
the SEC Form 10-K. Therefore, the In¬ 
formation in Column (h) is not SEC 
data, and is defined as proprietary data. 


(e) Schedule R (Reconciliation of 
Forms 10-K, 10-Q or Other Financial 
Statements to Form CLC-22, (1) The 
information called for in lines 1 and 2 
serves to identify the firm and the pe¬ 
riod of time being reconciled. All of this 
information is nonproprietary because 
it does not include either trade data or 
general financial data. 

(2) Lines 3 (Net Sales. Revenues) and 
4 (Net Income) contain data reported 
to the SEC and are therefore nonpropri- 
ctary. 

(3) Lines 5 (Adjustments) and 6 (In¬ 
tercompany sales, income; are special 
CLC calculations which have no coun¬ 
terpart In the SEC Form 10-K. There¬ 
fore. none of the information required Is 
SEC data and all of It is defined as 
proprietary data. 

(4) Line 7 calls for restatements of 
lines 3 or 4. Since any such restatement 
would be a restatement of data other¬ 
wise included in a periodic report to the 
8EC. the restatement is nonproprietary. 

(6) Lines 6 (Equity interest to other 
entities). 9 (Non-operating items). 10 
(Income tax expense), and 11 (Extraor¬ 
dinary items) call for data required 
to be updated to the SEC which b there¬ 
fore nonproprietary. 

<6> Lines 12 (Net sales) and 13 (Op¬ 
erating income) are already defined in 
Parts H and in of the Form CLC-22 as 
proprietary data. 

(f> Schedule T (Report of Retailing 
and Wholesaling Markups or Gross Mar - 
pins). (1) The information called for in 
items 1 through 4 serves to identify the 
firm, the reporting period, the purpose 
of the filing, and whether the firm is re¬ 
porting on customary initial percentage 
markups, or gross margins. All of the in¬ 
formation required b nonproprietary 
data because it does not include cither 
trade data or general financial data 
other than SEC data, and b generally 
available to the public elsewhere. 

(2) Item 5 (Schedule of Markups or 
Gross Margins). The information as to 
the pricing base period b nonproprietary 
because it b neither trade data nor gen¬ 
eral financial data. The Information re¬ 
quired in Column (a) for item 5 b non¬ 
proprietary data because it b the mer¬ 
chandise or customer categories, which 
b neither trade data nor general financial 
data other than SEC data, and is gen¬ 
erally available to the public elsewhere. 

(3) The information required in Coi- 
ums <b>. (c). (d>, (e), <f>. (g>. and Ui> # 
concerns markups or gross margins by 
merchandise or customer category. This 
information has no counterpart on a 
8EC Form 10-K prepared as though the 
firm was a single-product-line firm and 
thus it b defined ns proprietary data 

(4) Item 6 calls for name, title, ad¬ 
dress. and telephone number. Every tiling 
required in this item b nonproprietary 
data because it does not include either 
trade data or general financial data other 
than SEC data and b generally available 
to the public elsewhere.

Expenses and Rate of Assessment 

Thb document authorises the Idaho- 
Eastern Oregon Potato Committee to 
spend not more than $36,825 for its op¬ 
erations during the fiscal period ending 
May 31. 1974. and to collect $0.0026 per 
hundredweight on assessable potatoes 
handled by first handlers. 

The committee was established under 
Marketing Agreement No. 98 and Order 
No 945. both as amended (7 CTO Part 
945). regulating the handling of Irish 
potatoes grown In Idaho and Malheur 
County. Oregon. This program b effec¬ 
tive under the Agricultural Marketing 
Agreement Act of 1937. as amended *7 
U-8.C. 601 et seq.). 

Notice was published in the September 
20 Federal Register (38 FR 26384) re¬ 
garding the proposals. It afforded inter¬ 
ested persons an opportunity to file writ¬ 
ten comments not later than Septem¬ 
ber 28. 1973. None was filed. 

After consideration of oil relevant 
matters, including the proposals set forth 
in the notice, it b found that the follow¬ 
ing budget and rate of assessment should 
be issued:

(a) The reasonable expenses that are 
likely to be incurred during the fiscal 
period ending May 31. 1974. by the Idahi>- 
Eastem Oregon Potato Committee for Its 
maintenance and functioning and for 
such other purposes as the Secretary de¬ 
termines to be appropriate will amount 
to $36,825. 

(b) The rate of assessment to be paid 
by each handler in accordance with this 
part shall be $0.0026 per hundredweight, 
or equivalent quantity, of assessable po¬ 
tatoes handled by him as the first han¬ 
dler during the fiscal period. 

<c> Unexpended income to excess of 
expenses for the fiscal period may be 
carried over as a reserve to the extent 
authorized in 1945.44(b). 

(d) Terms used in thb section shall 
have the same meaning as when used in 
the marketing agreement and thb part. 

It b hereby found that good cause 
exists for not postponing the effective 
date of thb section until 30 days after 
publication in the Federal Register (5 
UJS.C. 553) to that (1) the relevant pro¬ 
visions of thb pert require that the rate 
of assessment for a particular fiscal 
period shall be applicable to all assess¬ 
able potatoes from the beginning of such 
period and (2) the current fiscal period 
began on June 1. 1973. and the rote of 
assessment hereto fixed will apply to all 
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rsscssMe potatoes beginning with such 

date.

Order Terminating Certain Provisions 

This order of termination is issued pur- 
•uant to the provisions of the Agricul¬ 
tural Marketing Agreement Act of 1937. 
iti amended (7 U.S.C. 601 ct seq.). and of 
the order regulating the handling of milk 
in the Great Basin marketing area. 

After consideration of all relevant ma¬ 
terial it is hereby found and determined 
dial the following provisions of the order 
no longer tend to effectuate the declared 
policy of the Act: 

1. Section 1136.9(d). 

2. In 11136.31(a). beginning in the 
ftrst line, the provision, “and each han¬ 
dler pursuant to I 1136.9(d).** 

3. Section 1136.63.

STATEMENT OF CONSIDERATION 


The termination order would remove 
provisions of the order that designate a 
vendor as a handler. A vendor is a person 
who does not operate a pool plant but re¬ 
ceives fluid milk products for resale and 
dbitributes to retail or wholesale outlets, 
via a mobile delivery vehicle, packaged 
fluid milk products received from a pool 
plant. 

Such person Is required to make reports 
to the market administrator at such time 
and in such manner as the market ad¬ 
ministrator requests. Further, each ven¬ 
dor must pay into the producer-settle¬ 
ment fund, on or before the 25th day at 
the end of the month, at the difference 
between the value of the skim milk and 
butterfat in fluid milk products received 
from a producer-handler during the 
month at the Class I price applicable at 
the location of the producer-handler’s 
plant (but not less than the Class HI 
price) and its value at the Class III price 
subject to conditions specified in the 
order. Also, such vendor must pay the ad¬ 
ministrative assessment for such milk 
and Is subject to a charge for unpaid ob¬ 
ligations as provided by the order. 


RULES AND REGULATIONS 

The provisions were made effective 
November I. 1970. to provide for circum¬ 
stances in which a producer-handler 
supplies fluid milk products to a vendor 
who at the same time obtains fluid milk 
products from handlers regulated, fully 
or partially, by the Great Basin order or 
by another order. 

The final decision of the proceeding In 
which the provisions were considered, 
contained a conclusion at 35 FR 15009 
that the disposition of the surplus pro¬ 
duction of a producer-handler to a 
vendor receiving fluid mUk products from 
other handlers should be treated in the 
some manner as the disposition of a pro¬ 
ducer-handler's surplus to a regulated 
handler. 

The vending of milk occurs under a 
wide variety of circumstances in the 
Great Basin marketing area. Adminis¬ 
trative experience has established that 
some persons having or acquiring in¬ 
terests other than milk distribution are 
in a position to avoid financial obligation 
under the order even though they pur¬ 
chase milk from pool plants and pro¬ 
ducer-handlers. At the same time, per¬ 
sons who engage primarily in operating 
one or more milk delivery routes, and 
who similarly buy milk from pool plants 
and producer-handlers, may incur finan¬ 
cial obligation under the order. While 
there is little difference in these opera¬ 
tions insofar as the distribution of milk 
from producer-handler sources is con¬ 
cerned. there is substantial reason to 
doubt that such provisions can be uni¬ 
formly and equitably applied to all such 
persons. It reasonably may be expected 
that deletion of the provisions in ques¬ 
tion will not be disruptive to marketing 
conditions. 

It Ls hereby found and determined that 
thirty days' notice of the effective date 
hereof is impractical, unnecessary and 
contrary to the public interest in that: 

(a) This termination is necessary to 
reflect current marketing conditions and 
to maintain orderly marketing in the 
marketing area in that the provisions to 
be terminated do not effectuate the 
declared policy of the Act; and 

<b) This termination eases a restric¬ 
tion and does not require of persons af¬ 
fected substantial or extensive prepara¬ 
tion prior to the effective date. 

Therefore, good cause exists for mak¬ 
ing this order effective November 8,1973. 

It is therefore ordered. That the afore¬ 
said provisions of the order are hereby 
terminated.

Amended Requirements for Material In 
Transit 

On February 1, 1973. the Atomic En¬ 
ergy Commission published In the Fed¬ 
eral Register (38 FR 3080) pro posed 
amendments to its regulations In 10 CFR 
Part 73 which would. In the interest of 
the common defense and security, 
strengthen existing requirements for 
physical protection of special nuclear 
material while in transit. Interested 
persons were invited to submit com¬ 
ments and suggestions for consider¬ 
ation in connection with the pro¬ 
posed amendments within 30 days after 
publication In the Federal Register. The 
comment period was subsequently ex¬ 
tended another 30 days. Upon consid¬ 
eration of the comments received and 
other factors Involved, the Commission 
has adopted the proposed amendments, 
with certain modifications as set forth 
below. 

Significant differences from the 
amendments published for comment are: 
(1) The text has been reorganised to 
present the general requirements for the 
protection of special nuclear material In 
one section, and to group Into sections 
requirements for particular transporta¬ 
tion modes and monitoring methods; (2) 
the concept and definition of “dual occu¬ 
pancy protection** has been replaced with 
a “continuous visual surveillance" con¬ 
cept and definition; (3) requirements 
for fingerprint seals have been replaced 
by requirements for tampcr-lndicatlng 
type seals; (4) call-in times for road and 
rail movements have been extended from 
two to five hours when radiotelephone 
coverage or conventional telephone cov¬ 
erage along the planned route la not

available; <5) only one driver la required 
In the cargo vehicle when escorts are 
used for motor vehicle movements which 
last less than one hour and during which 
continuous radiotelephone or radio com¬ 
munication with the shipper Is main¬ 
tained; (6) criteria for protection of 
special nuclear material in shipments by 
sea have been added; (7) monitoring re¬ 
quirements have been further clarified, 
and requirements for arming monitors 
have been added; (8) export require¬ 
ments have been clarified; (0) the re¬ 
quirement that direct routes be taken in 
motor shipments has been eliminated; 
and (10) licensees and applicants for a 
license ore required to submit a plan out¬ 
lining the procedures that will be used 
to meet the requirements of Part 73 
applicable to transportation. Editorial 
changes were also made. 

The following discussions pertain to 
Items (l) through (10) respectively: 

(1) The text of the rule as set forth 
below has been reorganized to present 
In one section requirements that apply 
generally to all modes of transportation. 
Requirements pertaining to particular 
modes of transportation are specified in 
Individual sections. Requirements for 
monitoring during transfers and other 
criteria have been put into separate 
sections. 

(2) The concept and definition of 
“continuous visual surveillance" has been 
substituted for the concept and definition 
of "dual occupancy protection" since it 
is a more widely used term. Require¬ 
ments for dual occupancy protection are 
still retained in conjunction with "con¬ 
tinuous visual surveillance" for ship¬ 
ments by road (173.31(c)) of one hour 
or more and for shipments by road of 
less than an hour where continuous 
communication with the shipper is not 
available. The requirement that a driver 
or other authorized individual be within 
10 feet of the access door leading to the 
special nuclear material has been re¬ 
placed by a requirement that all access 
to storage areas or cargo compartments 
be kept within unobstructed view at oil 
times. 

(3) Since, under the regulations that 
follow, special nuclear material in tran¬ 
sit will be under continuous surveillance 
during road movements, and at all stops 
during air. rail and sea movements, the 
requirement for fingerprint-type seals 
has been changed to a requirement for 
tamper-indicating type seals. Tamper- 
in dtcatl ng type seals are also required in 
10 CFR Part 70 to provide an indication 
that material is intact 

(4) Where no radiotelephone coverage 
ts available, a requirement that the 
driver of a motor shipment of special nu¬ 
clear material call In every two hours 
could necessitate frequent detours from 
the planned route. 

Such detours would increase transit 
time and hence vulnerability to diver¬ 
sion. Accordingly, calls shall be made by 
cither radiotelephone or conventional 
telephone (if available along the pre¬ 
planned route) at least every two hours. 
In cases where radiotelephone coverage 


or a conventional telephone has not been 
available along the preplanned route for 
5 hours, a conventional telephone coll 
shall be made. 

(5) In order to reduce co6ts between 
local plant transfers or local plant to air¬ 
port transfers which take less than an 
hour, the need for two drivers in the 
cargo vehicle has been eliminated when 
escorts are used provided continuous 
communication to the licensee or his 
agent is available. 

(6) Requirements for shipment by sea 
have been included in the amendments 
thAt follow to cover all possible modes of 
transportation. The requirements are 
for: (a) Armed guards at all scheduled 
stops at domestic seaports; cb) no ship- 
to-ship transfers; (c) minimizaton of 
ports of calls; (d) shlp-to-shorc com¬ 
munication every 24 hours. 

(7) The monitoring requirements at 
terminal points have been combined into 
one section and made applicable to ship¬ 
ments by all modes of transportation. 
Consistent with the protection required 
for land shipments while a vehicle is in 
motion, monitors are required to be 
armed. This will assure that a shipment 
is adequately protected at points where 
shipments arc subject to possible theft 
or mlsrouttng. 

(8) Requirements applicable to ex¬ 
port by air or sea have been clarified 
by a provision that licensees assure that 
an unarmed escort accompany a ship¬ 
ment from the last port or terminal In 
the United States up to the terminal at 
which the special nuclear material Is 
unloaded from the vehicle that left the 
United States. Prom that point to the 
final destination an exchange of hand- 
to-hand receipts is required at all points 
en route where there is a transfer of 
custody. 

(0) The requirement that direct 
routes be taken in motor shipments has 
been eliminated because of the possible 
need to "interline," which may result in 
transportation through points which do 
not necessarily lie along the mast direct 
route. The need to minimize transit 
times, however, has been retained. 

(10) The requirement that a plan 
be submitted by certain licensees for 
use of either specially designed trucks 
or escorts has been expanded to require 
that licensees submit a plan outlining 
the procedures that will be used to meet 
the transportation requirements of 
Part 73. Part 70 has also been revised 
to reflect this requirement for license 
applicants. 

On or before January 7. 1974, licensees 
are required to submit a plan outlining 
the procedures that wili be used to meet 
the requirements of these amendments, 
including a plan for the selection, quali¬ 
fication, and training of armed escorts, 
or the specification and design of a 
specially designed truck or trailer, as 
appropriate. This plan must be followed 
as of March 8,1073. 

Each applicant for a license to Import, 
export, transport, deliver to a carrier in 
a single shipment, or take delivery of a 
single shipment as specified in S 73.1(b) 


of this chapter Is also required to include 
in his application filed pursuant to Part 
70 a plan outlining the procedures that 
will be used to meet the requirements 
of these amendments, including a pi im 
for the selection, qualification, and 
training of armed escorts, or the specifi¬ 
cation and design of a specially designed 
truck or trailer, as appropriate. 

Pursuant to the Atomic Energy Act 
of 1954, as amended, and sections 552 
and 553 of Title 5 of the United States 
Code the following amendments to Title 
10. Chapter 1. Code of Federal Regula¬ 
tions. Parts 70 and 73 are published as a 
document subject to codification. 1 

1. Section 70.22 is amended by adding 
a new paragraph (g) to read as folios: 

6 70.22 Contents of application.

(g) Each application for a license 
which would authorize the transport or 
delivery to a carrier for transport of 
special nuclear material in an amount 
specified In 173.1(b) of this chapter 
shall include a description of the plan 
for physical protection of special 
nuclear material In transit in accord¬ 
ance with Bfi 73.30 through 73.36 and 
73.41(c) of this chapter, including a 
plan for the selection, qualification and 
training of armed escorts, or the speci¬ 
fication and design of a specially de¬ 
signed truck or trailer as appropriate. 

2. The prefatory language of 
B 70.23(a) U amended and a new para¬ 
graph (a) (0) is added to S 70.23 to read 
as follows: 

§ 70.23 Requirements for tl»c approval

(9) Where the applicant is required 
to submit a plan for physical protection 
of special nuclear material in transit 
pursuant to B 70.22(g), of this chapter, 
the applicant's plan is adequate.

3. A new paragraph (d) ts added to 
B 70.32 to read as follows: 

§ 70.32 Condition* of licnuri.

(d) The licensee shall make no change 
which would decrease the effectiveness of 
the plan for physical protection of spe¬ 
cial nuclear material in transit prepared 
pursuant to B 70.22(g) or 73.30(e) of this 
chapter without the prior approval of the 
Commission. A licensee desiring to make 
such changes shall submit on applies- 
tion for a change In the technicrl speci¬ 
fications incorporated in his license, if 
any, or for an amendment to his licence 
pursuant to 3 50.90 or § 70.34 of this 
chapter, as appropriate. The licensee may

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make changes to the plan for physical 
protection of special nuclear material 
without prior Commission approval If 
these changes do not decrease the effec¬ 
tiveness of the plan.

these materials, which Is 5.000 grams or 
more computed by the formula grams=

7. Section 73.30 is amended to read as 

follows: 

§ 7330 Crnrml requirement*. 

(a) Except as specified in paragraph 
173.36(a) or as otherwise authorized 
mirsuant to t 73.30(f), each licensee who 
transports or who delivers to a carrier 
for transport either uranium-235 (con¬ 
tained in uranium enriched to 20 percent 
c r more in the U-235 isotope). uranium- 
233. or plutonium, or any combination of 
these materials, which is 5.000 grams or 
more. Computed by the formula grams ■ 
(crams contained U-235) +2.5 (grams 
U-233+grams Pu>, shall make arrange¬ 
ments to assure that such special nuclear 
material will, if a common or contract 
carrier fas used, be transported under the 
established procedures of a carrier which 
provides a system for the physical pro¬ 
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tection of valuable material In transit 
and requires an exchange of hand-to- 
hand receipts at origin and destination 
and at all points enroute where there is 
a transfer of custody. 

(b) Transit times of shipments other 
than those specified in § 73.1(c) shall be 
minimized and routes shall be selected 
to avoid areas of natural disaster or civil 
disorders. Such shipments shall be pre¬ 
planned to assure that deliveries occur 
at a time when the receiver at the final 
delivery point is present to accept receipt 
of shipment, 

(c) 8pecial nuclear material shall be 
shipped in containers which arc sealed by 
tamper indicating type seals. The con¬ 
tainer shall also be locked If it Is not in 
another container or vehicle which is 
locked. If Inspection of the container or 
vehicle Is not required by State or local 
authorities before final destination, the 
outermost container or vehicle shall also 
be sealed by tamper indicating type seals. 
No container weighing 500 pounds or less 
shall be shipped In open trucks, railroad 
flat cars or box cars and ships. This para¬ 
graph does not apply to shipments of 
quantities specified In §73.1(0. 

(d) When guards are used pursuant to

(a) All shipments by road shall be 
made without any scheduled intermedi¬ 
ate stops to transfer special nuclear 
material or other cargo between the fa¬ 
cility from which it is shipped and the 
facility of the receiver. 

(b> All motor vehicles used to trans¬ 
port special nuclear material shall be 
equipped with a radiotelephone which 


can communicate with a licensee or his 
agent. The licensee or agent with whom 
communications shall be maintained for 
different segments of the shipment shall 
bo predesignated before a shipment is 
made. Calls to such licensee or agent 
shall be made at least every 2 hours when 
radiotelephone or conventional telephone 
coverage along the route is available to 
relay position and projected route. Call 
frequency may extend up to 5 hours when 
radiotelephone or conventional telephone 
coverage Is not available along the pre¬ 
planned route, at which time a conven¬ 
tional telephone call shall be made. In 
the event no call is received in accord¬ 
ance with these requirements, the li¬ 
censee or his agent shall immediately 
notify an appropriate law enforcement 
authority and the appropriate Atomic 
Energy Commission Regulatory Opera¬ 
tions Regional Office listed In Appendix 
A of thLs part. 

(c) A shipment shall be accompanied 
by at least two people in the vehicle con¬ 
taining the shipment, which may be two 
drivers or one driver and an authorized 
individual. The vehicle containing the 
shipment shall be under continuous 
visual surveillance, or one of the drivers 
or authorized individuals shall be in the 
cab of the vehicle, awake, and not In a 
sleeper berth. The shipment shall be 
further protected by one of the following 
methods: 

(1) An armed escort consisting of at 
least two guards shall accompany the 
shipment in a separate escort vehicle. Es¬ 
corts shall maintain continuous vigilance 
for the presence of conditions or situa¬ 
tions which might threaten the security 
of the shipment, take such action as cir¬ 
cumstances might require to avoid Inter¬ 
ference with continuous safe passage of 
the cargo vehicle, provide assistance to. 
or summon aid for crew of cargo vehicles 
in case of emergency, check seals and 
locks at each stop where time permits, 
and observe the cargo vehicle and adja¬ 
cent areas during stops or layovers. Con¬ 
tinuous radio communication capability 
shall be provided between the cargo 
vehicle and the escort vehicle. Escort 
vehicles shall also be equipped with a 
radiotelephone. The licensee may use his 
own employees as armed escorts or he 
may use an agent Only the driver is re¬ 
quired in the vehicle containing special 
nuclear material for shipments involving 
an average of less than an hour in trans¬ 
portation, if continuous radiotelephone 
or radio communication Is maintained 
during the course of the shipment with 
the licensee or agent monitoring the 
shipment. 

(2) The shipment shall be made in a 
specially designed truck or trailer which 
reduces the vulnerability to diversion. 
Design features of the truck or trailer 
shall permit immobilization of the van 
and provide barriers or deterrents to 
physical penetration of the cargo com¬ 
partment unless armed guards are also 
used In which case immobilization of the 
vehicle is not required. 

(d) Transfers to and from other modes 
of transportation shall be in accordance 
with § 73.35. 
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(e> Vehicles shall be marked on top 
with Identifying letters or numbers 
which will permit identification of the 
vehicle under daylight conditions from 
the air In clear weather at 1.000 feet 
above ground level. The same code of 
letters and numbers as those used on the 
top shall also be marked on the sides and 
rear of the vehicle to permit identifica¬ 
tion from the ground.

9. Former 5 73.60 is deleted: 8 73.32 Is 
redesignated as f 73.60. and a new 
f 73.32 is added to read as follows: 

S 73.32 Shipment* by air. 

(a' Except as specifically approved by 
the Atomic Energy Commission, no ship¬ 
ment of special nuclear material shall be 
made in passenger aircraft in excess of 
(1) 20 grams or 20 curies whichever is 
less, of plutonium or uranium-233, or (2) 
350 grama of uranium-235 (contained tn 
uranium enriched to 20 percent or more 
in the U-235 isotope). 

<b> In shipments on cargo aircraft of 
either uranium-235 (contained in ura¬ 
nium enriched to 20 percent or more in 
the U-235 isotope). uranium-233 or plu¬ 
tonium. or any combination of these ma¬ 
terials which Is 5,000 grams or more 
computed by the formula grams (grams 
contained U-235) +2.5 (grams U- 
233-f-grams Pu), transfers shall be in ac¬ 
cordance with $ 73.35.

(c) Export shipments shall be escorted 
by an unarmed authorized Individual, 
who may be a crew member, from the last 
terminal in the United States until the 
shipment is unloaded at a foreign 
terminal. He shall perform monitoring 
duties at foreign terminals as described 
tn 8 73.35. 

10. Section 73.33 is redesignated para¬ 
graph (d) of the new 8 73.60 and is 
amended to read as follows: 

g 73.60 Phvsirnl protection of upeelnl 
nuclear material in u»c or storage.

(d> Each licensee shall test and main¬ 
tain Intrusion alarms, security contain¬ 
ers, and protected areas utilized by the 
licensee pursuant to the requirements of 
this part as follows: 

(1) Intrusion alarms and security con¬ 
tainers shall be maintained in operable 
and effective condition. 

(2) Intrusion alarms shall be inspected 
and tested for operability and required 
functional performance at intervals not 
exceeding seven (7) days. 

11. A new 8 73.33 Is added to read as 
follows: 

§ 73.33 Shipment by rail. 

(a) A shipment by rail shall be 
escorted by two guards, in the shipment 
car or an escort car of the train, who 
shall keep the shipment cars under ob¬ 
servation and who shall detrain at slops 
when practicable and time permits to 
guard the shipment cars under observa¬ 
tion, and check car or container locks 
and seals. Radiotelephone communica¬ 


tion shall be maintained with a licensee 
or his agent to relay position every 2 
hours or less, and at scheduled stops tn 
the event that radiotelephone coverage 
was not available in the last 5 hours be¬ 
fore the stop.

12. A new 8 73.34 is added to read as 
follows: 

§ 73.31 Shipment by §c«. 

(a) Shipments shall be made on ves¬ 
sels making the minimum ports of call. 
Transfers to and from other modes of 
transports Uon shall be in accordance 
with 8 73.35. There shall be no scheduled 
transfers to other ships. At domestic 
ports of call w’here other cargo is trans¬ 
ferred. the shipment shall be protected in 
accordance with 8 73.35(a). 

<b) The shipment shall be placed in a 
secure compartment which is locked and 
sealed. Locks and seals shall be period¬ 
ically inspected In transit, if accessible, 
by an escort or crew member. 

(c) Export shipments shall be escorted 
by an unarmed authorized individual, 
who may be a crew member, from the 
last port in the United States until the 
shipment is unloaded at a foreign port. 
He shall perform monitoring duties at 
foreign ports as described in 8 73.35. 

(d) Ship-to-shore communications 
shall be available, and a ship-to-shore 
contact shall be made every twenty-four 
hours to relay position information, and 
the status of the shipment, which shall 
be determined by a daily inspection 
where possible. This information shall 
be sent, as often as it is available, to the 
licensee or his agent who makes the ar¬ 
rangements for the protection of the 
shipment. 

13. A new 8 73.35 is added to read as 
follows: 

§ 73.35 Transfer of ipcfiid nuclear 
material. 

All transfers shall be monitored by a 
guard. An alternate guard shall be desig¬ 
nated at all transfer points to substitute. 
If necessary. Monitoring of special nu¬ 
clear material transfers shall be con¬ 
ducted as follows: 

(a) At scheduled intermediate stops 
where special nuclear material is not 
scheduled for transfer, the guard shall 
observe the opening of the cargo com¬ 
partment and assure that the shipment 
is not removed. The guard shall maintain 
continuous visual surveillance of the 
cargo compartment. Continuous visual 
surveillance of the cargo compartment 
shall be maintained up to the time the 
vehicle is ready to depart. The guard 


shall observe the vehicle until It has de¬ 
parted. and shall notify the licensee or 
hIs agent of the latest status Immediately 
thereafter. 

(b) At points where special nuclear 
material is transferred from a vehicle to 
storage, from one vehicle to another, or 
from storage to a vehicle, the guard shall 
keep the shipment under continuous 
visual surveillance by observing the open¬ 
ing of the cargo compartment of the in¬ 
coming vehicle and assuring that the 
shipment is complete by checking locks 
and/or seals. Continuous visual surveU- 
lance of a shipment shall be maintained 
at all times it Is in the terminal or in 
storage. Shipments shall be preplanned 
in order to avoid storage times in ex¬ 
cess of 24 hours. Continuous visual sur¬ 
veillance of the cargo compartment shall 
be maintained up to the time the vehicle 
is ready to depart from the terminal. The 
guard shall observe the vehicle until It 
has departed, and sholl notify the li¬ 
censee or his agent of the latest status 
immediately thereafter. 

(c) The guard shall be required to im¬ 
mediately notify the carrier and the li¬ 
censee who made the arrangements for 
protection of special nuclear material of 
any deviation from or attempted inter¬ 
ference with schedule or routing. 

14. A new 8 73.36 is added to read as 
follows: 

§ 73.36 MUccllanrotM requirement 1 '. 

(ft) Each licensee who takes delivery 
of special nuclear material free on board 
(f.o.b.) the point at wiiich it is delivered 
to a carrier for transport shall make the 
arrangements to assure that such special 
nuclear material will be protected in 
transit as prescribed in 88 73.30 through 
73.35, rather than the person who deliv¬ 
ers auch shipment to the carrier for 
transport. 

(b) Each licensee who imports special 
nuclear material shall make arrange¬ 
ments to assure that such material will 
be protected in transit as follows: 

(1) An Individual designated by the 
licensee or his agent, or as specified by 
a contract of carriage, shall confirm the 
container count and examine locks and/ 
or seals for evidence of tampering, at the 
first place In the United States at which 
the shipment is discharged from the ar¬ 
riving carrier. 

(2) The shipment shall be protected 
at the first terminal at which it arrives 
in the United States and all subsequent 
terminals as provided in 88 73.30 through 
73.35 and paragraphs (c) and (f) of 
this section. 

(c) (1) Each licensee who delivers spe¬ 
cial nuclear material to a carrier for 
transport shall immediately notify the 
consignee by telephone, telegraph, or 
teletype, of the time of departure of the 
shipment, and shall notify or confirm 
with the consignee the method of trans¬ 
portation. including the names of car¬ 
riers, and the estimated time of arrival 
of the shipment at Its destination. (2) In 
the case of a shipment free on board 
(f.o.b.) the point where it is delivered to 
a carrier for transport, each licensee 
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*liall before the shipment is delivered to 
the carrier, obtain written certification 
from tiie licensee who is to take delivery 
of the shipment at the fn.b. point that 
the pliysical protection arrangements 
required by *§ 73.30 through 73.35 for li¬ 
censed shipments have been made. When 
an AEC license-exempt contractor Is the 
consignee of a shipment, the licensee 
shall, before the shipment is delivered to 
the carrier, obtain written certification 
from the contractor who is to take deliv¬ 
ery of the shipment at the f.o.b. point 
that the physical protection arrange¬ 
ments required by AEC Manual Chapters 
2401 or 2405 have been made. (3) Each 
licensee who delivers special nuclear ma¬ 
terial to a carrier for transport shall also 
make arrangements with the consignee to 
bo notified immediately by telephone, 
telegraph, or teletype, of the arrival of 
the shipment at its destination. 

(d) In addition to complying with the 
requirements specified in paragraphs (c> 
and (f) of this section, each licensee who 
exports special nuclear material shall 
comply with the requirements specified 
In 9S 73.30 through 73.35. as applicable, 
up to the first point where the shipment 
ii taken off the vehicle outside the 
United States. The licensee shall also 
make arrangements with the consignee 
to be notified Immediately by telephone 
and telegraph, teletype, or cable, of the 
arrival of the shipment at Its destina¬ 
tion, or of any such shipment that Is lost 
or unaccounted for after the estimated 
time of arrival at Its destination. 

(e) Each licensee who receives a ship¬ 
ment of special nuclear material shall 
immediately notify the person who de¬ 
livered the material to a carrier for 
transport of the arrival of the shipment 
st its destination. In the event such a 
<hipment fails to arrive at its destination 
at the estimated time, the consignee, if 
a licensee, or in the case of an export 
shipment, the licensee who exported the 
shipment* shall immediately notify by 
telephone and telegraph, or teletype, the 
Director of the appropriate Atomic 
Energy Commission Regulatory Opera¬ 
tions Regional Office listed in Appendix 
A of this part, and the licensee or other 
person who delivered the material to a 
carrier for transport. The licensee who 
made the physical protection arrange¬ 
ments shall also Immediately notify by 
telephone and telegraph, or teletype the 
Director of the appropriate Atomic 
Energy Commission Regulatory Opera¬ 
tions Regional office listed in Appendix A 
of the action being taken to trace the 
shipment. 

<f) Each licensee who makes arrange¬ 
ments for physical protection of a ship¬ 
ment of special nuclear material as re¬ 
quired by 15 73.30 through 73.36 shall 
immediately conduct a trace investiga¬ 
tion of any shipment that is lost or un¬ 
accounted for after the estimated arrival 
time and file a report with the Commis¬ 
sion as specified in 5 73.71. If the licensee 
who conducts the trace investigation is 
not the consignee, he shall also Immedi¬ 
ately report the results of his investiga-

PHYSICAL PROTECTION OF PLANTS 
AND MATERIALS 

On February 1, 1973. the Atomic 
Energy Commission published in the 
Federal Register (38 FR 3073. 3075, and 
3082), proposed amendments to its regu¬ 
lations in 10 CFR Parts 50. 70. and 73 
which would. In the Interests of the com¬ 
mon defense and security and in the 
interests of public health and safety, 
strengthen the physical protection of 
licensee plants and of special nuclear 
materials (SNM) located at licensed 
facilities. 

Interested parties were invited to sub¬ 
mit comments and suggestions for con¬ 
sideration pertaining to the proposed 
amendments within 30 days after the 
publication In the Federal Register. The 
comment period was subsequently ex¬ 
tended 30 days. Upon consideration of 


30537 

the comments received, and other factors 
involved, the Commission has adopted 
the proposed amendments, with certain 
modifications, as set forth below. 

Significant differences from the 
amendments published for comment are 
the following: (1) Inclusion of all physi¬ 
cal protection requirements into Part 
73 and the subsequent expansion of the 
scope of that part; (2) removal of the 
requirement to search vehicles prior to 
entry into the protected area of a 
licensee's plant and clarification of the 
requirement that all drivers of such ve¬ 
hicles be escorted; (3) exemption of em¬ 
ployees who possess an AEC clearance 
from a routine search at the protected 
area boundary; and (4) specification of 
the maximum amount of fissile material 
per volume of material (e.g., scrap) 
which can be stored outside a material 
access area. In addition, several edi¬ 
torial and clarifying changes were made. 

The following discussions pertain to 
the items (1) through (4) above: 

(1) The rule set forth below consoli¬ 
dates all the hxed-site physical protec¬ 
tion requirements Into a single part of the 
Commission's regulations In Title 10 of 
the Code of Federal Regulations. Part 73. 
The scope of that part Ls expanded ac¬ 
cordingly. The purpose of the consoli¬ 
dation is to increase clarity and assure 
consistency. 

(2) The rule set forth below* does not 
require a search prior to entry into a 
protected area of a licensee's plant of 
either vehicles or of all packages. A 
thorough search of vehicles and pack¬ 
ages on vehicles would take considerable 
time and effort and could necessitate dis¬ 
mantling the vehicles and the opening of 
each package to inspect the contents. 
Instead, drivers of trucks and delivery 
and service vehicles shall be escorted 
within the protected area. Packages being 
transported into the protected area shall 
be checked on a random basis. As in the 
proposed rule, hand-carried packages 
must be searched prior to entry into a 
protected area. Further, all persons, 
packages, and vehicles must be searched 
upon exit from a material access area. 

(3) In the rule set forth below, em¬ 
ployees possessing an AEC security clear¬ 
ance are exempted from a routine search 
but are required to be searched on a ran¬ 
dom basis prior to entry into the pro¬ 
tected area. The exemption is based upon 
the belief that an AEC clearance in con¬ 
junction with a random search provides 
adequate assurance that such individuals 
will not carry materials which could be 
used for sabotage into the facility, 

(4) In the rule set forth below, en¬ 
riched uranium scrap which contains no 
more than 0.25 grams of uranium-235 
per liter of scrap material may be stored 
in 30-gallon or larger containers outside 
a building, within an area separately 
fenced within the protected areas. Ura¬ 
nium scrap so stored would require theft 
of approximately 160 30-gallon con¬ 
tainers to accumulate a strategic 
quantity (5.000 grams) of uranium-235. 

The purpose of these amendments is 
to Impose requirements for the protec¬ 
tion of plants of licensees against acta of 
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industrial sabotage and for the protec¬ 
tion of SNM in the possession of licensees 
against theft by establishing and main¬ 
taining a physical protection system of 
U> protective barriers and intrusion de¬ 
tection devices at fixed sites to provide 
early detection of an attack. ( 11 ) deter¬ 
rence to attack by means of armed 
guards, and Oil) liaison and communi¬ 
cation with law enforcement authorities 
capable of rendering assistance to 
counter such attacks. 

Pursuant to the Atomic Energy Act 
of 1954, as amended, and Sections 552 
and 553 of Title 5 of the United States 
Code, the following amendments of Title 
10. Chapter I. Code of Federal Regula¬ 
tions. Parts 50. 70. and 73 are published 
as a document subject to codification . 1 

PART 50— LICENSING OF PRODUCTION 
AND UTILIZATION FACILITIES

The licensee shall maintain 
records of changes to the plan made 
without prior Commission approval, and 
shall furnish to the Commission a report 
containing a description of each change 
within two months after the change is 
made.

(i) "Vital equipment" means any 
equipment, system, device, or material, 
the failure, destruction, or release of 
which could directly or Indirectly en¬ 
danger the public health and safety by 
exposure to radiation. Equipment or sys¬ 
tems which would be required to func¬ 
tion to protect public health and safety 
following such failure, destruction, or re¬ 
lease are also considered to be vital. 

(J) "Material access area" means any 
location which contains special nuclear 
material, within a vault or a building, 
the roof, walls, and floor of which each 
constitute a physical barrier. 

(k) "Isolation zone" means any area, 
clear of all objects which could conceal 
or shield an individual, adjacent to a 
physical barrier, which is monitored to 
detect the presence of individuals or ve¬ 
hicles within that area. 

(l) "Intrusion alarm" means a tamper 
Indicating electrical, electro-mechanical, 
electro-optical, clectronl or similar de¬ 
vice which will detect intrusion by an 
individual Into a building, protected area, 
vital area, or material access area, and 
alert guards or watchmen by means of 
actuated visible and audible signals. 

(m) "Lock" in the case of vaults or

(1) The licensee 
shall locate vital equipment only within 
a vital area, which. In turn, shall be lo¬ 
cated within a protected area such that 
access to vital equipment requires pas¬ 
sage through at least two physical bar¬ 
riers. More than one vital area may be 
within a single protected area. 

(2) The licensee shall locate material 
access areas only within protected areas 
such that access to the material access 
area requires passage through at least 
two physical barriers. More than one 
materia] access area may be within a 
single protected area. 

(3) The physical barrier at the perim¬ 
eter of the protected area shall be sepa¬ 
rated from any other barrier designated 
as a physical barrier within the protected 
area, and the intervening space moni¬ 
tored or periodically checked to detect 
the presence of persons or vehicles so 
that the facility security organization 
can respond to .suspicious activity or to 
the breaching of any physical barrier. 

(4) An Isolation zone shall be main¬ 
tained around the physical barrier at the 
perimeter of the protected area and any 
part of a building used as part of that 
physical barrier. The Isolation zone shall 
be monitored to detect the presence of 
Individuals or vehicles within the zone 
so as to allow response by armed mem¬ 
bers of the licensee security organization 
to be Initiated at the time of penetration 
of the protected area. Parking facilities, 
both for employees and visitors, shall be 
located outside the isolation zone. 

(5) Isolation zones and clear areas be¬ 
tween barriers shall be provided with 
illumination sufficient for the monitoring 
required by paragraphs (b) (3) and (4), 
but not less than 0.2 foot candles. 

(c) Access requirements. The licensee 
shall control till points of personnel and 
vehicle access Into a protected area In¬ 
cluding shipping or receiving areas, and 
Into each vital area. Identification of 
personnel and vehicles shall be made and 
authorization shall be checked at such 
points. 

(1) At the point of personnel and 
vehicle access into a protected area, all 
Individuals, except employees who possess 
an A EC personnel security clearance, and 
all hand-carried packages shall be 
searched for devices such as firearms, 
explosives, and Incendiary devices, or 


other Items which could be used for in¬ 
dustrial sabotage. The search shall be 
conducted either by a physical search or 
by the use of equipment capable of de¬ 
tecting such devices. Employees who pos¬ 
sess an AEC personnel security clearance 
shall be searched at random intervals 
Subsequent to search, drivers of delivery 
and service vehicles shall be escorted at 
all times while within the protected nrca. 

(2) All packages being delivered into 
the protected area shall be checked for 
proper Identification and authorization. 
Packages other than hand-carried pack¬ 
ages shall be searched at random 
intervals. 

(3) A picture badge Identification sys¬ 
tem shall be used for all Individuals who 
are authorized access to protected areas 
without escort. 

(4) Access to vital areas and material 
access areas shall be limited to individ¬ 
uals who are authorized access to vitii 
equipment or special nuclear material 
and who require such access to perform 
their duties. Authorization for such indi¬ 
viduals shall be provided by the issuance 
of specially coded numbered badges indi¬ 
cating vital areas and material access 
areas to which access is authorized. Un¬ 
occupied vital areas and material access 
areas shall be protected by an active 
intrusion alarm system. 

(5) Individuals not employed by the li¬ 
censee shall be escorted by a watchman, 
or other individual designated by the li¬ 
censee, while In a protected area and 
shall be badged to Indicate that an escort 
is required. In addition, each individual 
not employed by the licensee shall be re¬ 
quired to register his name. date. time, 
purpose of visit, employment affiliation, 
citizenship, name and badge number 
of the escort, and name of the In¬ 
dividual to be visited. Except for a 
driver of a delivery or service vehicle an 
individual not employed by the licensee, 
who requires frequent and extended ac¬ 
cess to a protected area or a vital area 
need not be escorted provided such Indi¬ 
vidual is provided with a picture badge, 
which he must receive upon entrance into 
the protected area and which he must 
return each time he leaves the protected 
area, which indicates (l) nonemploy c> v 
no escort required; (il) areas to which 
access is authorized, and (ill) the period 
for which access has been authorized. 

(6) No vehicles used primarily for the 
conveyance of individuals shall be per¬ 
mitted within a protected area except un¬ 
der emergency conditions. 

(7) Keys, locks, combinations, and re¬ 
lated equipment shall be controlled to 
minimize the possibility of compromise 
and promptly changed whenever there is 
evidence that they have been compro¬ 
mised. Upon termination of employment 
of any employee,' keys, locks, combina¬ 
tions. and related equipment to which 
that employee had access shall be 
changed. 

<d> Detection aids. (!) AH alarms re¬ 
quired pursuant to this part shall an- 
munlcate in a continuously manned 
central alarm station located within the 
protected area and In at least one other 
continuously manned station, not neces-

sarily within the protected area, such 
that a single act cannot remove the ca¬ 
pability of calling for assistance or othcr- 
vbc responding to an alarm. All alarms 
shaU be seif -checking and tamper indi¬ 
cating. The annunciation of an alarm at 
the onsite central alarm station shall in¬ 
dicate the type of alarm (e-g- intrusion 
alarm, emergency exit alarm, etc.) and 
location. All intrusion alarms, emergency 
exit alarms, alarm systems, and Une su¬ 
pervisory systems shall at minimum meet 
the performance and reliability levels in¬ 
dicated by QSA Interim Federal Speci¬ 
fication W-A-00450 B (GSA-F8S) . 

(2) All emergency exits In each pro¬ 
tected area and each vital area shall be 
alarmed. 

<e) Communication requirements. (1) 
Koch guard or watchman on duty shall 
be capable of maintaining continuous 
communication with an individual in a 
continuously manned central alarm sta¬ 
tion within the protected area, who shall 
be capable of calling for assistance from 
other guards and watchmen and from lo¬ 
cal law enforcement authorities. 

(2) The alarm stations required by 
paragraph (dXl) of this section shall 
have conventional telephone service for 
communication with the law enforcement 
authorities as described In paragraph (e) 
(1) of this section. 

(3) To provide the capability of con¬ 
tinuous communication, two-way radio 
voice communication shall be established 
in addition to conventional telephone 
service, between local law enforcement 
authorities and the facility and shall ter¬ 
minate at the facility in a continuously 
manned central alarm station within the 
protected area. 

(4) All communications equipment, in¬ 
cluding offsite equipment, shall remain 
operable from independent power sources 
in the event of loss of primary power. 

(f) Testing and maintenance . Each li¬ 
censee shall test and maintain Intrusion 
alarms, emergency alarms, communica¬ 
tions equipment, physical barriers, and 
other security related devices or equip¬ 
ment utilized pursuant to this section as 
follows: 

(1) All alarms, communications equip¬ 
ment. physical barriers, and other secu¬ 
rity related devices or equipment shall 
be maintained in operable and effective 

condition. 

(2) Each intrusion alarm shall be 
functionally tested for operability and 
required performance at the beginning 
and e.nd of each interval during which 
it is used for security, but not less fre¬ 
quently than once every seven (7) days. 

(3) Communications equipment shall 
be tested for operability and perform¬ 
ance not less frequently than once at the 
beginning of each security personnel 
work shift. 

(g) Response requirement. Cl) The li¬ 
censee shall establish liaison with local 
law enforcement authorities. In develop¬ 
ing his physical security plan, the li¬ 
censee shall take account of the probable 
size and response time of the local law 
enforcement authority assistance. 

(2) Upon detection of abnormal pres¬ 
ence or activity of persons or vehicles 
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within an Isolation zone, a protected 
area, or a vital area, or upon evidence of 
intrusion into a protected area or a vital 
area, the facility security organization 
shall U) determine whether or not a 
threat exists. (U> assess the extent of 
the threat, if any. and (ill) take immedi¬ 
ate measures to neutralize the threat, 
either by appropriate action by facility 
guards or by calling for assistance from 
local law enforcement authorities, or 
both. 

17. Section 73.60 is added to read as 
follows: 

g 73.60 Physical protection of apccUl 
nuclear material at fixed site*. 

Each licensee who pursuant to the 
regulations In Part 70 of this chapter 
possesses at any site or contiguous sites 
subject to control by the licensee urani- 
um-235 (contained In uranium enriched 
to 20 percent or more in the U-235 Iso¬ 
tope) , uranium-233, or plutonium alone 
or in any combination in a quantity of 
5,000 grams or more computed by the 
formula, grams = (grams contained 
U-235) + 2.5 (grains U-233 + grams 
plutonium) shall, by March 6. 1274 pro¬ 
tect the special nuclear material from 
theft or diversion as follows: 

(a) Access requirements . (1) Special 
nuclear material shall be stored or proc¬ 
essed only in a material access area. No 
activities other than those which require 
access to special nuclear material or 
equipment employed in the process, 
use, or storage of special nuclear mate¬ 
rial. shall be permitted within a material 
access area. 

(2) Material access areas shall be 
located only within a protected area to 
which access is controlled. 

(3) Special nuclear material not in 
process shall be stored In a vault equipped 
with an Intrusion alarm or In a vault-type 
room and each such vault or vault-type 
room shall be controlled as a separate 
material access area. 

(4) Enriched uranium scrap in the 
form of small pieces, cuttings, chips, 
solutions or in other forms which result 
from a manufacturing process, contained 
In 30-gailon or larger containers, with 
a uranium-235 content of less than 0.25 
grams per liter, may be stored within 
a locked and separately fenced area 
which is within a larger protected area 
provided that the storage area is no closer 
than 25 feet to the perimeter of the pro¬ 
tected area. The storage area when un¬ 
occupied shall be protected by a guard or 
watchman who shall patrol at intervals 
not exceeding 4 hours, or by intrusion 
alarms. 

<5) Admittance to a material access 
area shall be under the control of au¬ 
thorized Individuals and limited to indi¬ 
viduals who require such access to per¬ 
form their duties. 

(6) Prior to entry into a material ac¬ 
cess area, packages shall be searched tor 
devices such as firearms, explosives, in¬ 
cendiary devices, or counterfeit substi¬ 
tute items which could be used for theft 
or diversion of special nuclear material. 

(7) Methods to observe Individuals 
within material access areas to assure 


that special nuclear material is not di¬ 
verted shall be provided and used on a 
continuing basis. 

(b) Exit requirement. Each individ¬ 
ual, package, and vehicle shall be 
searched for concealed special nuclear 
material before existing from a material 
access area unless exit is Into a con¬ 
tiguous material access area. The search 
may be carried out by a physical search 
or by use of equipment capable of detect¬ 
ing the presence of concealed special nu¬ 
clear material. 

(c) Detection aid requirement Each 
unoccupied material access area shall be 
locked and protected by an intrusion 
alarm on active status. All emergency 
exits shall be continuously alarmed. 

(d) Testing and maintenance. Each 
licensee shall test and maintain intrusion 
alarms, physical barriers, and other de¬ 
vices utilized pursuant to the require¬ 
ments of this section as follows: 

(1) Intrusion alarms, physical bar¬ 
riers. and other devices used for material 
protection shall be maintained In oper- 
ablo condition. 

(2) Each intrusion alarm shall be in¬ 
spected and tested for operability and re¬ 
quired functional performance at the 
beginning and end of each Interval dur¬ 
ing which it is used for material protec¬ 
tion. but not less frequently than once 
every seven (7) days. 

18. Section 73.41 Is redesignated ns 
5 73.70 and amended to read as follows: 

Records and Reports 
§ 73.70 Record*. 

Each licensee subject to the provisions 
of §4 73.30 through 73.36 and/or 3 73.50 
and/or 3 73.60 shall keep the following 
records: 

(a) Names and addresses of all Indi¬ 
viduals who have been designated as au¬ 
thorized individuals. 

(b> Names, addresses, and badge 
numbers of all individuals authorized to 
have access to vital equipment or special 
nuclear material, and the vital areas and 
material access areas to wiiich author¬ 
ization is granted. 

(c) A register of visitors, vendors, and 
other individuals not employed by the 
licensee recorded pursuant to S 73.50(c) 

(5). 

(d> A log Indicating name, badge 
number, time of entry, reason for entry, 
and time of exit of all individuals granted 
access to a normally unoccupied vital 
area. 

(c> Documentation of all routine se¬ 
curity tours and inspections, and of all 
tests, inspections, and maintenance per¬ 
formed on physical barriers. Intrusion 
alarms, communications equipment, and 
other security related equipment used 
pursuant to the requirements of this 
part. 

(f> A record at each onsite alarm an¬ 
nunciation location of each alarm, false 
alarm, alarm check, and tamper Indica¬ 
tion that identifies the type of alarm, 
location, alarm circuit, date, and time. 
In addition, details of response by facility 
guards and watchmen to each alarm, in¬ 
trusion. or other security incident shall 
be recorded. 
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(g) Shipments of special nuclear ma¬ 
terial subject to the requirements of this 
part, including names of carriers, major 
roads to be used, night numbers in the 
case of air shipments, dates and expected 
times of departure and arrival of ship¬ 
ments. names and addresses of the moni¬ 
tor and one alternate monitor at each 
transfer point, verification of communi¬ 
cation equipment on board the transfer 
vehicle, names of individuals who are to 
communicate with the transport vehicle, 
container seal descriptions and identifi¬ 
cation; and any other Information to 
confirm the means utilized to comply 
with $$ 73.30 through 73.36. Such infor¬ 
mation shall be recorded prior to ship¬ 
ment. Information obtained during the 
course of the shipment such as reports 
of all communications, change of ship¬ 
ping plan including monitor changes, 
trace investigations and others shall also 
be recorded. 

<h> Procedures for controlling access 
to protected areas and for controlling 
access to keys for locks used to protect 
special nuclear material.

PART 70—SPECIAL NUCLEAR MATERIAL 

Revised Control and Accounting 
Requirements 

On February l, 1973. the Atomic 
Energy Commission published in the 
Federal Register (38 FR 3077) pro¬ 
pos ed a mendments to its regulations in 
10 CFR Part 70 which would revise the 
materials control and accounting re¬ 
quirements for special nuclear material. 

Interested parties were Invited to 
submit comments and suggestions for 
consideration in connection with the 
proposed amendments within 60 days 
after publication in the Federai. Regis¬ 
ter. Upon consideration of the com¬ 
ments received, and other factors in¬ 
volved, the Commission has adopted the 
proposed amendments, with certain 
modifications as set forth below. 

Significant differences from the pro¬ 
posed amendments published for com¬ 
ment are: (1) A change in the detailed 
control and accounting requirements for 
plutonium containing 80 percent or 
more by weight of the isotope Pu-238; 

(2) addition of a requirement for 
tamper-sating procedures to include 
control of the tamper-safing devices and 
records of the date and time of tamper- 
safing: (3) addition of requirements for 
the identification and control of in- 
process items containing special nuclear 
material; (4) changes in the date of 
the first inventory required under the 
amended regulation and the date by 
which the licensee's description of his 
program to meet the amended regula¬ 
tions must be submitted to the Com¬ 
mission have been made; (5) a change 
in the required frequency of plutonium 
inventories has been made from one to 
two months; (6) clarification of the 
description of that portion of a fuel 
reprocessing plant requiring only 6- 
month inventories; (7) addition of a 
five-year retention period for material 
balance and inventory records; (8) pro¬ 
vision for licensees to apply for a license 
or amendment authorizing alternate 
limits of error <LE) for material un¬ 
accounted for (MUF) than specified in 
the proposed amendments and deletion 
of the limit of error of MUF require¬ 
ments to be effective after Ja nuar y 1, 
1978; (9) modification of LEMUF re¬ 
quirements to specify that they apply 
to a total plant balance for Inprocess 
material of each type; (10) modification 
of the absolute minimum quantity 


limits for LEMUF to reflect a less strin¬ 
gent requirement for low enriched 
uranium; (11) modification of the 
material balance requirements to re¬ 
quire accounting for plutonium only 
on the element basis; (12) deletion of 
specific remeasurement criteria for 
material Inventory that has not been 
tamper-safed to permit the licensee 
flexibility In this remeasurement 0 f 
SNM; and (13) addition of a footnote to 
clarify that the regulations do not re¬ 
quire plant shutdown and cleanout for 
physical inventory. In addition, editorial 
changes were made. 

The following discussion pertain* to 
the respective items (1) through (13) 
above: 

(1) The rule set forth below requires 
that the control and accounting require¬ 
ments for plutonium containing 80 per¬ 
cent or more by weight of the isotope 
Pu-238 be the same as those for low- 
enriched uranium. This isotope of pluto¬ 
nium, because of the heat generated 
within the material, is. like low-enriched 
uranium, an improbable fissile material 
for use in nuclear weapons and does not 
require the controls specified In Part 
70 for strategic material such as high- 
enriched uranium and plutonium having 
higher Pu-239 Isotopic content. This Iso¬ 
tope at these concentrations, Le., greater 
than 80 percent, does not exist in quan¬ 
tity because it Is produced only by 
special irradiation programs and not 
ordinarily as a product from power 
reactors 

(2) The rule set forth below specifies 
that tamper-safing devices must be con¬ 
trolled and that the date and time of 
application of the devices be recorded. 
Unless it can be assured that the 
tamper-safing devices are available only 
to authorized persons and that there is 
documented evidence that the devices 
were applied at a time appropriate to 
ensure the Integrity of the measure¬ 
ment of the material, tamper-safine 
cannot be an effective control 
mechanism. 

(3) The proposed rule required item 
Identification and control for items con¬ 
taining special nuclear material that 
had been tamper-safed and were not 
in process. It is equally as important to 
identify and control items in process 
that contain special nuclear material 
The rule set forth below requires identi¬ 
fication and control of items contain¬ 
ing special nuclear material whether in 
process or not in process. 

(4) Section 70.51(e)(2) of the pro¬ 
posed amendments would have required 
the licensee to perform the first inven¬ 
tory under the amended rule within 90 
days after the effective date of the rule. 
However, 8 70.51(g) would not have re¬ 
quired the licensee to submit a descrip¬ 
tion of his procedures to be used to com¬ 
ply with the requirements of amended 
rule until 120 days after the effective 
date. Based on comments received, the 
Commission believes the licensee should 
develop and submit a description of his 
Inventory procedures prior to taking an 
inventory following the amended rule 
Accordingly, the rule set forth below pro¬ 
vides effective dates such that the addl- 
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tloaal material control and accounting 
s^quirements will become effective 6 
months after publication of these 
amendments, the first Inventory under 
the revised rule must be taken within 6 
months after publication of these 
amendments, and the licensee’s program 
description must be submitted to the 
Commission within 4 months after pub¬ 
lication of these amendments. Until the 
submittals have been reviewed and their 
acceptability determined, licensees will 
be expected to follow the material con¬ 
trol and inventory program described In 
their submittals. 

(5) After evaluating comments, it was 
determined not to be feasible for licens¬ 
ees to meet the 0.5 percent limit on the 
limit of error of material unaccounted 
for (LEMUF) on a monthly balance for 
plutonium as specified in the proposed 
amendments. To meet the 0.5 percent 
limit licensees indicated that plant shut¬ 
down and clean-out would be required. 
Even then there were some questions 
whether the 0.5 percent limit would be 
met. To have a higher throughput factor 
for the LEMUF limit, the rule set forth 
below requires conduct of plutonium in¬ 
ventories every two months instead of 
every month as required by the proposed 
amendment. The two-month inventory 
interval for plutonium (other than in a 
reprocessing facility! makes the limits 
and inventory interval for plutonium the 
same as for high enriched uranium. 

(6) The proposed rule identified that 
part of a fuel reprocessing plant which 
would have required physical inventory 
at only 6-month Intervals. Comments in¬ 
dicated that the intent of this require¬ 
ment was not clear. The rule set forth 
below more specifically identifies that 
portion of the fuel reprocessing process 
that is inaccessible nnd not as susceptible 
to diversion of special nuclear material 
and therefore does not require as fre¬ 
quent Inventories as more accessible 
processes and materials. 

(7) The rule set forth below specifies 
a five-year retention time for material 
balance and Inventory records. This re¬ 
quirement is consistent with Interna¬ 
tional Atomic Energy Agency records re¬ 
tention requirements and win make the 
U.8. records retention requirements com¬ 
patible with IAEA safeguards for purpose 
of the Treaty on the Nonproliferation of 
Nuclear Weapons. 

(8) At the time that the proposed rules 
were formulated, it was recognized that 
some types of processes and operations 
initially could not meet the proposed reg¬ 
ulations and provision was made for ap¬ 
plication for exception to the specified 
requirements. Based upon comments re¬ 
ceived and upon reconsideration, the 
Commission has determined that specific 
provision should be made In the regula¬ 
tions for consideration of alternative 
LEMUF limits. The regulation has been 
revised accordingly. If a licensee has 
demonstrated through actual experience 
that he cannot meet the specified LE 
MUF limits, he may apply to the Com¬ 
mission for imposition of limits that can 


be met These alternate limits will be ap¬ 
proved if the licensee demonstrates that 
he has made reasonable efforts and can¬ 
not meet the prescribed limits and he has 
or will Initiate a program to enable him 
to meet the prescribed limits. In view of 
this alternate provision and in considera¬ 
tion of the many uncertainties in the de¬ 
veloping technology, prediction of. firm 
LEMUF limits two to three years in the 
future was not considered feasible. Li¬ 
censee performance and technological 
developments will be evaluated on a con¬ 
tinuing basis and more stringent LEMUF 
limits established as the need Is Indicated 
and as the state-of-the-art permits. 

(9) The proposed amendments were 
not clear as to which material balance 
the LEMUF limits applied. The rule set 
forth below specifies that the LEM UP 
limits apply to the total plant in-process 
material balance for a given material 
type. While balances still will be needed 
for material balance areas and limits of 
error calc ulated for such balances to per¬ 
mit MUF evaluation, the LEMUF limits 
specified in the rule set forth below do 
not apply for such balances unless they 
consist of the total plant in-process bal¬ 
ance for a given material type. 

(10) The proposed amendments speci¬ 
fied absolute quantities for the LEMUF 
limits below which the relative percen¬ 
tage limits would not apply. The pro¬ 
posed limits for low enriched uranium 
were more stringent at the 3-4 percent 
enrichment level on an effective kilogram 
basis than the limits for plutonium, U- 
233. and high enriched uranium. To pro¬ 
vide proper gradation of requirements 
the limits for low enriched uranium have 
been modified. 

(11) The proposed amendments would 
have required calculation of an in-proc¬ 
ess material balance. MUF. and LEMUF 
for both element and isotope for pluto¬ 
nium. Adequate control can be main¬ 
tained for plutonium using only the cle¬ 
ment balance. The rule set forth below 
requires calculation of an in-process ma¬ 
terial balance, MUF and LEMUF for 
plutonium element only. 

(12) The proposed amendments speci¬ 
fied confidence levels for statistical sam¬ 
pling plans to be used for verification of 
previous measurements for inventory 
purposes. Comments indicated that these 
statistical sampling plan statements were 
interpreted to mean specific requirements 
for the use of the specified plans. There 
also appeared to be some confusion as to 
the interpretation of the confidence levels 
being required. The rule set forth below 
specifies only that measurements of SNM 
on Inventory whose integrity is not en¬ 
sured by tamper-saflng shall be vortifled 
by remeasurement. The licensee may 
select appropriate remeasurement proce¬ 
dures and sampling plans. These plans 
will be included in the description of his 
program which will be submitted to the 
Commission. 

(13) Comments indicated that the in¬ 
ventory criteria in the proposed amend¬ 
ments were Interpreted as requiring 
plant shutdown and cleanout for physical 


Inventor^. Such is not required so long as 
process inventory measurements can be 
made on a dynamic basis to sufficient 
precision and accuracy to meet the 
LEMUF limits specified in I 70.51(e) (5) 
(11). The rule set forth below contains a 
footnote to tills effect. Many comments 
Indicated that the licensee should be 
given flexibility to develop ‘"Innovative” 
Inventory techniques to preclude costly 
plant shutdown. Such flexibility had al¬ 
ways been the intent of the proposed 
amendments. 

Pursuant to the Atomic Energy Act of 
1954. as amended, and sections 552 and 
553 of Title 5 of the United States Code, 
the following amendments of Title 10, 
Chapter I. Code of Federal Regulations, 
Part 70 are published as a document sub¬ 
ject to codification. 

1. Section 70.4 is amended by adding 
a new paragraph (t> to read as follows: 

g 70.4 Definition*.

(t) “Effective kilograms of special nu¬ 
clear materiaT means: (1) For pluto¬ 
nium and uranium-233 their weight In 
kilograms; (2) For uranium with an 
enrichment in the Isotope U-235 of 0.01 
(1%) and above, its element weight in 
kilograms multiplied by the square of Its 
enrichment expressed as a decimal 
weight fraction; and (3) For uranium 
with an enrichment in the Isotope U-235 
below 0 01 (1%). by Its element weight 
In kilograms multiplied by 0.0001. 

2. Paragraph (b) of 4 70.22 is revised 
to read as follows: 

§ 70.22 Content of appliration*. 

• • • • • 

(b) Each application for a license to 
possess at any one time special nuclear 
material in a quantity exceeding one ef¬ 
fective kilogram of special nuclear ma¬ 
terial and to use such special nuclear 
material for activities other than those 
involved In the operation of a nuclear 
reactor licensed pursuant to Part 50 of 
this chapter or those Involved in a waste 
disposal operation, or as sealed sources, 
shall also contain: 

(1) A full description of the appli¬ 
cant's program for control of and ac¬ 
counting for special nuclear material 
which will be in his possession under li¬ 
cense. Including: 

(l) Procedures used In receiving, stor¬ 
ing and shipping special nuclear mate¬ 
rial; 

(ii) Procedures for controlling special 
nuclear material during its processing or 
use in the facility. If appropriate; 

(ill) Procedures by which process 
losses are determined; 

Civ) Special nuclear material records 
and reporting procedures; 

(v) Physical Inventory procedures 
showing how the requirements of para¬ 
graphs (c) and (f) of I 70.51 will be sat¬ 
isfied; 

ivi) Measurement and statistical con¬ 
trol procedures; and 

(vll> Administrative controls (organi¬ 
zation and management) for assuring 
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appropriate implementation of the pro¬ 
cedures described in paragraph (b)(1) 

(i) through (vl) of this section. 1 * * * 5 

<2> An identification of the funda¬ 
mental material controls provided in the 
procedures described in paragraphs (b) 
(1) (!) through (vii) of this section, 
which the applicant considers essential 
for assuring that special nuclear mate¬ 
rial In his possession under license will 
be adequately safeguarded. Such pro¬ 
posed controls will be considered by the 
Commission in determining the condi¬ 
tions to be incorporated In the license 
pursuant to f 70.32(c). 


3. Paragraph (c) of I 70.32 is revised 
to read as follows: 

B 70.32 Condition* of Hcrn«**. 

• • • • • 

(c) Each license authorizing the pos¬ 
session at any one time and location of 
special nuclear material in a quantity ex¬ 
ceeding one effective kilogram of special 
nuclear material and the use of such 
special nuclear material except those 
uses Involved in the operation of a nu¬ 
clear reactor licensed pursuant to Part 50 
of this chapter or those involved in a 
waste disposal operation, or in scaled 
sources, shall contain and be subject to 
a condition requiring the licensee to 
maintain and follow (1) the program for 
control and accounting for special nu¬ 
clear material and fundamental material 
controls described pursuant to ft 70.22(b) 

(2) and (2) such other material control 
procedures as the Commission deter¬ 
mines to be essentia] for the safeguard¬ 
ing of special nuclear material. The li¬ 
censee shall make no change which would 
decrease the effectiveness of the mate¬ 
rial control and accounting program pre¬ 
pared pursuant to ft 70.22(b)(1) or 
ft 70.51(g) without the prior approval of 
the Commission. A licensee desiring to 
make such changes shall submit an ap¬ 
plication for amendment to his license 
pursuant to ft 70.34. The licensee shall 
maintain records of changes to the mate¬ 
rial control and accounting program 
made without prior Commission ap¬ 
proval. and shall furnish to the Commis¬ 
sion a report containing a description of 
each change within: 

(1) Two months of the change if it 
pertains to plutonium, uranium-233 or 
uranium-235 contained in uranium en¬ 
riched 20% or more in the uranium-235 
isotope, and 

(2) Six months of the change if it per¬ 
tains to uranium enriched less than 20 
percent in the uranium-235 isotope.

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4. Section 70.51 is revised to read as 
follows: 

§ 70.51 Material balance. Inventory, and 
records requirements. 

(a) As used in this section: 

(1) "Additions to material in process” 
means receipts that are opened except for 
receipts opened only for sampling and 
subsequently maintained under tamper- 
saflng. and opened sealed sources. 

(2) "Enrichment category" for urani¬ 
um 235 means high-enriched uranium— 
that uranium whose isotope content is 
20 percent or more uranium 235 by 
weight, and low-enriched uranium—that 
uranium whose isotope content is less 
than 20 percent uranium 235 by weight. 

(3) "Element" means uranium or plu¬ 
tonium. 

(4) "Fissile Isotope" means (1) ura¬ 
nium-233 or (11) uranium-235 by enrich¬ 
ment category. 

(5) "Limit of error" means the uncer¬ 
tainty component used in constructing a 
95 percent confidence interval associated 
with a quantity after any recognized bias 
has been eliminated or its effect ac¬ 
counted for. 

(6) "Material balance" means a deter¬ 
mination of material unaccounted for 
(MUF) by subtracting ending inventory 
(El) plus removals (R) from beginning 
inventory (BI) plus additions to inven¬ 
tory (A). Mathematically, 

MUF BI+A-EI-R 

(7) "Material in process" means any 
special nuclear material possessed by the 
licensee except in unopened receipts, 
sealed sources, and ultimate product 
maintained under tamper-saflng. 

<8) "Physical inventory" means deter¬ 
mination on a measured basis of the 
quantity of special nuclear material on 
hand at a given time. The methods of 
physical inventory and associated meas¬ 
urements will vary depending on the 
material to be inventoried and the proc¬ 
ess involved. 1 

(9) "Removals from material in proc¬ 
ess" includes measured quantities of spe¬ 
cial nuclear material disposed of as dis¬ 
cards, encapsulated as a sealed source, 
or In other ultimate product paced under 
tamper-safing or shipped offsite. 

(10) "Tamper-saflng” means the use 
of devices on containers or vaults in a 
manner and at a time that ensures a 
clear indication of any violation of the 
Integrity of previously made measure¬ 
ments of special nuclear material within 
the container or vault. 

(11) "Ultimate product" means any 
special nuclear material in the form of 
a product that would not be further proc¬ 
essed at that licensed location. 

(12) "Unopened receipts" means re¬ 
ceipts not opened by the licensee, in¬ 
cluding receipts of sealed sources, and 
receipts opened only for sampling and 
subsequently maintained under tamper- 
safing. 

(b) Each licensee shall keep records 
showing the receipt, inventory (Includ¬ 
ing location), disposal, acquisition. Im¬ 
port, export, and transfer of all special

nuclear material In his possession re¬ 
gardless of Us origin or method of ac¬ 
quisition. 

(c) Each licensee who is authorized to 
possess at any one time special nuclear 
material In a quantity exceeding one ef¬ 
fective kilogram of special nuclear ma¬ 
terial shall establish, maintain, and fol¬ 
low written material control and ac¬ 
counting procedures which are sufficient 
to enable the licensee to account for the 
special nuclear material in his possession 
under license. 

(d) Except as required by paragraph 
(e> of this section, each licensee who is 
authorized to possess at any one time 
and location special nuclear material in 
a quantity totaling more than 350 grams 
of contained uranium 235. uranium 233, 
or plutonium, or any combination there¬ 
of. shall conduct a physical Inventor}' of 
all special nuclear material in his pos¬ 
session under license at intervals not to 
exceed twelve months. 

(e) Effective May 6, 1974, each licen¬ 
see who is authorized to possess at any 
one time special nuclear material in a

(v) Documentation of all transfers of 
special nuclear material between mate¬ 
rial balance areas to show identity and 
quantity of special nuclear material 
transferred; 

(vl) Requirements for authorized 
signatures on each document for trans¬ 
fer of special nuclear material between 
material balance areas; and 

(vli) Means for control of and account¬ 
ing for internal transfer documents. 

(2) On or before May 6, 1974, and 
thereafter as necessary to comply with 
the requirements of paragraph <e) (3) of 
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this section, perform a physical inventory 
of nil special nuclear material in his pos¬ 
ition in compliance with the criteria 
for physical inventories set forth In para¬ 
graph (f) of this section. 

(3> Conduct physical Inventories made 
in accordance with the criteria for physi¬ 
cal inventories set forth in paragraph (f) 
of this section at Intervals determined 
from the start of the beginning inven¬ 
tory to the start of the ending Inventory 
not to exceed: 

ti) 2 calendar months for plutonium 
except for plutonium containing 80 per¬ 
cent or more by weight of the isotope 
Pu-238, uranium 233 and for uranium 
enriched 20 percent or more in the 
isotope uranium 235 (except as provided 
in paragraph (e) (3) <il> of this section); 
and 

<ii> 6 calendar months for uranium en¬ 
riched less than 20 percent in the isotope 
uranium 235; for plutonium, U-233 and 
high-enriched uranium in that portion 
of an irradiated-fuel reprocessing plant 
from the dissolver to the first vessel out¬ 
side of the radiation shielded portion of 
the process; and for plutonium contain¬ 
ing 80 percent or more by weight of the 
teotope Pu-238; 

(4) Within 30 calendar days after the 
start of each ending physical Inventory 
required by paragraph (e)(3) of this

Any licensee subject to this paragraph 
on December 6.1973, who requests higher

(ID For all material whose content of- 
element and fissile Isotope has been 
previously measured by the licensee but 
for which the validity of such previously 
made measurements has not been assured 
by tamper-saftng. verification of the 
quantity of contained element and fissile 
isotope by remeasurement. 

(4> Conduct physical inventories ac¬ 
cording to written Inventory instructions 
for each inventory which 3hall;, 

(1> Assign Inventory duties and re¬ 
sponsibilities; 

(ID Specify the extent to which each 
material balance area and process is to 
be shut down, cleaned out. and/or re¬ 
main static; 4 

(ill) Identify the basis for accepting 
previously made measurements and their 
limits of error; 

(iv) Designate measurements to be 
made for inventory purposes and the 
procedures for making such measure¬ 
ments; and 

(v) Identify the means by which ma- 
* terial on inventory will be listed to as¬ 
sure that each item Ls Inventoried and 
that there is no duplication.

SUB CHAPTER C—FEDERAL SAVINGS AND LOAN 
SYSTEM 

PART 545—OPERATIONS 
Real Estate Loan Prepayments 

The Federal Home Loan Bank Board 
considers It desirable to amend 
9 545.8-12(b) of the rules and regulations 
for the Federal Savings and Loan System 
(12 CFR 545.6-12(b)) in order to au¬ 
thorize Federal associations to make or 
purchase Interests in real estate loans 
secured by other than homes or combina¬ 
tions of homes and business properties 
which contain a provision prohibiting 
any prepayment of the loan. 

TTie second sentence of 9 545.6-12<h) 
had required that all borrowers “from a 
Federal association shall have the right 
to prepay their loans without penalty 
unless the loon contract makes express 
provision for a prepayment penalty”. 
The amended i 545 6-12(b> limits the 
requirement of permitting prepayments 
to loans secured by homes and combina¬ 
tions of homes and business property. 
The final sentence of 9 545.6-l2<b) con¬ 
tinues to prescribe the maximum prepay¬ 
ment penalty for loans secured by homes 
only. 

Accordingly, the Board hereby amends 
said 9 545.8-12 by revising paragraph (b) 
thereof to read as set forth below, effec¬ 
tive November 6.1973: 

Since the above Amendment relieves 
restrictions, the Board hereby finds that 
notice and public procedure with respect 
to said amendment are unnecessary 
under the provisions of 12 CFR 508.11 
and 5 U.S.C. 553(b).

(b> Loan payments and prepayments. 
Payments on the principal indebtedness 
of all loans on real estate security shall 
be applied directly to the reduction of 
such indebtedness, but prepayments 
made on an installment loan may be 
reapplied from time to time In whole or 
In part by a Federal association to 
offset payments which subsequently ac¬ 
crue under the loan contract. Each bor¬ 
rower from Federal associations on a 
loan secured by a home or combination 
of home and business property shall have 
the right to prepay the loan without 
penalty unless the loan contract makes 
express provision for a prepayment 
penalty. The prepayment penalty for a 
loan secured by a home which is occupied 
or to be occupied in whole or in part by a 
borrower shall not be more than 6 
months' advance interest on that part of

CHAPTER I—SMALL BUSINESS 
ADMINISTRATION 

PART 1 IS—HANDICAPPED ASSISTANCE 
LOANS 

Assistance to Certain Nonprofit Organic 

tions and Small Business Concerns 

Owned by Handlcapnod Individuals 

A proposal was Issued on July 31. 1973 
(38 FR 20351), to establish rules and 
regulations governing financial assist¬ 
ance to certain nonprofit organization 
operated In the Interests of the handi¬ 
capped and to small business concern, 
owned, or to be owned, by handicapped 
Individuals. The proposal established a 
new Part 118 to set forth guidelines for 
eligibility, credit terms, and procedure 
for financial assistance pursuant to sec¬ 
tion 7(g) of the Small Business Act, ua 
amended. Interested persons were given 
till August 30. 1973, to submit written 
statements of facts, opinions, or argu¬ 
ments concerning the proposal. All com¬ 
ments submitted were given due con¬ 
sideration. 

As a result of the comments received, 
the following changes are made: 

L Section 118.1, Program objectives 
The proposal to limit financial assistance 
for nonprofit organizations to enable 
them to perform on Federal contract* 
under Public Law 92-28 (amended 
Wagner-O r Day Act), or to fulfill con¬ 
tract* and orders for goods and services 
from the private sector was considered to 
be too restrictive. Many workshops mar¬ 
ket products through their own retail 
outlets, many workshops have Fedomi 
contracts obtained on a competitive 
basis, and many State and local govern¬ 
ments purchase goods and services from 
workshops and the proposed language 
appeared to limit this type of activity 
The proposed language has, therefore, 
been revised to broaden the scope of the 
program objectives for nonprofit orga¬ 
nizations to allow for financial assistance 
to enable these organizations to produce 
and provido marketable goods and 
services. 

2. Section 118.2. Definitions: Many 
comments were submitted concerning 
the definition for ‘'handicapped indi¬ 
viduals.” From the evaluation of the 
comments, it became apparent that a 
handicap which in any way limits the 
selection of employment refers to what 
is accomplished by employment and 
training at a workshop but does not ap¬ 
ply to “engaging” in a business en¬ 
deavor. The definition of “handicapped 
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Individual" has been modified to allow 
lor this difference and now provides that 
only for HAL-2 loans should the degree 
of handicap limit the individual in en- 
p-vging in normal competitive business 
practice. Definitions for the “Commit¬ 
tee" and for “Central Nonprofit Orga¬ 
nization” have been eliminated and the 
other definitions renumbered accord¬ 
ingly. Under the definition for "non¬ 
profit organization’*, the word “direct" 
has been added to clarify production or 
provision of the commodities or services. 

3 Section 118.11(a>. Eligibility for 
HAL-1: The requirement for affiliation 
with a Central Nonprofit Organization 
has been eliminated as a result of a gen¬ 
eral expression that this provision was 
too restrictive and served no useful pur¬ 
pose In establishing the ability of the 
applicant organization to meet qualifica¬ 
tions for loan assistance. Other new pro¬ 
visions which were recommended were 
not adopted on the same basis as being 
too restrictive. 

4. Section 118.11(d). Eligibility for 
HAL-2: The word "professional" has 
been added to further define a "coun¬ 
selor" and the subparagraph concerning 
overcoming a handicap has been elim¬ 
inated. It was pointed out the require¬ 
ment, as stated in the authorizing 
legislation, that the handicap be of a 
permanent nature renders this provision 
redundant. It was also noted that the 
suggested provision could rule out for 
assistance the Individual who has a per¬ 
manent impairment but who has re¬ 
ceived training to ready him or her for 
employment or to overcome the handi¬ 
cap. This was not the intention of the 
proposal as every applicant must still 
demonstrate that the business can be 
operated In such a manner as reason¬ 
ably to assure repayment. 

5. Section 118.31, Terms and condi¬ 
tions. has been reworded to substitute 
clarifying language. The Intent of the 
provision remains the same. 

8. Section 118.41. Participations, has 
also been reworded to substitute clarify¬ 
ing language. The intent of this provi¬ 
sion remain the same. 

Many comments dealt with provisions 
which are of a statutory nature, such as 
the 75 percent man-hour employment 
requirement and the need for reasonable 
assurance of repayment and cannot be 
eliminated. 

Accordingly, with these changes and 
additions, the proposed amendments are 
adopted as set forth below:

RULES AND REGULATIONS 

§ 118.1 Program objectives. 

(a) Loons made to public or private 
nonprofit as defined in | 118.2(e), orga¬ 
nizations (HAL-1) will be limited to 
nonprofit sheltered workshops and any 
similar organization to enable them to 
produce and provide marketable goods 
and services. It is not the purpose of 
these loans to provide for supportive 
services to workshops. These supportive 
services Include, but are not limited to. 
subsidization of wages of low producers, 
health and rehabilitation services, and 
management. Usually such supportive 
services are funded by fees from State 
or local rehabilitation agencies, commu¬ 
nity fundraising drives, private donors, 
grants, bequests, and other Government 
programs. The Small Business Act pro¬ 
hibits the duplication of the work or ac¬ 
tivity of any other department or agency 
of the Federal Government unless ex¬ 
pressly provided for. 

(b) Loans made to eligible small busi¬ 
ness concerns owned by handicapped 
persons (HAL-2) are to assist in the es¬ 
tablishment. acquisition, or operation of 
a small business. 

§ 118.2 Definition*. 

For purposes of this part : 

(a) "Administrator" means the 
Administrator of the Small Business 
Administration. 

(b) "SBA" means the Small Business 
Administration. 

(c) "Small business concern" means a 
business concern which would qualify as 
a small business under I 121.3-10 of this 
chapter. 

(d) The "Act" means the Small Busi¬ 
ness Act. 

(e) "Nonprofit organization" means 
any public or private organization which 
is organized under the laws of the United 
States or of any State, operated in the 
interest of handicapped individuals, the 
net Income of which does not inure in 
whole or in part to the benefit of any 
shareholder or other Individual: and 
which, in the production of commodities 
and In the provision of services during 
any fiscal year in which it receives finan¬ 
cial aslstance under this program, em¬ 
ploys handicapped individuals for not 
lees than 75 percent of the man-hours 
required for the direct production or 
provision of the commodities or services. 

(I) "Handicapped Individual" means a 
person who has a physical, mental, or 
emotional impairment, defect, ailment, 
disease, or disability of a permanent na¬ 
ture which in any way limits the selec¬ 
tion of any type of employment for 
which the person would otherwise be 
qualified or quailfiable and also, in the 
case of applications for HAL-2, which 
limits the individual (s) in engaging in 
norma] competitive business practices 
without SBA loan assistance. 

(g) "HAL-1" means a Handicapped 
Assistance Loan to a nonprofit organiza¬ 
tion. as defined in Paragraph (e) of this 
section. 

(h) "HAL-2" means a Handicapped 
Assistance Loan to an eligible small busi- 
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ness concern owned, or to be owned, by 
handicapped individual(s). 

Handicapped Assistance Loans 
§118.11 Eligibility. 

(a) In order to be eligible to apply for 
a HAL-1, the nonprofit organization 
must submit certification that it is or¬ 
ganized under the laws of the State, or 
of the United States, as a nonprofit or¬ 
ganization operating In the Interests of 
handicapped individuals. Such certifica¬ 
tion may include copies of by-laws, in¬ 
corporation papers, certification of its 
tax exempt status as determined by the 
Internal Revenue Service ((501X3) (c) >. 
and recognition and approval by a State 
Vocational Rehabilitation Agency. It 
must provide documentation that it em¬ 
ploys during any fiscal year In which it 
recievcs SBA financial assistance, handi¬ 
capped individuals for not less than 75 
percent of the man-hours required for 
the direct production of commodities or 
in the provision of services which it ren¬ 
ders. In addition it must comply with 
any applicable occupational health and 
safety standard which may be prescribed 
by the Secretary of Labor: 

(1) Loans under HAL-1 are not to be 
used as a substitute for historical sources 
of funding. 

(2) Financial assistance shall not be 
extended if funds arc otherwise avail¬ 
able on reasonable terms from private 
sources or other Federal, State or local 
programs. It must be demonstrated that: 

(i) The applicant's bank account will 
not make the loan. 

(il) Private credit is not obtainable. 

(iii) Grant funds from other Govern¬ 
ment programs arc not available. 

(iv) Contributions from foundations, 
local or state fund raising activities. In¬ 
cluding tax assessments, donations, and 
similar historical avenues of funding 
will not be diminished as a result of the 
SBA loan. 

(b) In order to be eligible to apply for 
a MAL-2, a business must qualify under 
Parts 120 and 121 of this chapter, except 
where inconsistent with specific provi¬ 
sions In this part. In the case of a part¬ 
nership, corporation, or cooperative, the 
business must be 100 percent owned by 
handicapped individuals. 

(1) Applications for financial assist¬ 
ance may be considered only when there 
Is evidence thnt the desired credit is not 
otherwise available on reasonable terms. 
The financial assistance applied for shall 
be deemed to be otherwise available on 
reasonable terms, unless It is satisfac¬ 
torily demonstrated that: 

(i) Proof of refusal of the required 
financial assistance has been obtained 
from— 

(A) The applicant's bank of account; 

(B) If the amount of financial assist¬ 
ance applied for is in excess of the 
amount that the bank normally lends to 
any one borrower, then a refusal from a 
correspondent bank or from any other 
lending Institution whose lending capac¬ 
ity is adequate to cover the financial 
assistance applied for; and 
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(C) Not less than 2 financial institu¬ 
tions for direct loans in cities where the 
population exceeds 200.000. 

Proof of refusal must contain the date, 
amount and terms requested, and the 
reasons for not granting the desired 
credit. Bank refusal to advance credit 
should not be considered the full test of 
unavailability of credit and. where there 
is knowledge or reasons to believe that 
credit is otherwise available on reason¬ 
able terms from sources other than such 
bonks, the financial assistance applied 
for cannot be granted notwithstanding 
the receipt of written refusals from such 
banks. 

<ii) The financial assistance required 
does not appear to be obtainable: 

(A) On reasonable terms through the 
public offering or private placing of 
securities of the applicant; 

(B> Through the disposal at a fair price 
of assets not required by the applicant 
in the conduct of the existing business or 
not reasonably necessary to Its potential 
healthy growth; and 

<C) Without undue hardship through 
utilization of the personal credit re¬ 
sources of the owner, partners, manage¬ 
ment. or principal shareholders of the 
applicant; 

(D) Through other applicable Gov¬ 
ernment financing, including SBA’s reg¬ 
ular Business Loan Program and its 
Economic Opportunity Load Program. 

(c) Under HAL-2 financial assistance 
may be used to acquire a business. 

(d> Applicants for assistance under 
HAL-2 must provide information from 
a physician, psychiatrist, and/or profes¬ 
sional counselor in writing as to the per¬ 
manent nature of the handicap and the 
limitations It places on the applicant. 

<e> Direct loan assistance is subject to 
the availability of funds. 

S 118.21 Limitations on use of pro¬ 
ceeds. 

(a) Loans for nonprofit organizations 
HAL-1) may not be used for: 

(1) Training, education, housing; or 
other supportive services for handi¬ 
capped employees of sheltered work¬ 
shops. 

(2) Construction of facilities if a con¬ 
struction grant is available from other 
Government sources. 

(3) Purchase of a building when mort¬ 
gage insurance through other Federal 
agencies Is available. 

(b) Restrictions on use of proceeds for 
HAL-2 loans are the same as for regular 
8BA business loans with the exception 
of acquisition of a business. 

§ 118.31 Term* and condition*. 

(a) HAL loans shall not be made, par¬ 
ticipated In. or guaranteed If the total 
amount of the Government's share of 
such assistance to a single borrower at 
any one time exceeds a total outstand¬ 
ing of $350,000. The loan limit applies 
collectively to all HAL-2 loans to busi¬ 
ness entities owned or controlled by af¬ 
filiated ownership and for all HAL-1 
loans to the specific applicant nonprofit 
organization. 


RULES AND REGULATIONS 

(1) The administrative celling on a 
direct loan is $100,000. and $150,000 as 
the SBA share of an immediate partici¬ 
pation loan. Acceptance of such applica¬ 
tions is subject to availability of funds. 

<b> Interest on direct loans and the 
SBA share of an immediate participation 
loan is 3 percent per annum. 

<c> Subject to the approval of SBA. 
the participants share of immediate par¬ 
ticipation loans, and on guaranted loans 
prior to SBA’s purchase, the interest 
rate shall be at a legal and reasonable 
rate. Maximum allowable rates for the 
bank share of any HAL loan shall be the 
same as established for business and 
Economic Opportunity loans which are 
set forth in Part 120.3(b) <2). 

<d) The interest rate on SBA’s share 
of a guaranteed loan after purchase by 
SBA becomes the same as the rate for 
direct loans. SBA’s payment to the guar¬ 
anteed participant of accrued interest to 
the date of purchase shall be at the inter¬ 
est rate established by participant but 
shall not exceed an effective rate of 
interest of 8 percent per annum, and 
without any future adjustment for any 
unpaid accrued interest In excess of 8 
pccent per annum. 

(e) Repayment will be required at the 
earliest Teaslble iatc giving consideration 
to the use to be made of the funds and 
Indicated ability to repay with 15 years 
s. the absolute maximum. When deemed 
necessary, grace periods for payment of 
principal may be provided. Interest pay¬ 
ments mast to made as soon after the 
loan Is disbursed as possible and will be 
required during any grace period. A 
fluctuating repayment schedule may be 
established for seasonal businesses or 
nonprofit organizations. 

§ 118.41 Participation*. 

(a) It Is the policy to stimulate and 
encourage loans by banks and other 
lending institutions. 

(1) An applirant for a direct HAL loan 
must show that an immediate participa¬ 
tion or guaranteed loon is not available. 
An applicant for any immediate partici¬ 
pation loan must show that a guaranteed 
loan is not available. 

(2) SBA’s share of immediate partic¬ 
ipation loans shall not exceed 75 per¬ 
cent of the loan. Exceptions may be made 
in cases when the participant’s legal 
lending limit precludes a 25 percent par¬ 
ticipation. In such cases the participant 
will be required to share in the loan to the 
extent of Its legal lending limit but in 
no event loss than 10 percent. In guar¬ 
anteed loans the exposure of SBA under 
the guaranty may not exceed 80 per¬ 
cent of the unpaid principal balance and 
accrued Interest. 

(3) The guaranty fee paid by the bonk 
to SBA on the guaranteed portion of 
a loan and the service fee charged by 
the bank to SBA on SBA’s share of an 
Immediate participation loan shall be the 
same as those fees applicable on regular 
business loans. 

(4) No agreement to extend financial 
assistance under this program shall es¬ 


tablish any preferences In favor of a 
bank or other lending Institution. 

§ 118*51 Credit requirement*. 

Cal An applicant must meet certain 
practical credit requirements established 
by SBA. Principal requirements are as 
follows: 

(1) An applicant must be of good char¬ 
acter as determined by SBA. 

(2) There must be evidence that the 
ability exists to operate the business or 
the nonprofit organization successfully. 

(3> There must be enough capital In¬ 
vested in the business so that, with as¬ 
sistance, through SBA. the business will 
be able to operate on a sound financial 
basis. 

(4) As required by the Small Business 
Act. as amended, the proposed loan, 
whether direct. Immediate participation 
or guaranteed must be ”of such sound 
value or so secured as reasonably to as¬ 
sure repayment" 

(1) In those border line cases where a 
reasonable doubt exists as to repayment 
ability, the decision shall be resolved in 
favor of the applicant. 

(5) The loan should be secured by col¬ 
lateral of a type, amount, and value 
which, considered with other factors, 
such as the character and ability of the 
management, and of the prospective 
earnings, will afford the required assur¬ 
ance of repayment. 

(I) On loans to be made to finance 
Federal Government contracts, an as¬ 
signment of amounts to come due under 
such contracts may be required. 

(II) Personal guaranties of the officers 
or directors of nonprofit organizations 
(HAL-1) shall not be required. 

(6) The past earnings record and fu¬ 
ture prospects of the firm for HAL-2 
loans must Indicate ability to repay the 
loan out of income from the basinet 

(!) For loans to nonprofit arc anima¬ 
tions (HAL-1), evidence that the organi¬ 
zation has the capability and experi¬ 
ence to perform successfully on the work 
to be performed must be furnished but 
it Is not necessary that the loan be re¬ 
paid from the earnings of the organiza¬ 
tion if repayment ability can be deter¬ 
mined on another basis. 

g 118.61 Application procedure*. 

(a) An applicant desiring to obtain 
HAL assistance shall apply to the re¬ 
gional. district, or branch office servicing 
the area where the business or nonprofit 
organization is located, or to the appli¬ 
cant’s bonk which In turn will apply for 
the SBA guaranty to the regional, dis¬ 
trict. or branch office servicing the area 
where the business or nonprofit organiza¬ 
tion is located. 

(1) IX another SBA office Is closer, the 
applicant may obtain counseling, advice, 
or assistance In filing an application from 
that office. 

(2) Addresses of SBA offices are listed 
In Part 101 of this chapter. 

(b> After a direct loan application has 
been submitted to SBA and has been ap¬ 
proved or declined, the regional or dis¬ 
trict office will send a letter ol notifica- 
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tion to the applicant. In cases of decline, 
the reasons wUl be stated. When a bank is 
participating, the bank will be notified 
or the final decision. 

(1) In the event of decline, the appli¬ 
cant may request a reconsideration from 
the declining office within six months. A 
reconsideration request must include new 
or additional Information which will 
overcome the stated reasons for decline. 

§ 118.71 Applicability of other SBA 
regulation*. 

(a) All applicable provisions of Parts 
120 and 122 of this chapter shall apply to 
HAL's except where other provision is 
made in this part.

FINES, PENALTIES. AND FORFEITURES 
Authority To Mitigate or Remit 

Sections 171.21 and 17221 of the Cus¬ 
toms Regulations delegate to district di¬ 
rectors of Customs the authority to miti¬ 
gate or remit fines, penalties, and for¬ 
feitures up to certain specified amounts, 
and to cancel any claim for liquidated 
damages not exceeding certain specified 
amounts. It is deemed advisable to en¬ 
large this delegation so as to reduce the 
volume of cases which require submis¬ 
sion to the Headquarters office of the 
United States Customs Service and 
thereby expedite the disposition of such 
cases. 

Sections 17L33 and 172.33. Customs 
Regulations, provide that If n petitioner 
is not satisfied with a decLtion with re¬ 
spect to a petition for remission or miti¬ 
gation of fines, penalties, or forfeitures, 
or a petition for relief from liquidated 
damages, he mav file a supplemental peti¬ 
tion with the district director. The sup¬ 
plemental petition is forwarded to the 
Commissioner of Customs for reconsid¬ 
eration of the case except wrhere the dis¬ 
trict director grants additional relief and 
there has been no specific request on 
the part of the petitioner for review by 
the Commissioner of Customs. In order 
to further promote the prompt disposi¬ 
tion of cases involving fines, penalties, 
forfeitures, and liquidated damages, and 
in order to provide an additional level 
of Independent review within the Cus¬ 
toms region, it has been decided to dele¬ 
gate to regional commissioners of Cus¬ 
toms the authority to decide supplemen¬ 
tal petitions for relief In cases within the 
district director's authority to mitigate, 
remit, or cancel when the district direc¬ 
tor believes no additional relief is war¬ 
ranted. or when the petitioner Is not sat¬ 
isfied with the additional relief granted 
by the district director, or If there has 
been a specific request on the part of the 
petitioner for review by the regional com¬ 
missioner. 

Accordingly, the amendments to 
15 10.39 le) and (D, 10.92(d), 18.8(d), 
125.42, 17121. 171.33(b), 172.21, and 
172.33(b) of the Customs regulations are 
hereby adopted as set forth below:

By a notice of proposed rulemaking 
spearing in the Federal Register for 
Wednesday, June 6, 1973 ( 38 FR 14835), 
an amend ment to the income tax regula¬ 
tions (26 CFR pt. 1) under section 381 
(c) (23) and (24) of the Internal Reve¬ 
nue Code of 1954 was proposed In order 
to conform such regulations to the pro¬ 
visions of section 2(d) of the Revenue 
Act of 1962 (76 Stat. 971) and section 
106 of the Revenue Act of 1971 (85 Stat. 
506). relating to Investment credit carry¬ 
overs, and section 601(c) of the Revenue 
Act of 1971 (85 Stat. 557) relating to 
work Incentive program credit carry¬ 
overs. No comments were received re¬ 
siding the rules proposed and the 
amendment of the regulations as pro¬ 
posed is adopted by this document with¬ 
out change. 

Section 381 provides that an acquiring 
corporation may succeed to certain tax 
items or attributes of a distributor or 
transferor corporation In certain cor¬ 
porate acquisitions described in section 
281(a). Among the Items to which an 
acquiring corporation may succeed are 
investment credit carryovers (section 
381(c) (23)) and work Incentive program 
credit carryovers (section 381(c) (24)).

The purpose of the amendment Is to 
provide rules to govern the manner In 
which the above-mentioned carryovers of 
a distributor or transferor corporation 
are to be taken Into account by an ac¬ 
quiring corporation in the year of acqui¬ 
sition and In subsequent taxable years. 

The regulations provide that the In¬ 
vestment credit carryovers and work 
incentive program (WIN) credit carry¬ 
overs of a distributor or transferor cor¬ 
poration (computed as of the close of 
the date of distribution or transfer) may 
be carried to the first taxable year of the 
acquiring corporation ending after the 
date of distribution or transfer and inte¬ 
grated with the carryovers and carry¬ 
backs of the acquiring corporation for 
purposes of computing the amount of 
credit allowed by section 38 or by section 
40 for such first taxable year and for 
subsequent taxable years. 

The regulations deal with the com¬ 
putation of carryovers in two cases: (1) 
When the distribution or transfer oc¬ 
curs on the last day of an acquiring cor¬ 
poration's taxable year, and <2> when 
the distribution or transfer occurs on a 
day other than the last day of an acquir¬ 
ing corporation's taxable year. When 
the distribution occurs on the last day of 
an acquiring corporation's taxable year, 
the unused credits of the distributor or 
transferor corporation are integrated 
with the unused credits of the acquiring 
corporation and applied against the ex¬ 
cess limitation (l.e.. the excess of the 
limitation based on tax over the credit 
earned) of the acquiring corporation for 
its next succeeding taxable year. On the 
other band. II the distribution or trans¬ 
fer occurs on a day other than the last

day of the acquiring corporation's tax¬ 
able year, then the amount of unused 
credit of a distributor or transferor cor¬ 
poration which may be taken into ac¬ 
count by the acquiring corporation in 
the year of acquisition is limited to that 
portion of the excess limitation for such 
year which Is attributable to the period 
beginning on the date following the date 
of distribution or transfer and ending 
with the close of the taxable year.

§ 1.381 (c) (23)—1 Investment credit 
carryovers in certain corporate acqui¬ 
sition*. 

(a) Carryover requirement. (1) Sec¬ 
tion 381(c) (23) requires the acquiring 
corporation in a transaction to which 
section 381 applies to succeed to and take 
into account under such regulations as 
may be prescribed by the Secretary or 
his delegate, the Investment credit 


carryovers of the distributor or trans¬ 
feror corporation. To determine the 
amount of these carryovers as of the close 
of the date of distribution or transfer, 
and to integrate them with any carry¬ 
overs and carrybacks of the acquiring 
corporation for purposes of determining 
the amount of credit allowed by section 
38 to the acquiring corporation for tax¬ 
able years ending after the date of dis¬ 
tribution or transfer, it is necessary to 
apply the provisions of sections 46. 47, 
and 48 in accordance with the conditions 
and limitations of this section. 

(2) The Investment credit carryovers 
and carrybacks of the acquiring corpora¬ 
tion determined as of the dose of the 
date of distribution or transfer, shall be 
computed without reference to any un¬ 
used credit of a distributor or transferor 
corporation. The Investment credit 
carryovers of a distributor or transferor 
corporation as of the close of the date 
of distribution or transfer shall be de¬ 
termined without reference to any un¬ 
used credit of the acquiring corporation. 

(b> Carryback of unused credits. An 
unused credit of the acquiring corpora¬ 
tion for any taxable year ending after 
the date of distribution or transfer shall 
not be carried back in computing the 
credit allowed by section 38 to a distrib¬ 
utor or transferor corporation. However, 
an unused credit of the acquiring corpo¬ 
ration for any such taxable year shall be 
carried back In accordance with section 
46(b) (1) in computing the credit allowed 
to the acquiring corporation for a taxable 
year ending on or before the date of 
distribution or transfer. If a distributor 
or transferor corporation remains in 
existence after the date of distribution 
or transfer, an unused credit sustained 
by it for any taxable year beginning after 
such date shall be carried back in ac¬ 
cordance with section 46(b)(1) In com¬ 
puting the credit allowed by section 38 
to such corporation for a taxable year 
ending on or before that date, but may 
not be carried back or over in computing 
the credit allowed by section 38 to the 
acquiring corporation. 

(c) Computation of carryovers and 
carrybacks. (1) Subject to the modifi¬ 
cations set forth in this paragraph, the 
provisions of \ 1.46-2 shall apply in com¬ 
puting carryovers and carrybacks of 
unused credits to taxable years of the 
acquiring corporation. 

(2) CD The investment credit carry¬ 
overs available to the distributor or 
transferor corporation as of the close of 
the date of distribution or transfer shall 
first be carried to the first taxable year 
of the acquiring corporation ending after 
that date. This rule applies whether the 
date of distribution or transfer is on the 
last day. or any other day. of the acquir¬ 
ing corporation’s taxable year. 

(11) The investment credit carryovers 
available to the distributor or transferor 
corporation as of the close of the date of 
distribution or transfer shall be carried 
to the acquiring corporation without 
diminution by reason of the fact that 
the acquiring corporation docs not ac¬ 
quire 100 percent of the assets of the dis¬ 
tributor or transferor corporation. 


(3) An unused credit of a distributor 
or transferor corporation for a taxable 
year which ends on or before the last day 
of a taxable year of the acquiring cor¬ 
poration shall be considered to be an 
unused credit for a year prior to such 
taxable year of the acquiring corpora¬ 
tion. If the acquiring corporation has 
acquired the assets of two or mere dis¬ 
tributor or transferor corporations on the 
same date of distribution or transfer, the 
unused credit years of the distributor or 
transferor corporations shall be taken 
into account in the order in which such 
years terminate. If any one of the unused 
credit years of a distributor or transferor 
corporation ends on the same day as the 
unused credit year of another distributor 
or transferor corporation, either unused 
credit year may be taken into account 
before the other. 

(4) The extent to which an investment 
credit carryover of a distributor or trans¬ 
feror corporation or of an acquiring cor¬ 
poration from an unused credit year end¬ 
ing before January 1.1971. may be taken 
into account by the acquiring corpora¬ 
tion for a taxable year beginning after 
December 31. 1970. shall be determined 
without regard to the credit earned by 
the acquiring corporation for such year. 
Thus, in such a case, the amount of un¬ 
used credit from such unused credit yean 
which may be taken into account in a 
taxable year of the acquiring corpora¬ 
tion beginning after December 31. 1970, 
shall be determined solely with reference 
to the Limitation based on amount of tax 
for such taxable year (without reduction 
for the credit earned for such year* 

(d) Computation of carryovers ichcn 
date of distribution or transfer occurs 
on last day of acquiring corporation* 
taxable year. The computation of the 
investment credit carryovers from the 
distributor or transferor corporation and 
from the acquiring corporation in a case 
where the date of distribution or transfer 
occurs on the last day of a taxable year 
of the acquiring corporation may’ be Il¬ 
lustrated by the following example:

On July 24. 1973. this Agency pub¬ 
lished proposed regulations concerning 
registration of establislunents as required 
by section 7 of the Federal Insecticide. 
Fungicide, and Rodenticlde Act, as 
amended (86 Stat. 973), in the Federal 
Register (38 FR 19841). Comments were 
received from the industry, other Fed¬ 
eral agencies. State agencies, and envi¬ 
ronmental groups. All comments were 
considered, and several recommendations 
made therein have been adopted. 

Several comments were received con¬ 
cerning the types of establishments 
which must be registered under these 
regulations. With respect to comments 
concerning foreign producers, section 
7(a) provides that “No person shall pro¬ 
duce any pesticide subject to this Act In 
any State unless the establishment in 
which it Is produced is registered with 
the Administrator.** Section 2(w> defines 
the term “produce**. In part, to mean 
“• • • propagate • • • any pesticide or 
device.’* The “Random House Dictionary 
of the English Language** defines “prop¬ 
agate’* as “• * * to spread • • •; to 
disseminate • • V* Thus, any person 
who disseminates any pesticide or device 
subject to this Act, which Includes for¬ 
eign products. In any State Is subject to 
the requirements of section 7. This 
Agency has determined that to ade¬ 
quately enforce the Act foreign producers 
should meet the same requirements as 
domestic producers with regard to estab¬ 
lishment registration, reporting and la¬ 
beling. In addition the Agency does not 
believe that domestically-produced pes¬ 
ticides should be required to bear estab¬ 
lishment registration numbers while for¬ 
eign-prod uced pesticides would not. In 
other words, the requirements for the 
foreign pesticide should be no less than 
those for the domestic pesticide. 

Comments were also received stating 
that custom blenders should not be con¬ 
sidered establishments because their 
blending is performed according to regis¬ 
tered label instructions only, their opera¬ 
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tion consists entirely of mixing a regis¬ 
tered pesticide with bulk fertilized, their 
business is of low volume and thus has a 
negligible impact on the environment, or 
because such persons are adequately con¬ 
trolled by State agencies. This Agency 
believes that such persons clearly fall 
within the definition of "producer” and 
are subject to these provisions except In¬ 
sofar os they themselves perform all ap¬ 
plication of their blends. 

Comments concerning i 167.1 Defini¬ 
tions, resulted In rewording or inclusion 
of additional sections to clarify the re¬ 
quirements. none of which reflect any 
change in intent. The revised term “sold 
or distributed" explicitly relates to the 
total amount of a product released for 
shipment, regardless of whether It is to be 
shipped to another establishment or 
shipped directly to the consumer market. 
The definition of “amount of pesticide” 
deletes reference to the word “formula¬ 
tion” to make clear that volumes and 
weights apply to the product rather than 
a breakdown of the formulation. A new 
definition, “immediate container*’. Is 
added to dispel any ambiguity concern¬ 
ing labeling requirements. The term 
“type of pesticide" has been expanded to 
Include the Use Classification, which will 
be assigned to each pesticide at a later 
date (section 3(d) of the Act). 

Comments concerning the definition of 
“current production'* emphasized that 
the definition implicitly requires & fore¬ 
cast of future production. It should be 
noted that the data submitted will be 
viewed by the Agency as such a forecast, 
subject to all relevant economic varia¬ 
bles. and will serve the purpose of fur¬ 
nishing this Agency with the producer’s 
intended production volume. 

The registration procedures have been 
made more explicit by substituting the 
term “company headquarters'* for "com¬ 
pany.” In context, this means that the 
company headquarters will submit one 
application identifying all its producing 
sites (establishments), and notification 
of each cstabUshmcnt’s registration will 
be sent to the company headquarters by 
this Agency. It is the intent of the Agency 
to mall the Application for Registration 
of Pesticide-Producing Establishments 
form to oil current registrants upon pro¬ 
mulgation of these regulations. Non- 
registrants should obtain Application 
forms from an EPA Regional Office or 
from EPA. Pesticides Enforcement Divi¬ 
sion, Establishment Registration Section. 
401 M Street SW. # Washington. D.C. 
20460. 

8cctlon 167 2(f), Amendments to regis¬ 
tration, has been changed to provide 
thirty days instead of five days within 
which a producer must Inform the 
Agency of any amendment to Informa¬ 
tion submitted In support of initial regis¬ 
tration. 


No. 213—Ft. I- 
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With respect to the labeling require¬ 
ments, 5 167.4 has been revised to pro¬ 
vide that only one Establishment Regis¬ 
tration Number is to appear on the label; 
that number to be the one assigned to the 
last establishment in which the product 
was produced. It should also be noted 
that any variations from the establish¬ 
ment registration numbering system will 
not be acceptable to the Agency. 

Section 167.4(d), Deadline for label¬ 
ing. has been reworded to provide that all 
products released for shipment by the 
dates set forth in the proposal must bear 
the assigned Establishment Registration 
Number regardless of the date of pro¬ 
duction. Comments were also received 
stating that the dates by which products 
must bear the assigned Establishment 
Registration Number are unrealistic due 
to the fact that labels are frequently or¬ 
dered several years In advance of use or 
that it would be difficult to relabel es¬ 
tablishment product inventories. The 
Agency believes, because it is permitting 
placement of the Establishment Regis¬ 
tration Number in any location on the 
immediate container by a variety of 
methods, such as sticker labeling, tag¬ 
ging. stenciling, etc., that the Industry 
should have no problem complying with 
this requirement. 

With regard to g 167.5 Pesticides re¬ 
ports. it is the intention of the Agency to 
mail a Pesticides Report form directly to 
each establishment shortly after notifi¬ 
cation of registration. Section 167.5(a), 
Information required for the Pesticides 
Report, deletes the word “and" in the 
phrase "sales and distribution", pertain¬ 
ing to volumes which must be reported 
with respect to each product produced 
by the reporting establishment, and sub¬ 
stitutes the word "or" to reflect the in¬ 
tent that sales and distribution are not 
to be reported separately.

Including any pesticide produced pur¬ 
suant to Section 5, or device, or to re¬ 
package or otherwise change the con¬ 
tainer of any pesticide or device. 

(d) Producer. The term "producer" 
means any person, as defined by the Act, 
who produces any pesticide or device. 

<e> Pesticides report. The term "pesti¬ 
cides report” means information show¬ 
ing the types and amounts of pesticides 
or devices which are being produced in 
the current calendar year, have been pro¬ 
duced in the past calendar year, and 
which have been sold or distributed In 
the past calendar year. 

(f) Current production. The term 
"current production” means amount of 
planned production in the calendar year 
In which the pesticides report is sub¬ 
mitted, including new products not pre¬ 
viously sold or distributed. 

(g) Past year. The term "past year" 
means the calendar year immediately 
prior to that in which the report is sub¬ 
mitted. 

(h) Sold or distributed. The term "sold 
or distributed" means the aggregate 
amount of a product released for ship¬ 
ment by the establishment in which the 
pesticide or device was produced. 

(I) Type of pesticide. The term “type 
of pesticide" refers to each individual 
product as identified by the product 
name; EPA Registration Number (EPA 
FUc Symbol, if any. for planned prod¬ 
ucts; Experimental Permit Number if 
the pesticide is produced under an Ex¬ 
perimental Use Permit); production type 
(technical, formulation, repackaging, 
etc.); product classification (fungicide, 
insecticide, herbicide, etc.); market pro¬ 
duced for (domestic, foreign, etc.); and 
use classification. In cases where a pesti¬ 
cide is not registered, registration is not 
applied for. or is not produced under an 
Experimental Use Permit, the term shall 
also include the chemical formulation. 

(J) Amount of pesticide. The term 
"amount of pesticide" means quantity, 
expressed in weight or volume of the 
product, and Is to be reported in pounds 
for solid or semi-solid products and gal¬ 
lons for liquid products. 

(k) Device. The term "device" means 
any device or class of devices as defined 
by the Act and determined by the Admin¬ 
istrator pursuant to Section 25(c) to be 
subject to the provisions of section 7 of 
the Act. 

(l) Immediate container . The terra 
"immediate container" means the in¬ 
dividual innermost package holding the 
pesticide. 

S 167.2 RrgiMrntion pruerdurr*. 

(a) Who must register. All establish¬ 
ments. as defined in this part, which 
produce any pesticide or device subject to 
the provisions of this section, must be 
registered pursuant to the requirements 
of these regulations: Provided . however # 
That those persons who produce pesti¬ 


cides solely for application by themselves 
are not required to be registered. 

(b) Information required. Application 
for registration, to be made on the EPA 
Application for Registration of Pesticide- 
Producing Establishments form, requires 
the name and address of the company* 
the type of ownership (individual, part¬ 
nership. cooperative association, corpora¬ 
tion. or any organized group of persoas 
whether incorporated or not); and the 
names and addresses of all producing 
establishments.

Applications for regis¬ 
tration of all establishments producing 
solely for intrastate commerce must be 
submitted by October 21. 1974. 

(e) Notification of establishment reg¬ 
istration number . The Agency will pro¬ 
vide to the company headquarters a 
validated copy of the EPA Application 
for Registration of Pesticide-Producing 
Establishments containing the registra¬ 
tion number assigned to each establish¬ 
ment registered in accordance with these 
regulations. 

(f) Amendments to registration Any 
changes in type of ownership or address 
shall be submitted on the EPA Amend¬ 
ment to Registration of Pesticide- 
Producing Establishments from within 
thirty days of such changes to the ap¬ 
propriate Regional Office of the Agency. 

§ 167,3 Duration of rrgi*l ration. 

Establishment registration will re¬ 
main effective provided pesticides re¬ 
ports are submitted annually pursuant to 
the requirements of this section. Failure 
to submit a report may result In termi¬ 
nation of establishment registration. 

§167.4 labeling rrquirrrornla. 

(a) Establishment number. The only 
Establishment Registration Number 
which shall appear on the label is that of 
the final establishment at which the 
product was produced. 

<b) Placement. For purposes of this 
part, the Establishment Registration 
Number may appear in any location on 
the label or immediate container and 
must also appear on the outside con¬ 
tainer or wrapper of the package if there 
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be one through which the EPA Estab¬

Grade B quality in 
accordance with $ 275.4. 

§ 275.4 Determination of grade. 

(a) Procedures for grade determina¬ 
tion. The grade shall be determined by 
sampling in accordance with the sam¬ 
pling plan described in paragraph (b) 
of this section evaluating odor and flavor 
In accordance with paragraph (c) of this 
section examining for defects in ac¬ 
cordance with paragraphs (d). (e) and 
(f) of this section and using the results 


to assign a grade as described in para¬ 
graph (g> of this section. 

<b> Sampling . The sampling rale of 
specific lots for all inspections, other than 
for military procurement, shall be In ac¬ 
cordance with the sampling plans con¬ 
tained in Part 26< of this chapter ex¬ 
cept that the sampling unit is ten (10) 
fish for fish weighing up to 10 pounds. 
Fish weighing over ten (10) up to fifty 
(50) pounds — the sample unit shall bo 
five (5) fish. For fish weighing over fifty 
(SO) pounds, the sample unit shall be a 
minimum of three (3). 

(c) Evaluation of flavor and odor. (1) 
Evaluation of the odor on each of the 
raw fish in the sample unit shall be cur¬ 
ried out as follows: 

(i) For the examination of small units, 
break the flesh or thawed sample either 
with the thumbs or by cutting with a 
knife in several places. Hold the cut or 
broken flesh close to the nose for 
evaluation. 

(ii> For the examination of large units, 
a core may be used. Drill a hole into the 
hard frozen fish with a high-speed 
quarter inch drilL As soon as the drill 
is withdrawn, the hole and drillings are 
smelled. 

(2> If the results of the raw odor eval¬ 
uation indicate the existence of any ofT- 
odors. the sample shall be cooked by any 
of the methods set forth below to verify 
the flavor and odor. 

(i) Boil In bag method. Insert the sam¬ 
ple into a tollable film-type pouch: fold 
the open end of the pouch over a sus¬ 
pension bar and clamp in place to pro¬ 
vide a loose seal after evacuating the air 
by immersing the pouch into boiling 
water. Cook the contents for 20 minutes 
(until the Internal temperature of the 
product reaches 160 degrees F.), 

(ii> Steam method. Wrap the sample 
in a single layer of aluminum foil, and 
place on a wire rack suspended over boil¬ 
ing water in a covered container. Steam 
the packaged product for 20 minutes. 

(ill) Bake method. Package the prod¬ 
uct as previously described. Place the 
packaged product on a flat cookie sheet 
or shallow flat-bottom pan of sufficient 
• size so that the packages can be evenly 
spread on the sheet or pan. Place the pan 
and frozen contents Is a properly ven¬ 
tilated oven preheated to 400 degrees P. 
for 20 minutes. 

(3) The amount of material to be 
cooked shall be based on the results of 
the raw odor evaluation. A minimum of 
25 percent of the sample except that not 
less than 3 sample units shall be used. 

• (d) Examination for physical defects. 

Each of the fish in the sample will be ex¬ 
amined for defects using the list of defect 
definitions, and the defects noted and 
categorized as minor, major, and serious 
in accordance with Table 1. 

(e) Definitions of defects in t Dhole or 
dressed fish. (1) “Abnormal condition' 
means that the normal physical and or 
chemical structure of the fish flesh has 
been sufficiently changed so that the 
usability and/or desirability of the fish is 
adversely affected. It includes, but is not 
limited to. the following examples: 
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(!) Jellied—refers to the abnormal 
condition wherein a fish Is partly or 
wholly characterized by a gelatinous, 
glossy, translucent appearance. 

(11) Milky—refers to the abnormal 
condition wherein a fish Is partly or 
wholly characterized by a milky-white, 
excessively mush, pasty, or fluidized 
uppearance. 

lilt) Chalky—refers to an abnormal 
c onditkm wherein a fish Is partly or 
wholly characterized by a dry. chalky, 
granular appearance, and fiberless struc¬ 
ture. 

(A) Moderate—refers to a condition 
that is distinctly noticeable but does not 
seriously affect the appearance, desir¬ 
ability and/or the eating quality of the 

product. 

<B> Excessive—refers to a condition 
which Is both distinctly noticeable and 
seriously objectionable. 

(2) M Appearance defects*’ shall refer 
to the overall general appearance of the 
fish (consistency of the flesh, odor, eyes, 
gills, and wkln) and presence of excessive 
blood or drip and appearance of the 
package. 

<1) Slight—refers to an appearance 
defect that Is slightly noticeable but does 
not seriously affect the appearance, de¬ 
sirability, and/or eating quality of the 

fish. 

(ii> Moderate—refers to an appear¬ 
ance. defect that is conspicuously notice¬ 
able but does not seriously affect the ap¬ 
pearance. desirability, and'or eating 
quality of the fish. 

(Ul> Excessive—refers to an appear¬ 
ance defect that is conspicuously notice¬ 
able and that does seriously affect the 
appearance, desirability and or eating 
quality of the fish. 

<3> “Discoloration” refers to any color 
not characteristic of the species used. 

(I) Slight—refers to the area affected 
by discoloration of significant intensity 
involving up to 10 percent of the total 
area. 

(II) Moderate—refers to the area af¬ 
fected by disooloratlon of significant In¬ 
tensity Involving over 10 percent and up 
to 50 percent of the total area. 

(III) Excessive—refers to the area af¬ 
fected by discoloration of significant in¬ 
tensity Involving over 50 percent of the 
total area. 

<4) ••Dehydration” refers to loss of 
moisture from fish surfaces during frozen 
storage. Por skin-on fish, dehydration 
shall be evaluated by degree of dullness 
and shrinkage. 

(1) Slight dehydration—Is surface 
color masking affecting more than 3 per¬ 
cent of the area which can be readily 
removed by scraping with a blunt Instru¬ 
ment. 

<ii) Moderate dehydration—is deep 
color masking penetrating the flesh, af¬ 
fecting less than 3 percent of the area, 
and requiring a knife or other sharp 
instrument to remove. 


(ill) Excessive dehydration—is deep 
color masking penetrating the flesh, af¬ 
fecting more than 3 percent of the area, 
and requiring a knife or other sharp 
instrument to remove. 

(5) “Surface defects” shall refer to 
the following where applicable: 

(1) Scales. An occurrence of attached 
or loose scales in any sample unit 
(where applicable). 

<U) Blood spot. An accumulation of 
coagulated opaque, masses of blood on 
a fish. 

till) Pins or pieces of fin. An occur¬ 
rence or absence of attached or loose fins 
or pieces of fin In any sample unit (where 
applicable). Dorsal spine shall be re¬ 
moved (where applicable). 

(iv) Skin. The presence of the dark or 
light inner layers of skin for skinless. 
Por semlskinned, reference Is to the 
presence of the dark outside layers. 

(v) Bruises. An accumulation of dam¬ 
aged portions of fish muscle, red and 
opaque in appearance (on a fish). 

<vi> Damage to protective coating 
refers to voids in ice glaze or tears in 
covering membrane, also to breaks or 
splits In the skin which are readily dis¬ 
cernible and not normally part of the 
processing. 

(6) "Cutting and trimming defects” 
refers to the following: 

(I) Body cavity cuts—refers to mis¬ 
placed cute made during evisceration. 

ill) Improper heading < as specified>— 
refers to the presence of pieces of gills, 
gill cover, pectoral fins (spine), or col¬ 
larbone after the fish have been headed. 
No ragged cute should be evident after 
heading. 

(ill) Evisceration defects—refers to 
Inadequate cleaning of the belly cavity 
of the fish. AH viscera, kidney (wherp ap¬ 


plicable). spawn, and blood should be 
removed. 

(A) Slight degree of Improper evis¬ 
ceration and Improper heading refers to 
a condition that is scarcely noticeable but 
does not affect the apeorance. desirabil¬ 
ity. and/or eating quality of the fish. 

(B) Moderate degree of improper 
evisceration and Improper heading refers 
to a condition that is conspicuously no¬ 
ticeable but does not seriously affect the 
appearance, desirability, and/or eating 
quality of the fish. 

CC) Excessive degree of improper evis¬ 
ceration refers to a condition that is con¬ 
spicuously noticeable and that seriously 
affect the appearance, desirability, and/ 
or eating quality of the fish. 

(iv) Improper washing — Inadequate 
removal of slime, blood, and bite of vis¬ 
cera from the surface of the fish and 
from the body cavity. 

(v) Belly bum—an enzymatic action 
on the flesh causing a burned or discol¬ 
ored appearance. 

(7) ‘Texture defects*’ texture of the 
cooked fish; not characteristic of the 
species. 

(I) Slight—fairly firm, only slightly 
tough or rubbery, does not form a fi¬ 
brous mass in the mouth, moist but not 
mushy. 

(II) Moderate—moderately tough or 
rubbery, has noticeable tendency to form 
a fibrous mass In the mouth, moist but 
not mushy. 

(III) Excessive—excessively tough or 
rubbery, lias marked tendency to form 
a fibrous mass in the mouth, or is very 
dry or very mushy.

The purpose of these amendments to 
Title 15, Code of Federal Regulations, 
Part 908. is to provide for the reporting 
of the additional information required by 
NOAA to carry out the intent of the 
President's Directive to the Secretary of 
Commerce: 

• • • to expand his regulations to provide 
for Federal notification. Including recom¬ 
mendations where appropriate, to operators 
and State official* in cases where a report dis¬ 
closes that a proposed project may endanger 
persona, property or the environment or the 
sucoeas of Federal research projects. Notifica¬ 
tions wUl be available to the public. 

Over the past 27 years, weather modi¬ 
fication activities have been undertaken 
to secure benefits for man. and the results 
have been encouraging. Although there 
has been no evidence In this period that 
these activities have significantly endan¬ 
gered persons, property, or the environ¬ 
ment, the President's Message recognizes 
that such activities may have the poten¬ 
tial to cause adverse effects, if carried out 
without appropriate safeguards. 

It is almost impossible to predetermine 
with certainty all of the effects of a given 
weather modification operation. For that 


reason, to minimize the possibility of 
harmful results, planning for weather 
modification operations usually Includes 
project safeguards and consideration of 
environmental Impact which will elimi¬ 
nate hazards that might be reasonably 
foreseen. The proposed amendments, 
which require the reporting of current 
safety' practices and environmental con¬ 
siderations, will provide a single source 
of Information on the safety and environ¬ 
mental precautions used in weather 
modification activities In the United 
States. Compilations of these practices 
may form the basis for later publication 
of techniques generally used In the In¬ 
dustry to avoid potential danger. The 
reported information will also help op¬ 
erators to anticipate, and hopefully avoid, 
possible interference of one experiment 
or operation by another. 

Appropriate Federal agencies have 
agreed to report their weather modifica¬ 
tion activities to the Secretary of Com¬ 
merce. This Federal reporting comple¬ 
ments the reporting of non-Federal spon¬ 
sored projects and provides for a central 
source of information on all weather 
modification activities in the United 
States. 

The actions of the Department of Com¬ 
merce under these proposed amendments 
arc not Intended as. nor do they con¬ 
stitute, approval, disapproval, or regula¬ 
tion of weather modification operations. 
Any notification that may be made to 
operators and State officials on the basis 
of information received will be advisory' 
only.

AMATEUR SATELLITE SERVICE 
PROVISIONS 

Notice of Inquiry 

1. On February 14, 1973, the Commis¬ 
sion adopted amendments to Part 2 of 
the Rules, in Docket 19547, conforming to 
the extent practicable with the Geneva 
Radio Regulations, as revised by the 
Space World Administrative Radio Con¬ 
ference. Geneva, 1971. With these 
amendments, a new Amateur-satellite 
Service was established and certain fre¬ 
quencies within the Amateur Radio Serv¬ 
ice were also allocated to the new serv¬ 
ice. The Commission desires to proceed 
with rulemaking for the Amateur -satel¬ 
lite Service. 

2. The Amateur-satellite Service is de¬ 
fined as "A radiocommunication service 
using space stations on earth satellites 
for the same purpose as those of the 
amateur service." Space radiocommuid¬ 
eation is defined as "Any radiocommuni- 
cation Involving the use of one or more 
space stations or the use of one or more 
passive satellites or other objects in 
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spacer, A space station is defined as "A 
r ration located on an object which Is 
beyond. Is Intended to go beyond, or has 
been beyond, the major portion of the 
earth's atmosphere-. 

3. The frequencies allocated to the

In the frequency band 435-438 MHz, 
the Amateur-satellite 8ervlce may be au- 
tnorlsed. provided harmful Interference 
is not caused to other authorized serv¬ 
ices also operating in that frequency 
band. 

4. Over the past twelve years, prior to 
the adoption of these rules, the Commis¬ 
sion authorized a total of six amateur 
radio stations for operation on board 
earth satellites, under the rules in Part 
97 applicable to all amateur radio sta¬ 
tions. Specific temporary waivers to the 
rules were granted where necessary. For 
histance. in the case of the most recent 
amateur satellite. OSCAR 6. launched on 
October 15. 1972. several waivers to spe¬ 
cific regulations in Part 97 were granted 
for station operation under the license 
WA3NDS, These waivers were granted on 
the basis of representations to the Com¬ 
mission by the applicant concerning cer¬ 
tain provisions incorporated into the 
design of the station. Including reason¬ 
ably well protected remote control com¬ 
mand functions and very low transmitter 
power. 

5. Unlike it predecessors whose operat¬ 
ing lifetimes were but a few weeks, 
OSCAR 6 was designed for an operating 
lifetime of at least one year. This dem¬ 
onstrated that amateurs now have the 
capability of producing satellites to op¬ 
erate for periods exceeding the six month 
limitation for waivers authorized by the 
Bureau Chief under delegated authority. 
I or this reason, on March 21. 1973, the 
Commission adopted an order delegating 
to the Chief. Safety and Special Radio 
Services Bureau authority to act on 
waiver requests of the provisions of Part 
97 for amateur radio stations on board 
‘atellttes. Waivers granted under this 
delegated authority are limited to rules 
regarding station location, authorized 
emissions, station control. Identification, 
logging and operator privileges. This 
action was taken as a temporary’ measure 
pending the development of rules for the 
.Amateur-satellite Service to govern the 
operation of amateur satellites. 

6. It Is our objective that the Amateur- 
satellite Service develop In an orderly 
fashion and In a spirit of cooperation 
with other amateur radio activities and 
•services sharing the same frequencies. 
While we recognize that every eventual¬ 
ity and need cannot be accounted for 
uow, and that further rule making will 

necessary, we believe there is suffi¬ 


cient basis for establishing rules. The ex¬ 
perience of amateurs with six satellites 
over a twelve year period should provide 
adequate Insight for developing rules. 
Accordingly, the Commission will estab¬ 
lish rules for the Amateur-satellite Serv¬ 
ice. In Part 97. We propose to adopt a new 
Subpart. Amateur-satellite Service, based 
upon Information provided In response 
to paragraphs 7 and 8 of this Notice, and 
such other relevant Information as 
deemed appropriate. 

7. In order to assist the Commission 
In formulating rules for the Amateur- 
satellite Service, knowledgeable parties 
are Invited to submit comments and sug¬ 
gestions on the following: 

a. What specific types of stations and/ 
or functions should be provided for In 
the Amateur-satellite Service, to addi¬ 
tion to space stations? Earth stations? 
Telecommand stations? Others? 

b. What should be the station license 
requirements and privileges for the 
above stations? What representations 
should be made for these stations to ap¬ 
plications for licensing? 

c. What classes of amateur radio op¬ 
erator licenses should be a prerequisite 
for the above station licenses? What 
should be the operating privileges at 
these stations? What material should be 
added to the examinations for these op¬ 
erator classes? 

d. What technical standards should be 
adopted? What should the telecommand 
and telemetry requirements be? What 
emissions should be authorized? 

e. What should the rules provide for 
in the way of operating requirements and 
procedures? Station identification re¬ 
quirements? Station log requirements? 
8hould distinctive call signs be assigned? 

f. What other provisions should be in¬ 
cluded to the rules? 

8. Comments and suggestions on the 
means by which the Commission can 
fully and properly comply with the re¬ 
quirements of international agreements 
are solicited. Geneva footnote 320A to 
the Tabic In section 2.106 requires the 
Commission to ensure that any harmful 
interference caused by emissions from an 
amateur satellite authorized by the Com¬ 
mission to operate in the band 435-438 
MHz be eliminated by means of appro¬ 
priate devices for controlling the emis¬ 
sions.

PETROLEUM PRODUCTS UNDER 
MILITARY SUPPLY CONTRACTS 

Section 1. What this regulation does. 
There Is a possibility of a disruption of 
the normal supply of petroleum products 
required by the Department of Defense. 
When such disruption occurs, the inter¬ 
ests of national defense require that 
orders placed by the Department of De¬ 
fense be accepted and filled regardless 
of a supplier’s other existing contracts 
and orders. This regulation provides for 
the issuance of directives requiring that 
priority be given orders placed by the De¬ 
partment of Defense under such circum¬ 
stances. 

Sec. 2. Directives . (a) Upon receipt of 
written notification from the Commander 
of the Defense Fuels Supply Center De¬ 
partment of Defense, that a disruption in 


military supply of petroleum products 
will occur, the Director. Office of OU and 
Gas. Department of the Interior, may 
issue a written directive to specified sup¬ 
pliers requiring them, regardless of other 
existing contracts and orders, to supply 
the required products. The directive 
shall set forth the maximum quantities 
of each product which the supplier is 
obligated to deliver over a specified pe¬ 
riod of time. Each supplier to whom a di¬ 
rective is issued shall comply with It 
fully and completely. 

(b) The Director, Office of Oil and Oas. 
may. in writing, authorize the Associate 
Director and Assistant Directors of that 
office to issue directives pursuant to para¬ 
graph (a) of this section. 

Sec. 3. Defense against claims for dam¬ 
ages. No supplier shall be held liable for 
damages or penalties for any act or fail¬ 
ure to act resulting directly or indirectly 
from compliance with the provisions of 
any directive issued under this regu¬ 
lation. 

Sec. 4. Requests for adjustment or ex¬ 
ceptions. Any supplier to whom a direc¬ 
tive Is Issued under this regulation may 
file with the Director. Office of OU and 
Gas. a request for adjustment or excep¬ 
tion upon the ground that Us enforce¬ 
ment against him would be unduly 
prejudicial. 

Sec. 5. Records and Reports, (a) Each 
supplier to whom a directive is issued un¬ 
der this regulation shall make and pre¬ 
serve, for at least two years thereafter, 
accurate and complete records of de¬ 
liveries made under the contract to which 
the directive relates. Records may be re¬ 
tained in the form of microfilm or photo¬ 
graphic copies instead of the original by 
those persons who. at the time such 
microfilm or other photographic records 
are made, maintain such copies of rec¬ 
ords In the regular and usual course of 
business. 

(b) All records required by this reg¬ 
ulation shall be made available for in¬ 
spection and audit by duly authorized 
representatives of the Department of the 
Interior at the usual place of business 
where the records are maintained. 

(c) Suppliers to whom directives are 
Issued under this regulation shall make 
such records and submit such reports to 
the Director, Office of Oil and Oas, as he 
may require. 

Sec. 6. Communications. All communi¬ 
cations concerning this regulation shall 
be addressed to Director. Office of Oil 
and Gas. Department of the Interior. 
Washington. D.C. 20240. 

Sec. 7. DeAnitions. As used in this reg¬ 
ulation. the term “supplier” means a 
person capable of fulfilling a delivery 
contract with the Defense Fuels Supply 
Center. Department of Defense, and the 
term “person” means an individual, cor¬ 
poration, partnership, association, or 
any other organized group of persons. 

8ec. 8. Violations. Any supplier who 
willfully fails to comply with the provi¬ 
sions of this regulation or a directive 
Issued thereunder, or who willfully con¬ 
ceals a material fact or furnishes fake 
Information in the course of operation 
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under this regulation or a directive Issued 
thereunder. Is guilty of n crime and upon 
conviction may be punished by fine or 
imprisonment or both. 

Sec. 9. Authority. This regulation is 
Issued pursuant to sections 101. 704. 705. 
and 707 of the Defense Production Act 
of 1950. as amended <50 U.S.C.. App.. secs. 
2071. 2154. 2155. 2157). Executive Order

1. The Commission, by the Chief of the 
Broadcast Bureau, acting under dele¬ 
gated authority, has before it the cap¬ 
tioned applications which arc mutually 
exclusive in that each of the applicants 
has requested authority to operate on the 
same FM broadcast channel allocated 
to the same community. Accordingly, a 
comparative hearing must be held. 

2. Section 73.210 of our rules provides 
that the main studio of a commercial FM 
broadcast station must either be located 
in the proposed city of license or that 
good cause must be shown for locating 
the main studio outside the community.

the AM transmitter site is presumed to be 
consistent with the main studio rules and 
the public Interest. Both Marshall County 
Broadcasting Company. Inc. (Marshall), 
and Helton k Norris Enterprises. Inc. 
(Helton), propose to locate their studio 
sites outside of the city of Arab. Since 
Marshall proposes to locate Its FM studio 
at Its AM studio site, its proposal is con¬ 
sistent with the rules and the public in¬ 
terest. Helton, which Is not an AM 
licensee, proposes to locate Us main 
studio at Its FM transmitter site, four 
miles northeast of the Arab city limits. 
However, Helton has submitted a show¬ 


ing that Its studio site Is only five miles 
from downtown Arab, in an area which 
appears to be readily accessible by high¬ 
way and which has ample parking. We 
find that Helton’s allowing in regard to 
its proposed studio site is adequate and 
therefore no issue concerning this matter 
will be specified. 

3. The applicants are qualified to con¬ 
struct and operate as proposed. However, 
because the proposals ore mutually ex¬ 
clusive, they must be designated for hear¬ 
ing in a consolidated proceeding on the 
issues specified below. 

4. Accordingly. It is ordered. That pur¬ 
suant to section 309(e) of the Communi¬ 
cations Act of 1934, as amen ded, t he ap¬ 
plications ARE DESIGNATED FOR 
HEARINO IN A CONSOLIDATED PRO¬

1. To determine which of the proposal s 
would, on a comparative basis, best serve 
the public interest. 

2. To determine, in light of the evi¬ 
dence adduced pursuant to the foregoing 
issues, which of the applications for a 
construction permit should be granted. 

5. It is further ordered. That the ap¬ 
plicants shall file a written appearance 
stating an Intention to appear and pre¬ 
sent evidence on the specified issues, 
within the time and in the manner re¬ 
quired by ) 1 221(c) of the rules. 

6. It is further ordered , That the ap¬ 
plicants shall give notice of the hearing

Lyons Bank operates one banking office 
in the predominately rural north central 
portion of the Fulton County banking 
market and is the seventh largest of eight 
banks operating in that market. The 
single office of Lyons Bank is located ap¬ 
proximately 13 miles from Delta Bank. 
The three largest banks in this market 
control approximately 64 percent of the 
total deposits. 

Although located in the same banking 
market, little competition exists between 
Delta and Lyons banks as their service 
areas do not overlap to a significant ex¬ 
tent. Delta Bank obtains approximately 
2.5 percent of Its deposits and 3.5 percent 
of its loans from the area served by Lyons 
Bank. Lyons Bank derives approximately 
1.0 percent of deposits and 2 percent of 
its loans from the area served by Delta 
Bank. 

Delta and Lyons banks are permitted 
by Ohio law to branch into each others 
service area, however, the record indi¬ 
cates little likelihood of such expansion 
occurring in the foreseeable future. The 
population to banking office ratio of the 
area served by Lyons Bank is signifi¬ 
cantly below the average for Fulton 
County and far below the average for the 
State. In addition, in view of its small 
size. It is doubtful that Lyons Bank hAs 
sufficient financial and managerial re¬ 
sources to contemplate branching in the 
foreseeable future. Although two bank 
subsidiaries of BancOhio Corporation are 
located in counties adjacent to Fulton 
County, no substantial competition ex¬ 
ists between these banks and Delta or 
Lyons banks. It appears that consumma¬ 
tion of the proposal will not eliminate any 
meaningful existing or future competi¬ 
tion between any of Applicant’s subsidi¬ 
ary banks and between Delta and Lyons 
banks. Accordingly, the board concludes 
that consummation of the proposed 
acquisition would have only a slightly ad¬ 
verse effect on existing competition in the 
Fulton banking market. The proposed 
merger, however, by increasing the com¬ 
petitive capability of Delta Bank, may re¬ 
sult In increasing future competition 
among the largest banks in the Fulton 
banking market. 

The financial and managerial re¬ 
sources of both Delta and Lyons hnnv* 
are satisfactory and the prospects for 
Delta Bank upon consummation of the 
proposal herein appear favorable. Con¬ 


sequently, banking factors are consistent 
with approval of the application. There 
is no evidence in the record that the 
banking needs of the Fulton County 
banking market arc going unserved at 
the present time. It is proposed, however 
that consummation of the proposal 
herein will result In nn increase in the 
range of banking services available to 
customers now served by Lyons Bank. 
Delta Bank presently provides a wide 
range of consumer savings accounts, In¬ 
stallment and commercial loan services 
and credit card services, some of which 
are not offered by Lyons Bank. Thee* 
services would become available upon 
consummation of this proposal. In addi¬ 
tion. through Its parent holding com¬ 
pany, Delta Bank presently offers farm 
equipment leasing services which could 
become more readily available to resi¬ 
dents of the Lyons area upon consummu- 
tian of the proposed merger. Considera¬ 
tions relating to the convenience and 
needs of the communities to be served 
are consistent with approval of the ap¬ 
plication and lend some weight thereto 
It is the Board’s judgment that the 
slightly adverse effect of the proposed 
merger on existing competition would t>e 
outweighed by the benefits to the bank¬ 
ing convenience and needs of customers 
to be served by Delta Bank and that con¬ 
summation of the proposal would be in 
the public interest, and that the appli¬ 
cation should be approved. 

On the basis of the record, the applica¬ 
tion is approved for the reasons sum¬ 
marized above. The transaction shall not 
be consummated (a) before the thirtieth 
calendar day following the effective date 
of this Order, or <b> later than three 
months after the effective date of this 
Order, unless such period is extended for 
good cause by the Board, or by the Fed¬ 
eral Reserve Bnnk of Cleveland pursuant 
to delegated authority.

Determination of Injury or likelihood 
Thereof 

October 31. 1973. 

The Treasury Department advised the 
Tariff Commission on July 31.1978. that 
polymerised chlorobutadtne. commonly 
known as polychtoroprenc rubber, from 
Japan is being, or is likely to be. sold at 
less than fair value within the meaning 
of the Antidumping Act. 1921, as amend¬ 
ed. In accordance with the requirements 
of section 201(a) of the An tid um p i n g 
Act (19 U-8.C. 160(a)). the Tariff Com¬ 
mission instituted Investigation AA1921- 
129 to determine whether an industry in 
the United States is being or is likely to 
be injured, or is prevented from being 
established, by reason of the importation 
of such merchandise into the United 
States. 

Notice of the institution of the investi¬ 
gation and of a hearing to be held in 
connection therewith was published in 
the Federal Register of August 17. 1973 
<38 FR 22258). The hearing date was 
September 20. 1973. Notice of the re¬ 
scheduling of the hearing date from Sep¬ 
tember 20. 1973. to September 28. 1973. 
was published in the Federal Register of 
August 24. 1973 (38 FR 22834). 

In arriving at its determination, the 
Commission gave due consideration to all 
written submissions from interested par- 
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ties, evidence adduced at the hearing, 
and all factual Information obtained by 
the Commission's staff from Question¬ 
naires, personal interviews, and other 
sources. 

On the basis of the Investigation, the 
Commission determined by a vote of 4 to 
1 * 1 that an industry in the United States 
is being, or is likely to be, injured J by 
reason of the importation of polychloro- 
prene rubber from Japan that is being or 
is likely to be sold at less than fair value 
within the meaning of the Antidumping 
Act, 1021, as amended. 

Statement of reasons for affirmative 
determination of Chairman Bedell and 
Commissioner Moore.* In our opinion 
an industry In the United 8tates is being 
injured by reason of the importation of 
polychloroprene rubber from Japan 
which the Department of the Treasury 
found is being or is likely to be sold at 
less than fair value (LTPV) within the 
meaning of the Antidumping Act of 1921, 
as amended. The Industry so injured con¬ 
sists of the facilities in the United States 
devoted to the production of polychloro¬ 
prene rubber. 

Uj 8. imports of polychloroprene rubber 
from Japan, the predominant foreign 
supplier of that product, have Increased 
steadily in most recent years. The volume 
of sales of the Japanese product in the 
United States in 1972 was nearly three 
times that in 1968. During the period 
of the Treasury's investigation which 
covered part of 1972. all of the imports 
from Japan were found to have been 
sold at less than fair value, and the 
margin by which sales were made below 
fair value was substantial. UB. imports 
of polychloroprene rubber from Japan 
have been smaller in 1973 than in 1972 
(and are now' suspended), reflecting the 
prospects of the imposition of an anti¬ 
dumping duty as well as shortages of 
supply abroad. 

Based on evidence obtained in the 
Commission's Investigation, we have con¬ 
cluded that the LTFV sales of poly¬ 
chloroprene rubber from Japan have con¬ 
tributed to a depression in sales and 
profits experienced by the UB. Industry. 
U.S. sales of polychloroprene rubber by 
the domestic producers were about a

tenth smaller in 1970 and 1971 then in 
1968 and 1969. In 1972, despite an in¬ 
crease in domestic demand, sales by the 
producers barely recovered to the earlier 
leveL Meanwhile, the sales of Japanese 
polychloroprene rubber were growing. In 
1972. when Treasury found such sales to 
have been made at less than fair value, 
they took a significant share of the do¬ 
mestic market. 

The Increase in sales of Japanese poly¬ 
chloroprene rubber was accompanied by 
a growing impact on prices In the domes¬ 
tic market. The imported Japanese prod¬ 
uct consistently sold below the list prices 
of the domestic producers. The differ¬ 
ences grew steadily in recent years, and 
were substantial in 1972. The domestic 
producers increasingly found it neces¬ 
sary to negoti ate l ower prices to retain 
sales. While LTFV sales adversely af¬ 
fected the prices obtained for poly¬ 
chloroprene rubber by both domestic pro¬ 
ducers, the effect on the smaller pro¬ 
ducer was more pronounced as it con¬ 
fronted active price competition from the 
Japanese supplier at the Ume it was try¬ 
ing to gain a foothold In the UB. market. 

The profits earned by the domestic In¬ 
dustry on sales of polychloroprene rub¬ 
ber declined from 1968 to 1971; they were 
somewhat larger in 1972 than In 1971, 
but they remained far below those of the 
earlier years. The financial experience of 
the smaller domestic producer, which has 
been attempting to establish Itself in the 
domestic market, has been affected by 
start-up costs and production problems. 
Nevertheless, the price competition af¬ 
forded by the LTFV sales of the Japanese 
product contributed significantly to its 
poor profit-and-loss results. 

In recent months, the U.8. demand for 
polychloroprene rubber has strengthened 
greatly. As a consequence, both domestic 
producers have operated at capacity; the 
supply of polychloroprene rubber in the 
United States lias become limited rela¬ 
tive to demand; and UB. prices for the 
product have firmed. As noted above, im¬ 
ports of polychloroprene rubber from 
Japan have declined, as a result of the 
antidumping investigation and short¬ 
ages of the product abroad. Despite the 
recent market changes, however, it is 
clear, in the light of developments dis¬ 
cussed above, that an industry in the 
United States is being injured within the 
terms of the Antidumping Act, 1921. 

Based upon the evidence available to 
the Commission, we are of the opinion 
that an industry in the United States is 
being injured by reason of LTFV sales of 
polychloroprene rubber from Japan. We 
have, therefore, mad an affirmative de¬ 
termination. 

Concurring Statement of Commission¬ 
er Leonard . While I concur in the deter¬ 
mination of the majority and agree gen¬ 
erally with the statement of reasons of 
my colleagues, additional matters deserve 
comment. 

The domestic manufacturers are to¬ 
day, in October 1973. enjoying excellent 
business, hampered only by raw mate¬ 
rial supply shortages or fabricating ca¬ 
pacity limitations. However, a permissi¬ 
ble Interpretation of the statutory lan¬ 


guage "is being injured" requires \h? 
Commission to also look at the industry 
condition during the time of Treasury * 
Investigation of LTFV sales, a foitr- 
month period in 1972. The domestic man¬ 
ufacturers’ sales in the domestic market 
were then below the level of 1968-69 
notwithstanding the stimulus provided 
by the entry of the second (the only <*h- 
en producer. 

Between 1968 and 1972, Japanese im¬ 
ports of polychloroprene rubber trebled 
Of the Imports examined by the Tropin 
during the period covered by Its Investi¬ 
gation, all sales of this product had been 
made at LTFV prices and at a substan¬ 
tial margin below the Japanese home 
market price. The volume of LTFV Im¬ 
ports found by Treasury was substantial 
and the contributed materially to the 
increase in imports of polychloroprene 
rubber from Japan in that year. 

The LTFV margins applicable to this 
product were for the most part signifi¬ 
cantly greater than the margin of un¬ 
derselling In the United States, This In¬ 
dicated that the Japanese home market 
price wras significantly higher than the 
UB. market price. The Japanese manu¬ 
facturers would probably have made few, 
if any, sales had these sales been made 
at fair value prices. It is clear that in 
the absence of the LTFV sales (1) the 
Japanese would not have enjoyed the 
same price advantage vis-a-vis the do¬ 
mestic product, (2) the market penetm- 
tion achieved by Japanese polychloro¬ 
prene rubber would have been appreci¬ 
ably leas, (3) sales by the domestic pro¬ 
ducers would have been reduced only 
slightly. If at all, (4) prices would not 
have dropped to the extent that they 
did, (5) the profits of the dominant do¬ 
mestic producer would not have de¬ 
creased to the extent that they did. and 
(6) the losses incurred by the second 
domestic producer would not have been 
as severe as they were. 

Thus it is clear that the sales of the 
p olyc hloroprene rubber from Japan at 
LTFV were at the expense of the US 
producers and thus were an Identifiable 
cause of injury to the UB. industry 
Statement of Comlssioner Ablondi In 
my opinion no Industry in the United 
States is being Injured or is likely to be 
Injured by reason of the importation of 
polychloroprene rubber from Japan 
w hich is being sold at less than fair value 
(LTFV) within the meaning of the Anti¬ 
dumping Act of 1921, as amended.

Public con¬ 
venience and necessity found to require 
operation by applicant as a common car¬ 
rier by motor vehicle, over irregular 
routes, of trailers designed to be drawn 
by passenger automobile, in initial move¬ 
ments and buildings, in sections, from an 
origin which is a point of manufacture, 
from a named facility In Jackson County, 
W. Va, to points in five States. Issuance 
of a certificate approved upon compli¬ 
ance by applicant with certain condi¬ 
tions, subject to prior publication in the 
Federal Register, and application in all 
other respects denied. 

The modified procedure has been fol¬ 
lowed and the matter has been assigned 
to the Board for disposition. 

By application filed March 12. 1973. 
Chandler Trailer Convoy. Inc, of Little 
Rock. Ark, seeks a certificate of public 
convenience and necessity authorizing 
operation, in interstate or foreign com¬ 
merce, as a common carrier by motor ve¬ 
hicle. over irregular routes, of trailers de¬ 
signed to be drawn by passenger auto¬ 
mobiles. in Initial movements, and build¬ 
ings, in sections, mounted on wheeled un¬ 
dercarriages. in initial movements, from 
points in Jackson County, W. Va, to 
points In the United States (including 
Alaska but excluding Hawaii). To Ques¬ 
tion VTI<b> In the application form as to 
whether the sought authority "can" or 
will be Joined with any operating author¬ 
ity now held or sought, applicant an¬ 
swered “No" but stated that, although 
tacking is possible. It has no intention of 
tacking the authority sought with its ex¬ 
isting authority. Transit Homes. Inc, a 
motor common carrier, opposes the ap¬ 
plication. 1 

Applicant is an irregular-route, motor 
common carrier specializing in the trans¬ 
portation of trailers designed to be dratvn 
by passenger automobiles. In addition, it 
holds authority to transport scctionalized 
buildings which move on removable 
wheeled undercarriages. Its home office is 
located in Little Rock, where it operates 
Its major terminal. It presently main¬ 
tains terminals In 22 States. It states that 
Its T>olicy Is to establish terminals at the 
location of all plantsltes where Justified 
by the traffic and, if the instant appllca- 
tino Is granted. Intends to establish one 
In Jackson County. It also operates a cen¬ 
tral dispatch system through which it is 
able to divert equipment Ls needed to 
meet specific service requests. It operates 
equipment suitable for the proposed 
transportation. The majority of its

but no verified ntatemont. It submitted a 
letter which Is entitled to no consideration. 


equipment is leased on a long term basis 
and operated by owner-operators, each 
of whom Is familiar with the unique re¬ 
quirements which pertain to the move¬ 
ment of mobile homes and “double 
wides.“ Its balance sheet as of Decem¬ 
ber 31. 1972. reflects ita financial status. 

Applicant had a certificate of support 
from shipper in August 1972. and filed an 
application in the fall of 1972 which was 
not acceptable to the Commission. There¬ 
after the shipper experienced labor prob¬ 
lems and consequently the present appli¬ 
cation was not filed until March 1973. 
Applicant avers that protestant has no 
real, substantial Interest In conflict with 
the proposed service since protestant’s 
present authority commenced only on 
May 8. 1973. Furthermore, applicant ar¬ 
gues that, since shipper's production is 
only now reaching the level previously 
anticipated, protestant would not be in¬ 
jured by a grant of the Instant applica¬ 
tion. Additionally, it Is presently capable 
of providing lowboy equipment for move¬ 
ment of shipper’s modular buildings. Ap¬ 
plicant requests that authority also be 
granted to move modular buildings in 
truckaway service on lowboys. 

Douglas Associates. Inc, doing busi¬ 
ness as American Homes, Inc, supports 
the instant application. Shipper also sup¬ 
ported recent similar applications of 
Transit Homes and Morgan Drive-Away. 
Inc. It manufactures mobile homes of 
various sizes, models and dimensions at 
its facility in Jackson County. Its produc¬ 
tion is relatively new and for some time 
its plant was actually closed because of 
labor problems. Now that Its production 
has resumed, shipper Is expanding Its 
business. It builds custom mobile homes 
to the customer’s specifications. As soon 
as production of them is completed, such 
must be delivered to Individual customer 
locations and building sites throughout 
the United States. Transit time is there¬ 
fore important, and shipper must have 
a ready supply of specialized equipment 
on short notice. Because of the difficulties 
and restrictions on transporting wide 
loads through local Jurisdictions < gen¬ 
erally they cannot be moved after dark, 
on weekends or holidays, and during in¬ 
clement weather), the necessity for 
available carriers is emphasized. Part of 
its expansion program Involves the estab¬ 
lishment of dealerships at unspecified 
locations throughout its primary mar¬ 
keting area surrounding West Virginia, 
which will permit it to have a stock 
inventory at these locations. This will 
result in increased production which will 
require more carriers to handle It. 

8hlpper is also Instituting production 
of modular buildings which will be uti¬ 
lized for various enterprises such os 
modular motel construction. Initially. It 
will produce 100 or more modules. These 
units will move In truckaway transporta¬ 
tion service on lowboys. Since the orders 
will be individual and not through 
dealerships, shipper docs not specify the 
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destinations of shipments. Its primary 
marketing territory for the present and 
future includes West Virginia, Ohio, 
Pennsylvania, Kentucky. Virginia, and 
Maryland. Further, shipper forecasts a 
tripling in production by 1974, when It 
anticipates producing between 30 and 40 
mobile homes weekly. It will tender a 
minimum of three truckloads a week to 
applicant. At present it operates three 
vehicles in private carriage and in the 
past has employed the services of Tran¬ 
sit Homes and Morgan Drtve-Away. 
Shipper states that, as a result of its ex¬ 
pansion. it will need all of the carriers 
specializing in mobile home transporta¬ 
tion to meet its requirements. Addition¬ 
ally, it has no lowboys for trucks way 
service of its modular buildings. 

Transit Homes was authorized, as of 
May 8. 1973. to transport trailers de¬ 
signed to be drawn by passenger auto¬ 
mobiles. in initial movements, from Rip¬ 
ley (Jackson County), W. Va., to points 
in Ohio, Kentucky. Pennsylvania, Vir¬ 
ginia, North Carolina, South Carolina, 
and Tennessee. It operates approxi¬ 
mately 400 trucks modified for the pur¬ 
pose of transporting trailers designed to 
be drawn by passenger automobiles and 
for portable buildings. It has approxi¬ 
mately 160 terminals throughout the 
United States. It states that it is ready, 
willing and able to provide any service 
needed to the supporting shipper. It has 
provided both intrastate and interstate 
services for shipper in the past. It main¬ 
tains two terminals and four trucks in 
western West Virginia and is anxious to 
serve this shipper. Protestant avers that 
shipper has failed to comply with the 
criteria set forth in Novak Contract Car¬ 
rier Application. 103 M.C.C. 555 (1967), 
by not specifically alleging any deficien¬ 
cies in exixting service and that the ship¬ 
per's statement falls to show the volume 
of traffic that would be tendered to ap¬ 
plicant or any representative destina¬ 
tions. Finally. It argues that the authori¬ 
zation of applicant's proposed service 
will result in unnecessary duplicative 
common carrier service and would only 
dilute traffic from shipper. 

Applicant filed a rebuttal statement. 

Discussion and Conclusions 

The quantity and quality of the evi¬ 
dence here are. at best, tenuous, and ap¬ 
plicant and its supporting shipper could 
and should have made a better presenta¬ 
tion. It would have been well, for ex¬ 
ample, to have-stated (a) the amounts 
of particular commodities which shipper 
lias shipped during the recent past, (b) 
the specific destination points to which 
the commodities moved, and <c> the par¬ 
ticular points where it is contemplated 
that dealerships will be opened. In the 
future the evidentiary guidelines indi¬ 
cated in such cases as Novak, supra. 103 
M.C.C. at 557, and Jerry Llpps, Inc., Ex¬ 
tension—Pipe. 110 M.C.C. 113, 118-119 
(1969), should be more closely followed. 
Cf. Richard Dahn, Inc. v. LC.C., 335 F. 
8upp. 337 <D. N.J. 1971). 

Nevertheless, shipper did state that 
applicant "could anticipate handling a 
minimum of three unite per week if this 


authority is granted." Further, since the 
customer orders are necessarily individ¬ 
ual and custom-made, future destination 
points cannot be forecast with complete 
accuracy. And shipper indicates a defi¬ 
nite plan tc establish dealerships and to 
ship Us products to customers in its 
primary marketing area of West Vir¬ 
ginia and five other named States. CL 
Morgan Drive-Away, Inc.. Ext.-Hartnett. 
112 M.C.C. 392 (1970), and Miller Trans¬ 
porters Extension-Urea. 84 M.C.C. 684. 
686-687 (1961). Thus, we believe that in 
this Instance the evidence presented is 
sufficient to support a grant of authority 
solely to the extent of allowing service to 
points In the five destination States of 
the primary marketing area. Cf. Chem¬ 
ical Leaman Tank Lines, Inc. v. United 
States. 343 P. Supp. 104, 118-112 (D. Del. 
1972). and Twin City Freight. Inc. v. 
United States, 360 F. Supp. 709. 712-713 
(D. Minn. 1972). 

It is true that no inadequacies in the 
services of existing carriers have been 
shown. Pertinent here, however, is what 
was said by the court in Nashua Motor 
Express. Inc. v. United States, 230 F. 
Supp. 646 (D. N.H. 1964). at page 653: 

• • • It appear* to be the more reason¬ 
able view that the narrower conceptual ele¬ 
ment of inadequacy of present service vm 
not Intended to be imposed aa a a trail jacket 
upon the prooeea of determining the broader 
Interest* of public convenience and necessity 
in the effectual km of the National Trans¬ 
portation Policy. 

A carrier first in business has no absolute 
immunity against future competition. 
And. even though the resulting competi¬ 
tion from the institution of a newly au¬ 
thorized service may divert traffic that 
would otherwise be handled by existing 
carriers, the public convenience and 
necessity may best be served by the issu¬ 
ance of new operating authority. Mer¬ 
cury Motor Express. Inc. v. United States, 
261 F. Supp. 621. 622 (M. D. Fla. 1966), 
and Atlanta-New Orleans Motor Freight 
Co. v. United States, 197 F. Supp. 364. 
370 (N.D. Oa. 1961). 

The evidence in the instant proceed¬ 
ing makes it clear that shipper supported 
the applications of both applicant and 
protestant. Independent processing of 
applications for similar authority is not 
intended to confer a benefit on the car¬ 
rier which is in the fortuitous circum¬ 
stance of having its application first ap¬ 
proved. It does not appear that the oper¬ 
ations of the existing carriers and the 
applicant herein will result in more serv¬ 
ice than that needed by the supporting 
shipper as shown on the record in tills 
proceeding. Cf. Pilot Freight Carriers. 
Inc. v. United States. 354 F. 8upp. 222. 
227 (MD.N.C. 1972). 

The evidence also shows that the com¬ 
modity authority to be granted should 
be broad enough to embrace modular 
buildings moving in truckaway service on 
lowboys. Further, we note that, as shown 
by the application and the notice pub¬ 
lished in the Federal Register, tacking of 
the sought authority with that presently 
held can be accomplished but applicant 
did not Indicate the points or territories 
which can be served thereby because 


there Is no intention to tack. It Is unlikely 
that the type of authority sought here 
would be tacked. Nevertheless, it should 
be observed that by a Notice of June 27. 
1973, entitled "Disclosure of Tackin>; in 
Motor Carrier Applications” this Com¬ 
mission stated in part. 

As amended in July 1971, Lb* application 
require* the applicant to Indicate the point* 
or area* where operations could b* tacked 
and the territory that could be served 
thereby whether or not tacking is Intended. 
In addition, the new form requires the appli¬ 
cant to attach pertinent portions of the au¬ 
thority now held or pending which would 
be Involved in the tacking, • • • 

• * * All person* filing such application* 
are cautioned that failure to fully disclose the 
Information ** now required by faction VII 
of the application as amended may result la 
a rejection of the application, a delay in proc¬ 
essing thereof until the defect 1* cured <* 
other appropriate action. 

Thus, we do not anticipate that appli¬ 
cant will object to the imposition of a 
plant site restriction at the point of 
origin. This will help to obviate any de¬ 
scription of the type of equipment to be 
used to move the buildings, to Identify 
more clearly the origin of the traffic 
Ccf. Fox-Smythe Transp. Co. Extension— 
Oklahoma. 106 M.C.C. I. 17-18 <1967) 
and to preclude any possible evolution of 
operations, not strictly contemplated 
within Uie scope of this application, 
through tacking or interlining, except 
upon the premises and with the consent 
of the supporting shipper (cf. M. L 
O'Boyle A Son v. Interstate Co mme rc e 
Commission, 206 F. 2d 473 (D. C. Cir. 
1953), and Frozen Food Express. Inc. ?. 
United States. 346 F. Supp. 254. 262 
(W.D. Tex. 1972)). Also, instead of grant¬ 
ing authority to move buildings "in ini¬ 
tial movements," the description will be 
"from an origin which Is a point of man¬ 
ufacture" in order to conform to current 
Commission practice. 

Since It is possible that other parties 
who have relied upon the notice in the 
Federal Register of the application as 
originally published may have an inter¬ 
est in and would be prejudiced by the 
lack of proper notice of the authority 
actually granted herein, a notice of the 
authority actually granted will be pub¬ 
lished in the Federal Register and issu¬ 
ance of the certificate In this proceeding 
will be withheld for a period of 30 days 
from the date of such publication, dur¬ 
ing which period any proper party in in¬ 
terest may file an appropriate petition 
for leave to intervene In the proceeding 
or for other appropriate relief setting 
forth in detail the precise manner in 
which it has been prejudiced. 

Findings 

We find that the present and future 
public convenience and necessity require 
operation by applicant, in interstate or 
foreign commerce, as a common earner 
by motor vehicle, over Irregular routes, 
of trailers designed to be drawn by pas¬ 
senger automobiles, in initial movements 
and buildings, in sections, from an origin 
which is a point of manufacture, from 
the facilities of Douglas Associates, doing 
business as American Homes, Inc,, in 
Jackson County, W. Va., to points in 
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Ohio. Pennsylvania. Kentucky. Virgin^, 
ard Maryland: that applicant Is ftt.-wlll- 
mc and able properly to perform such 
service and to conform to the require¬ 
ments of the Interstate Commerce Act 
and the Commission’s rules and regula¬ 
tions thereunder: that this decision la 
not a major Federal action significantly 
affecting the quality of the human en- 
vuoimient within the meaning of the Na¬ 
tional Environmental Policy Act of 
1969 • that, unless otherwise ordered, an 
appropriate certificate should be granted 
after a lapse of 30 days from the date 
of publication in the Federal Rzgistkr 
of a proper notice fully advising the pub¬ 
lic of the proposed operation as de¬ 
scribed herein, in order to allow time 
during which any Interested party, who 
mnv have relied upon notice of the ap¬ 
plication as previously published and 
thereby may have been unaware of the 
complete nature of the proposed opera¬ 
tions, may flic an appropriate petition 
for leave to Intervene or for other ap¬ 
propriate relief: and that the application 
la all other respects should be denied. 

Subject: to the condition of publication 
set forth above, and upon compliance 
bv applicant with the requirements of 
lections 215, 217, and 221(c) of the Act 
and with the Commission's rules and 
regulations thereunder, within the time 
specified in the order entered concur¬ 
rently herein, an appropriate certificate 
will be issued. An appropriate order will 
be entered. 

Investigation of the matters and 
things involved In this proceeding hav¬ 
ing been made, and said review board, 
on the date hereof, having made and 
filed a report herein containing its find¬ 
ings of fact and conclusions thereon, 
which report is hereby made a part 
hereof: 

It is ordered . That said application, 
except to the extent granted in said re¬ 
port, be. and it is hereby, denied. 

And if is further ordered. That unless 
compliance Is made by applicant with 
the requirements of sections 215, 217. 
and 221(c) of the Interstate Commerce 
Act within 90 days after the date of 
service hereof, or within such additional 
time as may be authorized by the Com¬ 
mission, the grant of authority made In 
*aid report shall be considered as null 
and void and the application shall stand 
denied In its entirety effective upon the 
expiration of the said compliance time.

TION OF IMPLEMENTATION PLANS 

Transportation and Land Use Controls 

On April 30. 1971. pursuant to section 
109 of the Clean Air Act (42 U.S.C. 1857c- 
4), the Administrator promulgated na¬ 
tional primary and secondary ambient 
air qual ity standards for six pollutants 
<40 CFR Part 50). The Act requires that 
the primary standards protect the public 
health with an adequate margin of safety 
and that the secondary standards pro¬ 
tect the public welfare from any known 
or anticipated adverse effects. Under sec¬ 
tion 110 of the Act (42 U.S.C. 1857c-5), 
States were required to prepare and sub¬ 
mit to the Administrator plans for Imple¬ 
menting tho national ambient air stand¬ 
ards In each air quality control region In 
the State. The Administrator published 
on May 31. 1972, <37 FR 10842. 40 CFR 
Part 52) his initial approvals and disap¬ 
provals of State Implementation plans 
developed and submitted under this pro¬ 
vision of Federal law. 1 

The presence in the ambient air of 
three of the pollutants for which control 
strategies were required to be submitted 
by States—carbon monoxide, hydrocar¬ 
bons. and photochemical oxidants—Is 
largely attributable to motor vehicles; 
consequently many States were unable to 
formulate and submit adequate control 
strategies that utilized only limitations 
on emissions from stationary sources. 
However, as the Administrator noted in 
his May 31 approval/disapproval of im¬ 
plementation plans, neither the States 
nor the Environmental Protection 
Agency had any practical experience that 
would permit the development of mean¬ 
ingful transportation control plans or the 
prediction of their Impact on air quality. 
In this context, "transportation control 
plan" is defined as the summation of in¬ 
dividual actions (transportation controls 
measures) that will, when taken collec¬ 
tively. reduce concentrations of carbon 
monoxide and photochemical oxidants 
in the atmosphere from those achieved 
by the stationary source control program 
and the Federal motor vehicle control

program (FMVCP) to the level pre¬ 
scribed by the National Ambient Air 
Quality Standards. States were advised 
in August 1971 (36 FR 15486) that adop¬ 
tion of transportation control plans 
could be deferred beyond the statutory 
deadline for submittal of implementation 
plans but that the submitted plans would 
have to define the degree of emission re¬ 
duction to be achieved through trans¬ 
portation control measures and Identify 
the measures being considered. Trans¬ 
portation control plans were to be de¬ 
signed to augment the existing state im¬ 
plementation plan and the FMVCP. 
States were required to submit adopted 
transportation control plans no later 
than February 15.1973. 

Many States requested 2-year exten¬ 
sions pursuant to section 110(e) of the 
Act (42 U.8.C. 1857-5 <e)) for the attain¬ 
ment of the primary standards for the 
three pollutants based on the unavaila¬ 
bility of transportation control measures. 
The Administrator determined that, in 
fact, transportation control measures 
would not be available soon enough to 
permit attainment of the primary stand¬ 
ards within the 3-year time period pre¬ 
scribed by the Act; therefore. 2-year 
extensions were granted at the request 
of those States that had determined that 
transportation control measures would be 
necessary. In some cases, tills meant that 
States were required to submit on Febru¬ 
ary 15. 1973 transportation and/or land- 
use control measures that would achieve 
the standards by 1977. In other cases, 
the 2-year extension meant that certain 
States would not have to submit trans¬ 
portation control measures because the 
FMVCP and/or stationary source control 
would be adequate to achieve the stand¬ 
ards by 1977 without the application of 
any other transportation and/or land use 
measures. In order to assist the States in 
the development of transportation con¬ 
trol plans, the Environmental Protection 
Agency conducted numerous studies and 
made the results available to the States. 
In addition, contract assistance was pro¬ 
vided in developing the plans for 14 of 
the affected regions, and the reports of 
these studies were made available to all 
the States. 

On January 31, 1973. the U S. Court of 
Appeals for the District of Columbia Cir¬ 
cuit decided the case of "National Re¬ 
sources Defense Council Inc., et al. v. En¬ 
vironmental Protection Agency" 475 F. 
2d 968 (1973) and seven related cases, 
hereafter referred to as NRDC v. EPA. 
The court order held that the Clean Air 
Act did not permit the delay in submis¬ 
sion of transportation control portions 
of State implementation plans until Feb¬ 
ruary 15. 1973, or permit the granting of 
extensions to mid-1977 for attainment of 
the national primary air standards where 
plans had not been submitted. The order 
required the Administrator to formally 
rescind through notice to the States and 
publication In the Federal Register the 
extension of time granted for submission 
of transportation and/or land-use con¬ 
trol portions of implementation plans. It 
also required the Administrator to for¬ 
mally rescind In the same manner the ex¬ 


tension granted to several States to delay 
implementation of their plans or portion/, 
thereof until May 31.1977. The court fur¬ 
ther ordered the Administrator to inform 
the States concerned that all States 
that have not yet submitted an imple¬ 
mentation plan fully complying with th» 
requirements of the Clean Air Act of 
1970 must submit such a plan by April 15 
1973. That plan must satisfy each and 
every requirement of section 110(aW2» 
(A)-(H) if it is to be approved by the 
Administrator. 

In accordance with this order, 22 
States including the District of Columbia 
were notified by telegram on February 5 . 
1973. that any extensions granted be¬ 
cause of the unavailability of transpor¬ 
tation and/or land-use controls were 
canceled and that plans for the attain¬ 
ment and maintenance of the standards 
for the three pollutants would be required 
by April 15, 1973. A Federal Registtp. 
notice was Issued on March 20, 1973. '38 
FR 7323), to complete the requirement 
of that court order by specifically amend¬ 
ing the provisions of this part with re¬ 
gard to each of the States concerned 
These amendments provided that every 
State granted an extension to achieve 
those primary standards and/or per¬ 
mitted to defer submittal of the trans¬ 
portation and/or land-use control strat¬ 
egies until February 15. 1973. would be 
required to submit no later than April 15. 
1973, transportation and/or land-u^ 
controls showing achievement of the 
standards by 1975. In addition to those 
States that were required to submit 
transportation and/or land-use control 
strategies on February 15.1973, a number 
of other States, which had regions that 
would not achieve the standard by 1975 
but which had not been required to sub¬ 
mit transportation control strategies be¬ 
cause the FMVCP was capable of achiev¬ 
ing the standards by 1977, were required 
to submit transportation control strat¬ 
egies on April 15. 1973. States that were 
not granted an extension but which had 
deficient plans were also required to sub¬ 
mit transportation control strategics on 
April 15. 1973. Strategies adopted by the 
States must provide for attainment and 
maintenance of these standards by May 
31, 1975. At the time of submission of 
these plans on April 15. 1973. the Gov¬ 
ernors of the States could request an ex¬ 
tension up to 2 years for compliance with 
the provisions of these plans if the spe¬ 
cific requirements of section 110(e) are 
satisfied by the State plan. 

By June 15, 1973. 16 States includin ’ 
the District of Columbia had submitted 
transportation control plans. These plans 
were reviewed by the Environmental Pro¬ 
tection Agency and were made available 
for public review and comment, includ¬ 
ing public hearings held by the States 
Comments were received from the gen¬ 
eral public, other Federal agencies, pub¬ 
lic interest groups, industrial and busi¬ 
ness groups, and others. Based upon the 
comments received and the Agency* 
evaluation of the plans In light of per¬ 
tinent legal requirements, the Adminis¬ 
trator announced his approval disap¬ 
proval decision on June 15,1973. 
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The approval/disapproval decisions 
vtre based on a detailed evaluation of the 
plans submitted by the States. Criteria 
for this evaluation include adequacy of 
control plans, provisions for adoption and 
submission procedures, accuracy of air 
quality data and emission inventories, 
f xtension request considerations, provi¬ 
sions for air quality and source surveil- 
lance, review of legal authority, adequacy 
of resources, and provisions for inter¬ 
governmental cooperation. 

if the Administrator disapproved a 
State plan or portion thereof, or If a 
State failed to submit an implementa¬ 
tion plan or portion thereof, he was re¬ 
quired under section 110(c) of the Act to 
propose and subsequently promulgate 
regulations setting forth a substitute 
Implementation plan. If regulatory por¬ 
tions of a State plan, including control 
plans and related rules and regulations, 
were disapproved or were not submitted, 
regulations setting forth substitute por¬ 
tions acre proposed. When disapproved 
portions were of a non-reguiatory nature 
< air quality surveillance, adequacy of re¬ 
sources, and intergovernmental coopera¬ 
tion). and therefore not susceptible to 
correction through promulgation of reg¬ 
ulations by the Administrator, detailed 
comments were included in the evalua¬ 
tion report; in such cases, the Environ¬ 
mental Protection Agency will work with 
the States to correct the deficiencies.

FR 19132—California) ; August 1. 1973

1973 <38 FR 20752—Colorado, District of 
Columbia, Oregon, Maryland, Virginia); 
and August 3. 1973 (38 FR 20851—Cali¬ 
fornia, Minnesota, New Jersey, Texas). 

To the extent possible, the Administra¬ 
tor's evaluation of State plnns reflects 
the latest information submitted by the 
States. In the interest of giving the States 
ever>' opportunity to bring their imple¬ 
mentation plans Into full compliance 
with the Act and 40 CFR Part 51. the 
Environmental Protection Agency has 
notified States that modifications sub¬ 
mitted after the deadline for submittal of 
State plans would be accepted and con¬ 
sidered provided that such modifications 
were made and submitted In accordance 
with the requirements of 40 CFR Part 51. 
Accordingly, many States have been, and 
vtill are. making and submitting modi¬ 
fications of their implementation plans. 

The Act directs the Administrator to 
require a State to revise its implementa¬ 
tion plan whenever he finds that it is 
substantially inadequate for attainment 
and maintenance of a national standard. 
In accordance with the statutory man¬ 
date, the Environmental Protection 
Agency will continue to evaluate the 


State plans and will, as necessary, call 
upon the States to make revisions. 

Clean Am Act Requijulments 

Section 110(a) of the Clean Air Act 
requires that a valid implementation 
plan set forth a control strategy that at¬ 
tains the ambient standards ns expedi¬ 
tiously as practicable, but no later than 
Mav 31. 1975. Some of the plans pro¬ 
mulgated will meet this date. For those 
that cannot, however, an extension un¬ 
der section 110<e> of the Act of up to 2 
years may be granted, if necessary, for 
attaining an ambient air quality stand¬ 
ard. To qualify for any extension, a plan 
must demonstrate that certain elements 
of the necessary control strategy will not 
be available by 1975; that there are no 
earlier, unused alternatives to these de¬ 
layed strategies; and that emission con¬ 
trol measures that are. in fact, reason¬ 
ably available will be applied as soon as 
possible. 

The effect of the requirement that an 
extension be granted only for a chosen 
control measure if "the necessary tech¬ 
nology or other alternatives are not 
available." if "reasonably available al¬ 
ternative means" of emission reduction 
are considered and applied, and if "in¬ 
terim measures of control" that the Ad¬ 
ministrator determines are "reasonable 
under the circumstances" are applied, is 
to assure that the standards are ob¬ 
tained (in the words of section 110(a)), 
"as expeditiously as practicable." In es¬ 
sence, if a control measure is "techno¬ 
logically feasible." "practicable," "avail¬ 
able." and "reasonable • • • under the 
circumstances."it should be part of a plan 
before any extension is given for other 
measures whose implementation in 1975 
would not be technologically feasible, 
practicable, available, or reasonable un¬ 
der the circumstances. This provision of 
the Act applies to plans promulgated by 
EPA as well as to those submitted by the 
States. If EPA believed that such an ex¬ 
tension would be needed for a region, the 
proposal to grant such extension was in¬ 
cluded in the proposed rulemaking. 

Under the Clean Air Act the standards 
must be met by 1977 at the latest. Al¬ 
though both States and EPA should at¬ 
tempt to do this in the least costly and 
most practical way. the requirement of 
the statute is unconditional. The stand¬ 
ards must be met by the deadline re¬ 
gardless of cost or technical feasibility. 
<A limited delay to 1978 may be allowed 
under 1110(f). under certain condi¬ 
tions.) In some regions of the country 
this would be possible only if substantial 
gasoline rationing is imposed, and the 
plans proposed for those regions accord¬ 
ingly provide for this measure in order 
to meet the technical requirements of the 
law. This does not mean, however, that 
the Administrator seriously desires to use 
such a measure. 

Accordingly, it is intended to seek an 
amendment to the Clean Air Act for the 
specific purpose of allowing the Admin¬ 
istrator to extend the attainment date 
and to take appropriate alternative 
measures for the*"relatively few cities that 


require extensive gasoline supply limita¬ 
tions to meet o 1977 attainment date. It 
should be emphasized, however, that any 
action by the Administrator to seek an 
extension beyond 1977 does not permit 
the delay in Implementing all available 
control measures, even though the air 
quality standard will not be attained in 
1977. The Administrator's intention to 
request additional time for attaining the 
standards in certain areas should in no 
way inhibit the rapid implementation of 
the feasible control measures discussed 
below. An additional amendment to the 
Act may be needed to strengthen legal 
authority and permit the more effective 
use of other measures that might better 
achieve long-term reductions tn vehicle 
traffic, such as land-use planning. 

Pollutant Chaxactexistics 

Carbon monoxide is called a "primary" 
pollutant because it is emitted directly 
into the air. On the other hand, photo¬ 
chemical oxidant <primarily ozone) is a 
"secondary" pollutant; it results from the 
reaction of two primary pollutants (hy¬ 
drocarbons and nitrogen oxides) In the 
presence of sunlight. As such, it differs 
from carbon monoxide in that the corre¬ 
lation between emissions of the primary 
pollutants and concentrations of the sec¬ 
ondary pollutant is complex and subject 
to many variables. The reduction of oxi¬ 
dant concentrations depends upon reduc¬ 
tion in precursor (primary pollutant) 
emissions, but not necessarily on a one- 
to-one, or linear, basis. The extent of the 
reduction tn hydrocarbon emissions re¬ 
quired to meet the air quality standards 
for oxidants, as determined by statistical 
evaluation of observed data, is specified 
in 40 CFR Part 51. Appendix J. However, 
the maximum measured values for the 
1-hour photochemical oxidant values 
that can be used with the curve in Ap¬ 
pendix J is only about 550 micrograms 
per cubic meter <„g/m a ) or 0*28 parts per 
million (ppm). Several urban areas have 
experienced concentrations greater than 
this. Another limitation of the Appendix 
J procedure for determining needed hy¬ 
drocarbon reductions is that the data 
base embodied In Appendix J was derived 
from oxidant and total hydrocarbon 
arcometric data taken from several large 
cities—namely. Los Angeles. Washington, 
D.C., Denver. Cincinnati, and Philadel¬ 
phia. Some areas, however, are now tutu* 
an approach for calculating the effect of 
hydrorarbons according to their differing 
••reactivities", rather than using total hy¬ 
drocarbons as the indicator. This differ¬ 
ing approach is currently subject to 
scientific debate and constantly changing 
knowledge. Appendix J would not neces¬ 
sarily be appropriate for determining the 
degree of selective control of reactive hy¬ 
drocarbons. as an alternative to control 
of total hydrocarbons. As a consequence 
of the use of reactive hydrocarbons in 
certain Instances, and the limitations of 
the Appendix J curve in others, linear 
rollback was used in some transportation 
control plans to calculate required hydro¬ 
carbon reductions. EPA is continuing to 
study these problems and. if strategy 
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changes become necessary as a result of 
future conclusions, appropriate plan re¬ 
visions will be requested or proposed. 

Tuansportation Control Measures 

Transportation control plans provide 
for reductions in carbon monoxide and 
hydrocarbon levels required beyond the 
reductions provided by the Federal motor 
vehicle emissions control program and 
stationary source regulations set forth in 
the previously approved State implemen¬ 
tation plans. These reductions are to be 
accomplished through the implementa¬ 
tion of the transportation control plans 
Incorporating the measures discussed be¬ 
low. These measures include additional 
stationary source controls, measures pro¬ 
viding for a reduction in vehicle miles 
traveled <VMT>. Inspection and mainte¬ 
nance programs, retrofit emission con¬ 
trols for in-use vehicles, and gasoline 
supply limitation. Technical information 
on the inspection and maintenance and 
retrofit measures discussed below are set 
forth in Appendix N to 40 CFR Part 51. 
The appropriateness of a particular 
measure for a specified area is deter¬ 
mined by a variety of factors, which are 
also discussed below. Although the costs 
of certain measures are discussed in this 
preamble, the social and economic effects 
of the transportation plans have been 
evaluated on a state-by-state basis and 
are set forth in the individual State pre¬ 
ambles.* 

Considerations in selection of meas¬ 
ures. The determination of which meas¬ 
ures should be in a plan for a particular 
area is based upon several considerations. 
These include the severity of the pollu¬ 
tion problem, the availability of control 
measures, the existing local control ac¬ 
tivities and conditions, the State trans¬ 
portation plans, the public hearing com¬ 
ments, the disruptive impact of certain 
measures, and the pollutant controlled. 

In many areas with mobile source pol¬ 
lution problems, the air quality stand¬ 
ards can be achieved by only a shift from 
our present reliance on the automobile 
to a more balanced reliance on all forms 
of public and private transit. In a num¬ 
ber of these areas, emission controls on 
motor vehicles alone will never be ade¬ 
quate. Nonetheless, substantial Improve¬ 
ment in air quality can be achieved by 
reductions In vehicle miles traveled to 
some extent by 1975 and up to 10 to 20 
percent by 1977. 

Since the air quality standards are to 
be achieved as expeditiously as practi¬ 
cable. the Administrator has considered 
the speed with which various emission 
control strategics could be implemented. 
Measures such as those providing for 
some VMT reductions can be Imple¬ 
mented before other measures such as 
retrofits. Extensions in time, thus, could 
not be granted to retrofit measures until

appropriate VMT reduction measures 
were provided at earlier dates. 

The Administrator considered the ex¬ 
isting activities, controls, and conditions 
in local areas. In view of tlie significant 
variations in local situations, the Admin¬ 
istrator recognizes that transportation 
plans must be formulated with flexibility 
to complement local conditions. If an 
urban area is developing expanded mass 
transit facilities, the Agency’s transpor¬ 
tation plan might provide complemen¬ 
tary control measures such as bus/car- 
pool lanes. Conversely, if stationary 
source controls are presently inadequate, 
additional stationary source controls 
might be added in lieu of other measures. 

The State plans and public hearings 
aided this process. If the States have 
submitted plans that are in part approv- 
ablc. the Administrator has attempted to 
promulgate measures that supplement 
the approved portions the measures in¬ 
cluded In the plan the State is expected 
to submit. The Administrator has also 
made many changes based upon con¬ 
structive public hearing testimony on the 
proposed plans. 

The disruptive impact of various con¬ 
trol measures was reviewed. Certain 
measures, such as the catalytic retrofit 
device, may place a large financial bur¬ 
den on the individual vehicle owner as 
compared with other retrofit devices or 
VMT reduction measures. On the other 
hand, the amount of VMT reduction that 
could be accomplished without a signifi¬ 
cant disruption varied according to the 
transit alternatives and traffic patterns 
existing in a specific region. The Admin¬ 
istrator considered these factors and 
their relationship to the legal mandates 
of the Clean Air Act. 

Characteristics of the pollutant being 
controlled had an impact on the plan. 
Carbon monoxide is generally a localized 
pollutant problem often limited to a cen¬ 
tral business district. The oxidant or 
smog problem, however, usually covers 
an entire urban-suburban area. Conse¬ 
quently. the VMT reduction control 
measures may vary according to an 
area’s pollution problem. Furthermore, 
certain retrofit control devices are more 
effective on controlling the emissions of 
carbon monoxide than hydrocarbons or 
the reverse. 

Based on the factors noted above, the 
Administrator generally determined the 
control strategy according to the follow¬ 
ing priorities, which reflect guidance 
provided by the statute: < 1) Additional 
stationary source control: (2) some VMT 
reduction measures and/or limited in¬ 
spection and maintenance: (3) addi¬ 
tional VMT reduction measures, and/or 
vehicle retrofits; (4) catalytic converter 
retrofits; and (5) gasoline supply limi¬ 
tations in 1977. 

Additional Stationary Source Controls 

Controls to prevent hy drocarbon emis¬ 
sions will be imposed on a variety of sta¬ 
tionary sources. These regulations have 
been patterned using the general exam¬ 
ples of emission limitations attainable 
with reasonably available technology (40 
CFR Part 51. Appendix B>. The major 


changes have been to tailor the require¬ 
ments to local restrictions such as the 
Los Angeles County Air Pollution Control 
District (APCD) Ride 66 and the Texas 
Regulation V—Control of Air Pollution 
from Volatile Carbon Compounds. In ad¬ 
dition to stricter controls on many or¬ 
ganic solvents used for paint thinner*, 
dry cleaning, degreasing, printing, and 
other industrial processes, vapor recovery 
systems that prevent evaporation of 
gasoline vapors Into the air will be re¬ 
quired for the various phases of gasoline 
marketing. Most stationary source con¬ 
trols can be implemented by 1975. The 
implementation of vapor recovery sys¬ 
tems depends upon whether the controls 
are placed on the filling of service sta¬ 
tion tanks (Stage I), or on the filling of 
individual vehicle tanks (Stage II) and 
whether the degree of control in Stage II 
is 80 percent or 90 percent. In most re¬ 
gions of the country, the Administrator 
has concluded that Implementation of 
Stage I controls can be completed by 
March 1. 1976. assuming that all regula¬ 
tory authority is adequate by March 1, 
1974. and that 24 months are needed for 
full implementation with partial Imple¬ 
mentation achieved by March 1975. If 
the Stage II measure requires 80 percent 
control, its implementation can be com¬ 
pleted by June 31. 1976. Much of the 
work needed to develop such systems is 
already underway. If a Stage II measure 
requires 90 percent control, its imple¬ 
mentation can not be completed until 
May 31. 1977, since the technical prob¬ 
lems are greater. In a few regions, these 
timetables can be accelerated, particu¬ 
larly where the number of stations in¬ 
volved is not excessive. The EPA is cur¬ 
rently carrying on an investigation of 
the desirability of exempting certain or¬ 
ganic compounds from control and of the 
adequacy and feasibility of various hy¬ 
drocarbon emissions control methods 

Moderate Reductions in Vehicles 
Miles Traveled 

In the majority of regions requiring 
additional controls, the combined impact 
of stricter controls on stationary source* 
and the establishment of an inspection 
and maintenance system will not provide 
emission reductions adequate to achieve 
the standards by 1975. Consequently 
EPA is promulgating a variety of meas¬ 
ures to reduce vehicle miles traveled in 
these regions. 

The Administrator has noted that In 
several urban areas a shift from our 
present reliance on automobiles occupied 
by one or two persons to a greater reli¬ 
ance on other forms of transit is essential 
to the achievement of the air quality 
standards. Significant reductions in ve¬ 
hicle miles traveled can also be accom¬ 
plished within a limited time span. In 
making this determination, the Admin¬ 
istrator recognizes that the 8tates have 
had practically no experience with trans¬ 
portation control measures as a means of 
dealing with air quality problems and 
that the success of particular VMT re¬ 
duction measures is difficult to predict. 
However, recent developments involving 
bus lanes, mass transit improvements. 
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carpool programs, bikeways, and other 
innovations indicate that many VMT re¬ 
duction measures are available and feasi¬ 
ble. Furthermore, the public in many of 
our urban areas recognizes the need to 
place less emphasis on the automobile for 
urban mobility and is already encourag¬ 
ing the implementation of steps to de¬ 
velop alternative forms of transit. Ac¬ 
cordingly, the Administrator believes 
that reasonable VMT reduction measures 
can be successfully implemented. 

Some of the regulations being promul¬ 
gated will have significant effects on the 
future development of urban transporta¬ 
tion in the major cities of this country. 
A clear implication of these air plans is 
tiiat future augmentation of mass transit 
must focus not only on the center city 
streets but also on urban/suburban 
routes. It is expected that the regula¬ 
tions will lead not only to substantial re¬ 
ductions in air pollution, noise, conges¬ 
tion, and energy consumption, but U> the 
development of more mass/rapid transit 
to serve the growing urban and suburban 
regions of the nation. The need, desira¬ 
bility, and feasibility of reducing urban 
auto use are no longer issues. The prob¬ 
lem is determining the degree to which 
VMT reductions can be reasonably Im¬ 
plemented within the limited time 
frames* 

The amount of VMT reduction that 
can be considered “reasonably available’* 
varies greatly according to a city's indi¬ 
vidual characteristics and the ability of 
other modes of transportation to absorb 
the demand that would be created by a 
significant VMT reduction. A measure 
cannot be considered “reasonably avail¬ 
able" if putting it into effect would cause 
severe economic and social disruption. 
Although some reduction in personal 
travel could certainly be absorbed with¬ 
out disruption, to achieve a significant 
VMT reduction, the bulk of the travel 
til placed from single-passenger automo¬ 
biles must be absorbed by such other 
modes of transportation as carpooLs, 
walking, bicycling, or public transit. 

The significant expansion of public 
transit facilities that can be accom¬ 
plished by 1975 depends on the upgrading 
and expansion of bus services. Much can 
be clone In this regard. Scheduling and 
service can be Improved. Individual lanes 
of freeways and other major roads can 
be set aside for the exclusive use of buses. 
Significant numbers of new buses can be 
purchased and put into service by 1975; 
according to Department of Transporta¬ 
tion figures. 2.500 transit buses were sold 
in this country In 1972. but there is con¬ 
siderable potential for expansion of the 
transit industry’s production by two- or 
three-fold. Foreign sources of supply 
could provide additional resources. 

The Environmental Protection Agency 
l* working with the Department of 
Transportation to assure Increased Fed¬ 
eral support for short-term augmenta¬ 
tion of mass transit capacity and appro¬ 
priate modifications of highway facilities 
to permit increased utilization of mass 
transit. 

In addition to public transit, part of 
ibe transportation demand created by 
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VMT reductions can be absorbed by car- 
pools. Private automobiles, which are de¬ 
signed to carry four to six persons, carry 
an average of 1.1 to 1.4 persons per trip 
for work trips in major urban areas, and 
thus represent the largest unused pool of 
transportation capacity presently avail¬ 
able. 

The measures mentioned above are pri¬ 
marily concerned with providing an al¬ 
ternative to low-occupancy use of private 
automobiles. Although measures such as 
buying more buses and improving bus 
service, providing for carpool programs, 
building bicycle paths, and (in the long 
run) building new rapid rail transit sys¬ 
tems increase the availability and attrac¬ 
tiveness of alternative transit forms. 
VMT reductions will not necessarily be 
Achieved unless disincentive restrictions 
are placed on the use of automobiles. 

The applicability of both measures— 
Incentives such as bus lanes that increase 
the attractiveness of alternative transit 
forms and disincentives such as parking 
limitations that discourage the low- 
occupancy use of private automobiles— 
varies according to the conditions in the 
individual urban area. For example, bus 
lanes are a more appropriate strategy 
in Washington. D.C. than certain other 
areas. Similarly, parking restrictions are 
more applicable to a major center like 
Boston than to a small city with few 
transit alternatives like Fairbanks. 
Alaska. 

After consideration of the already 
available transit alternatives, the city’s 
local conditions, and the applicability of 
various incentive and disincentive meas¬ 
ures. the Administrator has determined 
that varying degrees of VMT reduction 
are feasible in particular areas. The plans 
developed suggest that a 3 to 10 percent 
VMT reduction can be achieved in the 
vast majority of affected regions by 1975. 
Since the Act specified that all reasonably 
available measures be instituted before 
any time extension Is granted, the Ad¬ 
ministrator is taking into consideration 
all VMT-related measures presently be¬ 
ing implemented by a municipality and 
augmenting those measures with meth¬ 
ods that are available, applicable, and 
adoptable in the individual area by 1975. 

Through our studies and the public 
hearing process, the Agency has also de¬ 
termined that it may be unrealistic to 
expect reductions in auto use In a region 
as a whole greater than 10 to 20 percent 
by 1977. Greater reductions may be 
achieved In limited areas under appro¬ 
priate circumstances as is illustrated by 
New York City, which has a well devel¬ 
oped transit system and hopes to accom¬ 
plish a 40 percent VMT reduction in the 
downtown area by 1977. Generally, how¬ 
ever, reductions beyond 10 to 20 percent 
would require a special and. in most 
cases, unreasonable effort unless driving 
is to be cut without a corresponding in¬ 
crease In mass transit. Achievement of 
even the levels provided for In these 
plans will require a strong commitment 
by local areas to implement strict disin¬ 
centive programs, improve mass transit, 
and make carpooling or other programs 
work. 
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EPA is promulgating o number of 
measures designed both to Increase the 
attractiveness of alternative forms of 
transit and to discourage the low-occu¬ 
pancy use of automobiles. The measures 
include: on-street and off-street parking 
reductions, regulatory fees for mass 
transit augmentation, vehicle free zones, 
bus carpool lanes, carpool matching sys¬ 
tems. carpool programs stressing prefer¬ 
ential treatment, and heavy-duty vehicle 
bans. In some Instances, proposed VMT 
measures are not being promulgated. 
These various alternatives are presented 
in the following discussion. 

Parking restrictions. Parking restric¬ 
tions are used In the majority of plans 
to discourage automobile use in urban 
centers. Restrictions in the central busi¬ 
ness district can significantly reduce car¬ 
bon monoxide levels. As a measure to dis¬ 
courage the commuter from using his 
vehicle, parking limitations can effec¬ 
tively reduce emissions during the rush 
hour and result in reduced oxidant con¬ 
centrations later in the day. On-street 
parking regulations can also result in de¬ 
creased congestion and reduced emis¬ 
sions due to improved traffic flow. 

In most EPA proposals, all parking fa¬ 
cilities on which the actual construction 
work had not begun by August 15. 1973. 
would have been subject to review. In 
response to comments received, this defi¬ 
nition has been revised to exempt such 
facilities if the actual construction con¬ 
tract has been let by that date. 

However, where a developer has un¬ 
dertaken to build a facility, whether in¬ 
dividually or as part of a larger structure, 
but the actual construction contract has 
not yet been signed, review will still be 
required. It is EPA’s judgment that the 
project in such circumstances will still 
be at an early enough stage so that re¬ 
view to determine the possibility of de¬ 
creased use of single-passenger automo¬ 
biles will stUl be Justified. However, the 
Administrator also recognizes that such 
review may be unduly burdensome in 
particular cases, and comment on this 
point Is particularly invited. If the com¬ 
ments Indicate that a less restrictive 
definition is Justified, the promulgated 
regulations will be amended accordingly. 

Regulatory fees for mass transit aug¬ 
mentation. Several of the plans call for 
the imposition of regulatory fees on 
parking. In earlier Notices of Proposed 
Rulemaking, the Agency expressed some 
doubt about its authority to impose such 
fees. That legal question has been ex¬ 
tensively reexamined, and EPA has now- 
concluded that such a step is authorized 
by the statute. The transportation con¬ 
trol measures promulgated today will re¬ 
quire a significant change In the driving 
habits of the American people. The use 
of fees can help to bring that change 
about with a minimum of social disrup¬ 
tion because of the wide latitude they 
leave to individual choice. Those whose 
needs or preferences are strongly In fa¬ 
vor of using the single passenger auto¬ 
mobile may continue to do so. although 
at a somewhat higher cost; those who 
can easily adapt to the use of other 
modes of transport will have a financial 
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incentive to do so. Many public com¬ 
ments supported the adoption of such 
fees. In addition* the enforcement of 
such fees will be less difficult than some 
other measures. Finally, such fees will be 
used to support mass transit. Expansion 
of mass transit is essential If the disin¬ 
centives to automobile use imposed by 
transportation control plans are to have 
the desired effect. Such a use of the pro¬ 
ceeds will also greatly mitigate the po¬ 
tentially regressive nature of such fees. 

In requiring the States and EPA to 
Impose transportation controls where 
they are needed to meet air quality stand¬ 
ards. the Congress imposed a regulatory 
task whose difficulty and complexity are 
virtually unparalleled. The legislative 
history shows that Congress fully recog¬ 
nized the magnitude of the problem. At 
the same time, the statute's description 
of the exact types of measures that may 
be imposed is extremely broad and gen¬ 
eral. In the face ef this broad language, 
the Administrator concluded that the 
Congress Intended him to impose the 
method of control that he determined 
was best able to achieve the purposes of 
the statute. 

Carpool system*. Experience to date 
with carpool programs suggests that poli¬ 
cies to encourage carpooling might dou¬ 
ble auto occupancy rates for downtown 
peak period work trips. If a 10 to 50 per¬ 
cent Increase in auto occupancy is 
adopted as a realistic range of possible 
effects, the net effect of carpool policies 
on total urban area auto use might be a 
5 to 10 percent reduction. 

EPA is promulgating measures that 
provide computerized carpool matching 
programs and preferential carpool treat¬ 
ment programs. The matching program 
provides for the formation of carpools 
and the preferential treatment programs 
provide incentives such as free parking 
to encourage carpools. Under tlie meas¬ 
ures included in some plants, disincen¬ 
tives such as parking space reduction or 
paid, rather than free parking, ore in¬ 
cluded to discourage single occupancy on 
commuter trips. 

Bus lanes. Bus priority treatment con¬ 
sists of allocating highway facilities pref¬ 
erentially to buses for the purpose of 
improving the quality of bus service. 
Methods of effecting bus priority treat¬ 
ment in the transportation plans include 
reserved lanes for buses (and/or car- 
pools). preferential access for buses at 
freeway ramps, and certain traffic engi¬ 
neering improvements. The forms of bus 
lanes set forth in either the plans pro¬ 
posed or approved by the States or pro¬ 
mulgated by EPA include normal bus 
flow lanes, and contra-flow lanes. In the 
case of California, the U.S. Department 
of Transportation suggested that dedi¬ 
cated freeways or major roads be used as 
an alternative to the bus lane approach. 
Based on comments received. EPA has 
determined that the bus lane concept is 
preferable in these promulgations. 

The use of bus (and/or carpool) lanes 
has been observed to increase mass tran¬ 
sit freeway speeds by a factor of two or 
more. Through the elimination of con¬ 
gestion problems, bus service dependa¬ 


bility Is increased as late arrivals are 
significantly reduced. Furthermore, bus 
ridership should increase, and the fares 
may eventually be reduced. Because of 
these factors, the regulations set forth 
for bus lanes are expected to be a posi¬ 
tive inducement to increased bus patron¬ 
age. The timetables for implementation 
of bus lanes will vary according to re¬ 
gional situations. 

Heavy-duty vehicle restrictions. The 
economic fabric of this country*s urban 
and suburban areas is dependent on an 
extensive and flexible system of truck 
deliveries to industrial and commercial 
establishments. At the same time, emis¬ 
sions from heavy-duty vehicles, which 
are almost exclusively trucks, are reg¬ 
ulated far less stringently than those 
from passenger cars. 

The degree of restriction on truck VMT 
consistent with the maintenance of a 
healthy economic structure in a region 
will vary greatly from city to city. In 
most Instances, the potential for eco¬ 
nomic disruption combined with the low 
contribution of these trucks to total emis¬ 
sions caused EPA to reject such measures. 
In certain areas, however, it was deter¬ 
mined that a restriction of truck opera¬ 
tions to hours when their emissions are 
not likely to contribute to oxidant forma¬ 
tion was practicable, and measures to ac¬ 
complish this will be implemented. 

Bikeways. America Is enjoying an un¬ 
precedented boom In bicycle sales and 
useage. In 1972 bicycles outsold automo¬ 
biles. 13 million to 11 million. Bicycle use 
has doubled in the past ten years. 

A preliminary analysis by EPA sug¬ 
gests that increased use of bicycles in 
urban commuting could reduce VMT by 
1 to 2 percent. Public comment In the 
course of this rulemaking also favored 
the increased use of bicycles. 

At present the major obstacles to cy¬ 
cling are high accident rates, high bicycle 
theft rates, increased exposure to auto 
pollutants, and insufficient support facili¬ 
ties. The last problem tends to cause the 
previous three, and all of them could 
therefore be greatly alleviated by provid¬ 
ing segregated bikeways and adequate 
support facilities. 

Many regions affected by these 
promulgations intend both to expand 
their networks of such bikeways and to 
Integrate them with mass transit facili¬ 
ties. EPA fully supports and encourages 
such programs. 

Vehicle free zones. Traffic free zones 
are primarily promulgated to control 
local carbon monoxide problems. The 
zones are necessarily restricted in size 
(approximately ten blocks or less) in 
order to provide foot access. Conse¬ 
quently. the zones can be put into effect 
by 1975 since no additional transit facili¬ 
ties are required- Although increasing the 
size of the vehicle free zone tends to in¬ 
crease the potential air quality improve¬ 
ments. such action also Increases the 
problem of access, circulation, and pe¬ 
ripheral congestion and pollution. 

Selective vehicle use prohibitions. In 
several regions. EPA proposed a regula¬ 
tion under which the vehicle population 
would have been divided into five cate¬ 


gories. Each category of vehicles would 
have been required to display promi¬ 
nently a tag of a distinctive color; on 
one day of each working week vehicles 
marked with one such color would have 
been forbidden to operate. 

Testimony at all the public hearings 
indicated that measures of this type so 
far proposed would be unenforceable be¬ 
cause of their severeness and arbitrary 
nature. In addition, the number of ad¬ 
ditional enforcement personnel necessary 
to implement such a program would then 
have been so great as to preclude the 
reasonable availability of this measure 
Were they to be implemented, many 
very workable methods of evading the 
requirements would doubtless be devised 

Inspection and maintenance. Consider¬ 
able reductions in motor vehicle emis¬ 
sions can be achieved by requiring all 
vehicles in an area to be tested annually 
for emissions, and then requiring those 
vehicles that exceed a certain level to 
be serviced until they can pass the test 
This process is called “Inspection and 
maintenance" (I/M). If additional sta¬ 
tionary source controls are not adequate 
to attain the standards, the Agency con¬ 
sidered the implementation of inspec¬ 
tion and maintenance measures as well 
as measures to reduce vehicle miles 
traveled. 

Two different types of inspection pro¬ 
grams have been promulgated: (1) an 
“idle test” program that measures emis¬ 
sions while tlie vehicle is running In 
neutral and (2) a “loaded test*’ program 
that measures emissions while the vehicle 
is running in gear on a treadmill -like 
device called a dynamometer. The ef¬ 
fectiveness of these programs depends 
primarily upon the fraction of the ve¬ 
hicle population forced to obtain correc¬ 
tive maintenance. For example, a pro¬ 
gram of inspecting idle mode emission* 
is estimated to result In reduction of 11 
percent for hydrocarbons (HC> and 10 
percent for carbon monoxide (CO 1 
These results assume that the standards 
set for the inspection are sufficiently 
stringent to assure that 50 percent of the 
vehicles tested would fail the test If no 
unusual maintenance were obtained prior 
to the inspection. Thi6 concept is gen¬ 
erally referred to as an “initial failure 
rate" of 50 percent. (Of course, if such 
vehicles are maintained in anticipation 
of the inspection, they need not fail, and 
emissions will be reduced.) An initial 
failure rate of only 10 percent for an idle 
test provides reductions of 6 percent for 
HC and 3 percent for CO. A loaded mode 
inspection should provide a 15 percent 
HC and a 12 percent CO reduction at a 
50 percent initial failure rate and an 8 
percent HC and a 4 percent CO reduction 
at a 10 percent initial failure rate. These 
reductions are representative of an an¬ 
nual inspection program. If semiannual 
inspection programs are employed, addi¬ 
tional reductions are expected. 

Annual emissions inspection on State- 
operated lanes is estimated to cost less 
than $2 per vehicle. Maintenance costs 
observed in fleet studies of various I/M 
approaches have been found to lie in the 
range of $20 to $30 for those failing the 
inspection test. However, the annual 
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ivorage maintenance cost to all vehicles 
.subject to Inspection is estimated to be 
about $3 per vehicle when the cost of 
r.-uintenonce that would normally have 
been performed voluntarily Is netted out 
of the estimated maintenance co6t. 

If the State has adequate regulations 
to implement an I/M program by March 
of 1974. the State should be able to 
acquire necessary equipment, prepare fa¬ 
cilities, train personnel, complete a pilot 
program, and be ready to begin an in¬ 
spection cycle by May 1, 1975. for an idle 
test program and by August 1, 1975. lor a 
loaded test program. Accordingly, a year s 
cycle could be completed and full credit 
taken for an I/M program by May 1.1976. 
or August 1,1976. These compliance dates 
represent approximately an 8* to 9* 
month delay of the inspection schedules 
previously proposed. The original sched¬ 
ule assumed the State could begin taking 
anions to set up inspection systems by 
summer 1974. Time extensions are thus 
gt uerally required for the implementa¬ 
tion of Inspection and maintenance pro¬ 
grams. 

A few States, however, have either al¬ 
ready begun Implementing inspection 
and maintenance programs or have exist¬ 
ing safety inspection lanes. The State of 
New Jersey already has an emission in¬ 
spection program operating as does the 
City of Chicago. In other areas, such as 
Portland, Oregon, the State government 
has taken the initial steps to make an 
I/M program operational. EPA has thus 
used or accepted earlier completion dates 
in certain situations. The Agency has 
also used completion dates slightly later 
than those mentioned above for States 
that have already developed realistic im- 
l » mention time schedules that require a 
limited amount of additional time. 

Although no programs have been con¬ 
ducted to investigate the effect of inspec¬ 
tion and maintenance on medium-duty 
veliicles (vehicles weighing from 6,000 to 
10.000 pounds), these vehicles are simi¬ 
lar to light-duty vehicles; engine design, 
operational characteristics, and mainte¬ 
nance habits are closely related to the 
average automobile. Thus, the Adminis¬ 
trator has determined it is reasonable to 
predict similar effects for inspection and 
maintenance of medium-duty vehicles as 
have been discussed above for light-duty 
vehicles. 

Retrofits . If additional stationary 
source controls, moderate VMT reduc¬ 
tions, and implementation of inspection 
and maintenance cannot provide an ade¬ 
quate reduction to achieve the air quality 
standards, the Administrator considered 
the implementation of retrofit emission 
control measures. A retrofit measure can 
be defined as the addition of any device, 
system, modification, or adjustment 
made on a motor vehicle after its initial 
manufacture to achieve a reduction in 
emissions. The retrofit packages consid¬ 
ered Included: vacuum spark advance 
disconnect (VSAD) with lean idle; air 
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bleed to the intake system; exhaust gas 
recirculation; oxidation catalyst for both 
medium- and heavy-duty vehicles. 

Implementation of strategies employ¬ 
ing these retrofit systems cannot be com¬ 
pleted by May 31. 1975, and thus an ex¬ 
tension is required for these strategies. 
Accordingly, as required by the Act, the 
Administrator considered and applied all 
measures available by May 31. 1975. be¬ 
fore promulgating retrofit measures. It 
should also be noted that the implemen¬ 
tation of an inspection and maintenance 
program accompanies the implementa¬ 
tion of all retrofit measures owing to the 
need to keep the retrofit devices in good 
operating condition. 

Vacuum spark advance disconnect 
(VSAD) with lean idle . Two basic engine 
modifications employed by the motor ve¬ 
hicle manufacturers in meeting Federal 
exhaust emissions standards have been 
the leaning of air/fuel ratios and the 
modification of ignition (spark) timing. 
The modification of these parameters in 
pre-con trolled <pre-1968> vehicles simi¬ 
larly reduces exhaust emissions. Because 
1968-and-ncwer vehicles have utilized 
these modifications to some extent to 
meet Federal emission standards, this 
retrofit technique Is considered to be ap¬ 
plicable only to pre-controlled vehicles. 
This Judgment has recently been sup¬ 
ported by difficulties the State of Cali¬ 
fornia has experienced with this retrofit 
on controlled vehicles. It is further recog¬ 
nized that this retrofit cannot be used on 
approximately 10 percent of pre-con- 
trolled vehicles that do not employ vac¬ 
uum spark advance. This system will ac¬ 
complish average emissions reductions 
per retrofitted vehicle of 25 percent for 
HC and 9 percent for CO. 

The initial cost of purchase and instal¬ 
lation of this system, which is commer¬ 
cially available, is estimated to be $20. 
Device maintenance can probably be lim¬ 
ited to an annual readjustment of the 
idle air/fuel ratio and would cost about 
$5. The VS AD retrofit Is considered the 
most cost-effective retrofit device. 

The VSAD retrofit device Is currently 
being used on over 800,000 vehicles in the 
United States and thus no further eval¬ 
uation of its emission reduction poten¬ 
tial or development is required. If neces¬ 
sary regulations are adopted by March 
of 1974. States can order and receive the 
devices, complete an installation training 
program and be prepared to begin in¬ 
stalling the system by December of 1974. 
Installation of the device on all pre- 
controllcd vehicles could be completed 
within a year and thus full implementa¬ 
tion can take place by December of 1975. 

Air Need to the intake system. Many 
devices have been designed to introduce, 
by one means or another, excess air into 
the intake system of a vehicle. This is 
one way of reducing HC and CO levels. 
The reduction achieved varies with the 
amount of air allowed into the intake 
system. This technique is applicable to 
some extent to all Ught-duty vehicles, 
but because of the relatively lean air/ 
fuel ratios on controlled vehicles the 
technique is only being promulgated for 
pre-controlled vehicles. Emission reduc¬ 
tions of 21 percent for HC and 58 percent 


for CO are expected to result from the 
implementation of this measure. The in¬ 
stalled cost of the air bjeed system is 
estimated to be approximately $40 to 
$60. A fuel economy Improvement of 4 
percent associated with the use of this 
device would reduce operating costs by 
$1.20 per 1,000 miles of operation. 

No air bleed device has been evalu¬ 
ated to the extent necessary to allow im¬ 
mediate implementation actions. It cur¬ 
rently appears that substantial data on 
such systems will be available from EPA 
by November 1974. Allowing the States 
2 months to review data on this device 
and to approve specific manufacturers, 
selection of an approved device should be 
completed by January 1975. Seven 
months for manufacturing, installation, 
and training and an additional 12 months 
for installation on the vehicle popula¬ 
tion would result In full implementation 
by August 1976. 

Oxidation catalyst. Because of the au¬ 
tomotive industry commitment to the use 
of catalysts in meeting future Federal 
emission standards, it follows that cata¬ 
lyst systems are being identified os retro¬ 
fit candidates as well. Catalyst retrofits 
are applicable to cars capable of running 
properly and without excessive engine 
wear on a commcrcially-available. lead- 
free gasoline. Such lead-free gasoline 
will be commercially available by July 1. 
1974. as a result of regulations promul¬ 
gated by EPA on January 10.1973. EPA’s 
best estimate of the proportion of cars 
to which catalytic systems are applicable 
is 20 percent of pre-1971 and 75 percent 
of 1971-1974 model year vehicles. 

The Implementation of a strategy em¬ 
ploying catalytic retrofits is expected to 
account for emissions reductions of 50 
percent for HC and 50 percent for CO. 

Estimates of the cost to be borne by 
the consumer lor a catalyst retrofit pack¬ 
age will vary according to the type and 
age of the consumer's vehicle, and the 
organizational structure selected for 
retrofit installation. With an Installation 
program run in State-owned (or fran¬ 
chised) inspection and installation cen¬ 
ters, the average initial cost would be 
approximately $125. However, with an In¬ 
stallation program designed to make use 
of traditional distribution channels and 
local service establishments, the initial 
price could rise to well over $300. All 
retrofits, however, could be financed 
through a state or local tax program. 

The catalytic retrofit device has not 
been evaluated to the extent necessary 
to allow Immediate implementation 
action. Substantial data, on this device, 
however, should be available by the fall 
of 1974. This will allow time for the 
States to review these data, and approve 
a particular manufacturer’s product. Or¬ 
ders for this device could probably be 
placed by January of 1975. From the time 
the order is placed until first installa¬ 
tion will require 10 months because of 
the more extensive design and manufac¬ 
turing requirements of the catalysts. In¬ 
stallation of a catalyst system is signifi¬ 
cantly more time consuming than for 
other retrofit strategies. (Three man¬ 
hours compared to less than 1 man-hour 
for air bleed.) To minimize the impact of 
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these Installations on the service in¬ 
dustry. 18 months have been estimated 
for installation on all qualified vehicles 
with full implementation by May 1977. 
IX only fleet vehicles are retrofitted with 
catalysts, or if only one model year of 
vehicles is retrofitted with catalysts and 
1968 or later models are retrofitted with 
other devices, catalyst retrofit installa¬ 
tion could be completed within 12 months 
or by December of 1976. 

In view of the high cost to the indi¬ 
vidual vehicle owner associated with cat¬ 
alytic retrofit devices and the long imple¬ 
mentation time, the Administrator has 
promulgated this measure only after 
other available and applicable measures 
short of gasoline supply limitations were 
applied. Since the measure requires an 
18- to 24-month extension—and. conse¬ 
quently. all other measures can be con¬ 
sidered-catalytic retrofits are only pro¬ 
mulgated for areas with severe air 
pollution problems. 

In addition, consideration is being 
given to retrofit of gasoline-powered ve¬ 
hicles in the 6.000 to 14,000 pound class, 
commonly referred to a medium-duty 
(6.000 to 10,000 pounds) and heavy-duty 
(above 10.000 pounds). There is very 
limited application of these measures 
since they are presently being evaluated. 
Those regions that will implement these 
measures are active participants in this 
evaluation. 

Gasoline supply limitations. Several of 
the proposed transportation controls In¬ 
cluded measures to limit the gasoline 
supply in certain areas in order to reduce 
vehicle miles traveled. The measure in¬ 
cluded two types of regulations: (1) a 
gasoline supply lid that would become ef¬ 
fective in 1974 to limit the quantity of 
gasoline sold to fiscal 1973 levels; and (2) 
a regulation to be Implemented on 
May 31.1977, to reduce an area's gasoline 
supply, and thus VMT. to the extent 
necessary to achieve the standards. 

The gasoline supply lid requirement 
has been dropped as a primary measure. 
The Act requires that all "reasonably 
available" measures must be imple¬ 
mented by May 31, 1975. before grant¬ 
ing an extension. Based upon the com¬ 
ments received at the public hearings on 
this measure and the Agency’s evalua¬ 
tion of the feasibility of implementing 
and administering successful gasoline 
supply limitations, the Administrator has 
determined that a gasoline supply lid 
cannot be considered "reasonably avail¬ 
able." The possibilities of evasion, the 
likelihood of noncompliance, and the dif¬ 
ficulty of enforcement are too great to 
make this measure practicable. 

The gasoline supply reduction regula¬ 
tion to be implemented on May 31, 1977, 
however, has been retained in several 
plans. As was noted above, the Clean Air 
Act required air quality standards to be 
achieved by 1977 without regard to cost 
or social disorganization that may result 
as a by-product of achievement. If gnso- “ 
line supply limitations are needed to 
achieve the standard, the "reasonable¬ 
ness" criterion is not a determining fac¬ 
tor. Accordingly, the Administrator was 
obligated to use gasoline supply limita¬ 


tions as a final resort measure in certain 
areas with severe air pollution problems. 
Most of these areas required reductions 
in vehicle miles traveled far in excess of 
10 to 20 percent. In some regions, how¬ 
ever. the required VMT reductions 
may well be accomplished through the 
specified VMT reduction measures. Gaso¬ 
line supply limitations were required in 
these areas only to assure the attainment 
of the standards by 1977. If a review of air 
quality data and VMT reduction moni¬ 
toring information prior to 1977 Indicates 
that the gasoline reduction measure is 
not required, supply limitations will not 
be implemented. 

Legal Authojutt and Enforcement 

In the complex field of transportation 
controls, States and other governmental 
entitles have a special obligation to carry 
out and enforce Implementation plans 
simply because Congress has placed that 
responsibility upon them. In a compar¬ 
able situation, a Federal court has held 
that a county government and local sew¬ 
age districts can be required, under im¬ 
plementation plans to control water pol¬ 
lution. to install sewage treatment 
facilities to handle the pollution created 
by individual citizens emitting pollution 
directly into a public body of water. 

Many of the measures promulgated 
herein Include requirements that Fed¬ 
eral. State, or local units of government 
take specified actions to control air pol¬ 
lution from transportation systems. Hie 
Clean Air Act and its legislative history 
demonstrate that tills was the Intent of 
Congress. The approach of leaving pri¬ 
mary responsibility for implementation 
at the State and local level Is also made 
necessary by the nature of air pollution 
generated by millions of individual ve¬ 
hicles operating on an extensive network 
of public roads owned and administered 
by State and local governments. 

The specific requirements imposed 
herein upon States and localities are 
based largely on two conclusions in ad¬ 
dition to the factors discussed above: 
(D that the governmental units must 
abide by valid implementation plan 
requirements Just as much as any other 
source owners, and (2) that they are the 
owners and operators of pollution sources 
through their ownership and operation 
of highway transportation facilities. 

The question lias been raised In pub¬ 
lic comment whether governmental en¬ 
tities may be subject to Federal regula¬ 
tion and Federal enforcement under the 
Clean Air Act. There is no doubt that 
regulations may be applicable to such 
entities under the Act. Sect^pn 113 of the 
Act permits Federal enforcement of ap¬ 
plicable implementation plans against 
"any person" who is In violation of "any 
requirement." Section 302(e) states. 
"When used in this Act • • • the term 
’person’includes (al • • • State, muni- 
cipality and political subdivision of a 
State." Section 118 extends the require¬ 
ment of obedience to such plans to Fed¬ 
eral entities. 

The question remains, what kinds of 
requirements must a State or other gov¬ 
ernmental entity comply with? The 


most obvious situation Is one In which 
a State Is operating a direct stationary 
pollution source such as a municipal in¬ 
cinerator. It is no less clear, however, 
that the Act allows the control of manv 
kinds of direct and indirect sources re¬ 
lating to mobile pollution. Parking and 
road facilities constitute such source 
and the control of them is a valid exer¬ 
cise of the authority in section 110<a> 
(2) (B) and 110(c) to promulgate such 
regulations as may be necessary to at¬ 
tain the national ambient air quality 
standards. 

Transportation is a necessary service. 
In our society, the form in which it is 
provided depends overwhelmingly on the 
regulatory, taxing, and investment deci¬ 
sions made at all levels of government. 
By building and maintaining roads and 
highways, by licensing vehicles and 
operators, by providing a system of traffic 
laws, and in many other ways, govern¬ 
ment has encouraged the growth of auto¬ 
mobile use to its present levels. There is 
nothing inevitable about such a choice. 
Governments could equally well have 
chosen to discharge their basic function 
of maintaining a transportation system 
in ways that would have discouraged the 
use of single-passenger automobiles, and 
encouraged the use of transit. But 
often they have not. 

The production of food, electricity, and 
other consumer and Industrial goods is 
as necessary in our society as transpor¬ 
tation. In each case, the Clean Air Act 
authorizes regulations requiring such an 
activity, whether State or private, to be 
undertaken in the least polluting way in 
order to attain and maintain the air 
quality standards. There is no valid dis¬ 
tinction between such production facili¬ 
ties and the State-owned automotive 
transportation facilities. In a compara¬ 
ble situation, the Supreme Court has held 
that State-owned rail transportation fa¬ 
cilities must comply with Federal safety 
regulations. 

A direct source of air pollution is one 
from which pollution is emitted directly 
into ambient air. Direct sources include 
not only automobiles and other vehicles, 
but also the facilities on which they are 
located during their operation —parking 
facilities and roads. Pollution is emitted 
directly into the ambient air from such 
facilities, and often the most feasible 
method of reducing it is by Imposing re¬ 
strictions on their owners and operator* 

Many sudh facilities may also be 
viewed as indirect sources of air pollu¬ 
tion. An Indirect source is one that en¬ 
courages mobile source pollution at loca¬ 
tions not necessarily coincident with the 
source Itself by serving ns a trip attrac¬ 
tion for automobile drivers, or which 
provides a parking or driving conven¬ 
ience. Thus, the availability of ample 
low-cost parking facilities and high¬ 
speed freeways influences Individuals to 
use vehicles with as few as one person 
In them, rather than less-polluting 
modes of transit. Such facilities may le¬ 
gitimately be charged not only with the 
pollution arising directly from their 
premises, but also with the total pollu- 
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alternate control strategy for attaining 
and maintaining national standards for 
photochemical oxidants in Texas <38 FR 
17789). That proposal further described 
specific deficiencies in the Texas plan. 
The document pointed out that the State 
control plan was inadequate because it 
was based on the control of stationary 
sources alone. The reduction model used 
by EPA showed that this control could 
not result in attainment .of national 
ambient air quality standards without 
additional transportation control meas¬ 
ures. 

Public hearings were conducted by the 
Environmental Protection Agency in 
Dallas, Houston. Son Antonio. El Paso. 
Austin. Corpus Christi. and Beaumont. 
Texas on July 17. 18. and 19, 1973. As a 
result of comments received during those 
public hearings and additional written 
comments submitted to EPA. certain 
changes have been made to the regula¬ 
tions as proposed. 
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Air Quality and Emission Reductions 

EPA proposed a control strategy based 
on the reduction of reactive organic 
compound (hydrocarbon) emissions. The 
magnitude of the required reductions in 
emlssiohs was determined on the basis 
of straight percentage rollback from the 
baseline oxidant air quality measure¬ 
ments in each region. See “Photochcml- 
cal Oxidant Control Strategy' Develop¬ 
ment For Critical Texas Air Quality Con¬ 
trol Regions.” prepared for EPA In 1973 
by TRW. Inc. “Control Strategy.” here¬ 
inafter). The Texas Air Control Board, 
in public testimony, has maintained that 
the model is Incorrect because it assumes 
that a decrease in ozone is to be effected 
from each corresponding decrease in 
non-methane hydrocarbons. In the plan 
submitted on April 15. 1973, the State, 
using data from AP-*4 (Air Quality Cri¬ 
teria for Nitrogen Oxides), had devel¬ 
oped a reduction model relationship 
based on non-methane hydrocarbons. 
Using this relationship, the percent re¬ 
duction required for reactive hydrocar¬ 
bon emissions was significantly lower 
than the reduction required by straight 
percentage reduction. To estimate reduc¬ 
tions in reactive hydrocarbons result¬ 
ing from their strategy, the State sepa¬ 
rated reactive and non-reactive compo¬ 
nents in the hydrocarbon emission in¬ 
ventory. EPA has reviewed this model 
relationship and has determined that 
this reduction relationship should not 
be accepted as the appropriate reduc¬ 
tion model and that in this case the ap¬ 
propriate reduction model should be the 
straight percentage rollback model. 

The reduction relationship developed 
by the State presumes the non-existence 
of data at the “lower end” (below 0.3 
ppm non-methane hydrocarbons ) of the 
oxidant non-methane hydrocarbon rela¬ 
tionship described in AP-g 4 . in fact, data 
does exist In this range, but was not 
Plotted due to low confidence levels re¬ 
sulting from the measurement technique 
employed (see Reference 8 of section 4. 
AP-B4). Consideration of this “omitted” 
data could result in a reduction require¬ 
ment model even more stringent than 


Appendix J (See Control Strategy, p. 
1-3). The State has not considered these 
data in its submitted model. The Admin¬ 
istrator. therefore, determined that the 
reduction relationship developed by the 
8 tate should not be accepted as the ap¬ 
propriate reduction model. Appendix J, 
on the other hand, did not account for 
the utilization of a reactive hydrocarbon 
approach and also was not considered 
appropriate. Since a reduction in reac¬ 
tive hydrocarbons relates more clo 6 ely 
to a subsequent reduction in oxidants, 
a reactive hydrocarbon strategy ap- 
proach is desirable. In the absense of an 
adequate photochemical diffusion model, 
an appropriate relationship for use with 
a reactive hydrocarbon approach is 
straight percentage reduction. This tech¬ 
nique is also being used in some other 
critical areas of the United States. Thus, 
the Administrator finds that in this case 
straight percentage rollback is the ap¬ 
propriate reduction model. 

It is recognized that considerable con¬ 
troversy exists regarding the reduction 
model that should be used. It is apparent 
at this time, however, that at least the 
reductions indicated by the straight per¬ 
centage rollback model will be necessary' 
in the State of Texas. Should future data 
indicate that further reductions are nec¬ 
essary. the Administrator will propose 
additional measures beyond what are 
required in this control strategy. On the 
other hand, the Administrator recognizes 
that application of Texas* Regulation V 
for the control of volatile carbon com¬ 
pounds may achieve a greater reduction 
in the emission of reactive hy drocarbons 
than is now expected, as was indicated 
by the stationary source strategy sub¬ 
mitted by the State of Texas. If. after 
promulgation of these regulations, the 
State of Texas provides data to the Ad¬ 
ministrator showing that photochemical 
oxidant levels are being reduced at a rate 
greater than now expected and that fur¬ 
ther implementation of these regulations 
is not necessary, all or a portion of the 
Federal plan will be rescinded. 

The reactive hydrocarbon approach 
proposed by EPA was criticized by the 
State on the basis that the reactivity 
factors used were incorrect. EPA believes, 
however, that the procedures and re¬ 
activity data developed by the State of 
Texas to separate reacUve carbon com¬ 
pounds from total hydrocarbon emissions 
for petroleum refining, chemical proc¬ 
esses, and certain transportation cate¬ 
gories were inconsistent with data that 
showed the relationship between reacUve 
and non-reactive components for identi¬ 
cal processes and sources in other areas 
of the country. Generally, the approach 
used by the State overestimated reactive 
emissions from petroleum refining, 
chemical processes, aircraft and diesel 
engines, and underestimated the reactive 
emissions from gasoline powered motor 
vehicles. Estimates for most other emis¬ 
sion categories are consistent. Data avail¬ 
able to EPA from two other areas of the 
country validate the reactivity factors 
used in EPA’s Texas control strategy (See 
EPA Region VI Technical Support Docu¬ 
ment). The state emission inventory for 


total hydrocarbons and the procedure 
used to estimate the effects of Texas' 
Regulation V was determined to be ade¬ 
quate and with some updating and Im¬ 
provement, it was used directly in the 
development of the plan utilized by EPA 
except for certain transportation cate¬ 
gories (See EPA Region VI Technical 
Support Document). 

The measurement method and ambler* 
data base utilized by EPA also have been 
criticized because of the newness of in¬ 
struments used to obtain the data. EPA 
has utilized the best available data. The 
data were obtained in an EPA study m 
the summer of 1971, in which State and 
local employees operated and calibrated 
the instruments used, and addiUomi 
data were obtained from the Texas Air 
Control Board for 1972. On the bash oi 
this best available Information. EPA has 
determined the necessary reductions in 
oxidants that must be achieved in order 
to attain the national standard for 
photochemical oxidants. 

The control plan developed by EPA 
has not been based primarily on the con¬ 
trol of hydrocarbon emissions from mo¬ 
bile sources. In developing the plan, EPA 
looked first to the control of station a r- 
sources and in fact utilized Texas’ Regu- 
latlon V for the control of such source 1 * 
In areas such as the Houston-Galveston 
Region, where stationary sources consti¬ 
tute the majority of hydrocarbon emls- 
sions the control strategy acknowledged 
this fact, and 87 percent of the reduc¬ 
tions is from these sources. Only in those 
areas where the reduction model used by 
EPA showed that control of stationary 
sources alone would not be adequate 
were mobile source reduction measurer, 
proposed and utilized in this promulga¬ 
tion. 

Reductions required for six air quality 
control regions in Texas are discu&sed 
individually below. These reductions are 
based on straight percentage rollback 
from the baseline oxidant air quality 
measurements in that region. 

Air Quality Control Regions nt Texas 

There are seven air quality control 
regions in the State of Texas that have 
been classified priority I for photochemi¬ 
cal oxidants. The regions are: AQCR 3 
Austin-Waco: AQCR 5 Corpus Christ!; 
AQCR 7 Houston-Galveston: AQCR 8 
Dallas-FOrt Worth; AQCR 9 San An¬ 
tonio; AQCR 10 Southern Louisiana- 
Southeast Texas Interstate; AQCR 11 
El Paso Interstate. The regulations 
herein promulgated are designed to at¬ 
tain and maintain the national ambient 
air quality standard for oxidant in six of 
the AQCR’s cited in the May 31. 1972 
Federal Register. However, as indicated 
In the July 3, 1973 Federal Register, it 
has been determined that the seventh 
region. AQCR 10, Southern Louisiana - 
Southeast Texas Interstate Region, will 
also require a modified control strategy 
for the control of hydrocarbon emis¬ 
sions. Due to the severe schedule limita¬ 
tions Imposed upon the Administrator by 
the tight deadlines of the court order 
and the magnitude of other promulga¬ 
tions, a plan for controlling hydrocarbon 
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pmissions in Texas’ porUon of the 
southern Louisiana-Southeast Texas In- 
Vprstate Region has not been fully com¬ 
pleted for inclusion In this promulgation. 
Regulations will be proposed in the 
Federal Register and a hearing will be 
lield for this AQCR after completion of 
a study that is now underway. However, 
it is the opinion of the Administrator 
that, ns a minimum, control for limiting 
reactive hydrocarbon emissions from the 
stationary sources located there should 
be included as part of this promulgation. 
It lias been determined that approxi¬ 
mately 30 percent of the total hydro¬ 
carbon emissions in the Region result 
from stationary sources (see EPA Region 
VI Technical Support Document ). 

The standard to be achieved by tills 
plan is the national ambient air quality 
.standard for photochemical oxidants, 
which is 160 ^g/m’ (0.08 ppm) for photo¬ 
chemical oxidants, and the straight per¬ 
centage rollback reduction model was 
used by EPA. At the time regulations 
were proposed, the second highest ozone 
measurement in Region 8 (Dallas-Port 
Worth) was thought to be 0.125 ppm 
<38 FR 17800 >. This figure would have 
resulted in a 36 perceut emission reduc¬ 
tion being required. The second highest 
ozone measurement in Region 8 was ac¬ 
tually 0.120 ppm, which indicates that a 
34 percent emission reduction is required. 
• See EPA Region VI Technical Support 
Document). This change is reflected in 
(he table below. 
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Control Strategy To Reduce Reactive 

Organic (Hydrocarbon) Compounds 

The Administrator’s analysis of the 
control strategics required to meet am¬ 
bient air quality standards for oxidants 
included evaluation of additional sta¬ 
tionary source controls in combination 
with mobile source controls. The control 
strategy proposed on July 3, 1873 for 
each air quality control region was based 
on the most promising combination for 
that particular region. In addition, ef¬ 
forts were made to incorporate the State 
plan, which was done, and to follow 
known State priorities and planning In 
setting forth additional proposals. The 
following is a summary of the measures 
that were originally proposed and of 
those now promulgated herein after re¬ 
ceipt of additional review and public 
comments were received on the proposals. 

Stationary Sources 

EPA looked first to the reductions In 
emissions that might be achieved by 
further control of stationary sources. 
The states and EPA have had significant 
experience in enforcing similar measures. 
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It can be predicted with confidence that 
none of these measures will cause any 
noticeable economic or social disruption 
even though some burden on individuals 
may result from them. 

The Administrator originally proposed 
the following emission reduction meas¬ 
ures applicable to stationary sources of 
reactive organic compound emission: 

< 1 1 The extended application of 
Texas’ Regulation V to additional coun¬ 
ties. 

(2) Control of organic solvent evapo¬ 
ration. 

(3) Control of evaporative losses from 
gasoline marketing operations, includ¬ 
ing control of evaporative lasses at the 
stage when gasoline is loaded into the 
storage tanks at a sendee station or other 
distribution facility, and at the stage 
when gasoline is loaded into the indi¬ 
vidual vehicle. 

(4) Control of barge and ship load¬ 
ing. 

(6) Control of emissions of organic 
compounds from architectural coatings 
for buildings. 

(6) Elimination of degreasing opera¬ 
tions using trichloroethylene. 

(7) Limitation of new reactive carbon 
compound emission sources. 

Texas' present Regulation V. “Control 
of Air Pollution for Volatile Organic 
Compounds” Is now applied to sixteen 
counties. Significant reduction may be 
obtained by applying this regulation to 
additional counties and the proposal to 
extend the regulation has been retained 
In this rule making. Very little public 
comment was addressed to the feasibility 
of extended applicability of Regulation 
V. Comments on this topic questioned 
the oxidant standard, rather than the 
necessity of utilizing Regulation V to 
achieve that standard. 

Additional information now available 
indicates that proposed Items 2 and 5 
may be eliminated as part of the control 
strategy required to meet ambient air 
quality standards for oxidants. The emis¬ 
sions of organic compounds from organic 
solvent evaporation and from architec¬ 
tural coatings for buildings contribute 
only a small porUon of hydrocarbon 
emissions in the Houston-Galveston, San 
Antonio, and El Paso Air Quality Control 
Regions, where the regulation was pro¬ 
posed Testimony received at public hear¬ 
ings shows that these regulations would 
not achieve substantial reductions, but 
would impose unnecessary burdens on 
the public. For these reasons the regula¬ 
tions regarding control of organic solvent 
evaporation and architectural coatings 
have been omitted. 

EPA Is currently of the opinion that 
the technology to control emissions as¬ 
sociated with storage tank filling cannot 
be applied in full for all affected facilities 
until March 1. 1976. not until June 30. 
1976 for 80 percent control of emissions 
Trom Individual vehicles, and not until 
May 31, 1977 for 90 percent control for 
Individual vehicles <Scc Oeneral Pre¬ 
amble). It Is apparent however, that 
control devices will be available for a 
portion of the affected facilities by May 
31. 1975. For this reason full implemen¬ 


tation of this regulation is being re¬ 
quired in the Texas portion of the El 
Paso-Las Cruces-Alainogordo Interstate 
Region and the Austin-Waco Intrastate 
Region by that date. There are approxi¬ 
mately 15.080 service stations In Texas 
for which full vapor recovery’ systems 
will be required by these regulations. Of 
this number, approximately 770. or about 
5 percent are located In the El Paso re¬ 
gion. Certain manufacturers of the vapor 
recovery' systems have Indicated to EPA 
that their systems are available for mar¬ 
keting at this time and can be installed 
within a short period of time (See EPA 
Region VT Technical Support Docu¬ 
ment) . There also is a readily available 
labor market In the El Paso area. Thus, 
it is believed that by making the El Paso 
region a priority area for the installation 
of vapor recovery systems and by direct¬ 
ing all available resources within the 
State to that area, the systems may be 
fully installed and operative for all af¬ 
fected sources within the area by May 31. 
1975. Similarly, in the A us tin-Waco Air 
Quality Control Region there are ap¬ 
proximately 2270 service stations; about 
13 percent of the stations in the state 
that will be required to have partial 
vapor recovery by these regulations. 
Again, the equipment necessary to im¬ 
plement vapor recovery’ systems for tank 
loading is available in limited quantities 
and by directing all available resources 
to the Austin-Waco region, the installa¬ 
tion of systems can be completed by 
May 31. 1975. 

A study prepared for EPA in 1973 In¬ 
dicates that installation of necessary 
equipment can be accomplished by local 
contractors since the installation is typi¬ 
cal of service station construction and 
repair and does not require specialized 
equipment. At an estimated installation 
time of less than a week per station from 
ground breaking to surface repair, and 
assuming a single contractor could han¬ 
dle five to ten installations per week, 
the total contractor requirement for 
El Paso would be about three Individ¬ 
ual contractors for the entire region 
and about seven for the Austin region. 
It is acknowledged that there could be 
some delay in supplying the above ground 
hardware, the special nozzles and return 
lines, due to a sudden demand placed on 
manufacturers, but it is believed that by 
placing priority on » Paso and the Aus¬ 
tin-Waco area, this demand will be an¬ 
ticipated. Sec “Photochemical Oxidant 
Control Strategy Development for Criti¬ 
cal Texas Air Quality Control Regions” 
<1973. TRW. Inc.), (hereinafter. “Con¬ 
trol Strategy”). 

Some public testimony regarding gaso¬ 
line marketing controls objected to the 
cost imposed upon owners or operators 
of retail gasoline stations. Data avail¬ 
able to EPA. however, Indicate that the 
full or partial vapor recovery system is 
one of the most cost effective measures 
available. See “The Clean Act and 
Transportation Controls (An EPA White 
Paper. August, 1973) M < hereinafter. “EPA 
White Paper”»; “Systems and Costs to 
Control Hydrocarbon Emissions From 
Stationary Sources” (EPA 1973>. The 
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prevention of gasoline loss by means of 
vapor recovery systems allows the cost 
of the system to be recovered over a pe¬ 
riod of time. 

At the present time there ore no regu¬ 
lations controlling reactive organic com¬ 
pound emissions resulting from the load¬ 
ing of barges and ships in Texas. Tech¬ 
nology is available which, if applied, 
would substantially reduce the emis¬ 
sions. Public testimony objecting to 
EPA’s proposals for the application of 
such technology raised the issue of juris¬ 
diction over ships and barges. Some com¬ 
mentators suggested that the United 
States Coast Guard should have sole 
jurisdiction over all ships and barges. 
EPA believes, however, that it has Juris¬ 
diction over all sources of air pollution 
under the authority of the Clean Air Act. 
and that with the cooperation of the 
Coast Guard it may control reactive 
hydrocarbon emissions from ships and 
barges. The proposed regulation thus has 
been retained in this Anal rule making. 

The regulation requiring control of 
degreasing operations by eliminating the 
use of trichloroethylene (TCE) has been 
amended to allow continued use of TCE 
where appropriate controls are utilized. 
This change is based on public comments 
indicating that in some instances contin¬ 
ued use of trichloroethylene is preferable 
and that the use of control devices will 
achieve similar results. 

A permit system was proposed to con¬ 
trol growth of Industries emitting re¬ 
active organic compounds in Air Quality 
Control Regions where excessive indus¬ 
trial development will prevent the at¬ 
tainment and maintenance of air quality 
standards. Comments on this regulation 
concerned the validity of the oxidant 
standard, rather than the necessity of 
the regulation to meet the standard. As 
stated above, it is EPA’s view that this 
measure la necessary to achieve the 0.08 
ppm photochemical oxidant standard 
and it has thus been retained in Anal 
regulations. 

In summary, EPA is now promulgating 
the following regulations for the control 
of reactive carbon compound emissions 
from stationary sources: 

<1) The extended application of 
Texas’ Regulation V to additional coun¬ 
ties. fully implemented by 1975. 

< 2 ) Control of evaporative losses from 
gasoline marketing operations: <a) At 
the stage when gasoline is loaded into 
the storage tanks at a service station, 
fully implemented by 1975 AQCR’s 3 and 
11 and by 1976 in AQCR’s 7, 8 , and 9; and 
(b) at the stage when gasoline is trans¬ 
ferred from the Ailing pump to the ve¬ 
hicle talk, fully Implemented by 1975 in 
AQCR 11. by 1976 AQCR 8 . and by 1977 
in AQCR’s 7 and 9. 

(3) Control of barge and ship loading, 
fully implemented by 1975. 

M) Control of degreasing operations 
using trichloroethylene, fully imple¬ 
mented by 1975. 

<5) Limitation of new reactive carbon 
compound emissions sources, fully im¬ 
plemented by 1975. 

EPA is promulgating Item 1 above for 
Corpus Christi, Items 1 and 2-a for 
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Austin-Waco. Items 2 -a, and 2 -b for El 
Paso. Items 1. 2-a and 2-b for Dallas- 
Port Worth, Items 2 -a, 2-b. and 4 for 
San Antonio, and all Items for the 
Houston-Galveston Region. 

Mobile Sources 

The Administrator proposed various 
emission reduction measures applicable 
to mobile sources of reactive organic 
compound emissions. The pro$x>sed meas¬ 
ures and amendments made since the 
time of proopsAi are discussed below: 

tl> Aircraft. Emissions will be reduced 
due to turnover in aircraft populations. 
Calculations of emission reductions to 
be achieved by these measures have not 
changed since the original proposal. The 
reductions to be achieved by these 
measures were estimated at a conserva¬ 
tive level 'See EPA Region VI Technical 
Support Document). 

12 ) Vehicle*. The controls proposed for 
vehicles can be divided into controls de¬ 
signed to reduce emissions per mile from 
vehicles currently in use and those de¬ 
signed to reduce the total number of 
vehicle miles traveled <VMT) in a region. 

la) Emission* per mile. Two measures 
in this category were proposed. The Arst 
is inspection and maintenance. Under it. 
the State will be required to test all vehi¬ 
cles in an area annually in a way that 
indicates their emission, fail those vehi¬ 
cles that exceed a certain emission level, 
and then require these vehicles to have 
maintenance performed in order to com¬ 
ply. Tlie emission inspection procedure, 
which involves measuring the emissions 
while the vehicle is running in neutral, is 
called an “idle mode test 1 ’. Automobiles 
so tested will be expected to meet emis¬ 
sion requirements designed for the year 
and model of the automobile. 

If the program criteria are properly 
designed, a reduction of 8 percent in re¬ 
active hydrocarbon emissions from light 
duty vehicles can be obtained in 1976. 
Comments have been received suggesting 
that a greater percentage reduction In 
reactive hydrocarbon emissions should be 
achieved. The regulations proride that 
the criteria will be tightened to achieve 
an 11 percent reduction in 1977 if the 
ambient standards have not been met. 

The second measure involves retrofit of 
pre-1968 light duty vehicles in a region 
with a relatively simple emission control 
device called “vacuum spark advance dis¬ 
connect/* 

The first of these measures were pro¬ 
posed for El Paso. San Antonio. Dallas, 
and Houston. It w r a s further proposed 
that an inspection and maintenance pro¬ 
gram could be fully Implemented by the 
State by May 31. 1975. It is now be¬ 
lieved that the State cannot fully im¬ 
plement the program until May 1 . 1976. 
Accordingly, an extension has been 
granted for those Regions where an in¬ 
spection and maintenance program is 
necessary and the regulation has been 
amended to extend to May 31. 1976 as the 
date by which the State must be in full 
compliance with the regulation. The At¬ 
torney General for the State of Texas 
has Issued an opinion maintaining that 
the Texas Air Control Board does not 


have the statutory authority to operate 
an automobile Inspection and mainten¬ 
ance program. It is unclear at this time 
whether the Texas Department of Public 
Safety has authority for such a program 
as a part of it* annual safety inspec¬ 
tion program. However, promulgation 
of these Federal regulations as a port of 
the State Implementation Plan can au¬ 
thorize the State of Texas to proceed with 
implementation of the required inspec¬ 
tion and maintenance program. The El 
Paso region has been eliminated from 
this regulation. It was determined that 
the standard could be achieved by 1975 
by means of other measures. 

Based on testimony received during the 
public hearing, additional changes were 
considered. The proposed regulation re¬ 
quired that light duty vehicles obtaining 
a Texas Department of Public Safetv in¬ 
spection sticker must first pass an emis¬ 
sions test called an “idle mode test ** 
Some citizens suggested a program in 
which, before a license plate is issued 
by the State, every vehicle owner must 
certify that this vehicle has been main¬ 
tained according to the manufacturer's 
recommendations. This proposal would 
eliminate mandatory inspection for all 
vehicles. The certification would be en¬ 
forced by “spot checks” and by requir¬ 
ing maintenance on those vehicles that 
failed the test. Evaluation of this pro¬ 
posal. however, showed that all vehicle. 
would require maintenance before li¬ 
cense plates could be issued. Otherwh*\ 
the vehicle owner could not truthfully 
certify that recommended maintenance 
had been performed. This would increa. c 
the total expense to all motorists over a 
full inspection program. Thus, the origi¬ 
nal proposal for inspection and main¬ 
tenance was retained as it would require 
no certification of maintenance, ana 
actual maintenance only on those vehi¬ 
cles failing the emission test. An addi¬ 
tional measure has been Included in this 
promulgation, however, that will require 
the State to monitor the effects of the 
inspection and maintenance program 
and retrofitting devices. 

The requirement for retrofitting of pre- 
1968 light duty vehicles was proposed for 
Dallas-Fort Worth. San Antonio, and 
Houston-Galveston. It is the belief of the 
Administrator that implementation of 
this regulation would impose an unneces¬ 
sarily onerous burden upon the poor, who 
own a significant percentage of pro- 1963 
automobiles in that region. Per capita in¬ 
come data shows that San Antonio had 
a per capita income in 1970 of $2,845. or 
82 percent of the national average. This 
is compared to per capita income in 
Houston. $3,571 <103 percent of national 
average). Washington, D.C., $4,170 <120 
percent of national average >, and Los 
Angeles. $4,403 <127 percent of national 
average). See “Populational and Eco¬ 
nomic Activity in the U. 8 . and Standard 
Metropolitan Statistical Areas’* <EPA 
HUD). Poverty level figures also reflect 
the relatively low income status of Son 
Antonio. Nationally, persons in the under 
$5,000 per year income range own ap¬ 
proximately 27 percent of the pre-1968 
vehicles. While exact percentages on San 
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Antonio are not available at this time, 
the above described income levels indi- 
rate that the 27 percent figure probably 
is low for San Antonio i Sec EPA Region 
Vi Technical Support Document). 

The retrofitting proposal also was elim¬ 
inated in the Dallas-Fort Worth Region, 
it is not available prior to the at¬ 
tainment date granted the Dallas-Fort 
Worth Region to fully implement the 
vapor recovery regulations by 1976. 

<b> Vehicle restraints. In the Hous¬ 
ton^ -Galveston. Son Antonio, and Dallas- 
Fort Worth Region the measures set 
forth above will not be sufficient to 
achieve the standard by 1975. The Ad¬ 
ministrator is granting extensions of 
time to these Regions under section 110 
<c> of the Clean Air Act. The Act pro¬ 
vides that no such extension may be 
granted unless all control measures 
tthich are reasonably available by 
May 31, 1975. are applied by that date. 
Accordingly the Administrator origin¬ 
ally proposed Uie following measures for 
application to Houston and San Antonio: 
only the first two measures were pro¬ 
posed for Dallas. 

(i> The conversion of motor vehicle 
lanes on major streets and freeways to 
the exclusive use of buses and carpools. 

01) A limit on the construction of new 
parking facilities. 

till) Limitations on the future growth 

of gasoline sales above current levels. 

Final regulations require only the first 
Item for Dallas and San Antonio and all 
three items for Houston-Galveston (with 
some changes>. Carpooling measures to 
reduce VMT have replaced the second 
item for Dallas and San Antonio. EPA 
has evaluated a largo number of measures 
to reduce emissions from mobile sources, 
including not only those included in the 
original proposal, but also additional 
measures. It has been determined that 
only those measures described below are 
practicable at this time In Texas. 

The proposed regulation for preferen¬ 
tial treatment of bus and carpool lanes 
required that all six- and olght-lanc 
streets or highways In the affected areas 
would have preferential bus and carpool 
lanes. For purpose of clarity, the regula¬ 
tion has been amended to require prefer¬ 
ential bus and carpool lanes In specific 
traffic flow corridors of major metropoli¬ 
tan areas. The governmental entity hav¬ 
ing jurisdiction over the roads is required 
to stipulate the specific streets on which 
lanes will be reserved, or streets that will 
be reserved wholly for buses and carpools. 
and to submit timetables indicating when 
the specified lanes and/or streets will be 
converted to preferential use. according 
to deadlines specified in the regulations. 

The proposed regulation requiring a 
permit for new parking facilities applied 
to all parking facilities, regardless of size. 
In response to public comment which 
pointed out that the regulation would be 
applicable even to Individual residential 
parking facilities, the requirement has 
been amended to include only those 
faculties that could have a significant 
impact upon vehicle miles traveled in a 
given area. As promulgated, the regula¬ 


tion wUl cover only parking facilities for 
five hundred or more automobiles. 

Additional vehicle restraints are in¬ 
cluded in the final regulations that were 
not among the proposed regulations. As 
indicated in the July 3. 1973 Federal 
Register, the Administrator has been 
continuing to study additional reason¬ 
ably available measures that will result 
in reduction of vehicle miles traveled by 
automobiles. By the regulations pro¬ 
mulgated herein, the Administrator is 
approving a two-year extension of time 
in San Antonio and Houston-Galveston 
and a one-year extension ip Dallas-Fort 
Worth under section 110(e) of the Clean 
Air Act. The Act, however, requires that 
all control measures that are reasonably 
available must be applied by May 31. 
1975. Accordingly, additional measures 
that have come to the attention of the 
Administrator and that are reasonably 
avaUable in the affected areas are in¬ 
cluded in this promulgation. The first of 
these measures is a bus and carpool in¬ 
centive and promotion program that will 
require all private and public employers 
of 1000 or more employees in one loca¬ 
tion to provide Incentives to those em¬ 
ployee* that will encourage them either 
to ride to work in carpools or to ride the 
bus. The second measure requires the 
State or approved local agencies to pro¬ 
vide a computerized carpool service for 
employees working in the central busi¬ 
ness districts of Dallas. Fort Worth, San 
Antonio, and Houston. By this means the 
forming of carpools may be facilitated 
and the number of vehicle miles travelled 
by individual automobiles can be re¬ 
duced. The Region VI office of EPA will 
provide assistance to the State or local 
agencies in preparing applications for 
Federal funds to Implement the com¬ 
puterized carpool program. 

Testimony received at the public hear¬ 
ings. however, revealed that a number of 
major metropolitan areas in Texas al¬ 
ready have developed extensive traffic 
flow plans, soon to be implemented in 
those areas, that are similar to the meas¬ 
ures proposed by EPA. In order to ac¬ 
commodate and utilize local planning 
where possible. EPA strongly encourages 
the use of local plans, and the regulations 
have been amended to accommodate such 
plans where possible. The regulations 
now provide that, if it is demonstrated 
that local plans will achieve reductions 
equivalent to those proposed by EPA and 
these plans are submitted by the State of 
Texas to EPA by December 1,1973. these 
plans w ill be utilized for all or part of the 
VMT reduction measures, if approved by 
the Administrator. If such plans are not 
submitted or not approved. EPA regula¬ 
tions will continue to be effective. 

Representatives of the cities of San 
Antonio. El Paso. Galveston, Houston. 
Fort Worth, and Dallas have met individ¬ 
ually with the EPA Regional Office to dis¬ 
cuss transportation measures that have 
been implemented by the cities and the 
plans to which the cities are committed 
and that will be accomplished within the 
next two to four years. Full details on 
the individual city plans and/or the 
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VMT reductions that will be achieved by 
each plan are not available at this time. 
City representatives have indicated, 
however, that the cities are concentrat¬ 
ing on emission reductions through 
traffic flow improvements such as com¬ 
puterized traffic signals, city-run vehicle 
inspection programs, upgrading of exist¬ 
ing bus systems, satellite parking, limit¬ 
ing off-street parking to some extent, 
and general traffic flow improvements. 
The respective cities have indicated their 
intention to submit these plans to the 
Texas Air Control Board for inclusion in 
the State Implementation Plan. 

In summary. EPA is now promulgating 
the following regulations for the control 
of reactive carbon compound emissions 
from mobile sources: 

(1) Vehicle Inspection and mainte¬ 
nance programs, fully implemented by 
1976. 

(2) Retrofitting of pre-1968 light duty 
vehicles, fully Implemented by 1976. 

(3) Conversion of motor vehicle lanes 
on major streets and freeways to the ex¬ 
clusive use of buses and carpools, fully 
implemented by 1976. 

(4) A limit on the construction of 
parking facilities, effective August 15, 
1973. 

(5) Limitations on gasoline sales, con¬ 
ditionally effective in 1977. 

<6> Requirements for bus and carpool 
incentives, fully implemented by 1975. 

(7) Requirements for computerized 
carpool systems, fully implemented by 
1975. 

None of these items are required for 
the Austin-Waco, Corpus Christi. or Ei 
Paso AQCR’s. Items 3. 6. and 7 are re¬ 
quired for the Dallas-Fort Worth AQCR. 
Items 1. 3, 5, 6. and 7 are required for 
the San Antonio AQCR. All items are re¬ 
quired for the Houston-Oalveston AQCR. 
State or local plans may substitute for 
any of these items. 

The capital costs for recovering vapors 
emitted during gasoline transfer from 
tank truck to service station is estimated 
to be just under $2,000 per station, which 
includes modification of bulk terminals. 
The annual operating cost for this phase 
of service station vapor controls is esti¬ 
mated to be Va cents per gallon pumped. 
It is not knowm how much of this cost, if 
any, will be passed on to car owners. Car 
owners can expect to pay from $3 to $5 
per vehicle per year for an annual Idle 
inspection, depending on whether the In¬ 
spection is state operated or operated 
through a franchise. The average main¬ 
tenance cost for failed vehicles Is ex¬ 
pected to be about $25. Owners of vehi¬ 
cles that require a V8AD LLAF retrofit 
can expect to pay about $20 for the de¬ 
vice. wliich Includes installation. Accu¬ 
rate cost estimates for marking bus/car- 
pool lanes and Installing signs are not 
available at this time. For additional in¬ 
formation see Control Strategy: Systems 
and Costs to Control Hydrocarbon Emis¬ 
sions From Stationary Sources; EPA Re¬ 
gion VI Technical Support Document, 
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AQCR 3—Austin-Waco 

A OCR 3 encompasses 24,633 square 
miles in 29 counties located in the central 
section of the State. The AQCR 3 coun¬ 
ties are: Bastrop, Bell. Blanco, Bosque, 
Brazos, Burleson, Burnet, Caldwell. Cor¬ 
yell. Palls, Payette, Freestone, Grimes, 
Hamilton, Hays, Hill. Lampasas, Lee, 
Leon, Limestone. Llano, McLennan, 
Madison, Milan, Mills. Robertson, Travis, 
Washington, and Williamson. 

The second highest one-hour oxidant 
measurement in AQCR 3 is 0.109 ppm and 
was recorded in 1971. Based on the linear 
rollback procedure described in this pro¬ 
posal, this level requires a reactive carbon 
compound emission reduction of 26.6 per¬ 
cent from 1971 levels to meet the ambient 
air quality standard. Present stationary 
source regulations and Federal motor ve¬ 
hicle controls will provide a reduction of 
approximately 19.4 percent by 1975. An 
additional 3.8 percent reduction will re¬ 
sult from an extension of Texas' Regula¬ 
tion V to Bell and McLennan Counties. 
An additional 4.9 percent will be accom¬ 
plished by a vapor recovery system on 
gasoline storage tanks for all retail gaso¬ 
line sales outlets, And aircraft emission 
reductions due to Federal standards 
which limit emissions from aircraft en¬ 
gines (See Control Strategy). 

Regulations for the Austin-Waco Re¬ 
gion essentially are the same as proposed. 
All measures for AQCR 3 shall be fully 
implemented by May 31, 1975. 

Control of evaporative losses from 
gasoline marketing operations at the 
stage when gasoline is loaded into the 
storage tanks at service stations or other 
distribution facilities was proposed for 
the Austin-Waco Region and is Included 
in Anal regulations. Whereas extensions 
have been granted for various other Re¬ 
gions to fully implement this regulation. 
It has been determined that sufficient 
equipment necessary will be available to 
implement this regulation in the Austin- 
Waco Region by May 31.1975. Implemen¬ 
tation of this regulation by 1975 will 
obviate the necessity of an extension for 
the Austin-Waco Region beyond the at¬ 
tainment date and thus, additional meas¬ 
ures. such as reductions in vehicle miles 
travelled, will not be required. 

Public transit, however, is important to 
the transportation needs and air quality 
in the region. The Administrator con¬ 
tinues to encourage efforts to improve 
transit service in Austin and Waco. 

The baseline emission inventory Is 
tabulated by major source category in 
Table 3-1. The emissions reductions for 
1975, projected on the basis of the mea¬ 
sures described above, are summarized In 
Table 3-2. 

AQCR 5— Corpus Christi-Victoria 

The Corpus Christi-Victoria AQCR 
covers most of the South Texas coastal 
region. It Is composed of 18 counties: 
Aransas, Bee, Brooks. Calhoun, DeWitt, 
Dural. Goliad. Jackson, Jim Wells, Ken¬ 
edy. Kleberg, Lavaca. Live Oak. McMul¬ 
len, Nueces. Refugio. San Patricio, and 
Victoria. Fifty-twt) percent of the popu¬ 
lation of the AQCR 1 s located within the 


Corpus Christi Standard Metropolitan 
Statistical Area which represents 9 per¬ 
cent of the land area. 

The region is flat to rolling hills with a 
rise in altitude from the coastal plains at 
sea level to approximately 250 feet In the 
northern sector. White there is ample 
sunshine to aid the formation of photo¬ 
chemical smog, the region is geographic¬ 
ally open and the prevailing Gulf winds 
provide ventilation of the region.

During the summer studies of 1971. the 
second highest one-hour oxidant meas¬ 
urement in AQCR 5 was 0.184 ppm. 
Straight percentage rollback requires a 
reduction of approximately 56 percent 
from 1971 levels of projected emissions of 
reactive organic compounds to achieve 
the national primary ambient air quality 
standard for photochemical oxidants. 

The Administrator is requiring control 
of stationary sources which in combina¬ 
tion with the Federal emission standards 
for new vehicles will be adequate to meet 
the ambient air quality standard by May 
31. 1975. The required stationary source 
controls, which are identical to the Texas 
Plan revision, are applications of Texas' 
Regulation V in Aransas, Calhoun. 
Nueces. San Patricio, and Victoria coun¬ 
ties. Regulations for the Corpus Christi- 
Victoria Region essentially are the same 
as proposed. Transportation controls are 
not required in this region (See Control 
Strategy). 

Public transit is important to the 
transportation needs and air quality in 
the region. The Administrator encour¬ 
ages efforts to improve transit service 


The Houston-Galveston AQCR is lo¬ 
cated on the coastal plains In the south¬ 
eastern part of Texas. It is composed of 
Austin, Brazoria. Chambers, Colorado, 
Fort Bend. Galveston, Harris. Libertv, 
Matagorda, Montgomery. Walker, Wal¬ 
ler. and Wharton counties. 

Ninety-four percent of the population 
of the AQCR resides in the Houston and 
Galveston Standard Metropolitan Statis¬ 
tical Areas. The entire land area of the 
Region Is very flat with no characteristic 
geomorphlc features. Altitude varies 
from sea level on the coast to a maximum 
of 450 feet In Walker County to the north. 

The second highest one-hour oxidant 
measurement in the Region Is 0.32 ppm 
(measured in 1972). Based on straight 
percentage rollback, this level requires a 
reactive organic compound emission re¬ 
duction of 75 percent from 1972 levels to 
meet the national ambient air quality 
standard for photochemical oxidants. To 
fully meet the requirements of the Clean 
Air Act by May 31, 1975, in Texas would 
require about 32 percent VMT reduction. 
However, it is the opinion of the Admin¬ 
istrator that a reduction of 32 percent in 
VMT by 1975 to be achieved by limiting 
gasoline sales would be socially disrup¬ 
tive. Vehicle miles traveled cannot be 
practicably reduced by the required 
amounts before 1977. Therefore, the Ad¬ 
ministrator is requiring an alternate con¬ 
trol strategy*, which will allow substan¬ 
tial economic savings, that shall be fully 
implemented by May 31. 1977. The alter¬ 
nate strategy consists of the present sta¬ 
tionary source regulations and Federal 
motor vehicle controls which provide a 
reduction of 65.4 percent by 1977, and the 
remaining 10 percent reduction can be 
attained by applying the following mea&- 
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ures (See Control Strategy and EPA Re¬ 
gion VI Technical Support Documents): 

U) Additional effect of Federal motor 
vehicle controls. 

(2) Vapor recovery from all gasoline 
outlets, including vapor return from ve¬ 
hicle tanks. 

(3) An inspection and maintenance 
program for light duty vehicles. 

(4) Control of emissions from barge 
and ship loadings of reactive carbon 
compounds. 

<5) Retrofitting of prc-1968 light duty 
vehicles utilizing VSAD/LIAF. 

<6) Setting aside of motor vehicle lanes 
on major streets and highways for the 
exclusive use of buses and carpools. 

(7) Limitations on gasoline sales, con¬ 
ditionally effective in 1977. 

(8> Review of future construction of 
vehicle parking facilities. 

(9) A computerized carpool program, 
and 

(10) Carpool and bus Incentives pro¬ 
vided by employers. 

Several regulations that were proposed 
on July 3, 1973 for the Houston-Gal ves- 
ton Region are not a part of this regula¬ 
tion. A regulation for control of organic 
solvent evaporation and architectural 
coatings for buildings proposed for the 
Houston-Oalveston Region has been 
omitted. This regulation resulted in only 
a small proportion of reductions required 
for the Region and was not found to be 
practicable, as stated above in this pre¬ 
amble. In addition, it is believed that sim¬ 
ilar reductions may be obtained without 
utilizing the proposed regulation for the 
control of solvent evaporation (See EPA 
Region VI Technical Support Docu¬ 
ment). 

Proposed regulations for limitation of 
gasoline sales also have been amended. 
The proposals required that the State of 
Texas prohibit the delivery to retail out¬ 
lets of more than 100 percent of the gaso¬ 
line delivered to outlets during the 1972- 
73 base year. Public testimony has indi¬ 
cated that allowing no growth above the 
1972-73 base year may be socially dis¬ 
ruptive. On this basis, the regulation re¬ 
quiring limitations on gasoline sales was 
reevaluated. It was determined that gas¬ 
oline limitations should be used only in 
the event that the standards cannot be 
achieved by any other measures. The reg¬ 
ulation thus was amended to limit gas¬ 
oline sales to whatever levels may be nec¬ 
essary to achieve the oxidant level, but 
only If the oxidant standard cannot be 
achieved by other measures by 1977. 

Additional vehicle restraints are in¬ 
cluded in the final regulations that were 
not among the proposed regulations. As 
indicated in the July 3. 1973, Fidkral 
Register, the Administrator has been 
continuing to study additional reasona¬ 
bly available measures that will result 
in reduction of vehicle miles traveled by 
automobiles. By the regulations promul¬ 
gated herein, the Administrator Is ap¬ 
proving a two-year extension of time in 
the Houston-Oalveston Region under 
section 110(e) of the Clean Air Act. The 
Act. however, requires that all control 
measures that are reasonably available 
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must be applied by May 31, 1975. Ac¬ 
cordingly, additional measures that have 
come to the attention of the Administra¬ 
tor and that are reasonably available in 
the affected areas are Included in this 
promulgation. The first of these meas¬ 
ures is a bus and carpool incentive and 
promotion program that will require all 
private and public employers of 1.000 or 
more employees in one location to pro¬ 
vide incentives to those employees that 
will encourage them either to ride to 
work in carpools or to ride the bus. The 
second measure requires State or ap¬ 
proved local agencies to provide a com¬ 
puterized carpool service for employees 
working in the central business district 
of Houston. By tills means the forming 
of carpools may be facilitated and the 
number of vehicle miles traveled by in¬ 
dividual automobiles can be reduced. It 
Is now believed that these measures and 
those described below will be all neces¬ 
sary to attain the oxidant standard. If it 
becomes apparent, however, that further 
reductions will be necessary, the Admin¬ 
istrator will propose additional regula¬ 
tions. 

The proposed regulation for preferen¬ 
tial use of certain highway lanes for 
buses and carpools has been amended to 
provide more clarity. As promulgated, 
the regulation specifies traffic flow cor¬ 
ridors from around the city into the cen¬ 
tral business district of Houston, the 
major metropolitan area in the AQCR. 
The governmental entity having juris¬ 
diction over the roads within each cor¬ 
ridor will be required to specify certain 
lanes and/or streets that will be designed 
for the specific use of buses and carpools. 
The corridors specified for Houston en¬ 
compass approximately 60 miles of road¬ 
way. 

Testimony received at the public hear¬ 
ings shows that retrofitting devices and 
use of preferential'bus and carpool lanes 
are opposed by some members of the pub¬ 
lic because of practical considerations 
rather than because of the efficiency of 
the regulations in meeting the standards. 
The testimony revealed, however, that 
some of the cities in the Houston-Gal¬ 
veston Region have developed extensive 
traffic flow plans. Subsequent informa¬ 
tion submitted by the cities suggests that 
the plans, soon to be implemented in 
those areas, would achieve reductions 
equivalent to the measures proposed by 
EPA. In order to accommodate and uti¬ 
lize local planning where possible EPA 
strongly encourages the use of these local 
plans. Thus, the regulations have been 
amended to accommodate the plans 
where possible. If it is demonstrated that 
local plans will achieve reductions equiv¬ 
alent to those proposed by EPA and these 
plans are submitted by the State of Texas 
to EPA by December 1, 1973. those plans 
will be utilized for all or port of the 
measures proposed for the Houston-Gal¬ 
veston Region if approved by the Ad¬ 
ministrator. If such plans are not sub¬ 
mitted or not approved. EPA regulations 
will continue to be effective. 

For additional information on trans¬ 
portation measures used in the Houston- 
Oalveston Region see “Transportation 
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Control Strategy Development for the 
Greater Houston Area" prepared for EPA 
in 1972 by TRW. Inc. 

The baseline emission Inventory which 
includes the effects of Texas' Regulation 
V and Federal motor vehicle controls is 
tabulated by major categories In Table 
7-1. The emission Inventory reductions 
for 1975 and 1977 projected on the basis 
of control strategies described above are 
summarized in Table 7-2.

AQCR 8 — Dallas-Fort Worth 

The Dallas-Port Worth AQCR is com¬ 
posed of 19 counties: Collin, Cooke. 
Dallas. Denton, mils. Erath. Fannin. 
Grayson, Hood. Hunt, Johnson. Kauf¬ 
man, Navarro. Palo Pinto. Parker. Rock¬ 
well. Somervell. Tarrant, and Wise. Ac¬ 
cording to the 1970 census, approxi¬ 
mately 78 percent of the people residing 
in this Region live in Dallas and Tar¬ 
rant counties. 

The terrain is composed of rolling hills 
and prairie with many wooded streams. 
The vertical relief of the area extends 
from 400 feet <MSLj in Navarro County 
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to 1,300 feet <MSL) in the northwest. 
Winds are generally characterized by a 
prevailing southerly direction with occa¬ 
sional northerly winds during the winter 
months. 

The second highest one-hour oxidant 
measurement in the Region is 0.120 ppm 
(measured in 1971 >. Hie proposed regula¬ 
tions were based on an erroneously re¬ 
corded measurement of 0.125 ppm (See 
EPA Region VI Technical Support Docu¬ 
ment). Based on a straight percentage 
rollback, the original figure required a 
reactive organic compound emission re¬ 
duction of 36 percent from 1971 levels to 
meet the national ambient air quality 
standard for photochemical oxidants. 
The corrected figure. 0.120 ppm, based 
on straight percentage rollback, requires 
a reduction of 34 percent. 

Present stationary source regulations 
and Federal motor vehicle controls will 
provide a reduction of 22.1 percent by 
1975. The remaining 11.9 percent by 1976 
can be attained by the following 
measures: 

(1 > Additional effects of Federal motor 
vehicle controls. 

(2> The extension of Texas Regulation 
V to Tarrant County. 

(3> Control of evaporative lasses from 
the filling of storage vessels. 

(4) Control of evaporative losses from 
the filling of vehicular tanks. 

(5) Preferential bus and carpool lanes 
on certain major streets. 

(6) A computerized carpool system. 

<7> Bus and carpool Incentives pro¬ 
vided by employers. 

The proposed regulation to limit the 
construction of new parking facilities has 
been replaced by other VMT reduction 
measures. 

The proposed regulation for the con¬ 
trol of degreasing operations using tri¬ 
chloroethylene has been eliminated for 
similar reasons. The control measure 
achieves only a relatively small reduc¬ 
tion in hydrocarbons and the standard 
can be expeditiously met without the 
use of this control measure. Additional 
time will be necessary, however. In order 
to fully Implement regulations for the 
control of evaporative losses from the 
filling of storage vessels and from the 
filling of vehicular tanks. Estimates now 
available to EPA show that the equip¬ 
ment necessary for all affected AQCR's 
to implement this program will not be 
available by 1975. Accordingly, the Ad¬ 
ministrator has granted an extension 
from the Dallas-Fort Worth Region until 
June 30. 1976 for attainment of the 
standard. 

Additional vehicle restraints ore in¬ 
cluded in the final regulations that were 
not among the proposed regulations. As 
indicated in the July 3. 1973. Fedexal 
Register, the Administrator has been 
continuing to study additional reason¬ 
ably available measures that will result 
in reduction of vehicle miles traveled by 
automobiles. By the regulations promul¬ 
gated herein, the Administrator is ap¬ 
proving a 13-month extension in the 
Dallas-Fort Worth Region under section 
110(e) of the Clean Air Act. The Act. 
however, requires that all control meas- 
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ures that are reasonably available must 
be applied by May 31. 1975. Accordingly, 
additional measures that have come to 
the attention of the Administrator and 
that are reasonably available in the af¬ 
fected areas are included in this promul¬ 
gation. The first of the measures promul¬ 
gated is a bus and car pool Incentive and 
promotion program that will require all 
private and public employers of 1,000 or 
more employees to encourage them ei¬ 
ther to ride to work in car pools or to 
ride the bus. The second measure re¬ 
quires the State or approved local agen¬ 
cies to provide a computerized car pool 
service for employees working in the 
central business districts of Dallas and 
Fort Worth. By this means the forming 
of car pools may be facilitated and the 
number of vehicle miles traveled by in¬ 
dividual automobiles can be reduced. It 
is now* believed that these measures and 
those described below will be all that 
are necessary to attain the standards. If 
it becomes apparent, however, that fur¬ 
ther reductions will be necessary the Ad¬ 
ministrator will propose additional 
regulations. 

Tlie proposed regulation for preferen¬ 
tial use of certain highway lanes for 
buses and car pools has been amended to 
provide more clarity. As promulgated the 
regulation specifies traffic flow corridors 
from all directions around the city into 
the central business districts of the 
major metropolitan areas of the AQCR. 
The governmental entity having Juris¬ 
diction over the roads within each cor¬ 
ridor will be required to specify certain 
lanes and/or streets that will be desig¬ 
nated for the exclusive use of buses and 
c&rpools. The corridors specified for Dal¬ 
las encompass approximately 93 miles of 
roadway and those for Fort Worth en¬ 
compass approximately 69 miles of road¬ 
way. 

The regulation requiring preferential 
use of certain highway lanes for buses 
and carpools and the additional regula¬ 
tions described above were proposed to 
reduce the number of vehicle miles trav¬ 
eled. Testimony received at the public 
hearings suggests that Dallas and Fort 
Worth already have developed extensive 
traffic flow plans, soon to be implemented 
in those areas, that could achieve reduc¬ 
tions in VMT equivalent to the measures 
proposed by EPA. In order to accommo¬ 
date and utilize local planning EPA 
strongly encourages the use of these local 
plans. Thus, the regulations have been 
amended to accommodate these plans 
where possible. If it is demonstrated that 
local plans will achieve reductions equiv¬ 
alent to those proposed by EPA and these 
plans are submitted by the State to EPA 
by December 1. 1973. those plans will be 
utilized if approved by the Administrator. 

If such plans are not submitted and ap¬ 
proved. EPA regulations will continue to 
be effective. 

It also has been determined that by re¬ 
quiring a vapor recovery system for the 
control of evaporative losses from the 
filling of vehicular tanks for 100 percent 
of facilities located in the Dallas and 
Fort Worth Region, an Inspection and 
maintenance system will not be necessary 


in that region. Public comment indicates 
that the general public would favor 
a full vapor recovery system above a 
mandatory inspection and mainte¬ 
nance program for all vehicles. For 
that reason, and because the stand¬ 
ards can be achieved without an 
inspection and maintenance system 
the requirement for such a program has 
been eliminated and the requirement for 
a full vapor recovery system has been re¬ 
tained. Emission inventory data indicate 
that the standard can be attained in the 
Dallas-Fort Worth area by the utiliza¬ 
tion of vapor control systems that require 
80 percent control of evaporative emis¬ 
sions. For this reason, control systems 
will be required in the Dallas-Fort Worth 
Region by 1976 that will require 80 per¬ 
cent efficiency. For additional informa¬ 
tion on these control systems see M 8ys- 
tems and Co6ts to Control Hydrocar 1 >i 
E missions From Stationary Sources ♦ 
EPA Region VI Technical Support Docu¬ 
ment.

AQCR 9—Sax Antonio 
AQCR 9 is composed of 24 counties 
covering 28,954 square miles. According 
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to the 1870 census the Region has a total 
oiwlfttlon of 1.124.600 people. The 24 
counties of AQCR. 9 are: Atascosa. Ban¬ 
dera. Bexar. Comal. Dimmit. Edwards. 
Frio Gillespie. Gonzales, Guadalupe. 
Karnes. Kendall. Kerr. Kimble. Kinney. 

I aSalle Mason, Maverick, Medina. Real. 
Uvalde. Val Verde. Wilson, and Zavala. 
V.iproximatety 75 percent of the popu¬ 
lation Is located In Bexar County which 
includes Son Antonio and Its surrounding 
area, the major economic center for the 
Itegion. 

The physiography of the area is gen¬ 
erally hilly in the northwest with an alti¬ 
tude of 2,000 feet sloping to 400 feet in 
the southeast. The local climatology sug¬ 
gests good ventilation with prevailing 
utheasterly winds and favorable mix¬ 
ing depths. 

The second highest one-hour oxidant 
measurement in AQCR 9 is 0.145 ppm 
and was recorded In 1971. Based on the 
straight percentage rollback procedure 
described in the proposal, this level re¬ 
quires a reactive carbon compound emis¬ 
sion reduction of 45 percent from 1971 
levels to meet the primary ambient air 
quality standard. Present stationary 
source regulations and Federal motor 
vchide controls will provide a reduction 
of approximately 18.9 percent by 1975. 
Tile remaining 26.1 percent by 1977 will 
result from the following measures which 
are promulgated herein: 

(1) Additional effect of Federal motor 
vehicle controls, 

(2) Vapor recovery from all gasoline 
sales outlets, including vapor return from 
motor vehicle tanks. 

(3) An Inspection and maintenance 
program for light duty vehicles. 

(4) Requirements that certain lanes 
of major streets and freeways be con¬ 
verted to bus and carpool use. 

(5) Limitations on gasoline sales con¬ 
ditionally effective in 1977. 

< 6 ) A computerized carpool program. 

(7) Bus and carpool Incentive pro¬ 
vided by employers. 

To fully meet the requirements of the 
Clean Air Act by May 31, 1975 in the 
metropolitan San Antonio area would 
require a 40 percent reduction in VMT. 
However, it is the opinion of the Admin¬ 
istrator that a reduction of 40 percent in 
VMT by 1975 would be socially disrup¬ 
tive. Therefore, the Administrator is re¬ 
quiring a control strategy which will Im¬ 
plement controls Including reductions in 
vehicle miles traveled as expeditiously as 
practicable, allow substantial economic 
livings and be ftilly Implemented by 
May 31.1977. 

Proposed regulations for the control of 
organic solvent evaporation and archi¬ 
tectural coatings for buildings have not 
been Included in this promulgation. These 
regulations would result in only a small 
jxrcentage of the reductions required for 
the region and it is believed that similar 
reductions may be achieved without uti¬ 
lizing the proposed regulations for con¬ 
trol of organic solvent evaporation and 
limitations on new parking facilities. 

Regulations requiring limitation on 
future construction of vehicle parking 
facilities have been replaced by a car- 


pool matching program and provisions 
for preferential carpool treatment. 

Proposed regulations for limitation of 
gasoline sales required that the State of 
Texas prohibit the delivery to retail out¬ 
lets of more than 100 percent of the gaso¬ 
line delivered to outlets during the 1972- 
1973 base year. Public testimony indi¬ 
cates that allowing no growth above the 
1972-1973 base year may be severely so¬ 
cially disruptive. On this basis, the regu¬ 
lation requiring limitations on gasoline 
sales was reevaluated. It was determined 
that gasoline limitations should be used 
only in the event that the standard can¬ 
not be achieved by other measures. The 
regulation thus was amended to limit 
gasoline sales to the extent necessary to 
provide for achievement of the standard 
beginning in 1977, If the oxidant standard 
has not been achieved by other meas¬ 
ures. 

Additional vehtcle restraints are In¬ 
cluded In the final regulations that were 
not among the proposed regulations. As 
indicated in the July 3, 1973 Federal 
Register, the Administrator has been 
continuing to study additional reasonably 
available measures that will result in re¬ 
duction of vehicle miles traveled by auto¬ 
mobiles. By the regulations promulgated 
herein, the Administrator is approving 
a two-year extension of time in the San 
Antonio Region under section 110(e) of 
the Clean Air Act. The Act. however, 
requires that all control measures that 
are reasonably available must be ap¬ 
plied by May 31, 1975. Accordingly 
additional measures that have come to 
the attention of the Administrator 
and that are reasonably available in 
the affected areas are Included in this 
promulgation. The first of these measures 
is a bus and carpool incentive and promo¬ 
tion program that will require all pri¬ 
vate and public employers of 1.000 or 
more employees in one location to pro¬ 
vide incentives to those employers that 
will encourage them either to ride to work 
in carpools or to ride the bus. The sec¬ 
ond measure requires the State or ap¬ 
proved local agencies to provide a compu¬ 
terized carpool service for employees 
working in the central business district 
of San Antonio. By this means the form¬ 
ing oLcarpools may be facilitated and the 
number of vehicle miles traveled by in¬ 
dividual automobiles can be reduced. It Is 
now believed that these measures and 
those described below will be sufficient 
to attain the oxidant standard. If It be¬ 
comes apparent, however, that further 
reductions will be necessary, the Admin¬ 
istrator will propose additional regula¬ 
tions. 

The proposed regulation for preferen¬ 
tial use of certain highway lanes for 
buses and carpools has been amended to 
provide more clarity. As promulgated, the 
regulation specified traffic flow corridors 
from all directions around the city into 
the central business district of San An¬ 
tonio, the major metropolitan area of the 
AQCR. The governmental entity having 
Jurisdiction over the roads within each 
corridor will be required to specify cer¬ 
tain lanes and/or streets that will be des¬ 
ignated for the exclusive use of buses 


and carpools. The corridors specified for 
Ban Antonio encompass approximately 79 
miles of roadway. 

Testimony received at the public hear¬ 
ings suggested that San Antonio already 
has developed extensive traffic flow plans, 
soon to be implemented, that could 
achieve reduction equivalent to the meas¬ 
ures proposed by EPA. In order to accom¬ 
modate and utilize local planning EPA 
strongly encourages the use of these local 
plans. Thus, the regulations have been 
amended to accommodate these plans 
where possible. If it is demonstrated that 
the San Antonio plan will achieve VMT 
reductions equivalent to those proposed 
by EPA and these plans are submitted 
by the State to EPA by December 1, 1973. 
those plans will be utilized if approved by 
the Administrator. If such plans are not 
submitted or not approved, the EPA regu¬ 
lation will continue to be effective. 

The baseline emission Inventory which 
includes the effects of Texas* Regulation 
V and Federal motor vehicle controls is 
tabulated by major categories in Table 
9-1. The emission inventory for 1977 pro¬ 
jected on the basis of control strategies 
described above is summarized in Table 
9-2.

AQCR 11—El Paso 

The Texas portion of Region U is 
composed of 6 counties < Brewster, Cul¬ 
berson, El Paso. Hudspeth. Jeff Davis, 
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and Presidio) covering 21.778 square 
miles in the westernmost part of the 
State. The area Is characterized by an 
arid climate, mountainous terrain, and 
high daytime summer temperatures. 

According to the 1970 census, of the 
379,261 people residing in the Region, 
359.291 people are concentrated in El 
Paso County. The City of Juarez, Mexico 
lies Immediately adjacent to the El Paso 
City Limits, separated only by the Rio 
Orande. The population of Juarez is esti¬ 
mated to be 450,000 and in terms of air 
pollution should most properly be con¬ 
sidered part of the air quality control 
region. (Wind rose data indicates that 
El Paso is downwind from Juarez roughly 
15 percent of the time, while the reverse 
is true roughly 20 percent of the time.) 

The second highest one-hour oxidant 
measurement in the region was 0.12 ppm 
(measured in 1971). Based on the pro¬ 
portional rollback procedure described 
in this proposed plan, this level requires 
a reactive hydrocarbon emission reduc¬ 
tion of 34 percent from 1971 levels to 
meet the primary ambient air quality 
standard. Present stationary source reg¬ 
ulations and Federal motor vehicle con¬ 
trols will provide a reduction of 22.2 per¬ 
cent by 1975. The remaining 11.8 percent 
reduction by 1975 can be attained by the 
following measures: 

(1) Control of evaporative losses from 
the filling of storage vessels; and 

(2) Vapor recovery from all gasoline 
sales outlets, including vapor return 
from motor vehicle tanks. 

Proposed regulations for the control of 
organic solvent evaporation and archi¬ 
tectural coatings for buildings have been 
omitted from these final regulations. Im¬ 
plementation of the proposed regulation 
would achieve only about 0.3 percent of 
the necessary reductions. It was deter¬ 
mined, therefore, that the required re¬ 
ductions could be achieved without the 
utilization of this regulation. 

The control strategy for the El Paso 
AQCR is designed to attain the stand¬ 
ards by 1975 and additional measures for 
the reduction of VMT were not proposed. 
The City of El Paso, however, has ex¬ 
pressed a willingness and intent to Im¬ 
prove the transit service and general 
traffic flow plan. Certain Improvements 
already have been demonstrated to EPA 
during visits by representatives to the 
Ei Paso area. The tables reflect this. It is 
anticipated that further improvements 
will be made by the City and that al¬ 
though the measures are not required at 
this time by EPA, the VMT in the El Paso 
region will be decreased by the City's 
actions. 

An inspection and maintenance pro¬ 
gram for light-duty vehicles was pro¬ 
posed for the El Paso region. Reevalua¬ 
tion of this program has shown that it 
cannot be fully implemented In the State 
of Texas until May 1 . 1976. Use of this 
measure would require an extension of 
time for meeting the oxidant standard 
In the El Paso region. It has been deter¬ 
mined that by requiring a full vapor re¬ 
covery system for the control of evapora¬ 
tive losses from the filling of vehicular 
tanks for 100 percent of the facilities lo¬ 


cated in the El Paso region by May 31, 
1975, an inspection and maintenance 
system will not be necessary’ In that re¬ 
gion. Public testimony also shows that 
the general public would favor a full 
vapor recovery system above a manda¬ 
tory inspection and maintenance pro¬ 
gram. Although extensions have been 
granted other AQCR’s for full implemen¬ 
tation of vapor recovery systems, it is 
believed that equipment is available in 
sufficient quantities to fully implement 
the systems in the El Paso region by 
1975. By doing so. it will not be necessary 
to grant an extension to the El Paso 
region, and alternative or interim meas¬ 
ures that must be implemented before an 
extension may be granted will not be 
necessary. In order to assure attainment 
of the standard, vapor recovery systems 
that will achieve 90 percent control of 
vapor emissions are required in the El 
Paso region. As explained in the general 
preamble above it has been determined 
that sufficient equipment will be avail¬ 
able for the limited number of service 
stations in this region by 1975 (See Con¬ 
trol Strategy and EPA Region VI Tech¬ 
nical Support Document). 

The emission inventory which Includes 
the effects of Texas’ Regulation V and 
Federal motor vehicle controls is tabu¬ 
lated by major categories in Table 11-1. 
The emissions inventory for 1975 pro¬ 
jected on the basis of control strategies 
described above is summarized in Table 
11 - 2 .

§ 52.2293 Caroline limitation*. 

(a) Definitions: 

<l> “Distributor” means any person 
or entity which transports or stores or 
causes the transportation or storage of 
gasoline between any refinery and any 
retail outlet. 

(2) ”Retail outlet" means any estab¬ 
lishment at which gasoline is sold or 
offered for sale to the public, or intro¬ 
duced into any vehicle. 

(b) This section is applicable in the 
Houston-Galveston and San Antonio 
Intrastate Air Quality Control Regions 
(hereafter referred to as ”affcctcd 
areas”) to all distributors of gasoline to 
any retail outlet in the affected areas, 
and to the owners and operators of all 
retail outlets in the affected areas. 

(c) II the Administrator determines, 
on the basis of air quality monitoring in 
the affected areas, that the national 
ambient air quality standards for carbon 
monoxide and photochemical oxidants 
will not be attained in these areas by 
May 31. 1977. the Administrator shall 
implement a program, to be effective no 
later than May 31, 1977, limiting the 
total gallonage of gasoline delivered to 
retail outlets in the affected areas to that 
amount which, when combusted, will not 
result in such ambient air quality stand¬ 
ards being exceeded. 

<d) All distributors to which this sec¬ 
tion applies shall provide the Adminis¬ 
trator with a detailed annual accounting 
of the amount of gasoline delivered to 
each retail outlet In the region for cal¬ 
endar year 1976, and for each calendar 
year during which the gasoline limitation 
program is in effect. The owner or opera¬ 
tor of each retail outlet to which this 
section applies shall provide the Admin¬ 
istrator with a detailed accounting of 
gasoline received from each distributor, 
the total amount of gasoline sold during 
the year, and the amount of gasoline on 
hand at the beginning and end of the 
year, for each year during which the 
gasoline limitation program is in effect. 
Ail accountings required by this section 
shall be provided no later tlian ninety 
days after the end of the applicable year. 
The Administrator may require any 
other reports that he may deem neces¬ 
sary for the implementation of this 
section.

<1) “Parking facility** (also called 
“faculty**) means a lot. garage, building 
or structure, or combination or portion 
thereof, on or in which motor vehicles 
are temporarily parked. 

(2) “Vehicle trip** means a single 
movement by a motor vehicle which 
originates or terminates at a parking 
facility. 

(3) “Construction" means fabrication, 
erection, or installation of a parkin* fa¬ 
cility. or any conversion of land, a build¬ 
ing or structure, or portion thereof, for 
use as a facility. 

(4) “Modification" means any change 
to a parking facility which Increases or 
may increase the motor vehicle capacity 
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of or the motor vehicle activity associ¬ 
ated with such parkins facility. 

<5> ••Commence’* means to undertake 
a continuous program of on-site con¬ 
struction or modification. 

<b> This section is applicable in the 
Houston-Galveston Intrastate Region. 

<c) The requirements of this section 
are applicable to the following parking 
facilities in the area specified in para¬ 
graph (b) of this section, the construc¬ 
tion or modification of which U com¬ 
menced after August 15. 1973: 

d) Any new parking facility with 
parking capacity for 500 or more motor 
vehicles. 

(2) Any parking facility which will be 
modified, and whose parking capacity 
after modification will be 500 or more 
motor vehicles. 

(3) Any parking facility constructed 
or modified in increments which individ¬ 
ually are not subject to review under this 
section, but which, when all such incre¬ 
ments occurring since August 15, 1973, 
are added together, as a total would sub¬ 
ject the facility to review under this 
section. 

<d> No person shall commence con¬ 
struction or modification of any facility 
subject to this section without first ob¬

(4) The normal hours of operation of 
the facility and the enterprises and ac¬ 
tivities which it serves. 

(5) The total motor vehicle capacity 
before and after the construction or 
modification of the facility. 

<6> The number of people using or en¬ 
gaging in any enterprises or activities 
which the facility will serve on a dally 
basis and a peak hour basis. 

<7> A projection of the geographic 
areas in the community from w r hich peo¬ 
ple and motor vehicles will be drawn to 


the facility. Such projection shall in¬ 
clude data concerning the availability of 
mass transit from such areas. 

(8) An estimate of the average and 
peak hour vehicle trip generation rates, 
before and after construction or modi¬ 
fication of the facility. 

(9) An estimate of the effect of the 
facility on traffic patterns and flow. 

(10> An estimate of the effect of the 
facility on total VMT for the air quality 
control region. 

Ul) An analysis of the effect of the 
facility on site and regional air Quality, 
including a showing that the facility will 
be compatible with the applicable im¬ 
plementation plan, and a showing that 
the facility will not cause any national 
ambient air quality standard to be ex¬ 
ceeded within ten (10) years from date 
of application. The Administrator may 
prescribe a standardized screening tech¬ 
nique to be used in analyzing the effect 
of the facility on ambient air quality. 

(12) Additional information, plans, 
specifications or documents required by 
the Administrator. 

(g) Each application shall be signed 
by the owner or operator of the facility, 
whose signature shall constitute an 
agreement that the facility shall be 
operated In accordance with applicable 
rules, regulations, permit conditions and 
the design submitted in the application.

(4) "Pilot program" means a program 
that is initiated on a limited basis tor the 
purpose of facilitating a future full scale 
regional program. 

(5) All other terms used in this section 
which are defined in 40 CFR Part 51 are 
used herein with the meanings so defined. 

(b) This section is applicable in the 
Houston-Galveston, Dallas-Fort Worth, 
and 8an Antonio Intrastate Regions 
(hereafter the ' affected Regions"). 

<c> The State of Texas or an appro¬ 
priate local agency approved by the Ad¬ 
ministrator shall implement a bus and 
carpool matching and promotion pro¬ 
gram in each affected region that will 
serve persons employed In the central 
business districts (as defined in * 52.2294 
(a)(3)) of Houston in the Houston- 
Galveston Region, of Dallas and Port 
Worth in the Dallas-Fort Worth Region, 
and of San Antonio in the San Antonio 
Region. The State of Texas or an ap¬ 
propriate local agency approved by the 
Administrator shall comply with the fol¬ 
lowing provisions in establishing the pro¬ 
gram: 

<1)A pilot program shall be initiated 
and fully operational by March 1.

(1) Provisions for each employee to 
receive an application form with a cover 
letter describing the matching program. 

<ii) Provisions on each application 
for the applicant to specify his TOD in¬ 
formation and the applicant's desire to 
drive only, ride only, or share driving. 

(2) A computerized method of match¬ 
ing Information that will have provisions 
for locating each applicant's origin and 
destination within a grid system In the 
urban area and semi-rural region sur¬ 
rounding incorporated cities with a pop¬ 
ulation greater than 50.000. and match¬ 
ing applicants with compatible TOD 
Information. 

(3) A method for providing continu¬ 
ing service so that the master list of all 
applicants is retained and available for 
use by new applicants and a method of 
periodically updating the master list to 
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remove applicants who have moved from 
the area served. 

(4> An agency or agencies responsible 
for operating overseeing and maintain¬ 
ing the bus/carpool computer matching 
system. 

(e) The State of Texas may submit to 
the Administrator an alternate mass 
transit incentive or VMT or emission 
reduction measure for any area subject 
to this section that will achieve the same 
or greater reduction in VMT and hydro¬ 
carbon emissions as those anticipated 
from implementation of this section. If 
approved by the Administrator, such 
measure will apply in such area in lieu 
of this section. Application for approval 
of an alternate measure will not be ac¬ 
cepted after December 1, 1973. 

§ 52.2297 F.roplo)cr» provision for iti«m 
Iranvit priority incentive*. 

(a) This section is applicable in the 
Houston-Galveston. Dali as-Fort Worth, 
and San Antonio Intrastate Regions (the 
•‘Regions''). 

(b) Each employer In the Regions who 
employs 1.000 or more persons and who 
maintains more than 700 employee park¬ 
ing space shall, on or before February 1. 
1974. submit to the Administrator an 
adequate transit Incentive program de¬ 
signed to encourage the use of mass 
transit and discourage the use of single- 
passenger automobiles by his employees. 
This program shall contain provisions 
for subsidies to employees who use mass 
transit, reductions in the number of em¬ 
ployee parking spaces or surcharges on 
the use of such spaces by employees, pro¬ 
vision of special charter buses or other 
modes of mass transit for the use of em¬ 
ployees, preferential parking or other 
benefits to employees who travel to work 
by carpool and/or any other measures 
acceptable to the Administrator. By 
April 1, 1974, the Administrator shall ap¬ 
prove such program for each employer if 
he finds it to be adequate, and shall dis¬ 
approve it If he finds it not to be ade¬ 
quate. Notice of such approval or disap¬ 
proval will be published in this part. 

<c> "Employee parking space" means 
any parking space reserved or provided 
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by an employer for the use of his 
employees. 

<d> In order to be approvable by the 
Administrator, such program shall con¬ 
tain procedures whereby the employer 
will supply the Administrator with semi¬ 
annual certified reports which shall 
show, at & minimum the following 
information :

TEXAS IMPLEMENTATION PLANS 

Employer Provision for Mass Transit 
Priority Incentive 

The final transportation control plan 
lor Texas, contained elsewhere In this 
issue of the Federal Register (38 FR 
30633 ), promulgates a regulation entitled 
Employers provision for mass transit 
priority incentive” (40 CFR 52.2297). 
This regulation was included because em¬ 
ployers who provide parking spaces to 
their employees thereby encourage em¬ 
ployees to drive to work rather than to 
take carpoois or to use mass transit. Such 
employers may therefore be regulated as 
indirect sources” of air pollution, as 
that term is defined in the General Pre¬ 
amble. At the same time, individual em¬ 
ployers are singularly well equipped to 
rctablfcih and administer programs to re¬ 
duce the dependence of their employees 
on the single-passenger automobile. 

The regulation contained In the plan 
a* promulgated is phrased In somewhat 
general terms. This form was chosen be¬ 
cause of the expressed preferences of 
EPA's Region VI. and because the Ad¬ 
ministrator has every reason to believe 
that, if it is implemented in the proper 
spirit, it will produce VMT reductions 
equivalent to those that could be ex¬ 
pected from more specific measures. If 
this hope proves unfounded, however, 
more specific measures will have to be 
substituted. Accordingly, one such spe¬ 
cific measure (similar to the measure be¬ 
ing promulgated for California) is today 
being proposed for comment. Comment 
will be received on this proposal until 
December 6.1973. 

This notice of proposed rulemaking is 
issued under authority of sections 110 


and 301(a) of the Clean Air Act. 42 U.S.C.

(b) This section is applicable in the 
Houston-Galveston. Dallas-Fort Worth, 
and San Antonio Intrastate Regions (the 
“Regions”). 

<c) Each employer in the Regions who 
maintains more than 700 employee park¬ 
ing spaces shall, commencing on the date 
listed, charge no less than the following 
specified daily rate for the use of any 
such employee parking space by em¬ 
ployees driving to work and not traveling 
In carpoois:

July 1. 1076-CR plus $2.00 

July 1. 1975-CR plus $2 50 


No employer may charge employees 
traveling to work by two-person carpoois 
more than half the parking rate specified 
for non-carpool vehicles by this table. 
Carpoois of three or more shall be al¬ 
lowed to park free of charge, and shall 
be allotted the spaces closest to the em¬ 
ployment facility. Any net revenues de¬ 
rived from this surcharge program by an 
employer shall be used to subsidize his 
employee’s use of mass transit. 

(d> Each employer subject to an 
obligation under paragraph <c> of this 
section, shall on the first date such an 
obligation becomes effective, also: 

(1) Institute a program of reimburs¬ 
ing employees for their expenses of 
utilizing mass transit. However, such re¬ 
imbursements need not exceed $200 per 
year per employee. 

(2) Take all reasonable steps to en¬ 
courage employees to commute to work 
by subscription charter bus and similar 
privately owned mass transit facilities. 

<e) Each employer subject to an 
obligation under paragraph (c) of this 
section shall, at least three months prior 
to the effective date of any such obliga¬ 
tion. submit to the Administrator a de¬ 
tailed compliance schedule setting forth 
the steps it will take to meet those re¬ 
quirements. The compliance schedule 
shall include a procedure for checking 
vehicles to see whether or not they are 
carpool vehicles, a procedure for col¬ 
lecting the fees required to be collected 
hereunder, for disbursing any sums to in¬ 
dividual employees in compensation for 
their use of mass transit and for ensur¬ 
ing that such disbursements are used 
only for that purpose. It shall specify the 
steps that will be taken to determine the 
commercial parking rate for each 
affected employment center and to en¬ 
courage use of such private transit facili¬ 
ties as charter buses.

2 . The regulations which have been 
added to Subchapter A punmant to 45 
CFR Part 74 <38 FR 262741 constitute 
the Commissioners adoption of the 
standards set forth in Part 74. 

3 . Since the standards contained In 
OMB Circular No. A-102 have previously 
been published in the Federal Register, 
it has been determined that these addi¬ 
tions to the general provisions will take 
effect concurrently with those sections of 
the regulations which were previously 
published In the notice of proposed rule¬ 
making on April 26, 1973 <38 FR 10386). 

B. Summary of comments; changes in 
the regulations . The following comments 
were submitted to the Office of Educa¬ 
tion regarding the proposed regulations, 
either at the public hearing held on 
June 5, 1973, or in writing. After the 
summary of each comment, a response is 
set forth stating changes which have 
been made in the regulations, or the 
reasons why no change is deemed neces¬ 
sary. The comments are arranged in 
order of the sections of the Anal regula¬ 
tions. Where the section number in the 
Anal regulations differs from that in the 
proposed rule, the proposed section num¬ 
ber is also identified. 

1. Section 100.1 Definitions.—Com¬ 
ments. A commenter suggested that the 
definition of “service function*' is mean¬ 
ingful only to those in public elementary 
and secondary education. 

Response . The definition has been 
amended to make it clear that it is to 
be used only in conjunction with the 
term “local educational agency." 


Comment . A commenter suggested 
that the deAnitioivs of “equipment/’ “ma¬ 
terials,” and "supplies" were not In con¬ 
formity with the pattern reflected in the 
definitions of “personal property," “ex¬ 
pendable personal property." and "non¬ 
expendable personal property." 

Response. Many statutes under which 
the Office of Education provides assist¬ 
ance retain the concepts of “equipment." 
“materials," and “supplies." While the 
property management standards in the 
general provisions ‘Subpart L in Part 
100a and Part 100b> are based on the 
concept of expendable-nonexpendable 
personal property, it is useful to retain 
across-the-board definitions for the other 
terms as well. Therefore, no change is 
deemed necessary. 

Comment. A commenter suggested that 
tho definition of "fellowship" would 
cause confusion, since it Is not adequately 
differentiated from a "scholarship" 
(which is not defined), and is not char¬ 
acterized sufficiently as to form and 
source. 

Response . The definition has been 
deleted. 

2. Section 100a. 10 Scope. — Comment. 
Two commenters objected to the inclu¬ 
sion of the educational broadcasting fa¬ 
cilities program and the Corporation for 
Public Broadcasting under Part 100a 
(f 100a.l0<a)(14) >. One commenter sug¬ 
gested that overlapping requirements 
would result which would make the proc¬ 
essing of grant applications more diffi¬ 
cult. The other commenter felt that Part 
100a would defeat the purpose of the 


program by permitting States to use the 
Federal funds "as a part of a basic ap¬ 
propriation," rather than to supplement 
public television programming. 

Response, (a) The Corporation for 
Public Broadcasting was included in 
|100a.l0<&) (14) by inadvertence, since it 
is not a discretionary grant program ad¬ 
ministered by the Commissioner. The 
reference has been deleted. With respect 
to the possibility of overlapping require¬ 
ments, this will be avoided to the maxi¬ 
mum extent possible. 

(b) In response to second commenter. 
the general provisions do not overrule 
statutory provisions which govern in¬ 
dividual assistance programs 

(c) Pursuant to section 503 of the Ed¬ 
ucation Amendments of 1972 < Pub. L. 92- 
318), the regulations for the educational 
broadcasting facilities program will be 
published in the Federal Register as a 
notice of proposed rulemaking in the 
near future. It Is contemplated thot cer¬ 
tain provisions of Part 100a will be made 
inapplicable to the program, pursuant to 
S 100a.10(a). Persons interested in this 
program should submit their comments 
on its relationship to the general provi¬ 
sions at that time. 

3. Section 100a.16 Project descrip¬ 
tion. — Comment. A commenter objected 
to the information required In an appli¬ 
cation by I 100a. 16 regarding the project 
director and project staff, and the re¬ 
quirement in f 100a.260 (fi 100a 98 in the 
proposed rule), that the Commissioner 
be notified of changes in the project di¬ 
rector and key professional staff. The 
commenter felt that It should not be the 
function of the Office of Education to as¬ 
certain qualifications or expertise of per¬ 
sons managing Federal programs. 

Response. It Is felt that the qualifica¬ 
tions and expertise of the project director 
and his staff are central to the success of 
a project. The Office of Education is 
under on obligation to assist those proj¬ 
ects qualifying under Federal programs 
w’hich are most likely to meet the pur¬ 
poses of the legislation. Therefore, the 
requirements regarding the project di¬ 
rector and staff have not been changed. 

4. Section 100a.l8 Designation and cer¬ 
tification of agency to administer the 
project. — Comment. 8ect!on 100a.l8<b) 
requires that an application for Federal 
assistance gives assurance that it has 
been "adopted" by the applicant A com¬ 
menter has suggested that the term 
“adopted" is meaningless to nongovern¬ 
mental applicants. 

Response. Applications for assistance 
made to the Office of Education must 
come from the agencies, organizations, or 
institutions which are eligible under the 
particular statutory program. Individuals 
are not eligible applicants. In each case, 
the Office of Education must be assured 
that the applicant has taken whatever 
institutional steps are necessary to make 
the application its own. This is the intent 
of the term “adopted." No change in the 
regulation is deemed necessary. 

5. Section 100a.19 Cooperative arrange¬ 
ments. — Comment . A commenter ex¬ 
pressed concern that some institutions

nuiy not have authority to be a “Joint 
legal recipient**of a grant under 9 100a.l9 
(c). The commenter requested that an 
option be provided for a single recipient, 
with subgrants or subcontracts to other 
participants. 

Response. Section 100a. 19, as written, 
does not require Joint applications, nor 
does it preclude subcontracts. The stat¬ 
utes to which Part 100a applies do not 
authorize grantees to make subgrants, 
although they may enter Into service 
contracts. The regulation merely pro¬ 
vides an optional means which eligible 
parties may use to apply for funds, if 
they have the desire and authority to do 
so. No change has been made in tile regu¬ 
lation. 

6. Section 100a.20 Effective date of ap¬ 
proved project.—Comment. A commenter 
asked the Commissioner to retain the op¬ 
tion of approving preaward costs. 

Response. The regulation does not pre¬ 
clude preaward costs. If such costs were 
not incurred prior to the effective date set 
forth in the award document. It should 
be noted that the regulation does not re¬ 
quire that the effective date be the same 
as the date on which the award is signed. 
No change in the regulation is needed. 

7. Section 100a.28 Amendments .— 
Comment. A commenter objected to uni¬ 
lateral amendments by the Commissioner 
based on changes in regulations or 
policies. 

Response. The regulation has been 
amended to eliminate this requirement. 
Amendments may still be Initiated by the 
Commissioner if mandated by Federal 
appropriations or laws governing the 
award. 

8. Section 100a.30 Service contracts .— 
Comment. A commenter objected to the 
requirement that an application must be 
amended if the applicant wishes to con¬ 
tract out part of the work under the proj¬ 
ect. He suggested that prior approval of 
those contracts be required instead. 

Response. It should be noted that if the 
original application contained a state¬ 
ment of the applicant’s intent to enter 
Into service contracts, no later amend¬ 
ment would be necessary. Prior approval 
of service contracts by the Commissioner 
is precluded, except in very limited cir¬ 
cumstances. under Subpart I of Part 100a 
(Appendix E to Subchapter A in the pro¬ 
posed rule). The application and amend¬ 
ments to the application are the only way 
the Commissioner can exercise control 
over what entity actually performs under 
a grant or contract. No change in the 
regulation has been made. 

9. Section 100a.31 Preapplications .— 
Comment. A commenter stated that the 
general provisions would require submis¬ 
sion of a preapplication under the edu¬ 
cational broadcasting facilities program 
if the standards in OMB Circular No. 
A-102 were followed, and objected to this 
requirement. 

Response. Section 100a.31 makes the 
submission of a preapplication manda¬ 
tory only when required by the Com¬ 
missioner for a particular program. 
Section 100a.41 states, among other 
tilings, that a preapplication shall be used 
for construction projects where “the 


need for Federal funding exceeds $100.- 
000.** Section 100a.40 limits | 100a.41 by 
making it applicable only to State and 
local governments, as defined in $ 100.1, 
Therefore, except for construction proj¬ 
ects of State and local government which 
exceed $100,000. and programs where the 
C ommi ssioner has determined otherwise, 
preapplications are not required. No 
change In the regulation has been made. 

10. Section 100a.53 Payments. 
<i 100a.43 in the proposed rule). Com¬ 
ment. A commenter suggested that 
Treasury Department letters of credit be 
recognized as an approved method of 
payment. 

Response. The suggestion has been 
adopted in $5 100a.62 and 100a.63. 

11. Section 100a.54 Duration of proj¬ 
ect. (5 100a.44 in the proposed rule). 
Comment. A commenter suggested that 
there is an inconsistency between the 
concept of a “fiscal year" < defined in 
1 100.1) and 9 100a.54<b). which permits 
extension of the period for completing a 
project under certain circumstances. The 
commenter asked for “fiscal regulations 
that make for better management.*’ 

Response. Section 100a.54<b> provides 
for relief for recipients who run into spe¬ 
cial or unforeseen difficulties In com¬ 
pleting a project. Its procedures are not 
intended to substitute for good project 
management. No change in the regula¬ 
tion is necessary. As to the comment re¬ 
garding better fiscal management, it is 
hoped that the new Subparts which have 
been added to the regulations will be 
useful in meeting the commenter* re¬ 
quest Subparts E. P, O, and P in par¬ 
ticular contain fiscal management re¬ 
quirements. 

12. Section lOOa.55 Obligation by re¬ 
cipients. <5 100a.45 in the proposed rule). 
Comment . A commenter objected to the 
requirement that obligations be liqui¬ 
dated by recipients within one year fol¬ 
lowing the period for obligation, point¬ 
ing out that there is already a time limit 
for submitting fiscal reports. 

Response. The requirement objected 
to has been deleted. 

13. Subpart J — Bonding and Insur¬ 
ance (99 100a.120-100a.122) (J 100a 165 
in the proposed rule). Comment. A com¬ 
muter asked that recipients be per¬ 
mitted to carry the Insurance required 
of contractors under this section. 

Response. The only “insurance** re¬ 
quired of contractors under this regula¬ 
tion are performance and payment bonds 
for contracts under grants and subcon¬ 
tracts which exceed $100,000. It is felt 
that for these limited areas, the regula¬ 
tion should be retained as written. 

14. Section 100a.2l5 Nonexpendable 
personal property. <} 100a.200 in the pro¬ 
posed rule). Comment. A commenter 
asked whether Pub. L. 86-934 (the Orant 
Act) applies to Office of Education re¬ 
search agreements. 

Response . The Grant Act applies only 
to scientific research. For education pro¬ 
grams, section 436 of the General Educa¬ 
tion Provision Act (20 U.S.C. 1232e> gov¬ 
erns vesting of title and waiver of ac¬ 
countability for equipment only with 
respect to 8tate and local governments. 


15. Section 100a.261 Dual compensa¬ 
tion. (| 100a. 99 In the proposed rule). 
Comment. Two commenters felt that 
§ 100a. 99 would prevent an employee 
from being a consultant at a second 
institution. 

Response . Section 100a.261 will not 
prevent an employee from also being a 
consultant at a second project, even a 
second federally-assisted project. The 
regulation merely prohibits him from re¬ 
ceiving double payment for any given 
period of work. No change in the regula¬ 
tion Is necessary. 

16. Section 100a 263 Data-coUcction 
instruments. <| 100a.l01 in the proposed 
rule). Comment. A commenter asked that 
parental consent not be required for the 
instruments specified in ft 100a.263(b) 
(5 100a. 101(b) (2) (il) of the proposed 
rule). 

Response. The regulation has been 
amended to incorporate this suggestion 
Comment. A commenter requested that 
clearance of forms under § 100a.263 be 
limited to special cases where special 
protection is needed. 

Response . The regulation has been 
modified to provide that data collection 
instruments will only be submitted to 
and approved by the Commissioner upon 
request of the recipient or where the 
award specifically so provides. 

17. Section 100a.275 Coordination. 
(§ 100a.ll0 In the proposed rule). Com¬ 
ment. A commenter suggested that the 
coordination required under this regu¬ 
lation would be a complete impossibil¬ 
ity tor nongovernmental Institutions 

Response. The regulation has been 
amended by adding the phrase **to the 
extent feasible.” This change is intended 
to eliminate the possibility of imposing 
impossible conditions on a recipient, 
wiiile retaining the idea that a recipient 
must seek to avoid duplication of effort 
and to avail Itself of information re¬ 
garding current activities and knowledge 
in the field with which the project Is 
concerned. 

18. Section 100a.301 Standards. (Para¬ 
graph (h> of 9 100a.301 was 9 100a.278 in 
the proposed rule). Comment. Two com¬ 
menters objected to the requirement In 
9 100a.278 of the proposed rule that re¬ 
cipients other than State and local gov¬ 
ernments provide for independent audits 
of their records and activities. The com¬ 
menters felt that the expense of such 
audits would be prohibitive, and that 
Federal audits should be relied on 
Instead. 

Response. Section 100a.301(h> does 
not require audita by recipients other 
than State and local governments. The 
change conforms to Department policy 
set forth In 45 CFR 74.61(h) (38 FR 
26279TK 

19. SeHion 100a.481 Unexpended 
funds. <9 100a.281 In the proposed rule). 
Comment. X commenter stated that 
9 100a.481 "Is tiot clear regarding unex¬ 
pended funds.”\ 

Response. Section 100a.481 Is intended 
to provide for a situation where Federal 
funds have not been Obligated by a recip¬ 
ient pursuant to Its Napproved project, 
and, in the judgment\>f the CommLs- 
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itlon Is deemed 


•doner, will not be obligated for project 
D eposes. In such cases, the Commis¬ 
sioner may reduce the amount of Federal 
funds available for obligation, subject to 
the procedures >*et forth in 8 100a.495 
< termination and*u.speqs,ion for cause— 

* 100a.295 in the

^ Section 100a.483tyamer of law pro¬ 
hibited. <1 1008.283/ Ih the proposed 
rule). Comment. A commenter suggested 
that 8 100a.483 as written would prevent 
the Commissioner from ^mending his 
own regulation*. 

Response. The regulation has been 
amended to make it clear that regula¬ 
tions may be amended by the Commis¬ 
sioner through publication in the Fxa- 
ctal Rboistbr. 

21. Section 100a.494 Closeout. <Para¬ 
graph (b)<3) of 8 100a.494 contains the 
time requirement set forth In f 100a 280 
of the proposed rule). Comment. A com- 
menter asked that final fiscal reports be 
due 120 days after the expiration of a 
Rrant or contract, rather than the 90 
day* required under I 100a.280(b> of the 
proposed rule. The commenter stated 
that other HEW agencies use the 120-day 
rule, and suggested that consistency 
within HEW would be useful. 

Response. Under 45 CFR 74.11Ha)<3) 
<38 FR 26283 k The Department has 
nrlopted the 90-day term for final fiscal 
reports as an across-the-board policy. 
Therefore. 8 100a.494 need not be 
amended to achieve consistency within 
the Department. No change in the regu¬ 
lation is necessary. 

22. Section 100b.29 Budyct revision 
and minor deviations. — Comment. A 
commenter requested that procedures for 
budget deviation be left to the State 
agencies which administer the programs 
subject to Part 100b. 

Response. The regulation lias been re¬ 
vised in accordance with the comment. 

23. Section 100b.32 Effective dates of 
State plans and amendments.—Com¬ 
ment. Several commenters objected to 
the proposed rule that 8tate plans may 
not become effective prior to the date ap¬ 
proved by the Commissioner, and no 
earlier than the dAte the State plan is 
received by the Commissioner. The com¬ 
menters felt that the delays Involved 
would seriously hamper State agencies In 
administering these programs. 

Response. The regulation has been 
amended to provide that State plans 
shall be considered to be in effect on the 
date they are submitted to the Federal 
Government in substantially approvablc 
form, but no earlier than July 1 of the 
fiscal year for which they are submitted. 

24 Section 100b.58 Tuition and fees. 
<8 100b.51 in the proposed rule). Com¬ 
ment. A commenter felt that the regula¬ 
tion as proposed is ambiguous; that it is 
not clear whether Federal funds can or 
cannot be used to pay tuition and fees. 

Response. Section 100b.58 is Intended 
to serve two purposes. In a program 
where cost sharing Is required of a recipi¬ 
ent, the recipient Is prohibited from us¬ 
ing tuition or fees which it collects from 
students for all or part of the non-Fed- 
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oral share of costs of the project. The 
second purpose of the regulation is to 
prohibit the use of Federal funds to pay 
for costs which have already been paid 
for by tuition or fees paid by students to 
the recipient. If this rule were not ap¬ 
plied. the Federal funds. In effect, could 
be used for double payment of a particu¬ 
lar cost. No change in the regulation has 
been made. 

25. Section 100b.l58 Timeliness of 
work — Comment. A commenter felt that 
the State agency, rather than the Com¬ 
missioner. should notify recipients that 
funds have been awarded to the recipi¬ 
ents under the programs subject to Part 
100b. 

Response. The regulation has been re¬ 
vised in accordance with the commenter'* 
recommendation. . 

26> Section 100b.215 Nonexpendable 
personal property, 100b.200 in the pro¬ 
posed rule) Comment. A commenter ob¬ 
jected to the inventory requirements con¬ 
tained in |100b.215(d» <1> and (2) 

(8 100b.200<e> <1> and (2> in the pro¬ 
posed rule), stating that they are too 
stringent and would require additional 
manpower. The commenter asked that 
the “old regulations” be used and that an 
inventory be required only for items cost¬ 
ing $200 or more per unit. 

Response. Section 100b.215 applies only 
to “nonexpendable personal property." 
which is defined in 5 100.1 as tangible 
personal property costing $300 or more 
per unit. This means that 8 100b.215 is 
less extensive in coverage than a regula¬ 
tion would be which applies to items cost¬ 
ing $200 or more per unit. It should be 
noted that while the Inventory require¬ 
ments of 8 100b.215 do not apply to tan¬ 
gible personal property costing less than 
$300 per unit, an inventory must be main¬ 
tained for this property sufficient to en¬ 
able a recipient to account to the Com¬ 
missioner under I 100b.216 (8 100b.201 In 
the proposed rule), which governs ex¬ 
pendable personal property < defined in 
| 100 1). However, such an inventory 
need not meet the specific requirements 
of 8 I00b.215*d> <1) and <2>. as long as 
it is adequate to satisfy the recipient’s 
duty to account. No change in the regula¬ 
tion lias been made. 

Comment. A commenter objected to 
the provisions of the proposed rule 
(| 100b.200 <c) (2) and <d>) which would 
give the Commissioner the authority to 
order disposition of equipment, on the 
grounds that tills should be the function 
of Uie State agency under these pro¬ 
grams. 

Response. The regulation has been re¬ 
vised in accordance with the commentcr’s 
suggestion. 

27. Section 100c.3 Exceptions.—Com¬ 
ment. A commenter stated that the intent 
of 8 100c.3(b) Is not entirely clear. 

Response. Section 100c.3(b) Is intended 
to distinguish between the administrative 
funds which the State agency is granted 
to administer the Federal program, and 
program funds which the State agency 
may use under some Federal programs 
(Part B of the Education of the Handi¬ 
capped Act. for example) to operate 
projects directly. The latter are subject 
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to the limited indirect cost rate set forth 
in 8 I00c.2tb> <2>. State administrative 
funds are not subject to 8 100c.2<b)(2). 
No change in the regulation has been 
made. 

28. Appendix A~4 Allowable costs.— 
Comment. A commenter objected to the 
8 percent limitation on indirect costs for 
training programs. 

Response. As noted by the commenter, 
this rule lias been a long standing De¬ 
partment policy. To avoid Inconsistency 
within the Department, the Office of 
Education will retain the rule, but will 
forward the comment to appropriate De¬ 
partmental officials for their considera¬ 
tion. 

29. Appendix A-9 Applicability of 
State and local laws and institutional 
procedures. — Comment. A commenter 
stated that the language In this condition 
is “meaningless and confusing" to a non¬ 
governmental grantee. 

Response. Condition 0 is intended to 
make it dear that local laws and proce¬ 
dures which are designed for economical 
spending are not to be overruled by im¬ 
plication from the grant or Federal laws 
and regulation*. No change in the regula¬ 
tion is necessary. 

30 Appendix A-12 Patents—Com¬ 
ment. A commenter suggested that where 
an institutional agreement has been en¬ 
tered into with the Department, para¬ 
graphs <e>, <f). <g). and <h> should not 
apply. The commenter also asked for 
more limiting language under paragraph 
cf). to require patent agreements only 
from persons who may reasonably be 
expected to make inventions. 

Response . It is intended that para¬ 
graphs <e> through <h). inclusive, apply 
to a grant whether or not an institutional 
agreement has been entered into. With 
respect to potent agreements, it is felt 
that the slightly broader language In 
paragraph <f) as proposed will better 
serve to protect patent rights on behalf 
of the Federal Government. No change 
has been made. 

31. Appendix A-18 Labor standards.— 
Comment. A commenter asked that the 
condition be clarified by the insertion of 
the word* "as a direct cost." 

Response. The condition has been mod¬ 
ified in accordance with the commenter’* 
recommendation. 

32. Appendix A-22 Program Income .— 
Comment. A commenter objected to con¬ 
dition 22-b as being Inconsistent with In¬ 
stitutional agreements with the Depart¬ 
ment. 

Response. Condition 22-b has been de¬ 
leted. Program income will be governed 
by Subpart M of Part 100a, which Is con¬ 
sistent with Department policy set forth 
in 45 CFR 74 <38 FR 26274>. 

S3. Subchnptcr A General.—Comment. 
A commenter objected to the application 
of standards from OMB Circular No A- 
102 to recipient* other than 8tote and 
local governments. The commenter felt 
that some of the standards were designed 
only for government agencies, and could 
not be applied across-the-board to other 
types of recipient*. 

Response. In preparing Part 74 of Title 
45 of the Code of Federal Regulation*. 
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the Department, as a matter of policy, 
has made certain provisions of the OMB 
Circular not applicable to entitles other 
than State and local governments. In im¬ 
plementing 45 CFR Part 74, the Office of 
Education will also make these standards 
inapplicable to recipients other than 
State and local governments. See for ex¬ 
ample $$ 100a.105 and 100a.l07. In other 
cases, the Department has determined 
that HEW agencies may apply the stand¬ 
ards to all recipients. The Office of Edu¬ 
cation feels that uniform standards, 
where feasible, are in the best interests of 
good management and economy, and will 
follow the Department s lead in this re¬ 
gard. Where a regulation In Subchapter 
A is intended to apply only to State and 
local governments, the regulation specif¬ 
ically so states. 

Comment . A commenter objected to 
the manner In which the general provi¬ 
sions were presented to the public for 
comment. The commenter felt that for 
each section of the regulations, an anal¬ 
ysis should be presented which would 
show how conclusions were reached 
which resulted in the regulation. 

Response. As noted in the preamble to 
the proposed rule <38 FR 10386), the gen¬ 
eral provisions derive from two primary 
sources: (1) pre-existing regulations of 
the Office of Education, and (2) OMB 
Circular No. A-102. The prior Office of 
Education regulations which formed the 
basis for the general provisions are those 
which arc being revoked by this docu¬ 
ment. By referring to those sections in 
the Code of Federal Regulations, Title 45. 
commenters were able to compare the 
policies in the general provisions with the 
previous policies of the Office of Educa¬ 
tion. The extensive number of comments 
received by the Office of Education an the 
regulations would seem to indicate that 
this method of presentation was ade¬ 
quate to apprise interested parties of 
matters on which they might wish to 
comment. The comments received were 
helpful in formulating the final regula¬ 
tions. as evidenced by the number of 
changes based on the comments noted 
above. 

Numerous typo¬ 
graphical and technical corrections have 
been made.

PART 100—GENERAL 
§ 100.1 Definition*. 

As used in this chapter (except as 
otherwise defined by an applicable 
statute or regulation): 

"Acquisition" means assumption of 
ownership (including the receipt of 
gifts) and necessary delivery, and in¬ 
cludes purchase, lease, or lease-purchase. 

"Applicant" means an eligible party 
seeking Federal financial assistance. The 
term includes an offeror for a contract, 
as well as an applicant for a grant. 

"Application** means applications for 
grants and offers from eligible parties to 
enter into contracts with the Federal 
Government. 

"Budget period" means the interval of 
time Into which an approved activity is 
divided for budgetary purposes. 

"Commissioner" means the UB. Com¬ 
missioner of Education. 

"Deportment" means the UB. Depart¬ 
ment of Health, Education, and Welfare. 

"Elementary school" means a day or 
residential school which provides ele¬ 
mentary education, as determined under 
State law, and "Elementary school level" 
means the educational level at which 
elementary education is provided, as 
determined under State law. 

"Equipment*’ includes machinery and 
includes all other items of tangible per¬ 
sonal property necessary for the func¬ 
tioning of a particular facility as a facil¬ 
ity for the provision of educational and 
related services, including items such as 
instructional equipment and necessary 
furniture, printed, published, and audio¬ 
visual instructional materials, and books, 
periodicals, documents, and other related 
materials. Equipment does not include 
"supplies" (as defined in this section). 

"Expendable personal property** 
means all tangible personal property 
other than nonexpendable personal prop¬ 
erty (as defined in this section). 
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RULES AND REGULATIONS 


•‘Fiscal year’* means a period begin¬ 
ning on July 1 and ending on the follow¬ 
ing June 30. (A fiscal year is designated 
in accordance with the calendar year in 
which the ending date of the fiscal year 
occurs.) 

•*OEPA ,# means the General Education 
Provisions Act. title IV of Public Law 90- 
247, as amended. 

“Grant period” means the period dur¬ 
ing which costs may be charged against 
a grant. 

“Materials’* means those items which 
with reasonable care and use may be 
expected to last for more than 1 year 
and are suitable for and are to be used 
in providing instruction under approved 
activities receiving Federal assistance. 
The term includes such items as audio 
and video tapes; discs; slides and trans¬ 
parencies; films and filmstrips; books; 
models and mockups; pamphlets; period¬ 
icals for indefinite retention in reference 
collections, and other printed and pub¬ 
lished materials such as maps, globes, 
and charts. The term docs not include 
such items as textbooks or chemicals, 
glassware and other supplies which are 
consumed in use. 

“Minor remodeling" means minor al¬ 
terations in a previously completed build¬ 
ing which arc needed to make effective 
use of equipment or personnel. The term 
may also include the extension of utility 
lines, such as water and electricity, from 
points beyond the confines of the spaces 
in which the minor remodeling is under¬ 
taken but within the confines of such 
previously completed building. The term 
docs not include building construction, 
structural alterations to buildings, 
building maintenance, or repair, 

“Nonexpendable personal property" 
means tangible personal property, in¬ 
cluding equipment, having a useful life 
of more than 1 year and an acquisi¬ 
tion cost of $300 or more per unit. 

“Nonprofit," as applied to a school, 
agency, organization, or institution, 
means a school, agency, organization, or 
Institution owned and operated by one 
or more nonprofit corporations or asso¬ 
ciations no part of the net earnings of 
which inures, or may lawfully inure, to 
the benefit of any private shareholder 
or individual. 

“Personal property" means property of 
any kind, tangible or intangible, except 
real property. 

“Preschool" means the educational 
level from a child’s birth to the time at 
which elementary education is provided 
as determined under State law. 

“Private" means not under public 
supervision or control. 

“Program” means an overall plan with 
resj>ect to Federal funds made available 
during a fiscal year, which plan is in¬ 
tended to be put into effect by the recip¬ 
ient through one or more projects. The 
terra does not include a Federal program 
of assistance. 

• Project" means an activity, or set of 
activities designed to meet the purposes 
of the applicable Federal program. 

“Project period" means the total pe¬ 
riod of time for which a project is ap¬ 
proved for support with Federal funds. 

“Public agency” means a legally con¬ 


stituted organization of government un¬ 
der public administrative control and 
direction, but does not include agencies 
of the Federal Government. 

“Recipient" means the agency, insti¬ 
tution, or organization receiving Federal 
financial assistance including subgrant¬ 
ees (as defined In this section) but does 
not include contractors who receive funds 
from the recipient pursuant to a grant or 
contract awarded by the Commissioner. 

“Secondary school" means a day or 
residential school which provides second¬ 
ary education, as determined under State 
law. except that it does not include any 
education provided beyond grade 12. and 
“Secondary school level"' means the edu¬ 
cational level (not beyond grade 12) at 
which secondary education is provided, 
as determined under State law. 

“Secretary" means the Secretary of 
Health, Education, and Welfare. 

“Service function", with respect to a 
local educational agency, means an edu¬ 
cational service which Is performed by a 
legal entity, such as an Intermediate 
agency, whose jurisdiction does not ex¬ 
tend to the whole of the State and which 
is authorized to provide consultative, 
advisory, or educational program services 
to public elementary or secondary 
schools, or which has regulatory func¬ 
tions over agencies having administra¬ 
tive control or direction of public ele¬ 
mentary or secondary schools, rather 
than a service which is performed by a 
cultural or educational resource. 

As used In this subchapter the term 
“State and local governments" shall be 
determined according to the following 
definitions: 

(a) “State" means any of the several 
States of the United States, the District 
of Columbia, the Commonwealth of 
Puerto Rico, any territory or possession 
of the United States, or any agency or 
Instrumentality of a State exclusive of 
State institutions of higher education 
and hospitals. 

<b> “Local government” means a local 
unit of government including specifically 
a county, municipality, city. town, town¬ 
ship, school district, local public author¬ 
ity, special district, intrastate district, 
council of governments, sponsor group 
representative organization, and other 
regional or interstate government entity, 
or any agency or instrumentality of a 
local government exclusive of institutions 
of higher education and hospitals. 

“Subgrant" means an award of money 
paid by a recipient as financial assistance 
pursuant to a grant awarded by the 
Commissioner. 

“Subgrantee" means the agency, insti¬ 
tution. or organization to which a sub¬ 
grant is made and which is accountable 
to the recipient for the use of the funds 
provided. 

"Supplies" means those nonequipment 
items of tangible personal property which 
are consumed in use or which may not 
reasonably be expected to last longer 
than 1 year. 

“Works of art" means those items, 
which may be in the nature of fixtures, 
that are incorporated in facilities pri¬ 
marily because of their esthetic value. 
The cost of a work of art which is in 


the nature of a fixture shall be the esti¬ 
mated additional cost of incorporating 
those special esthetic features which ex¬ 
ceed the general requirements of excel¬ 
lence of architecture and design.

<b) Valuation of donated real or tan¬ 
gible personal property or use thereof — 
(1) Donation of title. If the donor trans¬ 
fers title to the property, the amount to 
be allowed as matching or cost sharing 
shall be determined as if the recipient 
had purchased the property and had paid 
the fair market value of the property at 
the time of transfer. 

(2) Donation of use. If only use of the 
property is donated, and the donor re¬ 
tains title, the amount to be allowed as 
matching or cost sharing shall be deter¬ 
mined as If the recipient had rented the 
property and had paid the property's fair 
rental value. 

The Commissioner may 
require that the value of real property be 
established by an independent appraise.’

Subpart I—Procurement Standards 
{ 100a. 100 Scope of subpart. 

This subpart provides standards for 
use by recipients in establishing pro¬ 
cedures for the procurement of supplies, 
equipment, construction, and other serv¬ 
ices whose cost is borne in whole or in 
part as a direct charge by the Federal 
Government. These standards are fur¬ 
nished to insure that such materials and 
services are obtained in an effective man¬ 
ner and in compliance with the provi¬ 
sions of applicable Federal law and 
Executive Orders.

§ 1 00a. 101 General. 

(a) Recipients may use their own pro¬ 
curement policies provided that procure¬ 
ments whose cost is borne In whole or in 
part as a direct charge by the Federal 
Government adhere to the standards set 
forth in tills subpart. 

(b) The standards contained in this 
subpart do not relieve the recipient of 
the responsibilities arising under its con¬ 
tracts. The recipient is the responsible 
authority regarding the settlement and 
satisfaction of all contractual and ad¬ 
ministrative Issues arising out of pro¬ 
curements entered into in support of a 
grant or contract. This includes but is 
not limited to: Disputes, claims, protests 
of award, source evaluation, or other 
matters of a contractual nature.

<d> The type of procuring Instruments 
used (i.e., fixed-price contracts, cost re¬ 
imbursable contracts, purchase orders, 
incentive contracts, etc.), shall be appro¬ 
priate for the particular procurement 
and for promoting the purposes of the 
project or program involved. The "cost- 
plus-a-percentage-of-cost” method of 
contracting shall not be used. 

(e) II the recipient is a State or local 
government, formal advertising, with 
adequate purchase description, sealed 
bids, and public openings shall be the 
required method of procurement unless 
negotiation pursuant to i 100a. 105 is nec¬ 
essary to accomplish sound procurement. 
However, procurements of $2,500 or less 
need not be so advertised unless other¬ 
wise required by State or local law or 
regulations. When formal advertising is 
employed by the State or local govern¬ 
ment: 

(1) The awards shall be made to the 
responsible bidder whose bid U respon¬ 
sive to the Invitation and Is most advan¬ 
tageous to the State or local government, 
price and other factors considered. Fac¬ 
tors such as discounts, transportation 
costs, and taxes may be considered in 
determining the lowest bid. 

(2) Invitations for bids shall clearly 
set forth all requirements which the bid¬ 
der must fulfill In order lor his bid to be 


evaluated by the State or local govern¬ 
ment. 

(3) Any or all bids may be rejected 
when it is in the State or local govern¬ 
ment’s Interest to do so. and such rejec¬ 
tions are in accordance with applicable 
State or local law, rules, and regulations.

vert their accounting systems to the ac¬ 
crual basis; they may develop the ac¬ 
crual Information through an analysis 
of the documentation on hand or on the 
basis of best estimates. 

<b) Records which Identify ade¬ 
quately the source and application of 
funds for grant- or contract-supported 
activities. These records shall contain in¬ 
formation pertaining to grant or con¬ 
tract awards and authorizations, obliga¬ 
tions, unobligated balances, assets, lia¬ 
bilities. outlays, and income. 

<c> Effective control over and ac¬ 
countability for all grant or contract 
funds, and real and personal property 
acquired with grant or contract funds. 
Grantees and contractors shall ade¬ 
quately safeguard all such property and 
shall assure that it is used solely for au¬ 
thorized purposes. 

(d) Comparison of actual with budg¬ 
eted amounts for each grant or con¬ 
tract. and. when specifically required by 
the performance reporting requirements 
of the grant or contract, relation of fi¬ 
nancial Information with performance 
or productivity data, including the pro¬ 
duction of unit cost information. 

<e) Procedures to minimize the time 
elapsing between the transfer of funds 
from the UB. Treasury and the disburse¬ 
ment by the recipient, whenever cash 
is advanced by the Federal Government. 
When advances are made by a letter-of- 
credit method, the recipient shall make 
drawdowns from the U.S. Treasury 
through its commercial bank as clcce as 
possible to the time of making the dis¬ 
bursements. 

Cf) Procedures for determining the al¬ 
lowability and allocabllity of costs in ac¬ 
cordance with the applicable cost prin¬ 
ciples prescribed by Subpart O of this 
part. 

(g) Accounting records which are sup¬ 
ported by source documentation. 

(h) (1) If the grantee or contractor is 
a State or local government, audits to 
be made by the State or local govern¬ 
ment or at its direction to determine, at 
a minimum, the fiscal integrity of grant 
or contract financial transactions and 
reports, and the compliance with the 
terms and conditions of the grant or 
contract. The grantee or contractor will 
schedule such audits with reasonable 
frequency, usually annually, but not less 
frequently than once every two years, 
considering the nature, size, and com¬ 
plexity of the activity, 

(2) Recipients other than 8tate and 
local governments ore encouraged, but 
not required, to meet the standards set 
forth In subparagraph (1) of this para¬ 
graph.

Subpart P—Financial Reporting 
Requirements

As used in this subpart and in the 
forms identified by this subpart: 

“Accrued expenditures” are the 
charges incurred by the recipient dur¬ 
ing a given period requiring the pro¬ 
vision of funds for: (a) Goods and other 
tangible property received; <b> services 
performed by employees, contractors, 
and other payees; and (c) amounts be¬ 
coming owed under programs for which 
no current services or performance are 
required. 

“Accrued income” L* the earnings dur¬ 
ing a given period which is a source of 
funds resulting from (a) services per¬ 
formed by the recipient, (b) goods and 
other tangible property delivered to pur¬ 
chasers, and (c) amounts becoming owed 
to the recipient for which no current 
services or performances are required by 
the recepient. 

“Disbursements’* are payments in cash 
or by check. 

“Federal funds authorized" repre¬ 
sents the total amount of the Federal 
funds authorized for obligations and 
establishes the celling for obligation of 
Federal funds. This amount may Include 
any authorized carryover of unobligated 
funds from prior fiscal years. 

“In-kind contributions" represent the 
value of noncash contributions pro¬ 
vided by the recipient or third parties. 
In-kind contributions may consist of 
charges for real property and nonex¬ 
pendable personal property, and value 
of goods and services directly benefiting 
and specifically Identifiable to the fed¬ 
erally supported activity. Unless other¬ 
wise authorized by Federal legislation, 
charges for property purchased wholly 
with Federal funds, and charges based 
on the Federal share of the value of prop¬ 
erty purchased partly with Federal funds, 
may not be considered as the recipient's 
in-kind contributions. 

“Obligations" are the amounts of or¬ 
ders placed, contracts awarded, services 
received, and similar transactions during 
a given period, which will require pay¬ 
ment during the same or a future period 

“Outlays" represent charges made to 
the project or program. Outlays may be 
reported on a cash or accrued expendi¬ 
ture basis. 

“Program income" represents earn¬ 
ings by the recipient realized from the 
federally supported activities as a result 
of the grant or contract. Such earning? 
exclude interest income and may include 
but will not be limited to, income from 
service fees, sale of commodities, usage 
or rental fees, sale of assets purchased 
with grant or contract funds, and royal¬ 
ties on patents and copyrights. Program 
income may be reported on a cash or 
accrued income basis. 

“Unobligated balance" is the portion of 
the funds authorized by the Commls- 
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s loner which has not been obligated by 
the recipient and is determined by de¬ 
ducting the cumulative obligations from 
the funds authorized. 

"Unpaid obligations" represent the 
amount of obligations incurred by the re¬ 
cipient which have not been paid.

(a> Only those forms specified in 
99 100a 403 through 100a.406, inclusive, 
and such supplementary’ or other forms 
as may from time to time be authorized 
by the Commission, may be used:

The Commissioner 
may choose not to require the Financial 
Status Report when the Request for Ad¬ 
vance or Reimbursement (see 9 100a.405)

The basis used by a recipient must 
be consistent for all grants and contracts. 

<c> Frequency. For research project 
grants and contracts, reports shall be 
submitted annually, and a final report 
shall be submitted upon completion or 
termination of Federal support. For all 
other types of grants and contracts, the 
Commissioner will prescribe the fre¬ 
quency of the report, considering the size 
and complexity of the particular pro¬ 
gram. However, the report will not be 
required more frequently than quarterly, 
or les6 frequently than annually, and a 
final report is required upon completion 
or termination of Federal support. 
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<d) Due date . When reports are re¬ 
quired on a quarterly or semi-annual 
basis, they shall be due thirty days after 
the end of the specified reporting period. 
When required on an annual basis, they 
shall be due ninety days after the end of 
the grant or contract year. Final reports 
shall be due ninety days after the com¬ 
pletion or termination of Federal support. 
Justified requests from individual recipi¬ 
ents for extension of reporting due dates 
will be approved whenever feasible.

The State agency shall establish pro¬ 
curement procedures which provide for, 
as a minimum, the following: 

(a) Proposed procurement actions 
shall be reviewed by appropriate officials 
of the State agency to avoid purchasing 
unnecessary or duplicative items. Where 
appropriate, an analysis shall be made of 
lease and purchase alternatives to deter; 
mine which would be the most economi¬ 
cal, practical procurement. 

<b) Invitations for bids or requests for 
proposals shall be based upon a clear and 
accurate description of the technical re¬ 
quirements for the material, product, or 
service to be procured. Such description 
shall not, in competitive procurements, 
contain features which unduly restrict 
competition. "Brand name or equal** de¬ 
scription may be used as a means to de¬ 
fine the performance or other salient re¬ 
quirements of a procui*ement and, when 
so used, the specific features of the 
named brand which must be met by of¬ 
ferors should be clearly specified. 

<c> Positive efforts shall be made by 
the State agency to utilize small business 
and minority-owned business sources of 
supplies and services. Such efforts should 


allow these sources the maximum feasi¬ 
ble opportunity to compete for contracts 
to be performed under Federal grants. 

(d) The type of procuring instruments 
used (l.e., fixed-price contracts, cost re¬ 
imbursable contracts, purchase orders, 
incentive contracts, etc.) shall be appro¬ 
priate for the particular procurement 
and for promoting the purposes of the 
Federal program involved. The "cost- 
plus-a-percentage-of-cost** method of 
contracting shall not be used. 

(e) Formal advertising, with adequate 
purchase description, sealed bids, and 
public openings shall be the required 
method of procurement unless negotia¬ 
tion pursuant to 9 100b.l05 is necessary 
to accomplish sound procurement. How¬ 
ever. procurements of $2,500 or less need 
not be so advertised unless otherwise re¬ 
quired by State or local law or regula¬ 
tions. When formal advertising is em¬ 
ployed: 

<1> The awards shall be made to the 
responsible bidder whose bid is respon¬ 
sive to the invitation and Is most ad¬ 
vantageous to the State agency, price 
and other factors considered. Factors 
such as discounts, transportation costs, 
and taxes may be considered in deter¬ 
mining the lowest bid. 

(2) Invitations for bids shall clearly 
set forth all requirements which the 
bidder must fulfill in order for his bid to 
be evaluated by the State agency. 

(3) Any or all bids may be rejected 
when it is In the State agency’s interest 
to do so, and such rejections are in ac¬ 
cordance with applicable State or local 
law, rules, and regulations.

(7) The purchases are for highly 
perishable materials or medical sup¬ 
plies, for material or services where the 
prices are established by law. for tech¬ 
nical items or equipment requiring 
standardization and Inter-change¬ 
ability of parts with existing equipment, 
for experimental, developmental or 


research work, for supplies purchased 
for authorized resale, and for technical 
or specialized supplies requiring sub¬ 
stantial initial investment for manu¬ 
facture: or 

(8) Negotiation Is otherwise author¬ 
ized by applicable Federal, State, or local 
law. rules or regulations. 

<b> Notwithstanding the existence of 
circumstances Justifying negotiation, 
competition shall be obtained to the 
maximum extent practicable.

If the 
acquisition cost of the property was 
borne partly by Federal funds, the recip¬ 
ient may be relieved of accountability to 
the Federal Government with respect to 
the Federal interest hi the property by 
compensating the Federal Government 
for its fair share of the current value of 
the property, or If the grantee no longer 
needs the property, by selling It and 
compensating the Federal Government 
for it* fair share of the sales proceeds. 

(2) The amount of compensation to 
the Federal Government under subpar¬ 
agraph (1) of tills paragraph shall be 
computed by applying the percentage of 
Federal participation in the cost of the 
project or program for which the prop¬ 
erty was acquired to the property's cur¬ 
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rent fair market value (If the recipient 
retains the property) or to the proceeds 
from sale (if the recipient sells the prop¬ 
erty). In most cases, the real property 
will have been acquired under an award 
whose purpose was to assist the recipient 
in acquiring the property.

(1) If the property had an acquisition 
cost of less than $500 per unit and has 
been used 4 years or more, the recipient 
may use the property without reimburse¬ 
ment to the Federal Government or sell 
the property and retain the proceeds. 

(11) For all of such property not cov¬ 
ered under subparagraph (3)(i> of this 
paragraph, the recipient may retain the 
property for its own use provided that a 
fair compensation is made to the Federal 
Government for the Federal share of the 
property. The amount of such compen¬ 
sation shall be computed by applying the 
percentage of Federal participation in 
the cost of the project to the current fair 
market value of the property. 

(c) Disposition. —If the recipient has 
no need for the property, disposition of 
the property shall be made as follows: 

<1> If the property had an acquisition 
cost of $1,000 or less per unit (except for 
property covered under paragraph (b) 

(3) (1) of this section) the recipient shall 
sell the property and reimburse the Fed¬ 
eral Government in accordance with sub- 
paragraph (2) (111) of this paragraph. 

(2) If the property had an acquisition 
cost of over $1,000 per unit, the recipient 
shall request disposition instructions 
from the State agency. The State agency 
will issue Instructions to the recipient 
within 120 days following the receipt of 
such request and the following proce¬ 
dures shall govern: 


<D If the recipient Is instructed to 
ship the property elsewhere, the recipient 
will be reimbursed by the State agency 
with an amount which is computed by 
applying the percentage of the recipi¬ 
ent’s participation In the project to the 
current fair market value of the prop¬ 
erty. plus any shipping or interim storage 
costs Incurred. 

<U> If the recipient is instructed to 
otherwise dispose of the property, the 
roclpent will be reimbursed by the State 
agency for the costs incurred in such 
disposition. 

(ill) If disposition instructions are not 
Issued within the 120-day period speci¬ 
fied in subparagraph (2) of this para¬ 
graph. the recipient shall sell the 
property and reimburse the Federal 
Government with an amount which is 
computed by applying the percentage of 
Federal participation in the project to 
the sales proceeds. The recipient may, 
however, deduct and retain from thxu 
amount $100 or 10 percent of the pro¬ 
ceeds, whichever is greater, for the recip¬ 
ient's selling and handling expense*. 

(d) Property management stand¬ 
ards. —Recipients' property management 
standards for nonexpendable personal 
property shall also include the following 
procedural requirements: 

(1) Property records shall be main¬ 
tained accurately and provide for: d> A 
description of the property; <ii> manu¬ 
facturer's serial number or other Identi¬ 
fication number; (ill) acquisition date 
and cost; (iv) source of the property;

If the grantee tcimburses the Federal

(2) A physical inventory of property 
shall be taken and the results reconciled 
with the property records at least once 
every 2 years to verify the existence, cur¬ 
rent utilization, and continued need for 
the property. 

(3) A control system shall be in effect 
to insure adequate safeguards to prevent 
loss, damage, or theft of the property. 
Any loss, damage, or theft of nonexpend¬ 
able property shall be Investigated and 
fully documented. The recipient shall be 
responsible for replacing or repairing 
(with funds of such recipient) property 
w'hlch is lost, damaged, or destroyed due 
to the negligence of the recipient. 

(4) Adequate maintenance procedures 
shall be implemented to keep the prop¬ 
erty In good condition. 

(5) Proper sales procedures shall be 
established foT unneeded property which 
would provide for competition to the ex¬ 
tent practicable and result in the highest 
possible return.

best estimates. 

< b) Records which identify adequately 
the source and application of funds for 
grant- or subgrant-supported activities. 
These records shall contain Information 
pertaining to grant or subgrant awards 
and authorizations, obligations, unobli¬ 
gated balances, assets, liabilities, out¬ 
lays. and income. 

(c) Effective control over and account¬ 
ability for all grant or subgrant funds, 
and real and personal property acquired 
with grant or subgrant funds. Grantees 
and subgrantees shall adequately safe¬ 
guard all such property and shall assure 
that it is used solely for authorized pur¬ 
poses.

supported by source documentation 

(h) Audits to be made by the State 
agency or subgrantee or at its direction 
to determine, at a minimum, the fiscal 
integrity of grant or subgrant financial 
transactions and reports, and the com¬ 
pliance with applicable statutes, regula¬ 
tions, and terms and conditions of the 
grant or subgram. The grantee or sub- 
grantee will schedule such audits with 
reasonable frequency, usually' annually, 
but not less frequently than once every' 
two years, considering the nature, size 
and complexity of the activity.

amounts becoming owed under programs 
for which no current services or per¬ 
formance are required. 

"Accrued income" is the earnings dur¬ 
ing a given period which is a source of 
funds resulting from (a) services per¬ 
formed by the State agency, (b) goods 
and other tangible property delivered to 
purchasers, and (c) amounts becoming 
owned to the State agency for which no 
current services or performance are re¬ 
quired by the State agency. 

"Disbursements" are payments in cash 
or by check. 

"Federal funds authorized" represents 
the total amount of the Federal funds 
authorized for obligations and estab¬ 
lishes the ceiling for obligation of Fed- 
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eral funds. Tills amount may Include any 
authorized carryover of unobligated 
Kinds from prior fiscal years. 

•In-kind contributions'* represent the 
value of noncash contributions provided 
by the State agency or third parties. In- 
kind contributions may consist of 
charges for real property and nonex¬ 
pendable personal property, and value 
of goods and services directly benefiting 
^nd specifically identifiable to the fed¬ 
erally-supported activity. Unless other¬ 
wise authorized by Federal legislation, 
charges for property purchased wholly 
with Federal funds, and charges based on 
the Federal share of the value of prop¬ 
erty purchased partly with Federal 
funds, may not be considered as the State 
agency's in-kind contributions. 

• Obligations’* are the amounts of or¬ 
ders placed, contracts and grants 
awarded, services received, and similar 
transactions during a given period, 
which will require payment during the 
same or a future period. 

Outlays" represent charges made to 
the grant project or program. Outlays 
may be reported on a cash or accrued 
expenditure basis. 

• Program income’* represents earnings 
by the recipient realized from the fed¬ 
erally-supported activities as a result of 
the irrant. Such earnings exclude inter¬ 
est income and may include, but will not 
be limited to. Income from service fees, 
sale of commodities, usage or rental fees, 
sale of assets purchased with grant 
funds, and royalties on patents and copy¬ 
rights. Program income may be reported 
on a cash or accrued Income basis. 

• Unobligated balance" is the portion 
of the funds authorized by the Commis¬ 
sioner which has not been obligated by 
the State agency and is determined by 
deducting the cumulative obligations 
from the funds authorized. 

unpaid obligations" represent the 
amount of obligations incurred by the 
State agency which have not been paid.

The Commissioner may choose 
not to require the Financial Status Re¬ 
port when the Request for Advance or

<b> Accounting basis. Each State 
agency shall report outlays and program 
Income on the same accounting basis, 
i.e., cash or accrued expenditure < ac¬ 
crual V, which it used in maintaining its 
accounting records. The basis used by a 
State agency must be consistent for all 
grants. 

(c) Frequency, For research project 
grants, reports shall be submitted an¬ 
nually. and a final report shall be sub¬ 
mitted upon completion or termination 
of Federal support. For all other types of 
grants, the Commissioner will prescribe 
the frequency of the report, considering 
the size and complexity of the particular 
program. However, the report will not be 
required more frequently than quarterly 
or less frequently than annually, and a 
final report Is required upon completion 
or termination of Federal support. 

(d> Due date. When reports are re¬ 
quired on a quarterly or semi-annual 
basis, they shall be due thirty days after 
the end of the specified reporting period. 
When required on an annual basis, they 
shall be due ninety days after the end of 
the grant year. Final reports shall be due 
ninety days after the completion or 
termination of Federal support. Justified 
requests from individual 8tate agencies 
for extension of reporting due dates will 
be approved whenever feasible.

such activity is a service function (such 
as accounting, payroll, and personnel) 
normally provided at the district level 
but is physically located elsewhere for 
convenience or better management, in 
which case it shall be so Included). Ex¬ 
penditures for the board of education or 
other governing body of the school dis¬ 
trict, for the compensation of the chief 
administrative officer of the school dis¬ 
trict and of each of the schools of the 
district, and for the operation of their 
immediate offices, are not to be included 
as administrative charges for the pur¬ 
poses of this paragraph and are not to be 
charged to the Federal program involved 
on an indirect or direct cost basis.

Appxnorx B—Cost Principles for State as* 
Local Govern mints 

FART I-GENERAL 

A. Purpose and scope. —I. Obfactives. —Thla 
appendix sets forth principles for determin¬ 
ing the allowable costs of programs adminis¬ 
tered by 8tate and local governments under 
grants from and contracts with the Federal 
Government. The principles are for the pur¬ 
pose of cost determination and are not In¬ 
tended to Identify the circumstances or dic¬ 
tate the extent of Federal and State or local 
participation In the financing of a particular 
grant. They are designed to provide that fed¬ 
erally assisted programs bear their fair share 
of costs recognized under these principles, 
except where restricted or prohibited by law 
No provision for profit or other Increment 
above cost Is Intended. 

2. Policy guides. —The application of thew 
principles Is based on the fundamental prem¬ 
ises that: 

a. State and local governments are respon¬ 
sible for the efficient and effective adminis¬ 
tration of grant and contract program 
through the application of sound maimt-e- 
ment practices. 

b. The grantee or contractor assumes the 
responsibility for seeing that federally as¬ 
sisted program funds have been expended 
and accounted for consistent with underlying 
agreements and program objectives. 

c. Each grantee or contractor organizat&or.. 
In recognition of Its own unique combination 
of staff facilities and experience, will have 
the primary responsibility for employing 
whatever form of organization and manage¬ 
ment techniques may be necessary to assure 
proper and efficient administration. 

3. Application. —These principles will bo 
applied in determining costs incurred by 
State and local governments under Federal 
grants and cost reimbursement type con¬ 
tracts (including subgrants and subcon¬ 
tracts) except those with (a) publicly 
financed educational Instltuilorui subject to 
appendix C to this subchapter and (b) pub¬ 
licly owned hospitals snd other providers of 
medical care. 

B. Definitions. 1. ’’Approval or authoriza¬ 
tion of the grantor Federal agency” means 
documentation evidencing consent prior to 
Incurring specific cost. 

2. ’’Cost allocation plan” means the docu¬ 
mentation Identifying, accumulating, snd 
distributing allowable costs under gran's 
and contracts together with the allocation 
methods used. 
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3 cost.” as used herein, means cost as 
determined on a cash, accrual, or other basis 
Acceptable to the Federal grantor agency as 
a discharge of the grantee’s accountability 
tor Federal funds. 

4 “Coat objective'* means a pool, center, 
or area established for the accumulation of 
ccet. Such areas Include organizational 
units, functions, objects or Items of expense, 
a* well as ultimate coat objectives including 
specific grants, projects, contracts, and other 
Activities. 

5 "Federal agency” means the US. Office 

ci Education. 

6 Grant” means an agreement between 
the Federal Government and a State or local 
government whereby the Federal Govern¬ 
ment provides funds or aki In kind to carry 
out specified programs, services, or activities. 
The principles and policies stated in this 
Appendix as applicable to grants In general 
also apply to any federally sponsored coat 
reimbursement type of agreement performed 
by a State or local government. Including 
contracts, subcontracts and subgrants. 

7. “Grant program” means those activities 
and operations of the grantee which aro nec¬ 
essary to carry out the purposes of the grant. 
Including any portion of the program fi¬ 
nanced by the grantee. 

8. Grantee” means the department or 
agency of State or local government which 
b responsible for administration of the grant. 

D, "Local unit” means any political sub¬ 
division of government below the State level. 

10. "Other State or local agencies” means 
department* or agencies ot the State or local 
unit which provide goods, facilities, and serv¬ 
ice?} to a grantee. 

11. ' Services.” as used herein, means goods 
an l facilities, as well as services. 

12. "Supporting services” means auxiliary 
functions necessary to sustain the direct ef¬ 
fort involved in administering a grant pro¬ 
gram or an activity providing service to the 
grant program. These services may be cen¬ 
tralized in the grantee department or in some 
other agency, and include procurement, pay¬ 
roll, personnel functions, maintenance and 
operation of space, data processing, account¬ 
ing. budgeting, auditing, mall and messenger 
Krvicee. and the like. 

C. Basic guidelines.— 1- Factors affecting 
<iiJ.iv ability of costs.—To be allowable under 
a grant program, costs must meet the fol¬ 
lowing general criteria: 

a. Be neoeseary and reasonable for proper 
and efficient administration of the grant pro¬ 
gram, be allocable thereto under these prin¬ 
ciples, and. except as specifically provided 
herein, not be a general expense required to 
carry out the overall responsibilities of State 
or local governments. 

b. Be authorized or not prohibited under 
State or local laws or regulations. 

c. Conform to any limitations or exclu- 
iJona set forth in these principle#. Federal 
laws, or other governing limitations as to 
types or amounts of ooet Items. 

d. Be consistent with policies, regulations, 
and procedures that apply uniformly to both 
federally assisted and other activities of the 
unit of government of which the grantee Is 
apart. 

e. Be accorded consistent treatment 
through application of generally accepted 
accounting principles appropriate to the dr- 

<n instances. 

f. Not be allocable to or Included as a cost 
of any other federally financed program In 
either the current or a prior period. 

g. Be net of all applicable credits. 

2. Allocable costs.— a. A cost is allocable to 
a particular cost objectIvo to the extent of 
t*neflU received by such objective. 

b. Any ooet allocable to a particular grant 
or cost objective under the principles pro- 
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vidod for In this appendix may not be shifted 
to other Federal grant programs to overcome 
fund deficiencies, avoid restrictions imposed 
by law or grant agreements, or for other 
reasons. 

c. Where an allocation of Joint ooet will 
ultimately result in charges to a grant pro¬ 
gram. an allocation plan will be required as 
prescribed in section J. 

3. Applicable credits.—a. Applicable credits 
refer to those receipt* or reduction of ex¬ 
penditure-type transactions which offset or 
reduce expense items allocable to grants as 
direct or Indirect coats. Examples of such 
transactions are: Purchase discounts: re¬ 
bates or allowances: recoveries or indemni¬ 
ties on losses; sale of publications, equip¬ 
ment. and scrap; income from personal or 
incidental services; and ad Just menu of over¬ 
payments or erroneous charges. 

b. Applicable credits may also arise when 
Federal funds are received or are available 
from sources other than the grant program 
involved to finance operations or capital 
Items of the grantee. This Includes costs 
arising from the use or depreciation of items 
donated or financed by the Federal Govern¬ 
ment to fulfill matching requlremenu under 
another grant program. These type* of crcd- 
1U should likewise be used to reduce related 
expenditures In determining the rates or 
amounts applicable to a given grant. 

V. Composition of cost. —1. Total cost .— 
The total cost of a grant program Is com¬ 
prised of the allowable direct oost incident to 
its performance, plus Its allocable portion of 
allowable indirect oosU, less applicable 
credits. 

2. Classification of costs. —There is no uni¬ 
versal rule for classifying certain costs as 
either direct or indirect under every account¬ 
ing system. A oost may be direct with respect 
to some specific service or function, but in¬ 
direct with respect to the grant or other ulti¬ 
mate cost objective. It Is essential therefore 
that each item of oost be treated consistently 
either as a direct or an Indirect cost. Specific 
guides for determining direct and indirect 
costs allocable under grant programs are 
provided In the sections which follow. 

E Direct costs. —1. General. —Direct costs 
are those that can be identified specifically 
with a particular cost objective. These costs 
may be charged directly to gnuiu. ©ontracU. 
or to other programs against which coats are 
finally lodged- Direct costs may also be 
charged to cost objectives used for the accu¬ 
mulation of oosu pending distribution in 
due course to grants and other ultimate cost 
objectives. 

2 . Application.—Typical direct costa 

chargeable to grant programs are: 

a. Compensation of employees tor the time 
and effort devoted specifically to the execu¬ 
tion of grant programs 

b. Cost of materials acquired, consumed, 
or expended specifically for the purpose of 
the grant. 

c. Equipment and other approved capital 
expenditures. 

d. Other Items of expense incurred specifi¬ 
cally to carry out the grant agreement. 

e. Services furnished specifically for the 
grant program by other agencies, provided 
auch charges are consistent with criteria 
outlined in section O of these principles. 

F. Indirect costs.— I. General.—Indirect 
oosu are those (a) Incurred for a common or 
Joint purpose benefiting more than one cost 
objective and (b) not readily assignable to 
the cost objectives specifically benefited, 
without effort disproportionate to the results 
achieved. The term -indirect costs,” ss used 
herein, applies to costs of this type originat¬ 
ing in the grantee department, as well as 
those incurred by other departments in sup¬ 
plying goods, services, and facilities, to the 
grantee department. To facilitate equitable 
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distribution of Indirect expenses to the cost 
objectives served, it may be necessary to 
establish a number of pools of indirect cost 
within a grantee department or In other 
agencies providing services to a grantee de¬ 
partment. Indirect cost pools should be dis¬ 
tributed to benefiting cost objectives on 
bases which will produce an equitable result 
in consideration of re tail vo benefits derived. 

2. Grantee departmental indirect costs — 
All grantee departmental indirect costs, in¬ 
cluding the various levels of supervision, are 
eligible for allocation to grant programs pro¬ 
vided they meet the conditions set forth in 
this appendix. In lieu of determining the 
actual amount of grantee departmental In¬ 
direct cost allocable to a grant program, the 
following methods may be used: 

a. Predetermined fixed rates for indirect 
costs. —A predetermined fixed rate for com¬ 
puting indirect coats applicable to a grant 
may be negotiated annually In situation* 
where the cost experience and other perti¬ 
nent facts available are deemed suffldast to 
enable the contracting parties to reach an 
informed Judgment (1) as to the probable 
level of Indirect costs In the grantee depart¬ 
ment during the period to be covered by the 
negotiated rate and (2) that the amount 
allowable under the predetermined rate 
would not exceed actual Indirect oost, 

b. Negotiated lump sum for overhead .— 
A negotiated fixed amount In lieu of Indirect 
costs may be appropriate under circum¬ 
stances where the benefits derived from a 
grantee department’s Indirect services can¬ 
not be readily determined as in the case of 
small, self-contained or isolated activity. 
When this method is used, a determination 
should be made that the amount negotiated 
will be approximately the same as the actual 
Indirect cost that may be incurred. Such 
amount* negotiated in lieu of indirect costs 
will be treated as an offset to total indirect 
expenses of the grantee department before 
allocation to remaining activities. The base 
on which such remaining expenses are al¬ 
located should be appropriately adjusted. 

3. Limitation on indirect costs.—a. Federal 
grants may be subject to taws that limit 
the amount of Indirect cost that may be 
allowed. Agencies that sponsor grants of thi* 
type will establish procedures which wUl as¬ 
sure that the amount actually allowed for 
Indirect costs under each such grant doe* 
not exceed the maximum allowable under 
the statutory limitation or the amount 
otherwise allowable under this appendix, 
whichever Is the smaller 
b. When the amount allowable under a 
statutory limitation Is less than the amount 
otherwise allocable as Indirect costs under 
this appendix, the amount not recoverable 
as Indirect costs under a grant may not 
be shifted to another federally sponsored 
grant program or contract. 

O. Costs incurred by agencies other than 
the grantee —1. General. —The cost of serv¬ 
ice provided by other agencies may only in¬ 
clude allowable direct costs of the service 
plus a pro rata share of allowable stipportlng 
costs (section B.12.) and supervision directly 
required m performing the service, but not 
supervision of a general nature such as that 
provided by the head of a department and hit 
staff assistants not directly Involved in oper¬ 
ations However, supervision by the head 
of a department or agency whose sole func¬ 
tion Is providing the service furnished would 
be an eligible cost. Supporting costs Include 
those furnished by other units of the sup¬ 
plying department or by other agencies. 

2. Alternative methods of determining In¬ 
direct cost —In lieu of determining actual 
Indirect coat related to a particular service 
furnished by another agency, either of the 
following alternative methods may be used 
provided only one method 1* used for a 
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specific service during the fiscal year 
involved. 

a. Standard indirect rate .—An amount 
equal to 10 percent of direct labor coat In 
providing the service performed by another 
State agency (excluding overtime, shift, or 
holiday premiums and fringe benefits) may 
be allowed to lieu of actual allowable Indirect 
cost for that service. 

b. Predetermined fixed rate. —A predeter¬ 
mined fixed rate for Indirect cost of the unit 
or activity providing service may be nego¬ 
tiated as set forth to section P2a. 

H. Cost tncurred by grantee department 
for other s—1. General. —The principles pro¬ 
vided to section O. will also be used to 
determining the cost of services provided 
by the grantee deportment to another 
agency. 

J. Cost allocation plan—l. General.— A 
plan for allocation of costs will be required 
to support the distribution of any Joint costa 
related to the grant program. All costs In¬ 
cluded to the plan will bo supported by 
formal accounting records which will sub¬ 
stantiate the propriety of eventual charges. 

2. Requirements. —The allocation plan of 
the grantee department should cover all Joint 
costs of the department as well as costa to 
be allocated under plana of other agencies 
or organizational units which are to be In¬ 
cluded in the costa of federally sponsored 
programs. The cost allocation plans of all 
tbo agencies rendering services to the grantee 
department, to the extent feasible, should 
be presented In a stogie document. The al¬ 
location plan should contain, but not neces¬ 
sarily be limited to. the following: 

a. The nature and extent of services pro¬ 
vided and their relevance to the federally 
sponsored programs. 

b. The Items ot expense to be Included. 

c. The methods to be used to distributing 
cost. 

3. Instructions for preparation of cost al¬ 
location plans .—Thp Department of Health, 
Education, and Welfare, to consultation with 
the other Federal agencies concerned, will 
be responsible for developing and Issuing the 
instructions for use by State and local gov¬ 
ernment grantees In preparation of cost al¬ 
location plans. This responsibility applies to 
both central support services at the State 
and local government levels as well as in¬ 
direct cost proposals of Individual grantee 
departments. 

4. Negotiation and approval of tndirect 
cost proposals for States .—a. The Depart¬ 
ment oT Health. Education, and Welfare, to 
collaboration with the other Federal agen¬ 
cies concerned, will be responsible for nego¬ 
tiation. approval and audtt or cost allocation 
plan a, which will be submitted to It by the 
States. These plans will cover central sup¬ 
port service costs of the 8tate. 

b. At the grantee department level to a 
State, a single Federal agency will have re¬ 
sponsibility similar to that Set forth In a. 
above for the negotiation, approval, and audit 
of the indirect cost proposal. Cognizant Fed¬ 
eral agencies have been designated for this 
purpose. Changes which may be required 
from time to time in agency assignments will 
be arranged by the Department of Health. 
Education, and Welfare In collaboration with 
the other interested agencies, and submitted 
to the Office of Management and Budget for 
final approval. A current list of agency as¬ 
signments will be maintained by the Depart¬ 
ment of Health. Education, and Welfare. 

c. Questions concerning the cost allocation 
plans approved under a. and b. above should 
be directed to the agency responsible for such 
approvals. 

6. Negotiation and approval of indirect cost 
proposals for local governments.—a* Cost al¬ 
location plans will be retained at the local 
government level for audit by a designated 
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Federal agency except In those caaes where 
that agency requests that oast allocation 
plans be submitted to tt far negotiation and 
approval. 

b. A list of cognizant Federal Agencies as¬ 
signed responsibility for negotiation, ap¬ 
proval. and audit of central support service 
cost allocation plans at the local government 
level Is being developed. Changes which may 
be required from time to time in agency as¬ 
signments will be arranged by the Depart¬ 
ment of Health. Education, and Welfare in 
collaboration with the other interested agen¬ 
cies, and submitted to the Office of Manage¬ 
ment and Budget for final approval. A cur¬ 
rent list ot agency assign menu will be 
maintained by the Department of Health. 
Education, and Welfare. 

c. At the grantee department level of local 
governments, the Federal agency with the 
predominant Interest in the work of the 
grantee department will be responsible for 
necessary negotiation, approval, and audit of 
the Indirect cost proposal. 

PAHT XX. 5TAXDAED6 VOS SELECTS) ITT MS OF COST 

A. Purpose and applicability —I. Objec¬ 
tive —This part provides standards for deter¬ 
mining the allowability of selected items of 
coat. 

2. Application. —These standards will apply 
Irrespective of whether a particular item of 
coat is treated as direct or indirect cost. 
Failure to mention a particular item of oost 
in the standards is not Intended to Imply 
that It is either allowable or unallowable, 
rather determination of allowability in each 
case should be based on the treatment of 
standards provided for similar or related 
Items of coat. The allowability of the selected 
Items of coet is subject to the general poli¬ 
cies and principles stated to part I of this 
appendix. 

B. Allowable costs —1. Accounting .— The 
oost of establishing and maintaining ac¬ 
counting and other Information systems re¬ 
quired for the management of grant pro¬ 
grams la allowable. This Includes cost 
incurred by central service agencies for these 
purposes. The coat of maintaining central 
accounting records required for overall State 
or local government purposes, such as ap¬ 
propriation and fund accounts by the Treas¬ 
urer. Comptroller, or similar officials, is con¬ 
sidered to be a general expense of Govern¬ 
ment and Is not allowable. 

2. Advertising. —Advertising media in¬ 
cludes newspapers, magazines, radio and tel¬ 
evision programs, direct mail, trade papers, 
and the like. The advertising costs allowable 
are those which are solely for: 

a. Recruitment of personnel required for 
the grant program. 

b. Solicitation of bids for the procurement 
of goods and services required. 

c. Disposal of scrap or surphts materials 
acquired in the performance of the grant 
agreement. 

d. Other purposes specifically provided for 
to the grant agreement. 

3. Advisory councils. —Costa Incurred by 
State advisory councils or committees estab¬ 
lished pursuant to Federal requirements to 
carry out grant programs are allowable. The 
oost of like organisations fts allowable when 
provided for to the grant agreement. 

4. Audit service.— The coet of audita neces¬ 
sary for the administration and management 
of functions related to grant programs Is 
allowable. 

5. Bonding —Costa of premiums on bonds 
covering employees who handle grantee 
agency funds are allowable. 

fl. Budgeting. —Costs Incurred for the de¬ 
velopment, preparation, presentation, and ex¬ 
ecution of budgets are allowable. Costs for 
services of a central budget office are gen¬ 
erally not allowable since these are costa of 


general government. However, where employ¬ 
ee* of the central budget office actively pv . 
tldpate to the grantee agency* bud**; 
process, the oost of identifiable service* u 
allowable. 

7. Building lease management. —The ad¬ 
ministrative oost for lease manage imi.t 
which includes review of lease propo^ 
maintenance of a list of available properly 
for lease, and related activities la allowable. 

8. Centra/ stores —The cost of maintain¬ 
ing and operating a central stores organiza¬ 
tion for supplies, equipment, and material! 
used either directly or indirectly fee grant 
programs Is allowable. 

8 . Communications —Communication costs 
incurred for telephone calls or service, 
telegraph, teletype service, wide-area tele¬ 
phone service (WATS), oentrex. telpek (tic 
lines), postage, messenger service and simi¬ 
lar expenses are allowable. 

10. Compensation for personal services — 
a. General. —Compensation lor personal serv¬ 
ices includes ail remuneration, paid cur¬ 
rently or accrued, for services rendered dur¬ 
ing tbs period of performance under the 
grant agreement, including but not neces¬ 
sarily limited to wages, salaries and supple- 
memory compensation and beueflts (section 
B.13.). The coats of such compensation are 
allowable to the extent that total compen¬ 
sation for individual employees: (1) Is rea¬ 
sonable for the services rendered; (2) follows 
an appointment made to accordance with 
State or local government laws and rutea 
and which meets Federal merit system or 
other requirements, where applicable, and 
(3) is determined and supported as pro¬ 
vided In b. below. Compensation for employ¬ 
ees engaged to federally assisted octlvnirs 
will be considered reasonable to the extent 
that it is consistent with that paid for simi¬ 
lar work to other activities of the Stale or 
local government. In cases where the kinds 
of employee* required for the rederally as¬ 
sisted activities are not found in the other 
activities of the State or local govemmrr *. 
compensation will be considered reason able 
to the extent that It is comparable to that 
paid for similar work in the labor market in 
Which the employing government compete 
for the kind of employees Involved. Com¬ 
pensation surveys providing data repress n'H- 
t!ve of the labor market Involved will 
be an acceptable basis far evaluating 
reasonableness. 

b. Payroll and distribution of time — 
Amounts charged to grant programs for per¬ 
sonal services, regardless of whether treated 
as direct or Indirect costs, win be based on 
payrolls documented and approved In ac¬ 
cordance with generally accepted practice of 
the Btate or local agency. Payrolls must be 
supported by time and attendance or equiva¬ 
lent records for individual employees Sal¬ 
aries and wages or employees chargeable to 
more than one grant program or other «*t 
objective will be supported by appropriate 
time distribution records. The method used 
should produce an equitable distribution of 
time and effort. 

11. Depreciation and use allowances —a 
Grantees may be compensated for the u»r 
of buildings, capital I mp rov e ment b. and 
equipment through use allowances or depre¬ 
ciation. Use allowances are tbs means of 
providing compensation in lieu of depre¬ 
ciation or other equivalent costs. However, 
a combination of the two methods may not 
be used In connection with a single das* 
of fixed assets. 

b. The computation of depreciation or use 
allowance will be based on acquisition cost 
Where actual cost records have not been 
maintained, a reasonable estimate of the 
original acquisition oost may be used in the 
computation. The computation will exclude 
the cost of any portion of the cost of build- 
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UigB and equipment donated or borne di¬ 
rectly or Indirectly by the Federal Govern¬ 
ment through chargee to Federal grant pro- 
grama or otherwise, irreapective of where 
utle was originally vested or where It pres¬ 
ently resides. In addition, the computation 
will also exclude the cost of land. Depre¬ 
ciation or a use allowance on idle or excess 
f ac 111 ties is not allowable, except when spe¬ 
cifically authorized by the grantor Federal 
agency. 

c. Where the depreciation method Is fol¬ 
lowed, adequate property records must be 
maintained, and any generally accepted 
method of computing depreciation may be 
u*cd- However, the method of computing 
depreciation must be consistently applied for 
any specific asset or class of assets for all 
oCcctcd federally sponsored programs and 
must result in equitable charges consider¬ 
ing the extent of the use of the assets for 
the benefit of such programs. 

d. In lieu of depreciation, a use allowance 
for buildings and Improvements may be com¬ 
puted at an annual rate not exceeding 2 
percent of acquisition cost. The use allowance 
for equipment (excluding Items properly 
capitalized as building cost) will be computed 
at an annual rate not exceeding OH percent 
of acquisition oost of usable equipment. 

e. No depreciation or use charge may be 
allowed on any assets that would be con¬ 
sidered M fully depreciated, provided, how¬ 
ever, that reasonable use charges may be ne¬ 
gotiated for any such assets If warranted 
after taking into consideration the ooel of 
the facility or item Involved, the estimated 
useful Ufe remaining at time of negotiation, 
the cfleet of any increased maintenance 
charge* or decreased efficiency due to age. and 
any other factors pertinent to the utilization 
of the facility or item for the purpose con¬ 
templated. 

12. Disbursing service. —The cost of dis¬ 
bursing grant program funds by the Treasurer 
or other designated officer Is allowable. Dis¬ 
bursing services cover the processing of 
checks or warrants, from preparation to re¬ 
demption. including the necessary records of 
arrountabllity and reconciliation of such rec¬ 
ords with related cash accounts. 

13. Employee fringe benefits.—Cost* Iden¬ 
tified under a. and b. below are allowable to 
the extent that total compensation for em¬ 
ployees Is reasonable as defined In section 
B to. 

a Employee benefits In the form of regular 
« u.pensaUon paid to employees during pe¬ 
riods of authorized absences from the Job. 
such as for annual leave, sick leave, court 
leave, military leave, and the like. If they are: 
(1) Provided pursuant to an approved leave 
system and (2) the cost thereof Is equitably 
allocated to all related activities, including 
grant programs. 

b. Employee benefits In the form of em¬ 
ployer* contribution or expenses for social 
security, employees' life and health Insurance 
plans, unemployment Insurance coverage, 
workmen's compensation insurance, pension 
plans, severance pay. and the like, provided 
such benefits are granted under approved 
plans and are distributed equitably to grant 
programs and to other activities. 

H Employee morale, health and welfare 
cozts .—The ooete of health or first-aid clinics 
and . or infirmaries, recreational facilities, em¬ 
ployees' counseling services, employee infor¬ 
mation publications, and any related ex¬ 
penses Incurred in accordance with general 
State or local policy, are allowable. Income 
^ uprated from any of these activities will be 
ofr«t against expenses. 

15. Exhibits. —Costs of exhibits relating 

pacifically to the grant programs are allow¬ 
able. 

15. Legal expenses. —The cost of legal ex¬ 
penses required in the administration of

grant programs Is allowable I^egal services 
furnished by the chief legal officer of a State 
or local government or his staff solely for the 
purpose of discharging his general responsi¬ 
bilities as legal officer are unallowable. Legal 
expenses for the prosecution of claims against 
the Federal Government are unallowable. 

17. .Maintenance and repair.—Costs in¬ 
curred for necessary maintenance, repair, or 
upkeep of property which neither add to the 
permanent value of the property nor appre¬ 
ciably prolong Its intended life, but keep It 
In an efficient operating condition, are allow¬ 
able. 

18. Materials and supplies. —The cost of 
materials and supplies necessary to carry out 
the grant program* is allowable. Purchases 
made specifically foe the grant program 
should be charged thereto at their actual 
prices after deducting all cash discounts, 
trade discounts, rebates, and allowances re¬ 
ceived by the grantee. Withdrawals from gen¬ 
eral stores or stockrooms should be charged 
at oost under any recognized method of pric¬ 
ing consistently applied. Incoming transpor¬ 
tation charges are a proper part of material 
cost. 

10. Memberships, subscriptions and profes¬ 
sional activities.—a. Memberships.— The cost 
of membership In civic, business, technical 
and professional organizations is allowable 
provided: (1) The benefit from the member¬ 
ship Is related to the grant program. (2) the 
expenditure is for agency membership. (3) 
the cost of the membership is reasonably re¬ 
lated to the value of the services of benefits 
received, and (4) the expenditure la not for 
membership in an organization which de¬ 
votes a substantial part of Its activities to 
Influencing legislation. 

b. Reference material.— The oast of books, 
and subscriptions to civic, business, profes¬ 
sional. and technical periodicals Is allowable 
when related to the grant program. 

c. Meetings and conferences .—Costa are al¬ 
lowable when the primary purpose of the 
meeting is the dissemination of technical In¬ 
formation relating to the grant program and 
they are consistent with regular practices fol¬ 
lowed for other activities of the grantee. 

20. Motor pools —The costs of a service or¬ 
ganization which provides automobiles to 
user grantee agencies at a mileage or fixed 
rate and/or provides vehicle maintenance. In¬ 
spection, and repair services are allowable. 

21. Payroll preparation. —The oost of pre¬ 
paring payrolls and maintaining necessary 
related wage records Is allowable. 

22. Personnel administration. —Costs for 
the recruitment, examination, certification, 
classification, training, establishment of 
pay standards, and related activities for 
grant programs are allowable. 

23. Printing and reproduction. —Costs for 
printing and reproduction services necessary 
for grant administration. including but not 
limited to forms, reports, manuals, and In¬ 
formational literature Is allowable. Publica¬ 
tion costs of reports or other media relating 
to grant program accomplishments or results 
are allowable when provided for In the grant 
agreement. 

24. Procurement service. —The cost of pro¬ 
curement service, Including solicitation of 
bids, preparation and award of contracts, and 
all phases of contract administration In pro¬ 
viding goods, facilities, and services for grant 
programs is allowable. 

25. Taxes. —In general, taxes or payments 
In lieu of taxes which the grantee agency Is 
legally required to pay are allowable 

28. Training and education.— The coat of 
in-service training, customarily provided for 
employee development which directly or In¬ 
directly benefits grant programs Is allowable. 
Out-of-service training Involving extended 
periods of time Is allowable only when spe¬ 
cifically authorized by the grantor agency. 
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27. Transportation. —Costs Incurred for 
freight, cartage, express, postage, and other 
transportation costs relating either to goods 
purchased, delivered, or moved from one 
location to another are allowable. 

28 Traccl —Travel coals are allowable for 
expenses for transportation, lodging, sub¬ 
sistence, and related Items Incurred by em¬ 
ployees who are travel status on official 
business incident to a grant program. Such 
costs may be charged on an actual basts, on 
a per diem or mileage basis In lieu of actual 
costs incurred, or on a combination of the 
two, provided the method used is applied to 
an entire trip, and result# In charges con¬ 
sistent with those normally allowed In like 
circumstances in non federally sponsored ac¬ 
tivities. The difference In cost between 
first-class air accommodations and less-than- 
first-class air accommodations Is unallowable 
except when less-than-first-class air accom¬ 
modations are not reasonably available. 

C. Costs allowable with approval of grantor 
agency —1. Automatic data processing .— 
The cost of data processing services to grant 
programs is allowable. This cost may include 
rental of equipment or depreciation on 
grantee-owned equipment. The acquisition 
of equipment, whether by outright purchase, 
rental-purchase agreement or other method 
of purchase, la allowable only upon specific 
prior approval of the grantor Federal agency 
as provided under the selected Item for capi¬ 
tal expenditures. 

2. Building space and related facilities .— 
The cast of space in privately or publicly 
owned buildings used tor the benefit of the 
grant program is allowable subject to the 
conditions stated below. The total coat of 
spaoe. whether In a privately or publicly 
owned building, may not exceed the rental 
cost of comparable space and faculties In a 
privately owned building in the same lo¬ 
cality. The cost of space procured for grant 
program usage may not be charged to the 
program for periods of nonoccupancy, with¬ 
out authorization of the grantor Federal 
agency. 

a. Rental cost. —The rental cost of space in 
a privately owned buUdlng Is allowable. 

b. .If aintenance and operation. —The cost 
of utilities, insurance, security. Janitorial 
services, elevator service, upkeep of grounds, 
normal repairs and alterations and the like. 
Is allowable to the extent they are not other¬ 
wise included in rental or other charges for 
space. 

c. Rearrangements and alterations. —Cost 
Incurred tor rearrangement and alteration 
of facilities required specifically tor the grant 
program or tboec that materially Increase 
the value or useful life of the facilities (sec. 
C.3) is allowable when specifically approved 
by the grantor agency. 

d. Depreciation and use allowances on pub - 
licly owned bulidlnpa.—These coats are al¬ 
lowable as provided In section B.ll. 

e. Occupancy of space under rental-pur - 
chase or a lease irifh option-to-purchase 
agreement. —The cost of space procured 
under such arrangements is allowable when 
specifically approved by the Federal grantor 
agency. 

3. Capital expenditures. —The cost of fa¬ 
cilities. equipment, other capital assets, and 
repairs which materially increase the value or 
useful Ufe of capital assets Is allowable when 
such procurement la specifically approved 
by the Federal grantor agency. When assets 
acquired with Federal grant funds are (a) 
Sold. <b) no longer available for use In a 
federally sponsored program, or (c) used 
for purposes not authorized by the grantor 
agency, the Federal .ranter agency's equity 
in the asset will be refunded in the soma 
proportion as Federal participation in Its 
cost. In case any assets are traded on new 
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items, only the net cost of the newly ac¬ 
quired assets Is allowable. 

4. Insurance and indemnification, —a. 
Costs of Insurance required, or approved and 
maintained pursuant to the grant agree¬ 
ment. are allowable. 

<b) Costs of other insurance in connection 
with the general conduct of activities are al¬ 
lowable subject to the following limitations: 

(1) Types and extent and cost of coverage 
will be in accordance with general State or 
local government policy and sound business 
practice. 

(3) Costs of Insurance or of contributions 
to any reserve covering the risk of toes of. or 
damage to. Pcderal Government property are 
unallowable except to the extent that the 
grantor agency has specifically required or 
approved such costa. 

c. Contributions to a reserve for a self- 
insurance program approved by the Federal 
grantor agency are allowable to the extent 
that the type of coverage, extent of cover¬ 
age. and the rates and premiums would have 
been allowed had Insurance been purchased 
to cover the risks. 

d Actual losses which could have been 
covered by permissible Insurance (through 
an approved selflnsurance program or other¬ 
wise) are unallowable unless expressly pro¬ 
vided for In the grant agreement. However, 
oasts Incurred because of losses not oovered 
under nominal deductible Insurance cover¬ 
age provided in keeping with sound man¬ 
agement practice, and minor losses not 
covered by insurance, such as spoilage, break¬ 
age. and diaappeoranc* of small band tools 
which occur in the ordinary course of opera¬ 
tions. are allowable. 

e. Indemnification includes securing the 
grantee against liabilities to third persons 
and other losses not compensated by Insur¬ 
ance or otherwise. The Government Is obli¬ 
gated to indemnify the grantee only to the 
extent expressly provided for in the grant 
agreement, except as provided In d above. 

5. Management studies —The coat of man¬ 
agement studies to Improve the effectiveness 
and efficiency of grant management for on¬ 
going programs is allowable except that the 
coat of studies performed by agencies bther 
than the grantee department or outside con¬ 
sultants Is allowable only when authorised 
by the Federal grantor agency. 

8 Preagreement costs. —Costa Incurred 
prior to the effective date of the grant or con¬ 
tract. whether or not they would have been 
allowable thereunder If Incurred after such 
date, are allowable when specifically pro¬ 
vided for In the grant agreement. 

7. Professional services. —Coat of profes¬ 
sional cervices rendered by Individuals or 
organizations not a part of the grantee de¬ 
partment U allowable subject to such prior 
authorization as may be required by the 
Federal grantor agency. 

6. Proposal costs .—Costs of preparing pro¬ 
posals on potential Federal Government 
grant agreements are allowable when speci¬ 
fically provided for in the grant agreement. 

D. Unallowable costs.—1. Bad debts.—Any 
losses arising from uncollectible accounts 
and other claims, and related coats, are un¬ 
allowable. 

2. Contingencies. —Contributions to a con¬ 
tingency reserve or any similar provision for 
unforeseen events are unallowable. 

3. Contributions and donations - Unallow¬ 
able. 

4. Entertainment - Costs of amusements, 
social activities, and Incidental costs relating 
thereto, such as meals, beverages, lodgings, 
rentals, transportation, and gratuities, are 
unallowable. 

ft. Fines and penalties. —Coots resulting 
from violations of, or failure to comply with 
Federal. 8tate. and local laws and regulations 
are unallowable. 
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6. Governor's expenses. —The salaries and 
expenses of the Office of the Governor of a 
State or the chief executive of a political 
subdivision ore considered a oo6t of general 
State or local government and are unallow¬ 
able. 

7. Interest and other financial costs. —In¬ 
terest on borrowings (however represented), 
bond discounts, cost of financing and re¬ 
financing operations, and legal and profes¬ 
sional fees paid In connection therewith, are 
unallowable except when authorized by Fed¬ 
eral legislation. 

8 Legislative expenses j —Salaries and other 
expenses at the Stats legislature or similar 
local governments! bodies such as county 
supervisors, city councils, school boards. eUk. 
whether Incurred for purposes of legislation 
or executive direction, arc unallowable. 

0. Underr e co v ery of costs under grant 
agreements .—Any excess of cost over the Fed¬ 
eral contribution under one grant agreement 
is unallowable under other grant agreements.

A. Purpose and scope «—1. Objectives. — 
This appendix provides principles tor de¬ 
termining the oasts applicable to research 
and development work (part I) and training 
(port II) performed by educational institu¬ 
tions under grants from and contracts with 
the Federal Government. These principles 
are confined to the subject of cost determina¬ 
tion and make no attempt to identify the 
circumstances or dictate the extent of agency 
and institutional participation in Lhe fi¬ 
nancing of a particular research or develop¬ 
ment or training project. The principles are 
designed to provide recognition of the full 
allocated costs of such research or training 
work under generally rccepted accounting 
principles. No provision for profit or other 
increment above cost is intended. 

a. Policy guides .—The successful applica¬ 
tion of these principles requires development 
of mutual understanding between represent¬ 
atives of universities and of the Federal Gov¬ 
ernment as to their scope, implementation, 
and interpretation. It is recognized that— 

a. The arrangements tor agency and insti¬ 
tutional participation In the financing of a 
research and development project are prop¬ 
erly subject to negotiation between the 
agency and the institution concerned In ac¬ 
cordance with such Government-wide cri¬ 
teria as may be applicable. 

b. Each college and university, possessing 
its own unique combination of staff, facilities 
and experience, should be enooursged to con¬ 
duct research In a manner consonant with 
Its own academic philosophies and institu¬ 
tional objectives. 

c. Each institution, in the fulfillment of 
Its obligations, should employ sound man¬ 
agement practices. 

d. The application of the principles estab¬ 
lished herein should require no significant 
changes In the generally accepted account¬ 
ing practices of colleges and universities. 

e. Institutions shall apply the cost princi¬ 
ples and standards herein provided on a con¬ 
sistent basis. Where wide variations exist 
in the treatment of a given coat Item among 
Institutions, the reasonableness and equlta- 
blenoss of such treatments will be fully con¬ 
sidered during the rate negotiations and 
audit. 

3. Application. —The Commissioner will 
apply these principles and related policy 
guides in determining the oosts Incurred for 
such work under any typo of research and 


development agreement. These principle* will 
also be used as a guide in the pricing of fixed 
price contracts or lump sum agreement* 

B. Definition of terms. —1. “Organized re¬ 
search’* means all research activities o i an 
Institution that are separately budgeted and 
accounted for. 

2 “Departmental research” means research 
activities that are not separately budgeted 
and accounted for. Such research work, which 
Includes all research activities not encoru- 
passed under the term “organized research • 
Is regarded for purposes of tilts document 
as a port of the instructional activities of ths 
institution. 

ft. “Research agreement” means any valid 
arrangement to perform federally graeoved 
research, including grants, oost-relmbu: 
ment type contracts, cost-reimbursement 
type subcontracts, and fixed-price cantzacu 
and subcontracts for research. 

4. “Other institutional activities’ meanj 
all organized activities of an institution r»ot 
directly related to the instruction and re¬ 
search functions, such as residence halls, 
dining halls, student hospitals, student an¬ 
ions. intercollegiate athletics, bookstores 
faculty housing, student apart men to. guest 
houses, chapels, theaters, public museum* 
and other similar activities or auxiliary en¬ 
terprises Also Included under this definition 
is any other category of coat treated as “unal¬ 
lowable.” provided such category of cost 
Identifies a function or activity to which s 
portion of the institutions Indirect costs (as 
defined In section EJL.) are property 
allocable. 

ft. “Apportionment” means the proce by 
which the indirect oosts of the insUiuli n 
are assigned as between (a) instruction and 
research and (b) other Institutional activi¬ 
ties. 

ft. “Allocation” means the process by which 
the indirect coats apportioned to instruction 
and research are assigned as between (a) 
organised research and (b) Instruction, in¬ 
cluding departmental research. 

7. stipulated salary support” is a fixed or 
a stated dollar amount or the salary of pro¬ 
fessional or other professional staff involved 
In the conduct of research which a Govern¬ 
ment agency agrees in advance to relmburst 
an educational institution as a part of ^>ou- 
sored research oosts. 

8 , “Federal agency or sponsoring agency*' 
means the Uft. Office of Education. 

C Basic considerations —1. Oomposttio* 
of total costs.—The cost of a research Agree¬ 
ment Is comprised of the allowable direct 
costs incident to Its performance, plus the 
allocable portion of the allowable Indirect 
oos t s of the institution, less applicable cred¬ 
its as described In section C.3. 

2. Factors affecting allowability of cost* 
The tests of allowability of costs under there 
principles are: (a) They must be reasonable 
(b) they must be allocable to research agree¬ 
ments under the standards and methods pro¬ 
vided herein; (o) they must be accorded con¬ 
sistent treatment through application of 
those generally accepted accounting princi¬ 
ples appropriate to the circumstance*; and 
(d) they must conform to any limitations or 
exclusions set forth In these principles or in 
the research agreement as to types or 
amounts of cost Items. 

8 . Reasonable costs.—A cost may be con¬ 
sidered reasonable if the nature of the good.-, 
or services acquired or applied, and the 
amount Involved therefor, reflect the action 
that a prudent person would have taken un¬ 
der the circumstances prevailing at the time 
the decision to Incur the cost was made. XIa- 
jor considerations involved in the determina¬ 
tion of the reasonableness of a cost are: (•) 
Whether cw not the cost Is of a type generally 
recognized as necessary for the operation of 
the Institution or the performance of the re- 
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r^arch agreement; (b) the restraints or re- 
qutmnenta imposed by such factoni aa 
arm's-length bargaining, Federal and State 
lAWI and regulations, and research agree¬ 
ment terms and conditions; (c) whether or 
not the Individuals concerned acted with 
due prudence in the circumstance*, consid¬ 
ering their reeponsl bill ties to the Institution, 
p . employees, Its students, the Government, 
and the public at large; and (d) the extent 
t > which the actions taken with respect to 
the incurrence of the coat are consistent with 
e.tabliJhed Institutional policies and prac¬ 
tices applicable to the work of the institution 
rone rally, including Government research. 

4 Allocable costs.—a. A cost is allocable to 
b particular coet objective (l.e.. a specific 
f unction, project, research agreement, de¬ 
triment, or the like) II the goods or serv¬ 
ers Involved are chargeable or assignable to 
ouch coet objective in accordance with rela¬ 
tive benefits received or other equitable re¬ 
lationship. Subject to the foregoing, a cost 
ia allocable to a research agreement if it la 
incurred solely to advance the work under 
the research agreement; or It benefits both 
the research agreement and other work of the 
institution In proportions that can be ap¬ 
proximated through uae of reasonable meth¬ 
ods; or It is necessary to the overall operation 
of the institution and. In the light of the 
standards provided Ut this appendix, is 
deemed to be assignable in port to organized 
research. Where the purchase of equipment 
or other capital items is specifically author¬ 
ized under a research agreement, the 
amounts thus authorized for such purchases 
are allocable to the research agreement re- 
imrdless of the use that may subsequently be 
made of the equipment or other capital Items 
involved. 

b. Any costs allocable to a particular re¬ 
search agreement under the standards pro¬ 
dded in this appendix may not be shifted to 
other research agreements in order to meet 
deficiencies caused by overruns or other 
fund considerations, to avoid restrictions Im¬ 
posed by law or by terms of the research 
* rreement, or for other reasons of 
convenience. 


5. Applicable credit*.—a. The term applica¬ 
ble credits refers to those receipt or negative 
expenditure types of transactions which op¬ 
erate to offset or reduce expense items that 
we allocable to research agreements as di¬ 
rect or indirect costs. Typical example* of 
such transactions are; Purchase discounts, 
rebates, or allowances; recoveries or Indem¬ 
nities on losses; sales of scrap or incidental 
services; and adjustments of overpayments 
o: erroneous charges 

b. In some instances, the amounts received 
from the Federal Government to finance In¬ 
stitutional activities or service operations 
should be treated as applicable credits Spe¬ 
cifically, the concept of netting such credit 
Heron against related expenditures should be 
applied by the institution in determining the 
rates or amounts to be char god to Govern¬ 
ment research for services rendered whenover 
the facilities or other resources used in pro¬ 
viding such services have been financed di¬ 
rectly, In whole or In part, by Federal funds. 
(See sections F.fi., J.lOb., and J.37. for areas 
of potential application in the matter of di¬ 
rect Federal financing.) 

® Costs incurred by Stole and local gov¬ 
ernments .— Costs Incurred or paid by 8tate or 
local government* in behalf Qf educational 
institutions for certain personnel benefit pro¬ 
grams such as pension plans. FICA and any 
“thrr coots specifically disbursed In behalf of 
end In direct benefit to the Institutions, aro 
allowable costs of such institutions whether 
not these costs are recorded In the ac¬ 
counting records of such Institutions, subject 
to the following: 

a. Such costs meet the requirements of 
actions 04. through C.5. 


b. Such costs are properly supported by 
oost allocation plans in accordance with ap¬ 
pendix B to this part. 

c. Such costs are not otherwise borne 
directly or Indirectly by the Federal 
Government. 

D. Dtrcct costs .—\. General .—Direct costa 
are those costs which can be identified spe¬ 
cifically with a particular research project, 
an Instructional activity or any other Insti¬ 
tutional activity or which can be directly 
assigned to such activities relatively easily 
with a high degree of accuracy. 

2. Application to research agreements .— 
Identifiable benefit to the research work 
rather than the nature of the goods and serv¬ 
ices Involved is the determining factor In dis¬ 
tinguishing direct from Indirect costs of re¬ 
search agreements. Typical transactions 
chargeable to a research agreement as direct 
costs are the compensation of employee* for 
performance of work under the research 
agreement, including related staff benefit and 
pension plan costs to the extent that such 
items are consistently treated by the edu¬ 
cational institution as direct rather than in¬ 
direct cosU; the coats of materials consumed 
or expended in the performance of such work; 
and other items of expense incurred for the 
research agreement, including extraordinary 
utility consumption. The cost of materials 
supplied from stock or service* rendered by 
specialized facilities or other Institutional 
service operations may be Included as direct 
oosts of research agreements provided such 
Items are consistently treated by the institu¬ 
tion as direct rather than indirect costs and 
are charged under a recognized method of 
costing or pricing designed to recover only 
actual costs and conforming to generally ac¬ 
cepted coet accounting practices consistently 
followed by the institution. 

B. Indirect costs.— 1. General. Indirect 
costs are those that havo been Incurred for 
common or Joint objective* and therefore 
cannot be Identified specifically with a par¬ 
ticular research project, an instructional 
activity or any other institutional activity. 
At educational institutions such costs nor¬ 
mally are classified under the following func¬ 
tional categories: General administration 
and general expenses: research administra¬ 
tion expenses; operation and maintenance 
expenses; library expenses; and departmental 
administration expenses. 

2. Criteria lor distribution.—a. Base period. 
A ba*e period for distribution of indirect 
costs U the period during which such coats 
are incurred and accumulated for distribu¬ 
tion to work performed within that period. 
The base period normally should coincide 
with the fiscal year established by the insti¬ 
tution. but in any event the base period 
should be so selected as to avoid Inequities 
in the distribution of oosts. 

b. Need for cost groupings .—The overall 
objective of the allocation and apportionment 
process Is to distribute the indirect costs 
described in section F to organized research, 
instruction, and other activities in reason¬ 
able proportions consistent with the nature 
and extent of the use of the institution's re¬ 
sources by research personnel, academic staff, 
students, and other personnel or organiza¬ 
tions. In order to achieve this objective. It 
may be necessary to provide for selective 
distribution by establishing separate group¬ 
ings of coet within one or more of the func¬ 
tional categories of indirect costs referred 
to in section B4. In general, the cost group¬ 
ings established within a functional category 
should constitute. In each case, a pool of 
those Items of expense that are considered to 
be of like character in terms of their relative 
contribution to (or degree of remoteness 
from) the particular oost objectives to which 
distribution Is appropriate. Cost groupings 
should be established considering the general 
guides provided In e. below. Bach such pool 


or coat grouping should then be distributed 
Individually to the appertaining coat objec¬ 
tives. using the distribution base or method 
most appropriate In the light of the guides 
set out In d. below. 

c. General considerations on cost group¬ 
ings .—The extent to which separate coat 
groupings and selective distribution would 
be appropriate at an institution U a matter 
of Judgment to be determined on a case-by- 
caee bests. Typical situations which may 
warrant the establishment of two or more 
separate cost groups (based on account clas¬ 
sification or analysis) within a functional 
category include but are not limited to the 
following: 

(!) Where certain Items or categories of 
expense relate solely to one of the three ma¬ 
jor divisions of the institution (instruction, 
organized research or other Institutional ac¬ 
tivities) or to any two but not the thtrd, such 
expenses should be set aside as a separate 
coet grouping for direct assignment or selec¬ 
tive distribution in accordance with the 
guides provided in b. above and d. below. 

(2) Where any types of expense ordinarily 
treated as general administration and general 
expenses or departmental administration ex¬ 
penses are charged to research agreement* 
as direct cost*, the similar type expenses ap¬ 
plicable to other activities of the Institution 
must, through separate cost groupings, be 
excluded from the Indirect costs allocable to 
those research agreement* and included in 
the direct cost of other activities for cost al¬ 
location purposes. 

(3) Where It is determined that certain 
expenses are for the support of a service unit 
or facility whose output is susceptible of 
measurement on a workload or other quanti¬ 
tative basis, such expenses should be net 
aside as a separate cost grouping for distri¬ 
bution on such basis to organize research and 
other activities at the institution or within 
the department. 

(4) Where organized activities (Including 
Identifiable segments of organized research a* 
well a s the activities cited In section B4.) 
provide their own purchasing, personnel ad¬ 
ministration, building maintenance or simi¬ 
lar service, the distribution of general 
administration and general expenses or op¬ 
eration and maintenance expenses to such 
activities should be accomplished through 
cost groupings which include only that por¬ 
tion of central Indirect costs (such as for 
overall management) which are properly 
allocable to such activities. 

(6) Where the institution elects to treat 
as indirect charges the cost of the pension 
plan and other staff benefits, such costs 
should be set aside as a separate cost group¬ 
ing for selective distribution to appertaining 
cost objectives. Including organized research. 

(0) The number of separate cost groupings 
within a functional category should be held 
within practical limits after taking Into con¬ 
sideration the materiality of the amounts in¬ 
volved and the degree of precision attain¬ 
able through less selective methods of 
distribution. 

d. Selection of distribution method.—(1) 
Actual conditions must be taken Into ac¬ 
count in selecting the method or base to be 
used in distributing to applicable cost ob¬ 
jectives the expenses assembled under each 
of the Individual cost groupings established 
as indicated under b, above. Where a distri¬ 
bution can be made by assignment of a cost 
grouping directly to the area benefited, the 
distribution should be mode in thAt manner. 
Where the expenses under a cost grouping 
are more general in nature, the distribution 
to appertaining cost objectives should be 
made through use of s selected base which 
will produce results that are equitable to 
both the Government and the institution In 
general, any oost element or cost-related fac¬ 
tor associated with the institution's work Is 
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potentially adaptable for use as a distribu¬ 
tion base provided (a) It can readily be ex¬ 
pressed In terms or dollar# or other quantita¬ 
tive measure (total direct expenditures, 
direct salaries, man-hours applied, square 
feet uttltned, hours of usage, number of doc¬ 
uments processed, population served, and the 
like); and (b) It Is common to the appertain¬ 
ing cost objectives during the base period. 

(3) Results of coat analysis studies may be 
used when they result In more accurate and 
equitable distribution of oosts, Such coat 
analysis studies may take Into consideration 
weighting factors, population, or space oc¬ 
cupied if they produce equitable results. Cost 
analysts studies, however, should (a) be ap¬ 
propriately documented In sufficient detail 
for subsequent review by the cognisant Fed¬ 
eral agency, (b) distribute the Indirect costs 
to the Appertaining cost objectives In accord 
with the relative benefits derived, (©) be 
conducted to fairly reflect the true conditions 
of the activity and to cover representative 
transactions for a reasonable period of time, 

(d) be performed specifically at the Institu¬ 
tion at which the results are to be used, and 

(e) be updated periodically and used con¬ 
sistently. Any assumptions made In the study 
Will be sufficiently supported. The use of oost 
analysis studies and periodic changes m the 
method of cost distribution must be fully 
justified. 

(3) The essential consideration In selec¬ 
tion of the distribution base In each In¬ 
stance Is that tt be the one beet suited for 
assigning the pool of costs to appertaining 
cost objectives in accord with the relative 
benefits derived: the traceable cause and ef¬ 
fect relationship; or logic and reason, where 
neither benefit nor cause and effect relation¬ 
ship is determinable. 

3. Administration of limitations on allow¬ 
ances Jot research costs.—Research agree¬ 
ments may be subject to statutory or Ad¬ 
ministrative policies that limit the allowance 
of research oosts. When the maximum 
amount allowable under a statutory limita¬ 
tion or the terms of a research agreement is 
less than the amount otherwise reimburs¬ 
able under this appendix, the amount not 
recoverable under that research agreement 
may not be charged to other research 
agreements. 

F. Identification and assignment of indi¬ 
rect costs .—1. General administration and 
general expenses, —a The expenses under 
this heading are those that have been in¬ 
curred for the general executive and admin¬ 
istrative offices of educational Institutions 
and other expenses of a general character 
which do not relate solely to any major di¬ 
vision of the Institution; Le.. solely to (1) 
Instruction. (2) organised research, or (3) 
other institutional activities. The general 
administration and general expense category 
should also Include the staff benefit and 
pension plan costa applicable to the salaries 
and wages Included therein, an appropriate 
share of the costs of the operation and main¬ 
tenance of the physical plant, and charges 
representing use allowances and/or depre¬ 
ciation applicable to the buildings and 
equipment utilized In performing the func¬ 
tions represented thereunder. 

b. The expenses Included In this category 
may be apportioned and allocated on the 
basis of total expenditures exclusive of capi¬ 
tal expenditures In situations where the re¬ 
sults of the distribution made on this basis 
are deemed to be equitable both to the Gov¬ 
ernment and the Institution; otherwise the 
distribution of general administration and 
general expenses should be made through 
use of selected bases applied to separate cost 
groupings established within this category 
of expenses In accordance with the guides 
set out In section E 2 d. 

2. Research administration expenses .—a 
The expenses under this heading are those 
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that have been incurred by a separate or¬ 
ganization or identifiable administrative unit 
established solely to administer the research 
activity, including such functions as con* 
tract administration, security, purchasing, 
personnel administration, and editing and 
publishing of research reports. They include 
the salaries and expenses of the head of such 
research organisation, his aa&tstants, and 
their Immediate secretarial staff together 
with the salaries and expenses of personnel 
engaged In supporting activities maintained 
by the research organization, such as stock 
rooms, stenographic pools, and the like. The 
salaries of members of the professional staff 
whose appointments or assign menu involve 
the performance of auoh administrative work 
may also be included to the extent that the 
portion so charged to research administra¬ 
tion 1s supported as required by section J.7. 
The research administration expense cate¬ 
gory should also Include the staff benefit and 
pension plan costs applicable to the salaries 
and wages included therein, an appropriate 
share of the costa of the operation and main¬ 
tenance of the physical plant, and charges 
representing use allowance and/or deprecia¬ 
tion applicable to the buildlngB and equip¬ 
ment utilised In performing the functions 
represented thereunder. 

b. The expenses Included In this category 
should be allocated to organized research 
and. where necessary, to departmental re¬ 
search or to any other benefiting activities 
on any basis reflecting the proportion fairly 
applicable to each. (Sec section E.2.d.) 

3. Operation and maintenance expenses .— 
a. The expenses under this heading are those 
that have been incurred by a centra] service 
organisation or at the departmental level for 
the administration, supervision, operation, 
maintenance, preservation, and protection of 
the institution's physical plant. They Include 
expenses normally incurred for such Items 
as janitorial and utility services; repairs 
and ordinary or normal alterations of build¬ 
ings. furniture, and equipment; and care of 
grounds and maintenance and operation of 
buildings and other plan facilities. The op¬ 
eration and maintenance expense category 
should also include the staff benefit and 
pension plan costs applicable to the salaries 
and wages included therein, and charges rep¬ 
resenting use allowance and/or depreciation 
applicable to the buildings and equipment 
utilised In performing the functions repre¬ 
sented thereunder. 

b. The expenses Included in this category 
should be apportioned and allocated to ap¬ 
plicable cost objectives in a manner con¬ 
sistent with the guides provided in section 
E.2. on a basis that gives primary emphasis 
to space utilization. The allocations and ap¬ 
portionments should be developed os follows; 

(1) Where, actual space and related cost 
records are available or can readily be de¬ 
veloped and maintained without significant 
change in the accounting practices, the 
amount distributed should be based on such 
records; (2) where the space and related coat 
records maintained are not sufficient for pur¬ 
poses of the foregoing, a reasonable estimate 
of the proportion of total space aligned to 
the various cost objectives normally will suf¬ 
fice as a means for effecting distribution of 
the amounts of operation and maintenance 
expenses Involved; or (3) where It can be 
demonstrated that an area or volume of 
space basis of allocation Is Impractical or 
inequitable, other bases may be used provided 
consideration Is given to the use of facilities 
by research personnel and others, including 
students. 

4. Library expenses. —a. The expenses un¬ 
der this heading are those that have been 
Incurred for the operation of the library. 
Including the costs of books and library 
materials purchased for the library, leas any 
Items of library Income that qualify as ap¬ 


plicable credits under section C-5. The library 
expense category should also Include the staff 
benefit and pension plan coate applicable to 
the salaries and wages included therein, an 
appropriate share of the costs of the opera¬ 
tion and maintenance of the physical plum, 
and charges representing use allowance 
and/or depreciation applicable to the build, 
ings and equipment utilized In the perform, 
once of the function* represented there¬ 
under. Costs Incurred In the purchase f 
rare books (museum-type books) with no re- 
search value should not be allocated to 
Government-sponsored research. 

b. The expenses Included In this category 
should be allocated on the basis of popula¬ 
tion Including students and other users. 
Where the results of the distribution male 
on this basis are deemed to be Inequitable 
to the Oovemment or the Institution, the 
distribution should then be made on a 
selective basis In accordance with the guide* 
set out In section K-2. Such selective distri¬ 
bution should be made through use of rea¬ 
sonable methods which give adequate recog¬ 
nition to the utilization of the library 
attributable to faculty, research personr:ri, 
students, and others. The method used will 
be based on data developed period!cnlly on 
the respective Institution's experience for 
representative periods. 

6. Departmental administration expenses — 
a. The expenses under this heading ore those 
that have been incurred In acadomic deans’ 
offices, academic departments, and organized 
research unit* such as Institutes, study cen¬ 
ters. and research centers for administrate 
and supporting services which benefit com¬ 
mon or Joint departmental activities or ob¬ 
jectives. They include the salaries and 
expenses of deans or heads, or associate dean* 
or heads, of colleges, school*, department, 
divisions, or organized research units, and 
their administrative staffs together with tho 
salaries and expenses of personnel engaged 
la supporting activities maintained by the 
department, such as stockrooms, stenographic 
pools, and the like provided such supporting 
services cannot be directly identified with a 
specific research project, with an Instruc¬ 
tional activity or with any other inatttutlor^; 
activity. The salaries of other members of the 
professional staff whose appointment* or as¬ 
signments Involve tbs performance of such 
administrative work may also be Included to 
the extent that the portion so charged to 
departmental administration expenses is sup¬ 
ported as required by section J.7, The depart¬ 
mental administration expense category 
should also Include the staff benefit and 
pension plan costa applicable to the salaries 
and wages Included therein, an appropriate 
share of the costa of the operation and main¬ 
tenance of the physical plant, and charge* 
representing use allowances and/or deprecis- 
tlon applicable to the building* and equip¬ 
ment utilized in performing the functions 
represented thereunder. 

b. The distribution of departmental ad¬ 
ministration expenses should be made 
through use of selected bases applied to cos*, 
groupings established within this category 
of expenses In accordance with the guide;* 
not out in section E2d. 

6. Setoff for indirect expenses otherzriM 
provided for by the Government .—a Tho 
item* to be accumulated under this hssdim: 
are the reimbursements and other receipt* 
from the Federal Government which are used 
by the institution to support directly, In 
whole or In part, any of the admlnistrattvr 
or service (Indirect) activities described in 
the foregoing (secs. F.l. through Ffi ). They 
Include any amounts thus applied to such 
activities which may have been received pur¬ 
suant to an Institutional base grant or any 
similar contractual arrangement with the 
Federal Government other than a research 
agreement as herein defined (sec. B.3.). 
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b The sum of the items In this group shall 
b* treated as a credit to the total indirect 
coat pool before It ia apportioned to organised 
'exarch and to other activities. 8uch setoff 
slian be mad© prior to the determination of 
the indirect coat rate or rates as provided in 
ivcction O. 

G. Determination and application of tn- 
dtrcct coat rote or rates. —t. tndtrect coat 
pool, subject to b. below, indirect costa 
uilDcated to organised research should be 
treated aa a common pool, and the costa in 
auch common pool should then be distributed 
to individual research agreements benefiting 
t herefrom on a single rate baa Is. 

b. In some Instances a atngle rate basis 
for us© across the board on ail Oovemmcnt 
research at an institution may not be ap¬ 
propriate, since it would not take into ac¬ 
count those different environmental factors 
which may affect substantially the indirect 
costs applicable to a particular segment of 
Government research at the institution. For 
this purpose, a particular segment of Gov¬ 
ernment research may bo that performed 
under a single research agreement or It may 
consist of research under a group of re¬ 
search agreements performed In a common 
environment. The environmental factors are 
not limited to the physical location of the 
work. Other important factors are the level 
of the administrative support required, the 
nature of the facilities or other resources 
employed, the scientific disciplines or tech¬ 
nical skills involved, the organizational ar¬ 
rangements used, or any combination thereof. 
Where a particular segment of Government 
research is performed within an environment 
which appears to generate a significantly dif¬ 
ferent level of indirect coots, provision 
should be made for a separate indirect cost 
pool applicable to such work. The separate 
indirect coot pool should be developed during 
the course of the regular distribution proc¬ 
ess, and the separate indirect cost rate re¬ 
sulting therefrom should be utilized provided 
It I* determined that (1) such indirect coat 
rate differs significantly from that which 
would have obtained under a. above and (3) 
the volume of research work to which such 
rate would apply is material in relation to 
other Government research at the 
Int-UtutlOB* 

2. The distribution bos©—Indirect costs 
allocated to organized research should be 
distributed U> applicable research agreements 
on the basts of direct salaries and wages. 
For this purpose, an indirect ©oat rate should 
be determined for each of the separate in¬ 
direct ©ost pools developed pursuant to sec¬ 
tion G.t. The rate In each case should be 
stated aa the percentage which the amount 
of the particular indirect coat pool is of the 
total direct salaries and wages of all research 
agreements identified with such pool. For tho 
purpose of establishing an Indirect cost rate, 
direct salaries and wagea may Include that 
portion contributed to the research by the in- 

Ututloa for cost sharing or other purposes. 
Bases other than salaries and wages may be 
tuttd provided It can be demontarated that 
they produce more equitable results. 

3. Negotiate* lump sum for indirect 
roots. — A negotiated fixed amount in lieu of 
Indirect costa may be appropriate for self- 
contained, off-campus, or primarily subcon¬ 
tracted research activities where the benefits 
derived from an Institution's indirect serv¬ 
ices cannot be readily determined. Such 
amount negotiated in lieu of indirect oosts 
will be treated as an offset to total indirect 
expenses before apportionment to Instruc¬ 
tion, organized research, and other Institu¬ 
tional activities. Th© base on which such re¬ 
maining expenses are allocated should be 
appropriately adjusted. 

♦ Predetermined fixed rates for indirect 
rout . —Public Law 87 633 (76 8tat. 437) au¬ 


thorizes the use of predetermined fixed rates 
In determining the indirect costs applicable 
under research agreements with educational 
institutions. The stated objectives of th© law 
are to simplify the administration of cost- 
type research and development contracts 
(including grants) with educational insti¬ 
tutions. to facilitate the preparation of their 
budgets, and to permit more expeditious 
closeout of such contracts when the work Is 
completed. In view of the potential advan¬ 
tages offered by this procedure, consideration 
should be given to the negotiation of pre¬ 
determined fixed rates for Indirect costs in 
those situations where the cost experience 
and other pertinent facta available are 
deemed sufficient to enable the parties in¬ 
volved to reach an informed judgment aa to 
the probable level of Indirect coats during 
the ensuing accounting period. 

8. Negotiated fixed rates and carryforward 
provisions .—When a fixed rate is negotiated 
in advance for a fiscal year (or other time 
period), the over- or under-recovery for that 
year may be included as an adjustment to 
the Indirect cost for the next rate negotia¬ 
tion. When the rate is negotiated before the 
carryforward adjustment Is determined due 
to the delay in audit, the carryforward may 
bo applied to the next subsequent rate ne¬ 
gotiation. When such adjustments are to be 
made, each fixed rate negotiated In advance 
for a given period will be computed by ap¬ 
plying the expected Indirect costs allocable to 
Government research for the forecast period 
plus or minus tho carryforward adjustment 
(over- or under-recovery) from the prior per¬ 
iod, to the forecast distribution base. Un¬ 
recovered amounts under lump-sum agree¬ 
ments or cost-sharing provisions of prior 
years shall not be carried forward for con¬ 
sideration In the new rate negotiation. There 
must, however, be an advance understanding 
in each case between the institution and th© 
cognizant Federal agency as to whether these 
differences will be considered in the rale 
negotiation rather than making the deter¬ 
mination after the differences are known. 
Further. Institutions electing to us© this 
carryforward provision may not subsequently 
change without prior approval of the cogniz¬ 
ant Federal agency. In the event that an 
institution returns to a posidetermlned rate, 
any over- or under-recovery during the per¬ 
iod in which negotiated fixed rates and 
carryforward provisions were followed will be 
Included in the subsequent postdetermined 
rates. Where multiple rates are used, the 
same procedure will be applicable for deter¬ 
mining each rate. This procedure also applies 
to rates established for grants and contracts 
far training and other educational services, 
but doss not apply to cost-type research 
agreements covering work performed in 
wholly or partially Government-owned fa¬ 
culties. 

H. Simplified method for small tnsflfu- 
tiont — 1. General. —a. Where th© total direct 
cost of all federally supported work under 
research and educational service agreements 
at an Institution does not exceed $1 million 
In a fiscal year (excluding direct payments 
by the institution to participants under edu¬ 
cational service agreements for stipends, sup¬ 
port. and similar costa requiring little, if 
any. Indirect cost support), the use of the 
abbreviated procedure described In 2. below 
may be used in determining allowable in¬ 
direct costa. Under this abbreviated proce¬ 
dure. the Institution's moat recent annual 
financial report and Immediately available 
supporting information, with salaries and 
wages segregated from other costs, will be 
utilized as a basis for determining the In¬ 
direct cost rate applicable both to fodoraily 
supported research and educational service 
agreements. 
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b. The rigid formula approach provided 
under this abbreviated procedure should not 
be used where it produces results which 
appear inequitable to the Government or the 
Institution. In any such case, indirect costs 
should bo determined through use of the 
regular procedure. 

2. Abbreviated procedure —a Establish the 
total amount of salaries and wages paid to 
all emplovees of the Institution. 

b. Establish an indirect cost pool consisting 
of the expenditures (exclusive of capital 
Items and other costs specifically identified 
as unallowable) which customarily are classi¬ 
fied under the following titles or their 


equivalents: 

(1) General administration and general ex¬ 
penses (exclusive of costs of student admin¬ 
istration and services, student aid, student 
activities, and scholarships). 

(2) Operation and maintenance of physical 

plant. | 

(3) Library. 

(4) Department administration expenses, 
which will be computed as 20 percent of the 
salaries and expenses of deans and heads of 


departments. 

In those cases where expenditures classified 
under 2b.(l) and 2b.(2) have previously 
been allocated to other institutional activi¬ 
ties. they may be Included In the Indirect 
cost pool. The total amount of salaries and 
wages Included In the indirect cost pool must 
be separately Identified. 

c. Establish a salary and wage distribution 
base, determined by deducting from th© total 
of salaries and wages as established under 


eluded under 2 b. 

d. Establish the Indirect cost rate, deter¬ 
mined by dividing the amount in the in¬ 
direct cost pool 2 b. by the amount of the 


distribution base 2.c. 

e. Apply the indirect cost rate established 
to direct salaries and wages for individual 
agreements to determine the amount of 
indirect coats allocable to such agreements. 

J. General standards for selected items of 
coat.—Sections J.l. through J.45. provide 
standards to be applied in establishing the 
allowability of certain Items Involved In de¬ 
termining cost. These standards should apply 
irrespective of whether a particular Item of 
coat U properly treated as direct cost or in¬ 
direct cost. Failure to mention a particular 
item of cost In the standards is not intended 
to Imply that It U either allowable or un¬ 
allowable; rather determination aa to allow- 
ability in each case should be based on the 
treatment or standards provided for similar 
or related Items of cost. In case of discrep¬ 
ancy between the provisions of a specific 
research agreement and the applicable stand¬ 
ards provided, th© provisions of the research 
agreement should govern. 

I. Advertising costs.— The term advertis¬ 
ing cowls means the coat* of advertising 
media and corollary administrative coats. Ad¬ 
vertising media Include magazines, news¬ 
paper*. radio and television programs, direct 
mall, exhibits, and the like. The only ad¬ 
vertising costs allowable are those which are 
solely for (a) the recruitment of personnel 
required for the performance by the institu¬ 
tion of obligations ariiing under the research 
agreement, when considered In conjunction 
with all other recruitment costs, as set forth 
in J.32 ; (b) the procurement of scarce items 
for tho performance of the research agree¬ 
ment: or (o) the disposal of scrap or surplus 
materials acquired in the performance of the 
research agreement. Cost of this nature. If 
incurred for more than one research agree¬ 


ment or for both research agreement work 
and other work of the Institution, are allow¬ 


able to the extent that the principles in 
sections D and E are observed. 
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%. Dad debts. —Any losses, whether actual 
or estimated arising from uncollectible ac¬ 
counts and other claims, related collections 
costs, and related legal costs, are unallow¬ 
able. 

3. Capital expenditures.— The costs of 
equipment, buildings, and repairs which 
materially increase the value or useful life of 
buildings or equipment, are unallowable ex¬ 
cept as provided for in the research agree¬ 
ment. Government funds shall not be used 
for the acquisition of land, or any interest 
therein, except with the specific prior ap¬ 
proval of the sponsoring agency. 

4. Ctrl/ defense costa— Civil defense costa 
aro thoec incurred In planning for, and the 
protection of life and property against, the 
possible effects of enemy attack. Reasonable 
costs of civil defense measures (Including 
costs in excess of normal plant protection 
costs, A rot aid training and supplies, fire¬ 
fighting training, posting of additional exit 
notices and directions, and other approved 
civil defense measures) undertaken on the 
Institution's premises pursuant to sugges¬ 
tions or requirements of civil defense au¬ 
thorities are allowable when distributed to 
all activities of tho institution. Capital ex¬ 
penditures for civil defense purposes will 
not be allowed, but a use allowance or de¬ 
preciation may be permitted In accordance 
with provisions set forth In section J.10. 
Costs of local civil defense projects not on 
the Institution's premises are unallowable. 

6. Commencement and convocation costs .— 
Costs incurred for commencements and con¬ 
vocations apply only to Instruction and 
therefore arc not allocable to research agree¬ 
ments. either as direct costs or indirect costs. 

6. Communication costs. —Costs incurred 
tor telephone services, local and long dis¬ 
tance telephone calls, telegrams, radiograms, 
postage and the like, are allowable. 

7. Compensation for p*'rsonal services —a. 
General —Compensation for personal services 
covers all remuneration paid currently or 
accrued to the Institution for services of em¬ 
ployees rendered during the period of per¬ 
formance under Government research agree¬ 
ments Such remuneration Includes salaries, 
wages, staff benefits (see section J.30), and 
pension plan costs (see section J.23). The 
costs of such remuneration are allowable to 
the extent that the total compensation to 
Individual employees Is reasonable for the 
services rendered and conforms to the estab¬ 
lished policy of the Institution consistently 
applied, and provided that the charges for 
work performed directly on Government 
research agreements and for other work al¬ 
locable as indirect costs to organized re. 
search are determined and supported as here¬ 
inafter provided. 

b. Payroll distribution.—Amounts charged 
to organized research for personal services, 
except stipulated salary support, regardless 
of whether treated as direct costs or allocated 
as Indirect costs, will be based on Institu¬ 
tional payrolls which have been approved 
and documented in accordance with gener¬ 
ally accepted institutional practices. Support 
for direct and indirect allocations of personal 
service costs to: (l) Instruction, (3) orga¬ 
nised research, and (3) Indirect activities as 
defined In section E I., or (4) other Institu¬ 
tional activities as defined in section B.4., 
will be provided as described In c., d , e., and 
f„ below. 

c. Stipulated salary support. —As an alter¬ 
native to payroll distribution, stipulated sal¬ 
ary support amounts may be provided in 
the research agreement for professorial staff, 
any part of whose compensation is charge¬ 
able to Oovernment-sponorcd research. Stip¬ 
ulated salary support may also be provided 
for any other professionals who are engaged 
part time in sponsored research and part 
time in other work. The stipulated salary 


support for an Individual will be determined 
by the Government and the educational in¬ 
stitution during the proposal and award proc¬ 
ess on the basis of considered Judgment as to 
the monetary value of the contribution which 
the individual Is expected to make to the 
research project. This Judgment will take Into 
account any cost sharing by the Institution 
and such other factors as the extent of the 
investigator’s planned participation In the 
project and his ability to perform as planned 
in the light of his other commitments. It 
will bo necessary for those who review re¬ 
search proposals to obtain information cm 
the total academic year salary of the faculty 
members Involved; the other research proj¬ 
ects or proposals for which salary is allo¬ 
cated. and any other duties they may have 
such a s teaching assignments, administra¬ 
tive assignments, number of graduate stu¬ 
dents for which they are responsible, or other 
Institutional activities. Stipulated amounts 
for an Individual must not per se result In 
Increasing his official salary from the 
institution. 

d. Direct charges for personal services un¬ 
der payroll distribution.—The direct coat 
charged to organized research for the per¬ 
sonal services of professorial and profes¬ 
sional staff, exclusive of those whose salaries 
are stipulated in the research agreement, will 
be based on Institutional payroll systems. 
Such institutional payroll systems must be 
supported by either; (I) An adequate ap¬ 
pointment and workload distribution system 
accompanied by monthly reviews performed 
by responsible officials and a reporting of any 
significant changes In workload distribution 
of each professor or professional staff mem¬ 
ber. or (2) a monthly after-the-fact certi¬ 
fication system which will require the Indi¬ 
vidual Investigators, deans, departmental 
chairmen or supervisors having first-hand 
knowledge of the services performed on each 
research agreement to report the distribution 
of effort. Reported changes will be incorpo¬ 
rated during the accounting period into the 
payroll distribution system and Into tho ac¬ 
counting records. Direct charges for salaries 
and wages of nonprofesslonals will be sup¬ 
ported by time and attendance and payroll 
distribution records. 

e. Direct charges for personal services 
under stipulated salaries. —The amounts 
stipulated for salary support will be treated 
as direct costa. Tho stipulated salary for the 
academic year will be prorated equally over 
the duration of the grant or contract period 
during the academic year, unless other ar¬ 
rangements have been made In the grant or 
contract instrument. No time or effort report¬ 
ing wiU be required to support these 
amounts. Special provision for summer sala¬ 
ries, or for a particular "off-period" if other 
than summer, will be required. The research 
agreements will state that any research 
covered by summer salary support must be 
carried out during the summer, not during 
the academic year, and at locations approved 
in advance in writing by the granting agency. 
The certification required In section K will 
attest to this requirement as well as all others 
in a given research agreement. Stipulated 
salary support remains fixed during the fund¬ 
ing period of the grant or contract and will be 
costed at the rate described above unless 
there is a significant change in performance. 
For example, a significant change in perform¬ 
ance would exist if the faculty member: (1) 
Was ill for an extended period. (2) took sab¬ 
batical leave to devote effort to duties un¬ 
related to his research, or (3) was required to 
Increase substantially his teaching assign¬ 
ments. administrative duties, or responsibility 
for more research projects. In the latter 
event, it will be the responsibility of the 
educational institution to reduce the charges 
to the research agreement proportionately or 


seek an appropriate amendment. In the case 
of thooe covered by stipulated salary support, 
the auditors arc no longer required to review 
the precise accuracy of time or effort devoted 
to research projects Rather, their reviews 
should include steps to determine on a 
sample basis that an institution is not reim¬ 
bursed for more than 100 percent of each 
faculty member's salary and that the portion 
of each faculty member's salary charged to 
Government-sponsored research is reasonable 
In view of his university workload and other 
commitments. The stipulated salary methr,<j 
may also be agreed upon for that portion of 
a professional’s salary that represents cost 
sharing by the Institution 

f. Indirect personal services costs.— Allow 
aolc Indirect personal services coats will be 
supported by the educational Institution’s ac¬ 
counting system maintained In accordance 
with generally accepted institutional prac¬ 
tices. Where a comprehensive accounting sys¬ 
tem does not exist, the institution should 
make periodic surreys no less frequently than 
annually to support the Indirect personal 
services costs for inclusion In the overhead 
pool. Such supporting documentation must 
be retained for subeequent review by Govern¬ 
ment officials. 

g. Genera/ guidance for charging personal 
services —Budget estimates on a monthly, 
quarterly, semester, or yearly basis do no: 
qualify as support for charges to federally 
sponsored research projects and should not 
be used unless confirmed after the fact. 
Charges to research agreements may Inchido 
reasonable amounts for activities contribut¬ 
ing and intimately related to work under the 
agreement, such as preparing and deliver!ns? 
special lectures about specific aspects of the 
ongoing research, writing research report! 
and articles, participating In appropriate re¬ 
search seminars, consulting with colleague 
and graduate students with respect to related 
research, and attending appropriate scientific 
meetings and conferences. In no case should 
charges be mode to federally sponsored re¬ 
search projects for lecturing or preparing for 
formal courses listed in the catalog and 
offered for degree credit, or for committee or 
administrative work related to university 
business. 

h. Nonuniversity professional activities — 
A university must not alter or waive univer¬ 
sity-wide policies and practices dealing with 
the permissible extent of professional sen - 
Icea over and above those traditionally 
performed without extra university compen¬ 
sation, unless such arrangements are specifi¬ 
cally authorized by the sponsoring agency 
Where university-wide policies do not ade¬ 
quately define tho permissible extent of con¬ 
sult an Uhl yw or other nonuniversity activities 
undertaken for extra pay. the Government 
may require that the effort of professional 
sUff working under research agreement be 
allocated as between (1) university activities 
and (2) nonuniversity professional activities 
If the sponsoring agency should consider the 
extent of non university professional effort 
excessive, appropriate arrangements govern¬ 
ing compensation will be negotiated on a 
cosc-by-ca&e basis. 

I. Salary rates for academic year .— Charge* 
for work performed on Government research 
by faculty members during the academic year 
will be based on the individual faculty 
member's regular compensation for the con¬ 
tinuous period which, under the practice of 
tho institution concerned, constitutes the 
basis of his salary. Charges for work per¬ 
formed on research agreements during all or 
any portion of such period would be allow¬ 
able at the base salary rate. In no event will 
the charge to research agreements. Irrespec¬ 
tive of the basis of computation, exceed the 
proportionate share of the base salary for 
that period, and any extra compensation 
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Rbor* the base salary for work on Govern¬ 
ment research during such period would be 
unallowable. This principle appllee to all 
members of the faculty at an institution. 
Since mtra-unlvendty consulting Is assumed 
to be undertaken as a university obligation 
requiring no compensation In addition to 
full-time base salary, the principle also ap¬ 
plies to those who function as consultants 
or otherwise contribute to a research agree¬ 
ment conducted by another faculty member 
of the same institution. However, in unusual 
cases where consultation Is across depart¬ 
mental lines or involves a separate or remote 
operation, and the work performed by the 
mnsultani la in addition to his regular de- 
q.\rtmental load, any charges for such work 
representing extra compensation above the 
t-vigf . salary are allowable provided such con- 
fruiting arrangement is specifically provided 
for in the research agreement or approved 
tn writing by the sponsoring agency. 

j. .Salary rater for period* outside the 
aeudemic pear. —Charges for work performed 
by faculty members on Government research 
during the summer months or other periods 
not included In the base salary period will be 
determined for each faculty member at a 
monthly rate not in excels of that which 
M ould be applicable under his base salary and 
will be limited to charges made In accord¬ 
ance with other subsections of J.7. 

k. Salary rate* for part-time faculty.— 
Chargee for aork performed on Government 
rrr^arch by faculty members having only 
part-time appointments for teaching will be 
determined at a rate not In excess of that for 
which he la regularly paid for his part-time 
teaching assignments. Example : An institu¬ 
tion pays $5,000 to a faculty member for half¬ 
time teaching during the academic year. He 
devoted one-half of his remaining time (25 
percent of his total available time) to Gov¬ 
ernment research. Thus his additional com¬ 
pensation, chargeable by tho Institution to 
ciovomznent re-search agreements, would be 

nr -half of $5,000 or $2,500 
$ Contingency provision*. —Contributions 
to a contingency reserve or any similar provi¬ 
sion made for events the occurrence of which 
cannot be foretold with certainty as to time, 
intensity, or with an assurance of their hap¬ 
pening, are unallowable. 

9 Dean* of faculty and graduate school *.— 
The salaries and expenses of deans of faculty 
and graduate schools, or their equivalents, 
and their staffs, are allowable. 

10. Depreciation and use allowance *.— 
a Institutions may be compensated for the 
use of buildings, capital improvements, and 
usable equipment on hand through use allow¬ 
ances or depreciation. Use allowances are the 
means of providing such compensation when 
depredation or other equivalent costs are 
not considered. However, a combination of 
the two methods may not he used in con¬ 
nection with a single class of fixed assets. 

b. Due consideration will be given to Gov- 
r rnmen t - furnished facilities utilized by the 
Institution when computing use allowances 
and/or depreciation if the Oovemment-fur- 
ulshcd facilities are material In amount. 
Computation of the use allowance and or 
depredation will exclude both the cost or any 
portion of the cost of buildings and equip¬ 
ment borne by or donated by the Federal 
Government, irrespective of where title was 
originally vested or where It presently re¬ 
sides and. secondly. th$ cost of grounds. 
Capital expenditures for land improvements 
(paved areas, fences, streets, sidewalks, 
utility conduits and similar improvements 
not already Included in the cost of buildings) 
ore allowable provided the systematic amor¬ 
tization of such capital expenditures has been 
provided, based on reasonable determinations 
of the probable useful lives of the individual 
items involved, and the Share allocated to 
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organised research is developed from the 
amount thus amortized for the base period 
involved. Amortization methods once used 
should not be changed for a given building or 
equipment unless approved in advance by 
the cognizant Federal agency. 

c. Where the use allowance method Is fol¬ 
lowed. the use allowance for buildings and 
Improvements will be computed at an annual 
rate not exceeding 2 percent of aoqulsitlon 
cost. The use allowance for equipment will 
be computed at an annual rate not exceeding 
CVj percent of acquisition coat of usable and 
needed equipment In those cases where the 
institution maintains current records with 
respect to such equipment on hand. Where 
the institution's records reflect only the 
cost (actual or estimated) of the original 
complement of equipment, the use allowance 
will be computed at an annual rate not ex¬ 
ceeding 10 percent of such cost Original 
complement for this purpose means the com¬ 
plement of equipment initially placed in 
buildings to perform the functions currently 
being performed in such buddings: however, 
where a permanent change In the function 
of a “building takes place, a redetermination 
of the original complement of equipment may 
be made at that Ume to establish a new orig¬ 
inal complement. In thoee cases where no 
equipment records are maintained, tho in¬ 
stitution will justify a reasonable estimate 
of the acquisition cost of usable and needed 
equipment which may be used to compute 
the use allowance at an annual rate not ex¬ 
ceeding 6** percent of such estimate. 

d. Where the depreciation method is fol¬ 
lowed. adequate property record must be 
maintained and periodic Inventory (a statis¬ 
tical sampling basis is acceptable) must be 
taken to Insure that properties for which 
depreciation is charged do exist and are 
needed. The period of useful service (service 
life) established in each case for usable 
capital assets must be determined on a real¬ 
istic basis which takes into consideration 
such factors as typo of construction, nature 
of the equipment used, technological de¬ 
velopments In the particular research area, 
and the renewal and replacement policies 
followed for the Individual Items or clssaes 
of assets Involved. Where tho depreciation 
method is Introduced for application to as¬ 
set* acquired in prior years, the annual 
charges therefrom must not exceed the 
amounts that would have resulted had the 
depreciation method been in effect from the 
date of acquisition of such assets. 

e. Whore an institution electa to go on a 
depreciation basis for a particular class of 
assets, no depreciation, rental or use charge 
may be allowed on any such assets that, 
under d above, would be viewed as fully 
depreciated. Provided, however, That reason¬ 
able use charges may be negotiated for any 
such assets if warranted after taking into 
consideration the cost of the faculty or item 
involved, the estimated useful life remain¬ 
ing at time of negotiation, the actual replace¬ 
ment policy followed in the light of service 
lives used for calculating depreciation, the 
effect of any increased maintenance charges 
or decreased efficiency due to age. and any 
other factors pertinent to the utilization of 
the facility or item for the purpose 
contemplated. 

11. Employee morale , health. and welfare 
co* ft and credits —The costs of house publi¬ 
cations, health or first-aid clinics and/or 
infirmaries, recreational activities, employees' 
counseling services, and other expenses In¬ 
curred In accordance with the institution's 
established practice or custom for the Im¬ 
provement of working conditions, employer- 
employee relations, employee morale, and em¬ 
ployee performance, are allowable. Such costs 
will be equitably apportioned to all activities 
of the institution. Income generated from 
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any of these activities will be credited to the 
cost thereof unless such income lias been 
irrevocably set over to employee welfare 
organizations. 

12. Entertainment costs .—Coats Incurred 
for amusement, social activities, entertain¬ 
ment. and any' Items relating thereto, such 
as meals, lodging, rentals, transportation, 
and gratuities, ore unallowable. 

13. Equipment and other facilities.—The 
costs of permanent equipment or other fa¬ 
culties are allowable where such purchases 
are approved by the sponsoring agency con¬ 
cerned or provided for by the terms of the 
research agreement. Total expenditures for 
permanent equipment may not exceed 125 
percent of the amount allotted for the per¬ 
manent equipment category by the sponsor¬ 
ing agency (through an approved budget or 
other document) except with opproraL The 
term “permanent equipment" shall mean an 
Item of property which has an acquisition 
cost of 9200 or more and has an expected 
service life of 1 year or more. 

a. General purpose equipment .—Approval 
must be obtained to acquire with Govern¬ 
ment funds any general purpose permanent 
equipment, le.. any items which are usable 
for activities of the institution other than 
research, such as office equipment and fur¬ 
nishings, air conditioning, reproduction or 
printing equipment, motor vehicles, etc., or 
any automatic data processing equipment. 

b. Research equipment .—Approval must be 
obtained to acquire with Government funds 
any item of permanent research equipment 
costing $1,000 or more. 

14. rines and penalties.—C oats resulting 
from violations of, or failure of the Institu¬ 
tion to comply with. Federal. Stale, and local 
laws and regulations are unallowable except 
when Incurred os a result of compliance with 
specific provisions of the research agreement, 
or Instructions In writing from the contract¬ 
ing officer. 

15. Insurance and indemnification. —a. 
Costs of Insurance required or approved, and 
maintained, pursuant to the research agree¬ 
ment. are allowable. 

b. Coals of other Insurance maintained by 
the institution tn connection with the gen¬ 
eral conduct of Its activities, are allowable 
subject to the following limitations: (S) 
Types and extent and coot of coverage must 
be in accordance with sound institutional 
practice; (2) costs of Insurance or of any 
contributions to any reserve covering the 
risk of loss of or damage to Government- 
owned property are unallowable except to the 
extent that the Government has specifically 
required or approved such coats; and (3) 
costs of insurance on the lives of officers or 
trustees are unallowable except where such 
Insurance is part of an employee plan which 
is not unduly restricted. 

c. Contributions to a reserve for an ap¬ 
proved self-insurance program are allowable 
to the extent that the types of coverage, ex¬ 
tent of coverage, and the rates and premiums 
would have been allowed had Insurance been 
purchased to cover the risks. 

d. Actual losses which could have been 
covered by permissible Insurance (through 
an approved self-Insurance program or other¬ 
wise) are unallowable unless expressly pro¬ 
vided for in the research agreement, except 
that costs incurred because of leases not 
covered under existing deductible clauses for 
insurance coverage provided In kocplng with 
sound management practice as well as minor 
losses not covered by insurance, such as 
spoilage, breakage, and disappearance of 
small hand tools, which occur In the ordinary 
course of operations, are allowable. 

t. Indemnification lnciudea securing the 
Institution against liabilities to third persona 
and other looses not compensated by insur¬ 
ance or otherwise. The Government Is obli- 
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gated to Indemnify the Institution only to 
the extent expressly provided for In the re¬ 
search agreement, except os provided in d 
above. 

16. Interest, fundraising, and investment 
management costs. —a. Cost# incurred for In¬ 
terest on borrowed capital or temporary use 
of endowment funds, however represented, 
are unallowable. 

b. Costs of organized fundraising, In¬ 
cluding financial campaigns, endowment 
drives, solicitation of gifts and bequests, and 
similar expenses incurred solely to raise capi¬ 
tal or obtain contributions, ore not allowable 
under Government research agreements. 

c Costs of investment counsel and staff 
and similar expenses Incurred solely to en¬ 
hance Income from investments are not al¬ 
lowable under Government research agree¬ 
ments. 

d. Costs related to the physical custody 
and control of moneys and securities are 
allowable. 

17. Labor relations costs. —Costs incurred 
in maintaining satisfactory relations between 
the institution and Its employees. Including 
costs of labor management committees, em¬ 
ployees' publications, and other related ac¬ 
tivities, are allowable. 

18. Losses on other research agreements or 
contracts. —Any excess of costs over Income 
under any other research agreement or con¬ 
tract of any nature is unallowable. This In¬ 
cludes, but Is not limited to, the institution's 
contributed portion by reason of cost-sharing 
agreements or any under-recoveries through 
negotiation of flat amounts for Indirect costs. 

19. Maintenance and repair costs. —Costs 
Incurred for necessary maintenance, repair 
or upkeep of property (Including Govern¬ 
ment property unless otherwise provided for) 
which neither add to the permanent value 
of the property nor appreciably prolong its 
Intended Ufe but keep It in an efficient op¬ 
erating condition, ore allowable. 

20. Material costs. —Costs Incurred for pur¬ 
chased material*, supplies, and fabricated 
parts directly or Indirectly related to tho 
research agreement, are allowable. Purchases 
made specifically for the research agreement 
should be charged thereto at their actual 
prices after deducting all cash discounts, 
trade discounts, rebates, and allowances re¬ 
ceived by the Institution. Withdrawals from 
general stores or stockrooms should be 
charged at their ooet under any recognised 
method or pricing stores withdrawals con¬ 
forming to sound accounting practices con¬ 
sistently followed by the institution. Incom¬ 
ing transportation charges are a proper part 
of material cost. Direct material cost should 
Include only the materials and supplies 
actually used for the performance of the 
research agreement, and due credit should 
be given for any excess materials retained, 
or returned to vendors. Due credit should be 
given for all proceeds or value received for 
any scrap resulting from work under the 
research agreement. Where Government- 
donated or furnished material is used in per¬ 
forming the research agreement, such mate¬ 
rial will be used without charge. 

21. Memberships, subscriptions and pro¬ 
fess tonal activity costs. —a. Costs of the In¬ 
stitution's membership in civic, business, 
technical, and professional organizations are 
allowable. 

b. Costs of the Institution’s subscriptions 
to civic, business, professional, and technical 
periodicals are allowable. 

c. Costs of meetings and conferences, when 
the primary purpose is the dissemination of 
technical Information, are allowable. This 
Includes coats of meals, transportation, 
rental of facilities, and other Items inci¬ 
dental to such meetings or conferences. 

22. Patent costs .—Costs of preparing dis¬ 
closures. reports, and other documents re- 
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qulrcd by the research agreement and of 
searching the art to the extent necessary to 
make such Invention disclosures, are allow¬ 
able. In accordance with the clauses of tbs 
research agreement relating to patents, costs 
of preparing documents and any other patent 
costs, in connection with the filing of a 
patent application where title is conveyed to 
the Government, are allowable (see also sec¬ 
tion J.33). 

23. Pension plan costs. —Costs of tho Insti¬ 
tution's pension plan which are Incurred in 
accordance with the established poUclen of 
the Institution are allowable, provided such 
policies meet the test of reasonableness and 
the methods of cost allocation are not dis¬ 
criminatory, and provided appropriate ad¬ 
justments are made for credits or gains aris¬ 
ing out of normal and abnormal employee 
turnover or any other contingencies that can 
result In forfeitures by employees which In¬ 
ure to the benefit of the institution. 

24. Plant security coifs.—Necessary ex¬ 
penses incurred to comply with Government 
security requirements, including wages, uni¬ 
forms and equipment of personnel engaged 
in plant protection, are allowable. 

26. Preresearch agreement costs. —Costs In¬ 
curred prior to the effective date of the 
research agreement, whether or not they 
would have been allowable thereunder if in¬ 
curred after such date, are unallowable un¬ 
less specifically set forth and identified in the 
research agreement. 

26. Professional services costs. — a. Costs of 
professional services rendered by the mem¬ 
bers of a particular profession who are not 
employees of the Institution are allowable, 
subject to b. and c. below, when reasonable in 
relation to the sorviccs rendered and when 
not contingent upon recovery of the costs 
from the Government. Retainer fees to be 
allowable must be reasonably supported by 
evidence of services rendered. 

b. Facto re to be considered In determining 
the allowability of costs in a particular case 
Include: (1) The post pattern of such costs, 
particularly In the years prior to the award of 
Government research agreements; (2) the 
impact of Government research agreements 
on the Institution's total activity; (3) the 
nature and scope of managerial services ex¬ 
pected of the institution's own organizations: 
and (4) whether the proportion of Govern¬ 
ment work to the Institution's total activity 
Is such os to Influence the institution In favor 
of Incurring the cost, particularly where the 
services rendered are not of a continuing 
nature and have little relationship to work 
under Government research agreements. 

c. Costs of legal, accounting, and consult¬ 
ing services, and related costs, incurred in 
connection with organization and reorganiza¬ 
tion or the prosecution of claims against the 
Government, are unallowable. Costs of legal, 
accounting and consulting services, and re¬ 
lated costs, incurred in connection with 
patent Infringement litigation, are unallow¬ 
able unless otherwise provided for in the 
research agreement. 

27. Profits and losses on disposition of 
plant, equipment, or other capital assets .— 
Profits or losses of any nature arising from 
the sale or exchange of plant, equipment, or 
other capital assets, including sale or ex¬ 
change of cither short- or long-term invest¬ 
ments. shall not be considered In computing 
research agreement costa 

28. Proposal costs. —Proposal costs are the 
costs of preparing bids or proposals on poten¬ 
tial Government and non-Government re¬ 
search agreements or projects, including the 
development of engineering data and coet 
data necessary to support tho Institution's 
bids or proposals. Proposal costs of the cur¬ 
rent accounting period of both successful and 
unsuccessful bids and proposals normally 
should be treated as indirect costs and al¬ 


located currently to all activities of the inatj. 
tutlon. and no proposal costs of past account¬ 
ing periods will be allocable In the current 
period to tho Government research agree* 
moot. However, the institution's established 
practices may be to treat proposal costs by 
some other recognized method. Regardles: of 
the method used, the results obtained may be 
accepted only If found to be reasonable and 
equitable. 

29. Public information services costs.— 
Costs of news releases pertaining to specific 
research or scientific accomplishment are 
unallowable unless specifically authorized 
by the sponsoring agency. 

30. Rearrangement and alteration coats — 
Costs incurred for ordinary or normal rear¬ 
rangement and alteration of facilities are 
allowable. Special arrangement and altera¬ 
tion costs Incurred specifically for the proj¬ 
ect are allowable when such work has been 
approved In advance by the sponsoring 
agency concerned. 

81. Reconversion costs. —Costs Incurred in 
the restoration or rehabilitation of the in¬ 
stitution's facilities to approximately tho 
same condition existing immediately prior 
to commencement of Government research 
agreement work, fair wear and tear ex¬ 
cepted. are allowable. 

32. Recruiting costs. —a. 8ubject to b.. c.. 
and d. below: And provided, That the sizo of 
the staff recruited and maintained Is In 
keeping with workload requirements, coet a 
of "help wanted" advertising, operating costs 
of an employment office necessary to secure 
and maintain an adequate staff, costs of 
operating on aptitude and educational test¬ 
ing program, travel costs of employees while 
engaged In recruiting personnel, travel costs 
of applicants for interviews for prospective 
employment, and relocation costa incurred 
incident to recruitment of new employees 
are allowable to the extent that such costs 
are Incurred pursuant to a well managed 
recruitment program. Where tho Institution 
uses employment agencies, costs not In ex¬ 
cess of standard commercial rates for such 
services are allowable. 

b. In publications, costs of help wanted 
advertising that Includes color. Includes ad¬ 
vertising material for other than recruttmei it 
purposes, or Is excessive In size (taking into 
consideration recruitment purposes for 
which intended and normal Institution^ 
practices In this respect), are unallowable. 

c. Costs of help wanted advertising, spe¬ 
cial emoluments, fringe benefits, and salary 
allowances Incurred to attract profession .\\ 
personnel from other institutions that do 
not meet the test of reasonableness or do 
not conform with the established practice 
of the Institution, are unallowable. 

d. Where relocation couts incurred Incident 
to recruitment of a new employee have been 
allowed either as an allocable direct or In¬ 
direct cost, and the newly hired employee 
resigns for reasons within his control within 
12 months after hire, the Institution will be 
required to refund or credit such relocation 
costs to the Government. 

33. Royalties and other costs for use of 
patents. —Royalties on a patent or amortiza¬ 
tion of the cost of acquiring a patent or in¬ 
vention or rights thereto, necessary for the 
proper performance of the research agree¬ 
ment and applicable to tasks or process 
thereunder, are allowable unless the Gov¬ 
ernment has a license or the right to free 
use of tho patent, the patent has been ad¬ 
judicated to be invalid or has been adralni - 
tratlvely determined to be Invalid, the patent 
is considered to be unenforceable, or the pa¬ 
tent has expired. 

34. Sabbatical leave costs.—Costs of leave 
of absence to employees for performance of 
graduate work or sabbatical study, travel, or 
research are allowable provided the InstlUi- 
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tu>n bu & uniform policy on Mbbatical leave 
for persons engaged in Instruction *nd per- 
„ n , ensacMt in research. Such coats will be 
*'located on an equitable basis among all ap- 
ruining activities of the institution. Where 
..nbaUcal leave Is included in fringe benefits 
fat which a cost Is determined for assess¬ 
ment as a direct charge, the aggregate 
amount of ouch assessments applicable to all 
work of the Institution during the base period 
must be reasoushie In relation to tbe insti¬ 
tution's actual experience under 1U sabbatl- 
policy. 

^5 Scholarships and student aid costs.— 
CoftU of scholarships. fellowahipa and 
other forms of student aid apply only to In¬ 
struction and therefore are not allocable to 
research agreements, either as direct costa or 
indirect costs. However, in the case of stu¬ 
dents actually engaged in work under re¬ 
search agreements, any tuition remissions to 
such students for work performed are allo¬ 
cable to such research agreements provided 
consistent treatment is accorded such costs. 
(See section J. 39.) 

36. Sct'crancc pay.—aw Severance pay is 
compensation in addition to regular salaries 
and wages which is paid by an Institution to 
employees whose services are being termi¬ 
nated. Costs of severance pay are allowable 
only to tbe extent that such payment s ar c 
rr qulred by law. by employer-employee agree¬ 
ment, by established policy that constitutes 
in effect an implied agreement on the insti¬ 
tution 1 * part, or by circumstances of the 
Particular employment. 

b. Severance payments that are due to 
normal, recurring turnover and which other¬ 
wise meet tho condtlons of a. above may be 
allowed provided the actual costs of such 
:**verance payments are regarded as expenses 
applicable to the current fiscal year and are 
t qultably distributed among the institution's 
activities during that period. 

c. Severance payments that are due to 
abnormal or mails terminations are of such 
r-nijecturel nature that allowability must be 
tV’.ermined on a csse-by-case basis. However, 
th<* Government recognises Its obligation to 
participate, to the extent of its fair share, 
in any specific payment. 

37. Specialised service facilities operated 
by institution. —a. The oosts. including amor¬ 
tization by generally accepted accounting 
practice, of Institutional services involving 
tb# use of highly compiex and specialised 
facilities such as electronic computers. In- 
use. wind tunnels, and reactors are allowable 
provided the charges therefor meet the con¬ 
ditions of b. or c. below, and otherwise take 
Into account any items of income or Federal 
ft mincing that qualify as applicable credits 
under section C.5. 

b, The costs of such institutional services 
normally will be charged directly to applica¬ 
ble research agreements based on actual 
usage or occupancy of the facilities on the 
basis of a schedule of rates that 1 1) is de¬ 
signed to recover only aggregate costs of 
providing such aervtoea over a long term 
fit: reed upon in advance by the cognisant 
Federal agency on an Individual basis and 
(2) is applied on a noudiscriminatory basis 
m between organised research and other work 
of the institution, including usage by the 
institution for internal purposes Commercial 
or accommodation sales of computer services 
will be charged at not less than the above 
rates; however. If the rates charged for these 
services are greater, the total amount of 
marge* above the scheduled rates when sig¬ 
nificant may be considered In revising the 
schedule of rates. Further, within the con¬ 
straints of this paragraph. It Is not necessary 
that the rates charged far aervtces be equal 
to the cost of providing those services during 
any 1 fiscal year. 

c. In the absence of an acceptable arrange¬ 
ment for direct costing as provided In b. 


above, the coats incurred for such institu¬ 
tional services may be assigned to research 
agreements as indirect oosts. provided the 
methods used achieve substantially the same 
results. Such arrangements should be 
worked out in coordination with the cog¬ 
nizant Federal agency In order to assure 
equitable distribution of the indirect oosts. 

38. Special services coats. —Costs Incurred 
for general public relations activities, cata¬ 
logs. alumni activities, and similar services, 
are unallowable. 

39. Staff benefits. —a. Stoll benefits in the 
form of regular compensation paid to em¬ 
ployees during periods of authorized absences 
from the job. such as for annual leave, sick 
leave, military leave, and the like, are allow¬ 
able provided such oosts are absorbed by all 
Institutional activities, Including organised 
research. In proportion to the relative amount 
of time or effort actually devoted to each. 

I See sec. J.34. for treatment of sabbatical 
leave.) 

b. Staff benefits In the form of employer 
contributions or expense* for social security, 
employee insurance, workmen s compensa¬ 
tion Insurance, the pension plan (see sec, 
JilS.). tuition or remission of tuition for 
individual employees or their families (see 
sec. J36.), and the like, are allowable pro¬ 
vided such benefits are granted in accord¬ 
ance with established Institutional policies, 
and provided such contributions and other 
expenses, whether treated as indirect oosts 
or as an increment of direct labor costs, are 
distributed to particular research agreement* 
r r»H othor activities in a manner consistent 
with the pattern of benefits accruing to the 
individuals or groups of employees whose sal¬ 
aries and wages are chargeable to such re¬ 
search agreements and other activities. 

40. Student activity costs. —Costs incurred 
for intramural activities, student publica¬ 
tions, student dubs, and other student ac¬ 
tivities, apply only to Instruction and there¬ 
fore are not allocable to research agreements, 
either as direct oosts or Indirect costs. 

41. Student services costs. —Costs of the 
deans of students, administration of student 
affairs, registrar, placement offices, student 
advisers, student health, and Infirmary serv¬ 
ices. and such other activities as are iden¬ 
tifiable with student services apply only to 
Instruction and therefore are not allocable 
to research agreements, either as direct costs 
or Indirect costs. However, In the case of 
students actually engaged In work under 
research agreements, a proportion of student 
services cost* measured by the relationship 
between hours of work by students on such 
research work and total student hours in¬ 
cluding all research time may be allowed as 
a part of research administration expense*. 

42 Taxes.—*. In general, taxes which the 
Institution is required to pay and which are 
paid or accrued in accordance with generally 
accepted accounting principles, and payments 
made to local governments In Ueu of taxes 
which are commensurate with the local gov¬ 
ernment service# received are allowable, ex¬ 
cept far (1) taxes from which exemptions 
are available to the institution directly or 
which are available to the institution booed 
on an exemption afforded the Government 
and In the latter caee when the sponsoring 
agency makes available the necessary ex¬ 
emption certificates, and (2) special assess¬ 
ments on land which represent capital 
Improvement*. 

b. Any refund of taxes. Interest, or penal¬ 
ties, and any payment to the institution of 
Interest thereon, attributable to taxes, inter¬ 
est, or penalties which were allowed os re¬ 
search agreement coats, will be credited or 
paid to the Government In the manner di¬ 
rected by the Government provided any in¬ 
terest actually paid or created to an institu¬ 
tion incident to a refund of tax. interest and 


penalty will be paid or credited to the Gov¬ 
ernment only to the extent that such interest 
accrued over the period during which the 
institution had been reimbursed by the Gov¬ 
ernment for the taxes. Interest, and 
penalties. 

43. Transportation costs.—Cast* Incurred 
for freight, express, cartage, postage, and 
other transportation service* relating either 
to goods purchased, in process, or delivered, 
are allowable. When such costs can readily 
be identified with the Items involved, they 
may bo charged directly as transportation 
costs or added to the cost of such items. 
Where Identification with the materials re¬ 
ceived cannot readily be made, inbound 
transportation costs may be charged to the 
appropriate indirect cost accounts If the in¬ 
stitution follows a consistent, equitable pro¬ 
cedure in this respect. Outbound freight. If 
reimbursable under the terms of the research 
agreement, should be treated as a direct cost, 

44. Travel costs. —a. Travel oosts ore tho 
expenses for transportation, lodging, sub¬ 
sistence, and related items incurred by em¬ 
ployees who are In travel status on official 
business of the institution. Such costs may 
be charged on an actual basis, on a per diem 
or mileage bads in lieu of actual cost* In¬ 
curred. or on a combination of tho two, pro¬ 
vided the method used Is applied to an en¬ 
tire trip and not to selected days of the 
trip, and results in charges consistent with 
those normally allowed by the Institution in 
its regular operations. 

b. Travel coats are allowable subject to c„ 
<L. e., and f„ below, when they are directly 
attributable to specific work under a research 
agreement or are Incurred In the normal 
course of administration of the Institution 
or a department or research program thereof, 

c. The difference In cost between first-class 
air accommodations and lea* than first-class 
air accommodations is unallowable except 
when less than first-class air accommodations 
are not reasonably available to meet neces¬ 
sary mission require menu, such as where 
less than first-clo&s accommodations would 
(1) require circuitous routing. (2) require 
travel during unreasonable hours, (2) great¬ 
ly Increase the duration of the flight, (4) re¬ 
sult In additional oosts which would offact 
the transportation savings, or (5) offer ac¬ 
commodations which are not reasonably ade¬ 
quate for the medical needs of the traveler. 

d. Costs of personnel movement* of a spe¬ 
cial or moss nature are allowable only when 
authorized or approved In writing by the 
sponsoring agency or its authorized repre¬ 
sentative. 

e. Foreign travel oosts are allowable only 
when the travel has received specific prior ap¬ 
proval. Each separate foreign trip must be 
specifically approved. For purposes of this 
provision, foreign travel Is defined as "any 
travel outside of Canada and the United 
States and 1U territories and possessions." 

f. Expenditures for domestic travel may not 
exceed $500, or 125 percent of the amount 
allotted for such travel by the sponsoring 
agency, whichever is greater, except with ap¬ 
proval. 

45. Term (nation costs applicable Co research 
agreements. —a. Termination of research 
agreement* generally gives rise to the In¬ 
currence of costs or to the need for special 
treatment of costs, which would not have 
arisen had the agreement not been termi¬ 
nated. Items peculiar to termination are aet 
forth below They are to be used In conjunc¬ 
tion with all other provisions of this appen¬ 
dix in the case of termination. 

b. The cost of common items of materials 
reasonably usable on the Institution's other 
work will not be allowable unless the Insti¬ 
tution submits evidence that It could not re¬ 
tain such items at cost without sustaining 
a loss. In deciding whether such Items are 
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reasonably unable on other work of the in¬ 
stitution, consideration should be given to 
the Institution's plans and orders for current 
and scheduled work. Contemporaneous pur¬ 
chases of common items by the Institution 
will be regarded as evidence that such items 
are reasonably usable on the institution's 
other work. Any acceptance of common items 
as allowable to the terminated portion of the 
agreement should be limited to the extent 
that the quantities of such items on hand, 
in transit, and on order are in excess of the 
reasonable quantitative requirements of 
other work. 

e. If in a particular case, despite all rea¬ 
sonable efforts by the Institution, certain 
coda cannot be discontinued immediately 
after the effective date of termination, such 
coda are generally allowable within the limi¬ 
tations set forth In this appendix, except that 
any such costs continuing after termination 
due to the negligent or willful failure of the 
Institution to discontinue such coots will be 
considered unacceptable. 

d. Loss of useful value of special tooling, 
and special machinery and equipment is gen¬ 
erally allowable, provided (1) such special 
tooling, machinery, or equipment is not rea¬ 
sonably capable of use In the other work of 
the Institution; (2) the Interest of the gov¬ 
ernment la protected by transfer of title or 
by other means deemed appropriate by the 
contracting officer or equivalent; and (3) the 
loss of useful value as to any one terminated 
agreement is limited to that portion of the 
acquisition cost which bears the same ratio 
to the total acquisition cost as the termi¬ 
nated portion of the agreement bears to the 
entire terminated agreement and other gov¬ 
ernment agreements for which the special 
tooling, special machinery, or equipment was 
acquired. 

e. Rental costs under unexplred leases are 
generally allowable where clearly shown to 
have been reasonably necessary for the per¬ 
formance of the terminated agreement, less 
the residual value of such leases, if (I) the 
amount of such rental claimed does not 
exceed the reasonable use value of the prop¬ 
erty leased for tho period of the agreement 
and such further period as may be reason¬ 
able: and (2) the institution makes all rea¬ 
sonable efforts to terminate, assign, settle, 
or otherwise reduce the coat of such lease. 
There also may be Included the coat of altera¬ 
tions of such leased property, provided such 
alterations were necessary for the perform¬ 
ance of the agreement, and of reasonable 
restoration required by the provisions of the 
lease. 

f. Settlement expenses including the fol¬ 
lowing are generally allowable: (1) Account¬ 
ing, legal, clerical, and similar coats reasona¬ 
bly necessary for the preparation and 
presentation to contracting officers or equiva¬ 
lent of settlement claims and supporting data 
with respect to the terminated portion of 
the agreement, and the termination and set¬ 
tlement of subagreements; and (2) reason¬ 
able costs for the storage, transportation, 
protection, and disposition of property pro¬ 
vided by the Government or acquired or pro¬ 
duced by the Institution for the agreement. 

g. Claims under Hub agreements, including 
the allocable portion of claims which are 
common to the agreement and to other work 
of the Institution, are generally allowable. 

K. Certification of charges.—Tto assure that 
expenditures for research grants and con¬ 
tracts are proper and in accordance with the 
research agreement documents and approved 
project budgets, the annual and/or Anal fis¬ 
cal reports or vouchers requesting payment 
under research agreements will include a 
certification, signed by an authorized official 
of the university, which reads essentially as 
fotlows: *T certify that all expenditures re¬ 
ported (or payments requested) are for ap- 
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proprlate purposes and In accordance with 
the agreements set forth In the application 
and award documents."

APPLICABLE TO TWAINIXO AND OTKEB 

EDUCATIONAL 8XWVICES UNDE* OS ANTS AND 

CONTWACT8 WITH EDUCATIONAL INSTITUTIONS 

A. Purpose. —This part extends the scope 
of part I to cover tho determination of coats 
Incurred by educational institutions under 
Federal grants and contracts for training and 
other educational services. 

B. Application. —Tho Commissioner will 
use parts I and II of this appendix as a basis 
for determining allowable costs under grants 
and cost reimbursement type contracts with 
educational Institutions for work performed 
under federally supported educational service 
agreements. 

C. Terminology.— The following definitions 
are to be used in determining the Indirect 
cost of federally sponsored training and other 
educational sen*Ices under this part: 

1. gducafioTiaX service agreement means 
any grant or contract under which Federal 
financing is provided on a cost reimburse¬ 
ment basis for all or an agreed portion of 
the costs incurred for training or other edu¬ 
cational services. Typical of the work cov¬ 
ered by educational service agreements are 
summer institutes, special training programs 
for selected participants, professional or tech¬ 
nical services to cooperating countries, the 
development and introduction of new or ex¬ 
panded courses, and similar instructional 
oriented undertakings. Including special re¬ 
search training programs, that are sep¬ 
arately budgeted and accounted for by the 
institution. 

The term does not extend to (a) grants 
or contracts for organized research, (b) 
arrangements under which the Federal 
financing is exclusively in the form of 
scholarships, fellowships, traineeships, or 
other fixed amounts such as a cost of educa¬ 
tion allowance or the normal published 
tuition rates and fees of an institution, or 
(c) construction, facility and exclusively 
general resource or Institutional type grants. 

2. Instruction means all of the academic 
work other than organized research carried 
on by an institution, including the teaching 
of graduate and undergraduate courses, de¬ 
partmental research (see section B.2. of part 
I) and all special training or other instruc¬ 
tional oriented projects sponsored by the 
Federal Government or others under educa¬ 
tional service agreements. 

D. Student administration and services.— 
In addition to the five major functional cate¬ 
gories of indirect costs described in section 
F of part I, there is established an additional 
category under the title “Student adminis¬ 
tration and services" to embrace the 
following: 

1. The expenses in this category are those 
that have been incurred for the administra¬ 
tion of student affairs and for services to 
students, including expenses of such activi¬ 
ties as deans of students, admissions, reg¬ 
istrar. counseling and placement services, 
student advisers, student health and In¬ 
firmary services, catalogs, and commence¬ 
ments and convocations. The salaries of 
members of the academic staff whose 
academic appointments or assignments in¬ 
volve the performance of such administra¬ 
tive or service work may also be Included to 
the extent that the portion so charged is sup¬ 
ported pursuant to section J 2. The student 
administration and services category also 
includes the staff benefit and pension plan 
costs applicable to the salaries and wages 
included therein, an appropriate share of 
the coet of the operation and maintenance 
of the physical plant, and charges represent¬ 
ing use allowance or depreciation applicable 


to the buildings and equipment utilized :n 
the performance of the functions included 
in this category. 

2. The expenses in this category are gen¬ 
erally applicable in their entirety to the in¬ 
struction activity. They should he allocated 
to applicable cost objectives within the 
instruction activity, including educational 
service agreements, when such agreement 
reasonably benefit from these expenses. Such 
expenses should be allocated on the bool* of 
population served (computed on the basui of 
full-time equivalents Including students, fac¬ 
ulty. and others as appropriate) or other 
methods which will result In an equitable 
distribution to cost objectives in relation to 
the benefits received and be consistent with 
guides provided in section K2. of part X. 

E. Direct costs of educational service agr<e- 
ments, — Direct costs of work performed under 
educational service agreements will be deter¬ 
mined consistent with the principles set forth 
In section D of part I. 

F. Indirect costs of the instruction activ¬ 
ity. —Tho indirect costs of the instruction 
activity as a whole should Include it* allo¬ 
cated share of administrative and support! .* 
costa determined in accordance with the prin¬ 
ciples set forth in section D above and in sec¬ 
tion F of part I. Such costs may include other 
items of indirect cost incurred solely for the 
instruction activity and not included in the 
general allocation of the various categories 
of indirect expenses. Costs incurred for the 
institutions by State and local governments 
are allowable as provided for In section C.6. 
of part I. 

O. Indirect costs applicable to educational 
service agreements. —The individual Items uf 
indirect costs applicable to the instruction 
activity as a whole should be assigned to (1) 
educational service agreements and (2) all 
other instructional work through use of ap¬ 
propriate cost groupings, selected distribu¬ 
tion bases, and other reasonable methods os 
outlined in section E.2. of part I. A single 
indirect pool may be used for all educational 
service agreements provided this results In a 
reasonably equitable distribution of C 06 ts 
among agree menu in relation to indirect 
support services provided. However, when the 
level of indirect support significantly varir* 
for work performed either on campus or off 
campus under a particular agreement or 
group of agreements, separate cost pools 
should be established consistent with the 
principles set forth In section 0.1.b. of pan I. 
Where direct charges are provided for under 
educational service agreements for such 
things as commencement fees, student fee*, 
and tuition, the related indirect costs, 
through separate cost groupings, should be 
excluded from the indirect costa allocable to 
the service agreements. 

H. Indirect cost rates for educational serv¬ 
ice agreements. —An indirect oost rate should 
be determined tar the educational service 
agreement pool or pools, as established under 
section G above. The rate in each case should 
be stated as the percentage which the 
amount of the particular educational serv¬ 
ice agreement pool is of the total direct sal¬ 
aries and wages of ail educational service 
agreements Identified with such pool. In¬ 
direct costs should be distributed to indi¬ 
vidual agreements by applying the rate or 
rates established to direct salaries and wager, 
for each agreement. When a fixed rate ** 
negotiated in advance of a fiscal year, the 
over- or under-recovery for that year may 
be Included as an adjustment to the Indirect 
oost for the next rate negotiation as in sec¬ 
tions G.4. and QA. of part L 

J. General standards for selected items of 
cost. — The standards for selected items of 
cost as set forth in sections J.l. through 
J.48. of part I applicable to research agree¬ 
ments will also be applied to educational 
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service agreement* with the following 

modifications: 

1. commencement and convocation co$ts 
(J 5.) Expenses incurred for convocation* 
nud rommcncementa apply to the instruction 
activity as a whole. Such expenses are un¬ 
allowable as direct coats of educational serv¬ 
ice agreements unless specifically authorized 
in the agreement or approved In writing by 
the sponsoring agency. For eligibility of al- 
kvatlon as Indirect coats, see section D. 

2 Compensation for personal services 
tj7 ) ■ Charges to educational service agree¬ 
ments for personal services will normally be 
determined and supported consistent with 
the provisions of section J.t. of part I. How¬ 
ever. the provision for stipulated salary sup¬ 
port will not be used for educational serv- 
lca agreements. Also, charges may include 
compensation In excess of the base salary of 
a faculty member for the conduct of courses 
outside the normal duties of such member 
provided that: (a) Extra charges are deter¬ 
mined at a rate not greater than the basic 
nalary rate of the member; (b) salary pay¬ 
ments for such work follow practices con¬ 
sistently applied within the institution: and 
(c i specific authorization for such charges Is 
included In the educational service 
secernent. 

3. SchotorjMpj and student aid costs 
(J 35.).—Expenses incurred for scholarship 
and Atudent aid are unallowable as either 
direct costs or Indirect coats of educational 
service agreements, unless specifically au¬ 
thorized in the educational service agree¬ 
ment or approved in writing by the sponsor¬ 
ing agency. 

4. Student activity costs (JfO.).—Ex- 
;>enses incurred for student activities are un¬ 
allowable as either direct costs or Indirect 
costs of educational service agreements, un¬ 
leu specifically authorized In the educational 
service agreement or approved In writing by 
the sponsoring agency. 

5. Student services costs (J.4I .).—Expenses 
Incurred for student services are unallow¬ 
able m direct costs of educational service 
agreements unless specifically authorized In 
the agreement or approved In writing by 
the sponsoring agency. For eligibility of al¬ 
location as Indirect costs, see section D. 

(OMB Circular No. A-21.) 

Apvzxdix D—Cost Pwncuoxs roa NoM-Paonr 
In s t i t u t i ons 

A. Purpose and scope. —1. Objectives .—This 
Appendix provides principles for determining 
the coats applicable to grants and contracts 
awarded by the Commissioner and performed 
by non-profit organizations other than edu¬ 
cational institutions, hospitals and State 
and local government organizations. These 
principles are confined to the subject of 
cost determination and make no attempt 
to identify the circumstances or dictate the 
extent of agency and institutional participa¬ 
tion lu the financing of a partcular project. 
The principles are designed to provide recog¬ 
nition of tho full allocated costa of work 
under generally adopted accounting prin¬ 
ciples. No provision for profit or other In¬ 
crement above cost Is provided for In these 
principles. 

2. Definition of non-pro/tt institution.— 

(a) A non-profit institution for purposes of 
this document is any corporation, founda¬ 
tion, trust, association, cooperative or other 
organization other than (1) educational in¬ 
stitutions. (11) hospitals, and (ill) State and 
local governmental agencies, bureaus or de¬ 
partments. which is operated primarily for 
scientific, educational, service, charitable, or 
f lmllar purposes In the public Interest, which 
Is not organized primarily for profit 
and which uses all Income exceeding costs 
to maintain. Improve and/or expand Its 
operations. 
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The charter or other legally binding au¬ 
thority for the existence of the institution 
must provide that no part of the net earn¬ 
ings, properties or other assets of the insti¬ 
tution, on dissolution or otherwise shall 
inure to the benefits of any private person or 
individual including any member, employee, 
officer, director or trustee of the Institution, 
and that, on liquidation or dissolution ajl 
properties and assets remaining after pro¬ 
viding for all debts and obligations shall be 
distributed and paid over to such other fund, 
foundation or other organization formed and 
operated os a non-profit Institution, as de¬ 
fined herein, as the board of directors or 
trustees may determine. Institutions which 
have received tax exemptions as non-profit 
Institutions from the UJ3. Internal Revenue 
Service shall be considered to have met the 
crlterta of this definition. 

(b) For purposes of this document, the 
terms non-profit and not-for-profit as they 
are descriptively applied to Institutions shall 
be considered synonymous provided the re¬ 
quire menu of 24 a) are met. 

3. Policy Guides —The successful applica¬ 
tion of these principles requires development 
of mutual understanding between repre¬ 
sentatives of nonprofit institutions and of 
the Federal Oovemment as to their scope, 
applicability, and Interpretation. It Is recog¬ 
nized that the arrangements for agency and 
institutional participation In the financing 
of a project are properly subject to negotia¬ 
tion between the agency and the Institution 
concerned In accordance with such Oovcrn- 
ment-wide criteria as may be applicable, that 
each Institution should be expected to employ 
sound management practice In the fulfill¬ 
ment of It* obligation, and that each grantee 
or contractor organization In recognition of 
its own unique combination of staff, facilities, 
and experience should be responsible for 
employing whatever form of organization and 
management techniques as may be necessary 
to assure proper efficient administration. 

4. Appbcofion.—These principles shall be 
applied In determining cost incurred In the 
performance of all grants and cost-reim¬ 
bursement type oontracts awarded by the 
Commissioner. The principles shall also apply 
to ooat-relmburaement type contracts per¬ 
formed under grants and cost-reimbursement 
type subcontracts and shall be used as a 
guide in the pricing of fixed price contract* 
and aubcontracts. The principles do not apply 
to construction grants or contracts. 

B Basic considerations. —i. Composition 
of total cost.— The total cost of a contract or 
grant Is the sum of the allowable direct and 
indirect costs allocable to the grant, contract 
less any applicable credits. In ascertaining 
what constitutes costa, any generally accepted 
accounting method of determining or esti¬ 
mating costs that is equitable under the cir¬ 
cumstances may be used. 

2. Factors affecting allowability of costs .— 
Factors to be considered in determining the 
allowability of individual items of cost In¬ 
clude (a) reasonableness, (b) alienability, (c) 
application of those generally accepted ac¬ 
counting principles and practices appropriate 
to the particular circumstances, and <d) any 
limitations or exclusions set forth in this 
document or otherwise Included In the grant/ 
contract as to types or amounts of cost Items. 

3. Definition of reasonableness. —A cost Is 
reasonable if. in Its nature or amount. It does 
not exceed that which would be incurred by 
an ordinarily prudent person In the conduct 
of competitive business. The question of the 
reasonableness of specific oocts must be 
scrutinized with particular care In connec¬ 
tion with Institutions or separate divisions 
thereof which may not be subject to effective 
competitive restraints. What is reasonable 
depends upon a variety of considerations and 
circumstances involving both the nature and 
amount of the ooet In question. In determ in- 
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ing the reasonableness of a given coat, con¬ 
sideration shall be given to: 

(a) Whether the cost Is of a type generally 
recognized as ordinary and necessary for the 
operation of the Institution or the perform¬ 
ance of the grant/contract; 

(b) The restraints or requirements im¬ 
posed by such factors os generally accepted 
sound business practices, arms-length bar¬ 
gaining. Federal and State laws and regula¬ 
tions. and gran t/con tract terms and 
specifications; 

(c) The action that a prudent business¬ 
man would take in the circumstance*, con¬ 
sidering his responsibilities to the public at 
large, the Oovemment, his employees, his 
clients, shareholders or members and the 
fulfillment of the purport** for which the in¬ 
stitution was organized; and 

(d) Significant deviations from tho estab¬ 
lished practices of the institution which may 
unjustifiably Increase the grant/contract 
costs 

4. Definition of aJlocability. —A cost Is al¬ 
locable If It is assignable or chargeable to a 
particular cost objective, auch as a grant/ 
contract, project, product, service, process, 
or other major activity, In accordance with 
the relative benefits received or other equi¬ 
table relationship. Subject to the foregoing, 
a cost la allocable to a Oovemment grant/ 
contract If it: 

(a) I* incurred specifically for the grant/ 
contract; 

(b) Benefits both the grant contract and 
other work and can be distributed to them 
In reasonable proportion to the benefits re¬ 
ceived: or 

(c) Is necessary to the overall operation of 
tho institution, although a direct relation¬ 
ship to any particular cost objective cannot 
be shown. 

Where an organization utilizes the stand¬ 
ards of accounting and financial reporting 
for voluntary health and welfare organiza¬ 
tions (or comparable generally accepted ac¬ 
counting standards peculiar to Ita particular 
organizational structure or activity) to allo¬ 
cate costs to nonfederally supported activities 
It must also use such standards to allocate 
costs to Federal grant* contracts. 

6 . Applicable credits— The term applicable 
credits refers to those receipt or negative ex¬ 
penditure type* of transactions which oper¬ 
ate to offset or reduce expense Items that are 
allocable to grants or contracts as direct or 
Indirect costs. Typical example* of such 
transactions are; purchase discounts, rebates 
or allowances; recoveries or indemnities on 
losses; sales of scrap or incidental services; 
and adjustments of overpayments or errone¬ 
ous charges. The applicable portion of any 
Income, rebate, allowance, and other credit 
relating to any allowable coat, received by or 
accruing to the gran tee/oon tractor shall be 
credited to the Government either as a coat 
reduction or by cash refund, as appropriate. 

C. Direct costs. —1. A direct oost Is any cost 
which can be identified specifically with a 
particular cost objective. Direct costs are not 
limited to Items which are Incorporated In 
the end product as material or labor Cost* 
Identified specifically with the grant contract 
are direct coat* of the grant/contract 
and may be charged directly thereto. Coats 
Identified specifically with other work of the 
institution are direct costs of that work and 
are not to be charged to the grant''contract 
either directly or Indirectly. Items charged as 
direct cost to Oovermnent-supported projects 
must be charged in a uniform manner to all 
other work of the institution in order to pre¬ 
clude an overcharge to the Oovemment as a 
result of the Government's participation in 
the Indirect oost pool Conversely, where the 
institution's established accounting system 
provides for the treatment of certain Items of 
coat as direct costs of the institution, then 
the same items must be considered direct 
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costs to Government-supported project* and 
may not be Included In the Indirect coat pool. 

2. Certain types of ooet, or costs associated 
with certain activities are not reimbursable 
as a charge to a grant/oontract. These unal¬ 
lowable costa or activities are Identified in 
section O. Even though a particular activity 
or coat Is designated as unallowable for pur¬ 
poses of computing costs charged to Govern¬ 
ment work. It nonetheless must be treated as 
a direct cost or activity If a portion of the 
Institution's Indirect oast (as defined In sec¬ 
tion D) is properly allocable to It. The 
amount of Indirect cost allocated must be 
In accordance with the principles set forth In 
section D.2. In general, an unallowable Insti¬ 
tutional activity shall be treated as a direct 
function when It (X) Includes salaries of per¬ 
sonnel. (2) occupies space, and (3) Is serviced 
by an indirect oost grouping (•). Thus the 
oost* associated with the following types of 
activities when normal or necessary to an 
Institution's primary mission shall be treated 
as direct costs: 

(a) Maintenance of membership rolls, sub¬ 
scriptions. publications and related functions. 

(b) Providing services and information to 
members, legislative or administrative bodies 
or the public. 

(c) Promotion, lobbying and other forms of 
public relations. 

(d) Meetings and conferences except those 
held to conduct the general administration of 
the institution. 

(e) Fund raising. 

(f) Maintenance, protection and invest¬ 
ment of special funds not used In operation 
of Institutions. 

(g) Administration of group benefits on 
behalf of members or clients including life 
and hospital Insurance, annuity or retire¬ 
ment plans, financial aid. etc. 

(h) Other activities performed primarily as 
a service to a membership, clients, or the 
public. 

3. This definition shall be applied to all 
Items of cost of significant amount unless the 
Institution demonstrates that the application 
of any different current practice achieves 
substantially the same results. Direct cost 
items of minor amount may be distributed as 
indirect costs as provided in section D. 

D. Indirect coef#.—1. An Indirect cost Is 
one which, because of Its incurrence for com¬ 
mon or Joint objectives, Is not readily subject 
to treatment at a direct cost. Minor direct 
cost Items may be considered to be Indirect 
costs for reasons of practicality. After direct 
costs have been determined and charged di¬ 
rectly to the grant contract or other work as 
appropriate. Indirect cost* are those remain¬ 
ing to be allocated to the several classes of 
work. The overall objective of the allocation 
process is to distribute the Indirect costs of 
the institution to Its various major activities 
or oost objectives In reasonable proportions 
with the benefits provided to those activ¬ 
ities or cost objective. Because of the diverse 
natures and purposes of organizations falling 
within the definition of a nonprofit organiza¬ 
tion. It Is Impractical to specifically Identify 
those functions which constitute major ac¬ 
tivities for purposes of Identifying and dis¬ 
tributing indirect oosts. Such identification 
will be dependent upon an Institution's pur- 
pose-ln-botng. the services it renders to the 
public, Its clients and/or members, the 
amount of effort devoted to fund raising ac¬ 
tivities. public relations, and membership 
activities, etc (see sec. C.2.). 

2. Indirect costs shall be accumulated by 
logical cost groupings with due considera¬ 
tion of the reasons for incurring the costs. 
Each grouping should be determined so as 
to permit distribution of the groupings on 
the basis of the benefits accruing to the sev¬ 
eral cost objectives. 8ubgrouplng may be re¬ 
quired where there Is no single equitable dls- 
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tribuUon base for all the elements of coel 
comprising a group. Actual conditions must 
be taken Into account in selecting the 
method or base to be used In distributing 
the expenses assembled under each of the 
Individual cost groupings established to ap¬ 
plicable cost objectives. Where a distribution 
can be made by assignment of a cost group¬ 
ing directly to the area benefited, the dis¬ 
tribution should be made in that manner. 
Where the expenses under a coat grouping 
are more general In nature, the distribution 
to the cost objectives should be made 
through use of a selected base which will 
produce results which are equitable to both 
the Government and the Institution. In gen¬ 
eral, any cost element or cost-related factor 
associated with the Institution's work is 
potentially adaptable for use as a distribu¬ 
tion base provided: (1) It can readily be ex¬ 
pressed In terms of dollars or other quantita¬ 
tive measure (total direct expenditures, di¬ 
rect salaries, man-hours applied, square feet 
utilized, hours of usage, number of docu¬ 
ments processed, population served, and the 
like); and (2) it is common to the coat ob¬ 
jectives during the bar* period. The essential 
consideration In selection of the distribution 
base In each Instance Is that It be the one 
best suited for assigning the pool of coots to 
the cost objectives in accord with the rela¬ 
tive benefits derived: the traceable cause and 
effect relationship; or logic and reason, where 
neither benefit nor cause and effect relation¬ 
ship Is determinable. 

3. The number and composition of the 
groupings should be governed by practical 
considerations and should be such as not to 
complicate unduly the allocation where sub¬ 
stantially the same results are achieved 
through less precise methods. 

4. A base period for distribution of Indirect 
costs Is the period during which such costs 
are Incurred and accumulated for distribu¬ 
tion to work performed within that period. 
The base period normally should coincide 
with the fiscal year established by the In¬ 
stitution. but in any event the base period 
should be so selected as to avoid Inequities in 
the distribution of costs. 

E. Determination and application of in¬ 
direct coat rate or rates —1. Indirect coat 
pools. —(a) Subject to (b) below, Indirect 
costs allocable to an Institution's direct func¬ 
tions should be treated as a common pool, 
and the costs In such common pool should 
then be distributed to the Individual projects 
benefiting therefrom by use of a single rate. 

(b) In some Instances a single rate for use 
across the board on all activities at an In¬ 
stitution may not bo appropriate, since it 
would not take Into account those different 
environmental factors which may affect sub¬ 
stantially the indirect coats applicable to a 
particular segment of work at the Institution. 
For this purpose, a particular segment of 
work may 1?e that performed under a single 
grant/con tract or it may consist of work 
under a group of grants/contracts performed 
in a common environment. The environ¬ 
mental factors are not limited to the physical 
location of the work. Other Important fac¬ 
tors are the level of the administrative sup¬ 
port required, the nature of the facilities or 
other resources employed, the scientific dis¬ 
ciplines or technical skills Involved, the or¬ 
ganizational arrangements used, or any com¬ 
bination thereof. Where a particular segment 
of work Is performed within an environment 
which appears to generate a significantly dif¬ 
ferent level of indirect costs, provision 
should be made for a separate indirect cost 
pool applicable to such work. The separate In¬ 
direct cost pool should he developed during 
the course of the regular distribution process, 
and the separate Indirect cost rate resulting 
therefrom should be utilized provided It U 
determined that: (1) Such indirect cost rate 


differs significantly from that which would 
have been obtained under (a) above, and (2) 
the volume of work to which such rate would 
apply Is material In relation to other activity 
at the Institution. 

2. The distribution base. —Indirect eoett 
should be distributed to each applicable proj¬ 
ect on the basis of direct salaries and wagt-V 
total direct costs or other basis which result* 
In an equitable distribution. For this purpose 
an indirect cost rate should be determined 
for each of the separate Indirect cost pocli 
developed pursuant to section EJ. The rate in 
each case should be stated as the percentage 
which the amount of the particular lndirrct 
coat pool la of the base selected. 

F. Application of principles and proce¬ 
dures. —1. Costs shall be allowed to the extent 
that they are reasonable i see B«3.» allocable 
(see B.4.) and determined to be allowable in 
view of the other factors set forth In para¬ 
graph B.2. and section O. These criteria apply 
to all of the selected Items of coat which fol¬ 
low notwithstanding that particular guidance 
la provided in connection with certain specific 
items for emphasis or clarity. 

2. Costs of all subcontracts under a grant 
or cost-reimbursement type contract are sub¬ 
ject to those Federal co*t regulations end 
policies appropriate to the subcontract in¬ 
volved. Thus if the subcontract Is for sup¬ 
plies or services with a nonprofit Institution 
other than an educational Institution, hos¬ 
pital or State and local governmental unit, 
this document would apply: If the subcon¬ 
tract 1s for supplies or services with a com¬ 
mercial organization. Federal Procurement 
Regulation Part 1.13.2 would apply: if the 
subcontract la with an educational Institu¬ 
tion. OMB Circular No. A-21 (Federal Pro¬ 
curement Regulation Part 1.15.3) would 
apply. 

3. Selected Items of cost are treated In 
section O. However, section G does not ©over 
every element of cost and every situation 
that mtght arise In a particular case. Failure 
to treat any Item of coat In section O t* not 
Intended to Imply that It Is either allowable 
or unallowable, With respect to ait item* 
whether or not specifically covered, deter¬ 
mination of allowability shall be based on the 
principles and standards set forth In thl- 
document and. where appropriate, the treat¬ 
ment of similar or related selected items. 

O. General standards for selected items of 
cost. —Sections 0-1 through 0-46 provide 
standards to be applied In establishing the 
allowability of certain Items Involved In de¬ 
termining costa. These standards should 
apply Irrespective of whether a particular 
Item of ooet Is properly treated as direct cost 
or indirect cost. Failure to mention a par¬ 
ticular Item of cost In the standards Is not 
intended to Imply that It is either allowable 
or unallowable; rather determination as to 
allowability In each case should be based 
on the treatment or standards provided for 
similar or related Items of cost. In esse of a 
discrepancy between the provisions of a spe¬ 
cific grant/con tract and tho applicable stand¬ 
ards provided, the provisions of the grant 
contract shall govern. Under any given grant 
contract the reasonableness and ollocablilty 
of certain Items of oosts may be difficult to 
determine. This Is particularly true In con¬ 
nection with nonprofit institutions which 
are so diverse In nature and not subject to 
effective competitive restraints. In order to 
avoid possible subsequent disallowance or 
dispute based on unreasonableness or non- 
all ocabll It y. It Is Important that Institutions 
entering Into grants or contracts with the 
Government seek agreement In advance of 
the incurrence of special or unusual costs in 
categories where reasonableness or aUocabtl- 
lty are difficult to determine. Such action 
may also be Initiated by the Government 
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Examples of costs on which advance agree - 
menu may be particularly Important are: 

I . compensation for personal services; 

2 consultant fees; 

3 Deferred maintenance costs; 

4 Excess faculty costs; 

3. Materials, services and euppUee sold be¬ 
tween organizations or divisions under com¬ 
mon control; 

6 presward costs; 

7, publication and public information 

costs; 

8 Royalties; 

9 Training and educational costs; 

10 . Travel coets. as related to special or 
mass personnel movement, and to the class 
of sir travel accommodations allowable; 

II. Use charge for fully depreciated assets; 

12 Depredation or use charge on assets 

donated to the institution by third parties. 

1. Advertising coifs.—(a) Advertising costa 
mean the oosta of advertising media and 
corollary administrative coals. Advertising 
media include magazines, newspapers, radio 
sad television programs, direct mall. trade 
papers, outdoor advertising, dealer cards and 
window displays, conventions, exhibits, free 
goods and samples, and the like. 

<b) The only advertising costs allowable are 
those which are solely for: (1) The recruit¬ 
ment of personnel required for the perform¬ 
ance by the Institution of obligations arising 
under the grant/contract, when considered In 
conjunction with all other recruitment costs, 
as set forth In 0.36.; (2) the procurement of 
scarce Items for the performance of the 
grant/oontract; or (3) the disposal of scrap 
or surplus materials acquired In the per¬ 
formance of the project. Costs of this nature, 

If incurred for more than one Government 
award or for both Government work and 
other work of the Institution, are allowable 
to the extent that the principles In para¬ 
graphs B.3.. B.4.. and section D are observed 

2 Bad debts.—Bad debts, including losses 
whether actual or estimated) arising from 

uncollectible customers* accounts and other 
claims, related costs, and related legal costs, 
are unallowable. ___ _ 

3 Bidding or proposal costs . — Bidding or 
proposal costa are the immediate costs ox 
preparing bids or proposals on potential Gov¬ 
ernment and non-Govemment contracts or 
projects or applications for financial assist¬ 
ance under Federal grant and contract pro¬ 
grams, including development of scientific, 
engineering and cost data necessary to sup¬ 
port the institution's bids, proposals or ap¬ 
plications. Bidding costs of the cu™* 1 
accounting period are allowable as part of the 
indirect ooet pool. Costa of past accounting 
periods ore unallowable. Bidding costs do not 
include any of those coats described In sec¬ 
tions 0.16 and 0.30. 

4. Bonding coifs.—(a) Bonding costs arise 
when the Government requires assurance 
against financial loss to Itself or others by 
reason of the act or default of the grantee/ 
contractor. They arise also In Instances where 
the gran tee/con tractor requires similar as¬ 
surance. Included are such bonds as bid. per¬ 
formance. payment, advance payment, In¬ 
fringement, and fidelity bonds. 

(b) Costs of bonding required pursuant to 
the terms of the grant/contract are allowable. 

(c) Costs of bonding required by the 
grantee/contractor In the general conduct of 
Its operations are allowable to the extent that 
such bonding Is In accordance with sound 
business practice and the rates and premi¬ 
ums are reasonable under the circumstances. 

5. Civil defense costs.— (a) Civil defense 
coets are those incurred in planning for. and 
the protection of life and property against, 
the possible effects of enemy attack. Reason¬ 
able costs of civil defense measures (includ¬ 
ing costs In excess of normal plant protection 
coats, first-aid training and supplies, fire 
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fighting training and equipment, posting of 
additional exit notices and directions, and 
other approved civil defense measures), un¬ 
dertaken on the institution's premises pur¬ 
suant to suggestions or requirements of civil 
defense authorities are allowable when al¬ 
located to aU work of the Institution. 

(b) Costs of capital sssets under (a) above 
are allowable through depreciation or use 
charges In accordance with 0.10. 

(c) Contributions to local civil defense 
funds and projects are unallowable. 

0. Compensation for personal services .— 
(a) Definition .—Compensation for personal 
services Includes all remuneration paid cur¬ 
rently or accrued in whatever form and 
whether paid Immediately or deferred for 
services rendered by employees of the Insti¬ 
tution during the period of grant/oontract 
performance. It includes, but is not limited 
to. salary, wages, directors’ and executive 
committee members’ fees, bonuses, incentive 
awards, employe© Insurance, fringe benefits, 
and contributions to pension, annuity, and 
management employee Incentive compensa¬ 
tion plans. 

(b) Allowability .—Except as otherwise 
specifically provided In this subsection, the 
costs of compensation for personal services 
are to be treated as allowable to the extent 
that: 

(1) Compensation Is paid In accordance 
with policy, programs, and procedures that 
effectively relate Individual compensation to 
the individual’s contribution to the perform¬ 
ance of grant or contract work, result in 
Internally consistent treatment of employees 
In like situations, and effectively relate com¬ 
pensation paid within the organization to 
that paid for similar services outside the 
organization; 

(2) Total compensation of Individual em¬ 
ployees is reasonable for the services ren¬ 
dered; and ‘ 

(3) Costs are not in excess of those coats 
which are allowable by the Internal Reve¬ 
nue Code and regulations thereunder. 

(c) Reasonableness .— (l) When the In¬ 
stitution is predominantly engaged In 
activities other than those sponsored by the 
Federal Government, compensation for em¬ 
ployees on federally sponsored work will be 
considered reasonable to the extent that It 
Is consistent with that paid for similar work 
In the Institution’s other activities; 

(2) When the Institution Is predom¬ 
inantly engaged In federally sponsored activ¬ 
ities and In cases where the kind of em¬ 
ployees required for the federally sponsored 
activities are not found In the Institution’s 
other activities, compensation for employees 
on federally sponsored work will be con¬ 
sidered reasonable to the extent that It Is 
comparable to that paid for similar work In 
the labor markets In which the institution 
competes for the kind of employees Involved. 

(d) Review and approval oficompensation 
of individual employees .—In determining 
the reasonableness of compensation, the 
compensation of each Individual employee 
normally need not be subject to review and 
approval. Reviews and approvals of Indi¬ 
viduals need be made only in those cases 
in which a general review reveals amounts 
or types of compensation which appear un¬ 
reasonable or otherwise out of line. 

(e) Special considerations in determining 
allowability .—Certain conditions require spe¬ 
cial consideration and possible limitation as 
to allowability for grant and contract cost 
purposes where amounts appear excessive. 
Among such conditions are the following: 

(1) Compensation to shareholders, mem¬ 
bers, trustees, directors, associates, officers 
or members of the immediate families there¬ 
of. or to persons who are contractually com¬ 
mitted to acquire a substantial financial in¬ 
terest in the enterprise. Determination 


should be made that such compensation la 
reasonable for the actual personal service* 
rendered rather than a distribution of earn¬ 


ings In excess of costs. 

(2) Any change in an Institution’s com¬ 
pensation policy resulting In a substantial 
Increase In the institution’s level of com¬ 
pensation. particularly when It was concur¬ 
rent with an increase in the ratio of Govern¬ 
ment awards to other business, or any change 
In the treatment of allowability of specific 
types of compensation due to changes in 


Government policy. 

(3) The InatitutIon’s activities are such 
that Its compensation levels are not subject 
to the restraints normally occurring in the 
conduct of competitive business. 

(f) Notwithstanding any other provisions 
of this subsection, costs of compensation are 
not allowable to the extent that they result 
from provisions of labor management agree¬ 
ments that, as applied to work in the per¬ 
formance of Government grants or contracts 
are determined to be unreasonable either be¬ 
cause they are unwarranted by the character 
and circumstances of the work or because 
they are discriminatory against the Govern¬ 
ment. The application of the provisions of 
a labor-management agreement designed to 
apply to a given set of circumstances and 
conditions or employment (for example, work 
involving extremely hazardous activities or 
work not requiring recurrent use of over¬ 
time) is unwarranted when applied to a 
Government grant or contract involving sig¬ 
nificantly different circumstances and con¬ 
ditions of employment (for example, work 
Involving leas hazardous activities or work 
continually requiring use of overtime). It U 
discriminatory against the Government If It 
results in Individual personnel compensation 
(In whatever form or name) In excess of that 
being paid for similar non-Government work 
under comparable circumstances. Disallow¬ 
ance of costs wUl not be made under this 
subparagraph unless: 

(1) The institution has been permitted an 
opportunity to Justtfy the costs; and 

(2) Due consideration lias been given to 
whether there are umutial conditions per¬ 
taining to the Government work which im¬ 
pose burdens, hardships, or hazards on the 
institution’s employees, for which compen¬ 
sation that might otherwise appear unrea- 

i. to attract and hold nec¬ 


essary personnel 

(g) (I) In addition to the general require¬ 
ment* set forth in (a) through (f) of this 
subsection, certain forma of compensation 
are subject to further requirements as speci¬ 
fied in t2) through (9) below. 

(2) Salaries and wages .~Salaries and wages 
for current services Include gross compensa¬ 
tion paid to employee* in Ihe form of cash, 
products, or services, and are allowable. How¬ 
ever, see G 25. as It relates to compensation 
for overtime. 


(3) incentive compensation.—Incentive 
compensation to employees based on ooet 
reduction, or efficient performance, sugges¬ 
tion awards, safety awards, etc. are allow¬ 
able to the extent that the overall compen¬ 
sation U determined to be reasonable and 
such costa are paid or accrued pursuant to 
an agreement entered into in good faith be¬ 
tween the Institution and the employee* be¬ 
fore the services were rendered, or pursuant 
to an established plan followed by the insti¬ 
tution so consistently as to imply, in effect, 
an agreement to make such payment. Awards 
and incentive compensation when deferred 
are allowable to the extent provided in (4) 


below. 

(4) Deferred compensation. —(a) Aa used 
herein, deferred compensation Includes all 
remuneration. In whatever form, for which 
the ©mployee is not paid until after the lapse 
of a stated period of years or the occurrence 
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of other events as provided In the plana, ex¬ 
cept that It does not include normal end of 
accounting period accruals for regular sala¬ 
ries and wages. It Includes (1) contributions 
to pension and annuity plans, (11) contribu¬ 
tions to disability, withdrawal. Insurance, 
survivorship, and similar benefit plans, and 
(ill) other deferred compensation. 

(b) Deferred compensation la allowable to 
the extent that (1) except for past service 
pension and retirement costs. It is for services 
rendered during the grant/contract period; 
(11) It Is, together with all other compensa¬ 
tion paid to the employee, reasonable in 
amount; (111) it Is paid pursuant to an 
agreement entered Into in good faith be¬ 
tween the institution and Its employees be¬ 
fore the services are rendered, or pursuant 
to an established plan followed by the in¬ 
stitution ao consistently as to imply, in ef- 
fore the services are rendered, or pursuant 
(lv) the benefits of the plan are vested In 
the employees or their designated beneficia¬ 
ries and no part of tbe deferred compensa¬ 
tion reverts to the employer Institution; 
(v) in the case of past service pension costs. 
It ts amortized over a period of 10 years or 
more; and (vl) for a plan which Is sub¬ 
ject to approval by the Internal Revenue 
Service, u falls within the criteria and 
standards of the Internal Revenue Code and 
the regulations of the Internal Revenue 
Service. 

(c) In determining the cost of deferred 
compensation allowable under the grant or 
contract, appropriate adjustments shall be 
made for credits or gains, including those 
■rising out of both normal and abnormal em¬ 
ployee turnover, or any other contingencies 
thrt can result In a forfeiture by employees 
of such deferred compensation. Adjustments 
shall be made only for forfeitures which di¬ 
rectly or Indirectly Inure to the benefit of 
the Institution; forfeitures which Inure to 
the benefits of other employees covered by a 
deferred compensation plan with no reduc¬ 
tion in the Institution's costs will not norm¬ 
ally give rise to an adjustment to grant/con¬ 
tract costs. Adjustments for normal em¬ 
ployee turnover shall be based on the Institu¬ 
tion's experience and on foreseeable pros¬ 
pects. and shall be reflected In the amount of 
cost currently allowable. Such adjustments 
will be unnecessary to tbe extent that the In¬ 
stitution can demonstrate that Its contribu¬ 
tions take Into account normal forfeitures. 
Adjustments for possible future adnormal 
forfeitures shall be effected according to the 
following rules: 

(I) Abnormal forfeitures that are foresee¬ 
able and which can be currently evaluated 
with reasonable accuracy, by actuarial or 
other sound computation shall be reflected 
by an adjustment of current costs otherwise 
allowable; and 

(II) Abnormal forfeitures, not within (I) 
above, may be made the subject of agree¬ 
ment between tbe Government and the insti¬ 
tution either as to an equitable adjustment 
or a method of determining such adjustment. 

(d) In determining whether deferred com¬ 
pensation Is for services rendered during the 
agreement period or Is for future services, 
consideration shall be given to conditions 
imposed upon eventual payment, such as 
requirements of continued employment, con¬ 
sultation after retirement, and covenants not 
to compete. 

(ft) Fringe benefits. —Fringe benefits are 
allowances and services provided by tbe In¬ 
stitution to its employees as compensation 
In addition to regular wages and salaries. 
Costs of fringe benefits, such as pay for vaca¬ 
tions, holidays, sick leave, military leave, em¬ 
ployee Insurance, and supplemental unem¬ 
ployment benefit plans are allowable to the 
extent required by law, employer-employee 
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agreement, or an established policy of the 
Institution. 

(6) Severance pay.—See 0.40. 

(7) Training and education expenses .— 
See 0.44. 

(8) Location allowance*. —(a) "Location al¬ 
lowances," sometimes called “supplemental 
pay" or "Incentive pay." are compensation in 
addition to normal wages or salaries and are 
paid by institutions to especially compen¬ 
sate or induce employees to undertake or 
continue work at locations which may be 
isolated or in an unfavorable environment. 
Location allowances Include extra wage or 
salary pay menu in the form of station allow¬ 
ances. extended per diem, or mileage pay- 
menu for dally commuting; they also In¬ 
clude such benefits as institution-furnished 
housing. Payment of location allowances 
shall be allowed as costs under grants and 
cost-reimbursement type contracts, or recog¬ 
nised In pricing fixed-price type contracts, 
only with prior approval in writing from the 
awarding agency and only where and so long 
as the Isolation or unfavorable environment 
of the site makes such payments necessary 
to the accomplishment of the work without 
unacceptable delays Whether the alls Is so 
Isolated, or Its environment Is so unfavor¬ 
able. aa to require lo ca tio n allowances Is to 
be determined In the light of (a) its location 
and climate; (b) the availability and ade¬ 
quacy of housing within reasonable commut¬ 
ing distance; and (c) the availability and 
adequacy of education, recreational, medical, 
and hospital faculties. The extent to which 
compensation includes location allowances Is 
to be determined by comparing it with (a) 
the institution's normal compensation policy, 
including pay scales at 1U principal operat¬ 
ing locations; (b) pay scales of other organi¬ 
sations and concerns operating at or near 
the site; and (c) compensation paid by 
other concerns within the same field for 
similar services elsewhere. 

(b) Locations for which location allow¬ 
ances are paid shall bo reviewed at least 
once a year to determine whether such al¬ 
lowances should continue to be allowed. 

(9) Support of salaries and wages. —(a) 
Direct chargee for professionals must be sup¬ 
ported by either: 

(I) an adequate appointment and work¬ 
load distribution system, accompanied by 
monthly reviews performed by responsible 
officials and a reporting of any significant 
change In workload distribution of each pro¬ 
fessional (la.. an exception reporting sys¬ 
tem) or 

(II) a monthly after-the-fact certification 
system which will require persons in super¬ 
visory positions having firsthand knowl¬ 
edge of the services performed to report the 
distribution of effort (la, a positive reporting 
system). Such reports must account for the 
total salaried effort of the persons covered. 
Consequently, a system which provides for 
the reporting only of effort applicable to fed¬ 
erally sponsored activities Is not acceptable. 

(b) Direct chargee for salaries and wages 
of nonprofeaalonals will be supported by time 
and attendance and payroll distribution 
records. 

<c) Allowable indirect personal services 
eoeta will be supported by tbe Institution's 
accounting system maintained in accordance 
with generally accepted Institutional prac¬ 
tices. Where a comprehensive accounting 
system doee not exist, the Institution should 
make periodic surveys no less frequently than 
annually to support the indirect personal 
services costs for Inclusion In the overhead 
pool. Such supporting documentation must 
be retained for subsequent review by Gov¬ 
ernment representatives. 

7. Capital expenditures .—The costs of 
equipment, buildings, and repairs which 


materially Increase the value or useful life 
of buildings or equipment are unallows l: 
except as provided for in the grant/contract. 

8 . Contingencies. —(a) A contingency u a 
possible future event or condition arising 
from presently known or unknown cause , 
the outcome of which Is Indetcnnlnsblr „• 
the present time. 

(b) In historical costing, contingent 
are not normally present since such oosti; g 
deals with costs which bavs been Incur?- : 
and recorded on the institution's books. Ac¬ 
cordingly, contingencies are generally un¬ 
allowable far historical costing parpen 
However, in some cases, as for aaample. 
terminations, a contingency factor may be 
recognised which Is applicable to a past pe¬ 
riod to give recognition to minor unsetti* l 
factors In the Interest of expeditious settle¬ 
ment. 

(c) In connection with estimates of future 
costs, contingencies fall Into two categories 

(l) Those which may arise from preaeir jr 
known and existing conditions, the effects of 
which are foreseeable within reasonable lim¬ 
its of accuracy: eg., pension funds, sick leave 
and vacation accruals, etc. In such situation* 
where they exist, contingencies of this cate¬ 
gory are to be Included in the csUmaten of 
future coat so as to provide the best esti¬ 
mate of performance costs; and 

(3) Those which may arise from present:? 
known or unknown conditions, the effect c ( 
which cannot be measured ao precisely os 
to provide equitable results to the Institu¬ 
tion and to the Government; eg., results of 
pending litigation, and other general busi¬ 
ness risks. Contingencies of this category are 
to be excluded from cost estimates under the 
several Items of cost, but should be dlscio^ •; 
separately. Including the basis upon which 
the contingency Is computed in order to fa¬ 
cilitate the negotiation of appropriate con¬ 
tractual coverage (see. for example. G 17.. 
0.21.. and 0.40 ). 

9. Contributions and donations. —(a) Con- 
trlbutlons and donations by the grantee 
contractor are unallowable. 

(b) The value of donated services or good> 
provided by individual volunteers or mem¬ 
bers of volunteer organizations Is not an 
allowable cost; however, the fair market value 
of donated services or goods utilised in the 
performance of a direct cost activity aa 
defined in C.l- and C.2. shall be consider* 
In the determination of the Indirect coot 
rate(s) and. accordingly, shall be allocated a 
proportionate share of Indirect cost. 

10. Depreciation and use allowances.— (*) 
Institutions may be compensation for the use 
of buildings, capital Improvements and us¬ 
able equipment on hand through deprecia¬ 
tion or use allowances. Depreciation U a 
charge to current operations which distrib¬ 
utes the cost of a tangible capital asset, less 
estimated residual value, over the estimated 
useful life of the asset In a systematic and 
logical manner. It does not Involve a process 
of valuation. Useful life has reference to the 
prospective period of economic usefulness to 
the particular Institution's operations as dis¬ 
tinguished from physical life. Use allowance- 
aro the means of allowing compensation 
when depreciation or other equivalent cost 
are not considered. 

(b) Depredation or a use allowance on as¬ 
sets donated by third parties is allowable 
However, any limitations on the amount of 
depreciation which would have applied to the 
donor as a result of restrictions contained in 
this section shall also apply to the recipient 
organization. 

(c) Due consideration will be given to 
Government-furnished faculties utilised by 
the institution when computing use allow¬ 
ances and/or depreciation If the Govern- 
xnent-fumlabed faculties are material in 
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amount. Computation of the use allowance 
*cd or depreciation will exclude both the 
cost or any portion of the coat of grounds, 
buildings, and equipment borne by or do¬ 
nated by the Federal Government, Irrespec¬ 
tive of where title was originally vested or 
it presently resides, and second, the 
cost of grounds. Capital expenditures for land 
improvements (paved areas, fences, street*, 
sidewalks, utility conduit*, and similar im- 
pmemento not already included In the coat 
of maiding*) are allowable provided the 
systematic} amortization of such capital ex¬ 
penditure* ha* been provided In the Inatltu- 
t Ion's book* of account, based on reasonable 
determinations of the probable useful Uvea 
of the individual Item* Involved, and the 
tlisro allocated to the grant or contract Is 
di vvloped from the amount thus amortized 
Ur the base period Involved. 

(d) Normal depreciation on an tnatltu- 
ticn's plant. equipment, and other capital 
facilities. except a* excluded by <d) below, la 
an allowable element of cost provided that 
the amount thereof Is computed: 

( 1 ) Upon a property coat basis which could 
have been used by the Institution for Federal 
income tax purpoae*. had such institution 
been subject to the payment of Income tax: 
and 

(2) By the consistent application to the 
asset* concerned of any generally accepted 
*r conn ting method, and subject to tbe limi¬ 
tation* of the Internal Revenue Code of 1SB4 
si amended, including— 

<*t The straight line method; 

IDi The declining balance method, using 
s rate not exceeding twice tbe rate which 
would have been used had the annual allow¬ 
ance been computed under the method de¬ 
scribed In (a) above; 

(c) The Aum-of-the-years-dlglts method: 
and 

rd) Any other consistent method produc¬ 
tive of an annual allowance which, when 
added to all allowance* for the period com¬ 
mencing with the use of the property and 
Including the current year does not during 
the first two-thirds of the useful life of the 
property exceed the total of such allowances 
which would have been used had such allow¬ 
ances been computed under the method de¬ 
scribed in (b) above. 

(e) Where the depreciation method 1* fol- 
k.Hcd. adequate property records must be 
maintained. The period of useful service 
!service life) established In each case for 
usable capital asset* must be determined on 
a realistic basis which take* Into considera¬ 
tion such factor* as type of construction, 
na'.urs of the equipment used, technological 
dm-1 opments In the particular area, and the 
renr w*i and replacement policies followed 
t r T the individual item* or classes of asset* 
Involved. Where the depreciation method is 
!vroduoed for application to assets acquired 
In prior year*, the annual charges therefrom 
must not exceed tbe amounts that would 
have resulted had the depreciation method 
been in effect from the date of acqulaitlon of 
such assets. 

< f) Depreciation on Idle or excess facilities 
iball not be allowed exoept on »och facilities 
** are reasonably necessary for standby pur¬ 
poses. (See O.I3.) 

(R) Where an institution elects to go on a 
- precis tkm basis for a particular dam of 
assets, no depreciation, rental or use charge 
may be allowed on any such assets that 
would be viewed a* fully depreciated; pro¬ 
vided. however. thAt reasonable use charges 
my be negotiated for any such asset* if 
warranted after taking into consideration 
the cost of the facility or Item Involved, the 
' imoated useful ilfo remaining at time of 
negotiation, the actual replacement policy 
l"l Lowed la the light of service lives used for 
calculating depreciation, the effect of any 


increased maintenance charges or decreased 
efficiency due to age. and any other factors 
pertinent to the utilization of the foclltty 
cm item for the purpose contemplated. 

(h) Where the use allowance method Is 
followed, the use allowance for buildings and 
Improvements will be computed at an annual 
rate not exceeding 2 percent of acquisition 
cost. The use allowance for equipment will 
be computed at an annual rate not exceed¬ 
ing 0% percent of acquisition cost of usable 
equipment in those cases where the Institu¬ 
tion maintains current records with respect 
to ouch equipment on hand. Where the Insti¬ 
tution's records reflect only the cost (actual 
or estimated) of the original complement of 
equipment, the use allowance will be com¬ 
puted at an annual rate not exceeding 10 
percent of such cost. Original complement 
for this purpose means the complement of 
equipment initially placed in buildings to 
perform the functions currently being per¬ 
formed in such buildings; however, where a 
permanent change in the function of a 
building takas place, a rede termination of 
the original complement of equipment may 
be mod* at that time to establish a new 
original complement. In those cases where 
no equipment records are maintained, the 
institution will justify a reasonable estimate 
of the acquisition coat of usable equipment 
which may be used to compute the use 
allowance at an annual rate not exceeding 
6% percent of such estimate. 

(1) Depreciation and/or use charges should 
usually be allocated to all activities os an 
Indirect oast. 

lb Employee morale, health , welfare costs 
and credits. —(a) Employee morale, health 
and welfare activities are thoee services or 
benefits provided by the institution to its 
employees to improve working conditions, 
employer-employee relations, employee mo¬ 
rale and employee performance. Such activi¬ 
ties include house publications, health or 
first-aid clinics, recreation, employee coun¬ 
seling services and. for the purpose of this 
paragraph, food and dormitory services. Food 
and dormitory services include operating or 
furnishing facilities for cafeterias, dining 
room*, canteens, lunch wagons, vending ma¬ 
chines. living accommodations or similar 
types of services for the institution's em¬ 
ployees at or near it* facilities. 

(b) Except as limited by (c) below, the 
aggregate of cost* incurred on account of all 
activities mentioned in (a) above, leas In¬ 
come generated by ail such actlvttlea is allow¬ 
able to the extent that the net amount is 
reasonable. 

(e) Losses from tho operation of food and 
dormitory services may be included as cost 
Incurred under (b) above, only if the Insti¬ 
tution's objective Is to operate such services 
on a break-even basis. Losses sustained be¬ 
cause food services or lodging accommoda¬ 
tions are furnished without charge or at 
prices or rates which obviously would not be 
conductive to aocompiiahment of the above 
objective; are not allowable, except that a 
loss may be allowed to the extent the insti¬ 
tution can demonstrate that unusual cir¬ 
cumstances exist (eg.. (1) where the insti¬ 
tution must provide food or dormitory 
services at remote locations where adequate 
commercial faculties ore not reasonably 
available or (ii) where It Is necessary to 
operate a facility at a lower volume than 
the facility could cnconomloally support) 
such that, even with efficient management, 
operation of the services on a break-even 
basis would require charging Inordinately 
high prices or prices or rates higher than 
those charged by commercial establishment* 
offering the same services In the same geo¬ 
graphical areas. 

(d) In those situations where the institu¬ 
tion has an arrangement authorizing an em¬ 
ployee association to provide or operate a 


service such aa vending machines in the 
Institution's plant, and retain the profits 
derived therefrom, such profits shall be 
treated tn the same manner as If the Insti¬ 
tution were providing the service (but see 
(®>>. 

(e) Contributions by the Institution to an 
employee organization. Including funds set 
over from vending machine receipts or simi¬ 
lar sources, may be included as cost incurred 
under (b) above only to the extent that the 
Institution demonstrates that an equivalent 
amount of the cost* incurred by tho employee 
organization would be allowable if incurred 
by the Institution directly, 

12. Entertainment costs. —Costs of amuse¬ 
ment. diversion, social activities, ceremonials, 
and incidental coats relating thereto, such 
as meals, lodging, rentals, transportation, and 
gratuities, are unallowable (but see 0.11. 
and G.43.). 

13. Excess faculty costs. —(a) As used in 
this paragraph, tho words and phrases de¬ 
fined In this subparagraph (a) shall have 
the meanings set forth below; 

(1) Facilities means plant or any portion 
thereof (inclusive of land Integral to the 
operation); equipment Individually or col¬ 
lectively: or any other tangible capital asset, 
wherever located, and whether owned or 
leased by the Institution. 

(2) Idle Focllities means completely un¬ 
used facilities that are excess to the Institu¬ 
tion's current needs. 

(3) Idle Capacity means the unused capac¬ 
ity of partially used facilities. It to the differ¬ 
ence between that which a facility could 
achieve under 100 percent operating time on 
a one-shift basis less operating Interruption* 
resulting from time lost for repairs, setups, 
unsatisfactory materials, and other normal 
delays, and the extent to which the facility 
was actually used to meet demands during 
the accounting period. (A multiple shift basis 
may be used If It can be shown that this 
amount of usage could normally be expected 
for the type or facility involved ) 

(4) Costs of Idle Facilities or Idle Capac¬ 
ity are costs such as maintenance, repair, 
housing, rent, and other related oasts, eg., 
property taxes. Insurance, and depreciation. 

(b) The cost of Idle facilities are unallow¬ 
able except to the extent that: 

(I) They are necessary to meet fluctuations 
In workload; or 

(II) Although not necessary to meet fluc¬ 
tuations lo workload, they were necessary 
when acquired and are now idle because of 
changes in program requirements, grantee/ 
contractor efforts to produce more economi¬ 
cally. reorganization, termination, or other 
causes which could not have been reasonably 
foreseen. 

Under the exception stated in (11) of this 
subparagraph (b). coats of idle facilities are 
allowable for a reasonable period of time, 
ordinarily not to exceed 1 year, depending 
upon the Initiative taken to use. lease, or dis¬ 
pose of such facilities (but see 0.42 (b) 
and (e)). 

(c) The costs of idle capacity are normal 
costs of doing business and are a factor In the 
normal fluctuations of usage or overhead 
rates from period to period Such cost* are 
allowable, provided the capacity to reasonably 
anticipated to be necessary or was originally 
reasonable and to not subject to reduction 
or elimination by subletting, renting, or sale, 
in accordance with sound business, econom¬ 
ics, or security practices Widespread idle 
capacity throughout an entire plant or among 
a group of asset* having substantially the 
same function may be kilo facilities. 

14. Fines and penalties —Costs of Ones and 
penalties resulting from violations of. or fail¬ 
ure of tbe institution to comply with. Fed¬ 
eral. Slate, and local laws and regulations are 
unallowable except when incurred as a re- 
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suit of compliance with specific provisions of 
the grant or contract Instructions In writing 
from the awarding agency. 

15. rnnpc benefit*. —See G 6 (g) (6). 

Id. Independent research and develop¬ 
ment .—(a) An Institution's independent re¬ 
search and development (IR&D) Is that 
research and development which Is not spon¬ 
sored oy the Government or a non-Govern- 
ment organization or agency under a grant/ 
contract or other arrangement. 

(b) Basic research, for the purpose of this 
document, is that type of research which Is 
directed toward increase of knowledge within 
a particular discipline. In such research, the 
primary aim of the investigator is a fuller 
knowledge or understanding of the subject 
under study, rather than any practical ap¬ 
plication thereof, Applied research, for the 
purpose of this document consists of that 
type of effort which (1) Is normally derived 
from the results of basic research, but may 
not be severable from the related basic re¬ 
search. (2) attempts to determine and ex¬ 
pand the potentialities of new scientific 
discoveries or improvements in technology, 
materials, processes, methods, devices, and 
techniques, and (3) attempts to "advance the 
state of the art." Applied research, does not 
Include any such efforts when their prin¬ 
cipal aim la the design, development, or 
test of specific articles or services to be 
offered for sale, which are within the defini¬ 
tion of the term development as defined in 
(o) below. Census research, for the purpose 
of this document, is that type of activity 
devoted to the compilation and interpreta¬ 
tion of statistical and other analytical In¬ 
formation acquired through survey <e.g.. 
interview, circularization of questionnaires), 
observations or from books, treatises, articles, 
or other sources relative to specifically defined 
activities, occurrences or conditions for the 
purpose of accomplishing some scientific 
end. 

(c) "Development" Is the systematic use 
of scientific knowledge which is directed 
toward the production of, or improvements 
In, useful products to meet specific perform¬ 
ance requirements, but exclusive of manu¬ 
facturing and production engineering. 

id) Independent research and develop¬ 
ment will be treated In a manner consistent 
with tho treatment of sponsored research 
and development. Accordingly, an Institu¬ 
tion's I R A- D shall be allocated its propor¬ 
tionate share of indirect costs on the same 
basis that Indirect costs are allocated to 
sponsored research and development. 

(e) The cost of an institution's I R & D, 
Including Its proportionate share of Indirect 
costs, is unallowable. 

17. Insurance and indemnification. —(a) 
Insurance includes insurance which the In¬ 
stitution Is required to carry, or which is 
approved, under the terms of the grant or 
contract and any other Insurance which the 
institution maintains in connection with the 
general conduct of Its business. 

(1) Costs of Insurance required or ap¬ 
proved. and maintained, pursuant to the 
grant or contract are allowable. 

(2) Costs of other insurance maintained 
by the institution In connection with the 
general conduct of itn business are allow¬ 
able subject to the following limitations: 

(a) Types and extent of coverage shall be 
In accordance with sound business practice 
and the rates and premiums shall be rea¬ 
sonable under the circumstances; 

(b) Costs allowed for business Interrup¬ 
tion or other similar Insurance shall be 
limited to exclude coverage or profit; 

(c) Costs of insurance or of any provision 
for a reserve covering the risk of loss of 
or damage to Government property are al¬ 
lowable only to the extent that the Institu¬ 
tion Is liable for such loes or damage and 
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such insurance or reserve does not cover 
loss or damage which results from willful 
misconduct or lack of good faith on the 
part of any of the institution's trustees, 
directors or officers, or other equivalent 
representatives, who has supervision or di¬ 
rection of (1) all or substantially all of the 
Institution's business, or (11) all or substan¬ 
tially all of the Institution's operations at 
any one separate location in which the grant 
or contract Is being performed, or who are 
specifically identified as the project director 
in the project or otherwise primarily re¬ 
sponsible for the direction andy or execution 
of the project supported by the grant or 
contract. 

id) Provisions for a reserve under an ap¬ 
proved self-insurance program are allowable 
to the extent that types of coverage, extent 
of coverage, and the rates and premiums 
would have been allowed had insurance been 
purchased to cover the risks; and 

(e) Costs of insurance on the lives of 
trustees, officers, or other employees holding 
positions of similar responsibilities are allow¬ 
able only to the extent that the Insurance 
represents additional compensation (see 
0 . 0 .). 

(3) Actual losses which could have been 
covered by permissible Insurance (through an 
approved self-insurance program or other¬ 
wise) are unallowable unless expressly pro¬ 
vided for In the grant or contract, except: 

(a) Costs incurred because of losses not 
covered under nominal deductible Insurance 
coverage provided in keeping with sound 
business practice, are allowable; and 

<b) Minor losses not covered by insurance, 
such as spoilage, breakage, and disappearance 
of supplies, which occur in the ordinary 
course of doing business, are allowable. 

(c) Indemnification Includes securing the 
Institution against liabilities to third persons 
and any other loss or damage, not compen¬ 
sated by Insurance or otherwise. The Govern¬ 
ment is obligated to Indemnify the institu¬ 
tion only to the extent expressly provided in 

(a)(3) above. 

18. Interest and other financial cost s.— 
(a) Costs incurred for interest on borrowed 
capital or temporary use of endowment funds, 
however represented, are unallowable. 

(b) Coats of organized fund raising, in¬ 
cluding financial campaigns, endowment 
drives, solicitation or gifts and bequests, and 
similar expenses incurred solely to raise capi¬ 
tal or obtain contributions, are unallowable. 

(c) Costs of Investment counsel and staff 
and similar expenses incurred solely to en¬ 
hance income from Investments are unallow¬ 
able. 

<d) Where substantial effort or time Is de¬ 
voted to fund raising and Investment activi¬ 
ties as described In (b) and <c) In relation 
to other functions of an institution, such 
activities shall be considered as a major ac¬ 
tivity of the institution and shall be allo¬ 
cated Its share of Indirect costs in accordance 
with section D (see also C.2.). 

19. Labor relations costs. —Costs Incurred 
In maintaining satisfactory relations between 
the institution and its employees. Including 
oosta of labor management committees, em¬ 
ployee publications, and other related activi¬ 
ties. are allowable. 

20. Losses on other grants or contracts .— 
Any excess of costs over income on any grant 
or contract Is unallowable as a cost of any 
other grant or contract. 

21. Maintenance and repair costs. —(a) 
Costs necessary for the upkeep of property 
(Including Government property unless 
otherwise provided for), which neither add 
to the permanent value of the property nor 
appreciably prolong Its Intended life, but 
keep It In an efficient operating condition, are 
to be treated as follows (but see 0.10.): 

(I) Normal maintenance and repair costs 
are allowable; 


(2) Extraordinary maintenance and re. 
pair costs arc allowable, provided such are 
allocated to the periods to which applicate 
for purposes of determining grant or contract 
costs. 

(b) Expenditures for plant and equip- 
ment, Including rehabilitation thereof 
which, according to generally accepted a<- 
countlng principles as applied under the 
institution's established policy, should be 
capitalized and subjected to depreciation are 
allowable only on a depreciation basis 

22 . Materials costs — (a) The cost of con¬ 
sumable supplies, serum, drugs, fabric.*^ 
parts, and other materials necessary to cam 
out the objectives of a grant or contra t 
whether purchased outside or manufactured 
by the institution are allowable subject to th* 
provisions (b) through (e) below. The cost 
may Include such collateral Items os inbound 
transportation and In transit Insurance 

In computing these costs, consideration 
will be given to reasonable overruns, spoilage, 
or defective work if consistent with the 
nature of the project being performed And 
the recognized practice of the Industrv 

(b) Costs of material shall be suitably ad¬ 
justed for applicable portions of Income and 
other credits, including available trade and 
cash discounts, refunds, rebates, allowance*, 
and credits for scrap and salvage and ma¬ 
terial returned to vendors Such income and 
other credits shall cither be credited dlrectir 
to the coat of the material Involved or be 
allocated (as credits) to indirect costa How¬ 
ever. where the Institution can demon**rate 
that failure to take cash discounts was due 
to reasonable circumstances, such lost dis¬ 
counts need not be so credited. 

(c) Reasonable adjustments arising from 
difference between periodic physical lnven- 
tori as and book Inventories may be included 
in arriving at costa, provided such adjust¬ 
ments relate to the period of performance 
of the grant or contract. 

(d) When the materials are purchased 
specifically for and Identifiable solely with 
performance under a grant or contract, the 
actual purchase coat thereof should be 
charged u> that grant or contract. If mate¬ 
rial is Issued from stores, any generally rec¬ 
ognized method of pricing such material i 
acceptable If that method is consistent h 
applied and the results are equitable. When 
estimates of material costs to be locumd 
in the future are required, either curret f 
market price or anticipated acquisition con’ 
may be used, but the basis of pricing must 
bo disclosed. 

<e) Allowance for all materials, supplies 
and services which are sold or transferred 
between any division, subsidiary or affiliate 
of the Institution under a common control 
shall be on the basis of cost Incurred in ac¬ 
cordance with these principles, except that 
when It Is the established practice of th<* 
transferring organization to price interorgn- 
nleatlon transfers of materials, supplies and 
services at other than oost for non-Govern¬ 
ment work of the Institution or any division 
subsidiary or affiliate of the institution under 
a common control, allowance mav be at s 
price when: 

(1) It is or is based on an "established 
catalog or market price of commercial items 
add In substantial quantities to the general 
public"; or 

(2) It is the result of "adequate price com¬ 
petition" and is the price at which an award 
was made to the affiliated organization after 
obtaining quotations on an equal basis from 
such organization and one or more outside 
sources which normally produce the item or 
Us equivalent in significant quantity: 

Provided. That in either case: 

(1) The price Is not In excess of the trans¬ 
feror's current sales price to his most favored 
customer (Including any division, subsidiary 
or affiliate of the institution under a common 
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control) for a like quantity under compara¬ 
ble conditions. and 

(2> The price la not determined to be un¬ 
reliable by the awarding agency. 

Tlie price determined lu accordance with 
(ll above should be adjusted, when appro¬ 
priate. to reflect the quantities being 
procured and may be adjusted upward or 
downward to reflect the actual cost of any 
u_,»cun cat tana necessary because of grant or 
contract requirements. 

23. Organization costt. —Expenditures.such 
as incorporation fees, attorney's fees, ac¬ 
countant's Tees, brokers' fees, fees to pro¬ 
moters and organisers, in connection with 
(si urbanization or reorganization of a busi¬ 
ness or (b) raising capital, are unallowable 
unless specified otherwise In the grant or 
contract. 

24. Other business expenses. —Included In 
this item are such recurring expenses as 
preparation and publication of reports to 
members and trustees, preparation and sub¬ 
mission of required reports and forms to 
taxing and other regulatory bodice, and In- 
cl irntal costa of directors and committee 
meetings. The above and similar costs are 
allowable when allocated on an equitable 
basis. 

25. Overtime, extra-pap shift and multi - 
thift premiums.—Premiums for overtime, 
evtra-pay shift, and multi-shift work ore 
allowable only to the extent approved by 
iho awarding agency except: 

(a) When necessary to cope with emer¬ 
gencies. such ns those result mg from acci¬ 
dent*. natural disasters, breakdowns of pro¬ 
duction equipment, or occasional production 
bottlenecks of a sporadic nature; 

(b) When by Indirect labor employees such 
iu those performing duties In connection 
with administration, protection, transporta¬ 
tion. maintenance, standby plant protection, 
operation of utilities, or accounting: 

(c) In the performance of tests, laboratory 
procedures, or other similar operations which 
are continuous In nature and cannot reason¬ 
ably be interrupted or otherwise completed: 
or 

Id) When lower overall cost to the Gov¬ 
ernment will result. 

Overtime premiums and shift premiums 
may be considered proper for approval when 
determined In writing by the awarding 
Agency that approval: 

(t) Is necessary to meet delivery or per¬ 
formance schedules, and such schedules are 
determined to be extended to the maximum 
consistent with essential program objectives: 

(b) Is necessary to make up for delays 
which are beyond the control and without 
tbe fault or negligence of the Institution; 

(cj Is ncccaaary u> eliminate foreseeable 
bottlenecks of an extended nature which can¬ 
not be eliminated in any other way. 

Approvals should ordinarily be prospective, 
but may be retroactive where Justified by 
the circumstances. Such approvals may be 
for an individual grant or contract project, 
or program, or for a division, department, 
or branch, as most practicable. 

Overtime for which overtime premiums 
would be at Government expense should not 
be approved under an award where the in¬ 
stitution is already obligated, without the 
right to additional compensation, to meet 
the required delivery date. 

Where overtime premiums or shift pre¬ 
miums are being paid at Government ex¬ 
pense in connection with the performance 
of Government grant or contract, the con¬ 
tinued noed therefor should be subject to 
periodic review by the awarding agency. 

26. Patent and copyright costs. —Costs of 
preparing disclosures, reports, aud other 
documents required by the grant/contract 
and of searching the art to the extent neoee- 
sary to make such disclosures, are allowable. 


In accordance with the conditions of the 
grant or contract relating to patent* or copy¬ 
rights, costs of preparing documents and any 
other costs, in connection with the filing of 
a patent application or copyright where title 
la conveyed to the Government, are allow¬ 
able However, similar costa Incurred In con¬ 
nection with patents or copyrights where 
title is not conveyed to the Government or* 
unallowable (see 0.3®.). 

27. Pension plans.— (See 0.8 <g)-(4).) 

26. Plant protection coits. —Costs of items 
such as (a) wages, uniforms, and equipment 
of personnel engaged in plant protection, (b) 
depreciation on plant protection capital as¬ 
sets. and (C) necessary expenses to comply 
with security requirements are allowable. 

29. Plant reconversion costs. —Plant recon¬ 
version costs are those incurred In the res¬ 
toration or rehabilitation of the Institutions' 
facilities to approximately the same condi¬ 
tion existing immediately prior to the com¬ 
mencement of the grant or contract work, 
fair wear and tear excepted. Reconversion 
costa are unallowable except for the cost of 
removing Government property and the res¬ 
toration or rehabilitation costs caused by 
such removal. However, in special circum¬ 
stances where equity so dictates, additional 
costs may be allowed to the extent agreed 
upon tn writing before the costs are Incurred. 
Whenever such costa are given consideration, 
care should be exercised to avoid duplication 
through allowance as contingencies, as ad¬ 
ditional profit or fee, or in other grants or 
contracts. 

30. Preaicard costs.—Preaward coats are 
those Incurred prior to the effective date of 
tho grant or contract direetty pursuant to 
the negotiation and in anticipation of the 
award of the grant or contract where such 
Incurrence Is necessary to comply with the 
proposed delivery schedule or period of per¬ 
formance. Such costs are allowable only U> 
the extent that they would have been allow¬ 
able If Incurred after the date of the award 
and only wtth ^Ihe prior written approval 
of the awarding agency. 

31. Professional service cost*—legal, ac¬ 
counting, *clcnf</lc and other. —(a) Costs of 
professional services rendered by tho mem¬ 
ber of a particular profession who are not 
cmplovces of the institution are allowable, 
subject to (b). (c), and (d) below, when 
reasonable tn relation to the services ren¬ 
dered (but see O 23 ). 

(b) Factors to be considered In determin¬ 
ing the allowability of costs in a particular 
case Include: 

(1) Tbe nature and scope of tbe service 
rendered In relation to the service required; 

(2) The necessity of contracting for the 
service considering the institution's capabil¬ 
ity In the particular area; 

(3) The past pattern of such coots, par¬ 
ticularly in years prior to the award of Gov¬ 
ernment work; 

(4) The Impact of Government work on 
the Institution's business <Le„ what new 
problems have arisen); 

45) Whether the proportion of Govern¬ 
ment work to the Institution's total business 
Is such os to influence the institution in 
favor of incurring the cost, particularly where 
the services rendered are not of a continuing 
nature and have little relationship to work 
under Government grants/contracts; 

(6) Whether the service con be performed 
more economically by employment rather 
ths n by contracting; 

(7) The qualifications of the individual or 
concern rendering the service and the cus¬ 
tomary fees charged, especially on non-Gov¬ 
ernment grants contracts; 

(8) Adequacy of the contractual agreement 
for the service (e g., description of the serv¬ 
ice. estimate of time required, rate of com¬ 
pensation, termination provisions). 


(c) Retatner fees to be allowable must be 
reasonably supported by evidence of bona 
fide services available or rendered, 

(d) Costs of legal, accounting, and con¬ 
sulting service, and related cocos, incurred 
In connection with organization and reor¬ 
ganization. defense of antitrust suits, and 
the prosecution of claims against the Gov¬ 
ernment. are unallowable. Costs of legal, ac¬ 
counting. and consulting services, and re¬ 
lated costs. Incurred in connection will) 
patent or copyright infringement litigation, 
are unallowable unless otherwise provided for 
in the grant or contract. 

32. Profits and losses on disposition of 
plant, equipment, or other capital assets .— 
Profits or lasses of any nature arising from 
the «alo or exchange of plant, equipment, 
or other capital assets, Including *<*1* or 
exchange of either short- or long-term in¬ 
vestment*. shall be excluded In computing 
grant or contract coats. 

33. Public information services costs .— 
Public Information services cost Includes the 
cost associated with promotion*, public re¬ 
lations. pamphlets, newa releases, and other 
forms of information service*. Such costs 
are normally Incurred to: 

(m) Inform or Instruct Individuals, groups 
or the general public about health or social 
problems. 

(b) Interest Individuals or groups tn par¬ 
ticipating In a service program of tbe 
institution. 

(c) Provide stewardship reports to State 
and local government agencies, benefactor 
foundations and associations, etc. 

(d) Appeal for funds. 

(e) Disseminate the results of sponsored 
and non-sponsored research or other activ¬ 
ity to the scientific community. 

To the extent that the ooste incurred far 
any of these purposes are Identifiable with a 
particular cost objective they should be 
charged to the objective to which they relate. 

XI these costs are not identifiable wtth a 
particular coot objective, they should be al¬ 
located as Indirect costs to all major activ¬ 
ities of the institution except that coots re¬ 
lated to fund raising appeals are unallowable 
as costs of grants and contracts 

Public Information service costs are unal¬ 
lowable ms a direct cost of grants and con¬ 
tracts unless formally approved by the 
awarding agency. 

34. Pub hear ion and printing costs. Publi¬ 
cation costs include the costs of printing 
(including the processes of composition, 
platemaking, presawork. binding, and the 
end products produced by such p rocesses), 
distribution, promotion, mailing and general 
handling. 

Publication costa are unallowable a n a 
direct cost of grants and contracts unless 
formally approved by the awarding agency. 

35. Rearrangement and alteration costs .— 
Coats Incurred for ordinary or normal rear¬ 
rangement and alteration of facilities are 
allowable. Special arrangement and altera¬ 
tion costs incurred specifically for the project 
are allowable when written approval has been 
given in advance by the awarding agency. 

36. flecniifrom* cost*.—(a) Subject to 
fb). (cl. and (d) of this O. 30. and pro¬ 
vided that the size of the stall recruited and 
maintained Is In keeptng with workload re¬ 
quirements. costs of help-wanted advertis¬ 
ing. operating costs of an employment office 
necessary to secure and maintain an ade¬ 
quate labor force, costs of operating an ap¬ 
titude and educational testtng program, 
travel costs of employees while engaged tn 
recruiting personnel, and travel cost* of ap¬ 
plicants for interviews for prospective em¬ 
ployment are allowable to the extent that 
such costs are incurred pursuant to a well 
managed recruitment program. Where the 
institution usee employment agencies, costs 
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not In cxcf» of standard commercial rates 
for such services are allowable. 

(b) In publications, costs of help-wanted 
advertising that (1) Includes color, (2) In¬ 
cludes advertising material for other than 
recruitment purposes, or (3) Is excessive In 
size (taking into consideration recruitment 
purposes for which Intended and normal 
business practices in this respect) are un¬ 
allowable. 

(c) Costa of (1) help-wanted advertising 
and (2) excessive salaries, fringe benefits, and 
special emoluments that have been offered 
to prospective employees, designed to attract 
personnel from another institution perform¬ 
ing as grantee or contractor to the Govern¬ 
ment. or in excess of the standard practices 
In comparable Institutions, are unallowable. 

(d) Where relocation costs Incurred Inci¬ 
dent to recruitment of a new employee have 
been allowed either as an allocablo direct 
or indirect cost and the newly hired em¬ 
ployee resigns for reasons within his control 
within 12 months after hire, the Insti¬ 
tution shall be required to refund or credit 
such relocation costa to the Government. 

37. Jtelooafion costs.—(a) Relocation coats, 
for the purpose of this document, are costs 
incident to the permanent change of duty 
assignment (for an indefinite period, or for 
a stated period of no less than 12 months) of 
an existing employee or upon recruitment of 
a new employee. These costs may Include, but 
are not limited to oast of (1) transportation 
of the employee, members of hi* immediate 
family and his household and personal effects 
to the new location; (11) finding a new home, 
such as advance trips by employees and 
spouses to locate living quarters and tem¬ 
porary lodging during the transition period; 
(1U) closing coats (he., brokerage fee*, legal 
fees, appraisal fees, etc.). Incident to the dis¬ 
position of housing; (Iv) other necessary 
and reasonable expenses normally Incident to 
relocation, such as coat of cancelling an un¬ 
expired lease, disconnecting or reinstalling 
household appliances, and purchase of In¬ 
surance against damages to personal prop¬ 
erty; (v) loss on sale of home; and (vl) ac¬ 
quisition of a home In a new location (l.e., 
brokerage fees, legal fees, appraisal fees, etc.). 

(b) Subject to (c) below, relocation costs 
of the type covered in (a) (I). (11). (Ill), and 
(lv) above are allowable, provided: (1) The 
move Is for the benefit of the employer; (1!) 
reimbursement is In accordance with an es¬ 
tablished policy or practice consistently fol¬ 
lowed by the employer, and such policy or 
practice Is designed to motivate employees to 
relocate promptly and economically; (111) the 
costs are not otherwise unallowable under 
the provisions of 036, or any other para¬ 
graph of this document; and (lv) amounts to 
be reimbursed shall not exceed the employ¬ 
ee's actual (or reasonably estimated) ex¬ 
penses. 

(e) Costs otherwise allowable under (b) 
above are subject to the following additional 
provisions: (1) The transition period for 
Incurrence of costs of the type covered In 

(a) (11) above shall be kept to the minimum 
number of days necessary under the circum¬ 
stances, but shall not. In any event, exceed a 
cumulative total of 30 days Including ad¬ 
vance trip time; and (tl) allowance for cost 
of the type covered In (a) (111) above shall 
not exceed 8 percent of the sales price of the 
property sold Coat* of the type covered in 
(a) (111) and (lv) above are allowable only 
In connection wtth the relocation of existing 
employees, and are not allowable for newly 
recruited employees. 

(d) Costs of the type covered In (a) (v) 
and (vl) above are not allowable. 

38. Rental costs {including sale and tease* 
back of /acilities). —(a) Rental costs of land, 
building, and equipment and other personal 
property are allowable If the rates are rea¬ 


sonable In light of such factors as rental 
costs of comparable facilities and market 
conditions Ui the area, the type, life expect¬ 
ancy, condition, and value of the facilities 
leased, options available, and other provi¬ 
sions of the rental agreement. Application of 
these factors, In situations where rentals are 
extensively used, may Involve among other 
considerations, comparison of rental costs 
with the amount which the institution 
would have received hod it owned the fa¬ 
culties. 

(b) Charges in the nature of rent between 
plums, divisions, or organizations under 
common control are allowable to the extent 
such charges do not exceed the normal costs 
of ownership, such as depreciation, taxes. In¬ 
surance, and maintenance: provided that no 
port of such costs shall duplicate any other 
allowed costa. 

(c) Unless otherwise specifically provided 
in the grant or contract, rental costs speci¬ 
fied In sale and leaseback agreements. In¬ 
curred by Institutions through seUlng plant 
faculties to Investment organizations, such 
as insurance companies, associate Institu¬ 
tions, or to private Investors, and concur¬ 
rently leasing back the same facilities, are 
allowable only to the extent that such 
rentals do not exceed the amount which the 
gmntee/controctor would have received had 
It retained legal title to the faculties. 

<d) Rentals for land. buUdlng and equip¬ 
ment and other personal property owned by 
affiliated organizations Including corpora¬ 
tions or by stockholder*, members, directors, 
trustees, officers or other key personnel of 
the institution or their families either di¬ 
rectly or through corporations, trusts or 
other similar arrangements In which they 
hold a more than token Interest are aUow- 
able only to the extent that such rentals do 
not exceed the amount the Institution 
would have received had legal title to the 
facilities been vested In It, 

(e) The allowobUtty of rental coots under 
uu expired leases In connection with termina¬ 
tions Is treated In G.42.(e). 

39. Royalties and other costs for use of 
patents and copyrights. —(a) Royalties on a 
patent or copyright or amortization of the 
coat of acquiring by purchase a copyright, 
patent or rights thereto, necessary for the 
proper performance of the grant or contract 
applicable to grant products or processes, 
are allowable unless: 

(1) The Government has a license or the 
right to free use of the patent; 

(2) The patent or copyright has been ad¬ 
judicated to be invalid, or has been admin¬ 
istratively determined to be invalid; 

(3) The patent or copyright Is considered 
to be unenforceable; or 

(4) The patent or copyright Is expired. 

(b) Special care should be exercised In 
determining reasonableness where the royal¬ 
ties may have been arrived at as a result of 
less than arm's length bargaining, eg,: 

(1) Royalties paid to persons, Including 
corporations, affiliated wtth the institution; 

(2) Royalties paid to unafflltated parties, 
including corporations, under an agreement 
entered Into In contemplation that a Gov¬ 
ernment grant or contract would be awarded, 
or 

(3) Royalties paid under an agreement 
entered Into after the award of the grant or 
contract. 

(c) In any case Involving a patent or copy¬ 
right formerly owned by the Institution, the 
amount of royalty allowed should not exceed 
the cost which would have been allowed had 
the institution retained title thereto. 

40. Severance pay. —(a) Severance pay, also 
commonly referred to os dismissal wages, is 
a payment In addition to regular salaries and 
wages, by Institutions to workers whose em¬ 
ployment Is being terminated. Costs of sever¬ 
ance pay are allowable only to the extent 


that, in each case. It is required by; (1) La^ ; 
(2) employer-employee agreement; oj 
established policy that constitutes, in effect, 
an Implied agreement on the institute 6 
part; or (4) circumstances of the particular 
employment. 

(b) Costs of severance payments arc di¬ 
vided into two categories as follows: 

(1) Actual normal turnover severance pay. 
menta shall be allocated to all work per¬ 
formed In the Institution's faculties. or, 
where the Institution provides for occnm: <»f 
pay for normal severances such method »ui 
be acceptable If the amount of the accrual is 
reasonable in light of payments actually 
made for normal severances over a repns 
sentetive past period, and If amounts accrued 
are allocated to all work performed in the 
institution’s faculties; and 

(2) Abnormal or moss severance pay is of 
such a conjectural nature that measurenx nt 
of coets by means of an accrual will not 
achieve equity to both parties. Thus accruals 
for this purpoee are not allowable. Kowcvrr. 
the Government recognizes Its obligation to 
participate, to the extent of Its fair share m 
any specific payment. Thus, allowability will 
be considered on a case-by-case basis In the 
event of occurrence. 

41. Taxes. —(a) Taxes are certain charges 
levied by Federal, State, or local govemme: it*. 
They do not include fines and penalties ex¬ 
cept as otherwise provided herein. In general, 
taxes which the Institution Is required to pay 
and which are paid or accrued la accordance 
with generally accepted accounting principal 
are allowable, except for: 

(1) Federal Income taxes and similar levies 
against Income of the Institution derived 
from activities unreleated to the project sup¬ 
ported by the grant or contract. 

(2) Taxes in connection with financing re¬ 
financing, or refunding operations (see 
0 . 18 ). 

(3) Taxes from which exemption* are 
available to the institution directly or avail¬ 
able to the institution base on an exemption 
afforded the Government except when the 
awarding agency determines that the admin¬ 
istrative burden Incident to obtaining the 
exemption outwelghts the correspond;:? 
benefits accruing to the Government; 

(4) Special assessments on land which 
represent capital Improvements; and 

(6) Taxes on any category of properly 
which Is used solely In connection with work 
other than on Government grants or con¬ 
tracts. (Taxes on property used solely In con¬ 
nection with either non-Government or Gov¬ 
ernment work should be considered directly 
applicable to the respective category of work 
unless the amounts involved ore Inalgniflan.t 
or comparable results would otherwise be 
obtained ) 

(b) Taxes otherwise allowable under para¬ 
graph (a) of this section, but upon which & 
claim of Illegality or erroneous assessment 
exists, are allowable provided the Institution 
prior to payment of such taxes: 

(1) Promptly requests Instructions from 
the awarding agency concerning such taxes, 
and 

(2) Takes all action directed by the award¬ 
ing agency arising out of subparagraph (1) 
of this paragraph or an Independent decision 
of the Government as to the existence of a 
claim of illegality or erroneous assessment, 
including cooperation with and for the beru?- 
flt of the Government to: (1) Determine the 
legality of such assessment, or (11) secure a 
refund of such taxes. 

Reasonable costs of any such action under¬ 
taken by the institution at the direction or 
with the concurrence of the awarding agetiry 
are allowable. Interest and penalties incurred 
by an institution by reason of the nonpay¬ 
ment of any tax at the direction of the 
awarding agency or by reason of the failure 
of the awarding agency to issue timely direc- 
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lUm after prompt request therefor. ere also 

allowable. 

(c) Any refund of taxes. Interest, or pen¬ 
alties, und any payment to the institution 
of interest thereon, attributable to taxes, in¬ 
terest, or penalties which were allowed as 
project costs, shall be credited or paid to the 
Government in the manner directed by the 
Government, provided any Interest actually 
paid or credited to an institution incident 
to a refund of tax. Interest or penalty shall 
t* paid or credited to the Government only 
to the extent that such Interest accrued over 
the period during which the Institution had 
hien reimbursed by the Government for the 
taxes. Interest or ponaltkes. 

42. Termination costs.—Grants and con¬ 
tracts terminations generally give rtae to the 
incurrence of costs, or the need for special 
treatment of costs, which would not have 
arisen had the project not been terminated. 
Cost principles covering these Items are set 
forth below. They are to be used In conjunc¬ 
tion with the remainder of this document In 
termination situations. 

<a) Common items.—' The cost of items 
reasonably usablo on the institution's other 
work shall not be allowable unless the insti¬ 
tution submits evidence that it could not 
retain such Items at cost without sustaining 
a loss, In deciding whether such Items are 
reasonably usable on other work of the Insti¬ 
tution. the awarding agency should consider 
the linstitution's plans and orders for current 
and scheduled production. Contemporaneous 
purchases of common Items by the Institu¬ 
tion shall be regarded as evidence that such 
Items are reasonably usable on the Institu¬ 
tion's other work. Any acceptance of com¬ 
mon Items as allocable to the terminated 
portion of the project should be limited to 
the extent that the quantities of such items 
on hand. In transit, and on order are In ex¬ 
cess of the reasonable quantitative require¬ 
ments of other work. 

(b) Costs continuing after termination. — 
If in a particular case, despite all reasonable 
efforts by the institution certain costs can¬ 
not be discontinued immediately after the 
effective date of termination, such costs are 
Konerally allowable within the limitations 
set forth in this document, except that any 
such coats continuing after termination due 
to the negligence or willful failure of the 
institution to discontinue such costs shall 
be considered unallowable. 

(c) Initial costs.—Initial costs. Including 
starting load and preparatory costs, are al¬ 
lowable, subject to tho following: 

(1) starting load costs are costs of a non¬ 
recurring nature arising in the early stages 
of operation, investigation or production and 
not fully absorbed because of the termina¬ 
tion, Such costs may include the cost of labor 
and material, and related indirect cost at¬ 
tributable to such factors as: 

(a) Excessive spoilage resulting from Inex¬ 
perienced labor; 

(b) Idle time and subnormal production 
«xciuiloned by testing and changing methods 

of processing: 

(c) Employee training; and 

(d) Unfamilarlty or lack of experience 
with the project, materials, manufacturing 
processes and techniques. 

(2) lPreparatory costa are costs incurred in 
preparing to perform the terminated project 
including costs of lnlUal plant rearrangement 
nnd alterations, management and personnel 
organization, production planning and sim¬ 
ilar activities, hut excluding special machin¬ 
ery and equipment and starting load costs. 

(3) If initial costs are claimed and have 
no* been segregated on the institution's 
books, segregation for settlement purposes 
fahall be made from cost reports and sched¬ 
ules which reflect the high unit cost incurred 
during the early stages of the project. 


(4) When the settlement proposal Is on the 
Inventory basis. Initial costs should normally 
toe allocated on the basis of total end Hems 
colled for by the project Immediately prior 
to termination: however, tf the project in¬ 
cludes end Items of a diverse nature, some 
other equitable basis may be used, such as 
machine or labor hour*. 

(ft) When Initial costs are Included In the 
settlement proposal as a direct charge, such 
costs shall not also be Included in overhead. 

(6) Initial costs attributable to only ooe 
project shall not be allocated to other proj¬ 
ects. 

(d) Loss of useful value. 

loss of useful value of special tooling and 
special machinery and equipment is gener¬ 
ally allowable If: 

(1) Such special tooling, machinery or 
equipment Is not reasonably capable of use 
In the other work of the institution; 

(2) The Interest of the Government Is 
protected by transfer of title or by other 
means deemed appropriate by the awarding 
agency; and 

(3) The loss of useful value as to any one 
terminated project Is limited to that portion 
of the acquisition cost which bears the same 
ratio to the total acquisition cost as the 
terminated portion of the project bean to 
the entire terminated project and other Gov¬ 
ernment projects for which the special tool¬ 
ing and special machinery and equipment 
was acquired. 

(e) Rental costs.— Rental costs under un¬ 
expired leases are generally allowable where 
clearly shown to have been reasonably neces¬ 
sary for the performance of the terminated 
project less the residual value of such leases. 
If: 

(1) The amount of such rental claimed 
does not exceed the reasonable use value of 
tho property leased for the period of the 
project and such further period as may be 
reasonable; and 

(2) The Institution makes all reasonable 
efforts to terminate, assign, settle, or other¬ 
wise reduce the coat of such lease. 

There also may be included the cost of al¬ 
terations of such leased property, provided 
such alterations were necessary for the per¬ 
formance of the project, and of reasonable 
restoration required by the provisions of the 
lease. 

(f) Settlement expenses. —Settlement ex¬ 
penses Including the following are generally 
allowable: 

(1) Accounting, legal, clerical, and similar 
coats reasonably necessary for— 

(a) The preparation and presentation to 
awarding agency or settlement claims and 
supporting data with respect to the termi¬ 
nated portion of tho project, and 

(b) The termination and settlement of 
subcontracts; and 

(2) Reasonable costs for the storage, trans¬ 
portation. protection, and disposition of 
property acquired or produced for the 
project. 

(g) Subcontractor claims,—Subcontractor 
claims. Including the allocable portion of 
claims which are common to the project and 
to other work of the Institution are gener¬ 
ally allowable. 

43. Trade . business , technical, and profes¬ 
sional activity costs. —(a) Memberships 
This category includes costs of memberships 
In trade, business, technical, and professional 
organizations. Such coats are allowable. 

(b) Subscriptions. —This item Includes 
cost of subscriptions to trade, business, pro¬ 
fessional. or technical periodicals. Such costs 
are allowable. 

(o) Meetings and conferences. —This Item 
include* coats of meals, transportation, rental 
of facilities for meetings, and costa incidental 
thereto, when the primary purpose of the In¬ 
currence of such coats Is the dissemination 
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of technical Information or stimulation of 
production. Such costs are allowable. 

44. Training and educational costs. —(a) 
The coats of training courses taken by a bona 
fide employee to acquire basic skills which 
he should bring to the Job or to qualify a 
person for duties other than those related 

(b) Costs of on-the-job training and 
part-time education, at an undergraduate 
or postgraduate college level, related to the 
Job requirements of bona tide employees. 
Identified in (I) through (ft) below, are 
allowable. 

(1) Training materials; 

(2) Textbooks; 

(3) Pees charged by the educational 
institution; 

(4) Tuition charged by the educational 
Institution, or In lieu of tuition. Instructors' 
salaries and the related share of indirect 
cost or tho educational institution to the 
extent that the sum thereof Is not In excess 
of the tuition which would have been paid 
to the participating educational Institution; 

(ft) Straight-time compensation of each 
employee for time spent attending classes 
during working hours not In excess of 166 
hours per year where circumstances do not 
permit the operation of classes or attendance 
at classes after regular working hours. 

(c) Costs of tuition, fees, training mate¬ 
rials and textbooks (but not subsistence, 
salary, or any other emoluments) in con¬ 
nection with full-time scientific and medi¬ 
cal education at a postgraduate (but not 
undergraduate) college level related to the 
job requirements of bona fldo employees for 
a total period not to exceed 1 school year for 
each employee so trained, are allowable when 
approved in writing by the awarding agency. 

<d) Grants to educational or training In¬ 
stitutions, Including the donation of facili¬ 
ties or other properties, scholarships, or fel¬ 
lowships, are considered contributions and 
are unallowable. 

45. Transportation coals.—Transportation 
costs include freight, express, cartage, and 
postage charges relating either to goods pur¬ 
chased, in process, or delivered. These coats 
are allowable. When such costs can readily be 
identified with the Items involved, they may 
be directly coated as transportation coats or 
added to tbe coat of such Items (see G.22.). 

Where Identification with the materials 
received cannot readily be made, inbound 
transportation costs may be charged to the 
appropriate Indirect cost accounts If the 
Institution follows a consistent, equitable 
procedure In this respect. Outbound freight. 
If reimbursable under the terms of the grant 
or contract shall be treated as a direct cost. 

46. Travel costs. —(a) Travel costs Include 
coats of transportation, lodging, subsistence, 
and incidental expenses, Incurred by Institu¬ 
tion personnel in a travel status while on 
official business. 

(b) Travel coats may be based upon actual 
costs Incurred, or on a per diem or mileage 
basis in lieu of actual costs, or on a com¬ 
bination of the two, provided the method 
used does not result In an unreasonable 
charge. The difference In cost between first- 
class and less than first-class air accommo¬ 
dations is unallowable except when leas than 
first-class air accommodations are not rea¬ 
sonably available to meet necessary mission 
requirements, such as where less than first- 
class accommodations would (1) require cir¬ 
cuitous routing, (2) require travel during 
unreasonable hours. (3) greatly increase the 
duration of the flight. (4) result in addi¬ 
tional oosta which would offset the transpor¬ 
tation savings, or (6) offer accommodations 
which are not reasonably adequate for the 
medical needs of the traveler. 

(c) Travol coats incurred In the normal 
course of overall administration of the bust- 
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ness are allowable and shall be treated as In¬ 
direct coats. 

(d) Travel costs directly attributable to 
specific grant or contract performance are 
allowable and may be charged to the grant 
or contract In accordance with the princi¬ 
ple or direct costing (see section C). 


(e) Coats of personnel movement of a 
special or most nature are allowable only 
when authorized or approved In writing by 
the sponsoring agency.
